Hen the dzcadfull repozt of cruell Armes and 
Marre mentioned in the third Boke of the firtt 
part of this Hiſto ie was noyſed thꝛsugh all the 
Pagan Nations, aſſembling, and in one vmting 
their (eucrall puiſlant Hoſtes, vnder the conduct 
and commaund of Alicandro, mightie Empe⸗ 
Y rour of p Sythians, marching vnder his Enſignes 

againſt the Gyecians, with intent of moztall re- 
uenge, vtterly to lubuert that Monarchy, leuelling Conſtantinople the 
ſeate of their Empyꝛe with the earth, with perpetuall deſolation, 


Whither then to theſe euer memozable UWarres , accompames

s gehn Bonarche, one that ſo: ſtrength, valour and high deeds, 
held ouer all Pagan Knights and mightie Gyants,chiefe ſoueraigntie, 
1 all mbtary actions, as being ok the kearceſt, ſole ſupꝛeme Lo2d, cal⸗ 
[cd the Gran Bradamante Campeon : wysa pꝛocuring to eternize the 
memoꝛp of his linage, deſired to haue a ſonne ſo abſolute in all accom⸗ 
auchments, that topfuily he might palle this like, with allurance that 
none but he Hould unperate all thoſe Oꝛient Illes, in whole Con⸗ 
queſt he had (head ſo much humane blod, 

Do ctfed which deſire, he begot the moſt mightie Bramaranr,of 
hunt the onely homecide: as Lugandeco in the firſt Boke of the 
ſecond part hath rcco20ed- 

Uith like intent as the Father, deparfed the ſonne , fo2 ere hee 
left his Tountrey, hee pꝛocured it, being in lone with a Opantelſe, 
whoſe fame fo2 valour, did penctrafe the vaulfte (ſkies, With this 
went he wondꝛous gladly to ſpiil fo much Orectan blood, where 
both Father and Sonne founde thepz Sepulchzes in the Greeke 
fields. 

Now then doth Galtener recozd , that compoſed theſe two 
Parts, howe the Spantelle concerned by the Famous Brama- 
rante , and at the crpiration of her time of trauell, was delincred 
of a childe, lo; krengthe moſte admirable, ik not vnmatchable 
expectation, Foz nouriſhing and banging him vp as the p2oud fa- 
her was, not with humane nulke, but of Ounces, Tpgers, and 
Lvonelles, whereof that {land yeelves infinite. At twelue peares 
of anc, he was as bigge and greate as any Unight of higheſt ſta- 
furc, No wilde beaſte coulde outrunne him, howe ſwifte ſocuer 
hx were: Foz fo admirable was the lightneſſe of the ſturdie youth, 
that her would overtake them in their courſe , and with his hands 
diſioynt them, peece by peece, on whoſe fleſhe he fedde, Being ol 
fourctene pearcs . he cauſed an Armour to bee made of ſcales of 
Fiſh , bꝛedde in the Arthlanticke Sea, whoſe ſtrength cqualled 
the fineſt Diamonde : they were ſomewhat darke of colour, but 
her garnicht them with Pearles and other riche ſtones, fo crcel- 
lontly , that they ſeemed naturally to haue growne there, Ye was 
not of bodie diſpꝛopoztioned as other Gyants, but compoled of ſuch 
o2vcrly well knit members, that onely in ftrength he was accdun⸗ 
td Gyanttae,

The newes ofhis fathcr and Grandſires death, he receiued ere he re- 
ceiued the oꝛder of knighthod, which hee himlelfe of hunſelfe did take, 
ſaying ; None merited the honour to giue him that dignitie, and ſo be⸗ 
came both agent and patient to aduance his pꝛide vito the end of his 
delire, which was ſo great, that it amazed the wozld, hauing karre 
greater foꝛces then his father Bramaranre, 

Do when hee ſawe himlelfe with armes , and knewe 
the Greckes had flatne his Grandfather , hee lolemnelp p2ote- 
ſted on the hilts of his ſwo2d, to holde perpetuall enmitie with 
them. Although pꝛeſentlp arriued other ſozrowſfuil newes of his 
fathers death, and how the Grerke Punces with their owne 
hands intombde him, vowing to defend his armour againſt any that 
would pꝛeſume to take them. 

This lomewhat pacificd his rage, pet not to eſteeme them his 
friends, It greeued his verie ſoule to heare that the lung of 
Mauritama had dared to take away the armonr of his deare fa⸗ 
ther: that hee would ſtay no longer, thinking hee w2onged his 
honour in the dcferring ol his iuſt reuenge. 

This (aboue all the valianteſt) hee had , that hee was 
courtcots and gentle, and without ſufficient cauſe would neuer 
vndertake, noz of any euer demaunde the combatte. Arriuing 
in Crecia hee became moe milder, not by mating anp that 
ouerinatcht 02 equalled him in fight, but with the ſole fight of 
the Oreckiſh Ladies gallantneſle. 

Her was pꝛone to loue, and in purſuite thercot᷑ per oʒmed no mean ad⸗ 
uentures. Finally betweene hun and the furious Bembo , was all 
the lirength of Paganilme diuided. Yee toke his leaue of his lubie as, 
fo then he, none was euern we belouco otanp) with whom hee left 
commaundement, that ſtraight vpon repoꝛt of warre agauiſt Greece, 
they ſhould with the great ft power they could allemble, ſerke him 
there, who onely with the fon of the Gouernour ol his kingdome, cal⸗ 
led Artanio, left the confines of Sc , where he raigned, purpoling 
to umploy hunſelfe in nothing till he met the Bauritanian Brula doro, 
and to take from him the armes ot his ſo deare and valtant father, cal⸗ 
uug hun ſelke vnfoꝛtunafe, in that he had not known him. Bis ſhip be⸗ 
ing rigged, and of all mumtion and tackling well pzomded,within one 
moneth hee entred tze vaſte Creeke Ocean, which not a little gladded 
him to be in his enemies countrie. B 2 Dn 
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Ou the ſourth dap of his Nauigation (hauing thitherto met with 
no aducnture wozthic a Hiſtozie he delcried making towards hun 
a Hime, whereat he reiopced erceedingly:, hoping to knowe newes 
of bis demaund. The ſhippes in their meeting came lo neare, that Bra. 
rant might well diſcerne vpon the hatches ofthis ſtrangers ſhippe, 
two knahts of gallant diſpoſitton, clad in rich and rong Armoz, with 
whoſe light he reſted Highly contented, fo2 in all his life he had not ſcene 
better accomplitht Gentlemen. They woꝛe their Helmets off to take 
the freſhneſſe of the aire, and ſeeing he ioyned his to their ſhippe, they 
put them on. And he appꝛoaching ſaid, 

Sir Unights, I ſhalbe highly kauoured to know neare what land 
we are, and how farre we be from the nigheſt: Cleuated in contempla⸗ 
tion were the two, ſeeing ſo ſtout a vouth „ foꝛ hauing his vp302 raiſed, 
they ſawe his beard did not as then ſpꝛing fozth, The one repliod, 
you now do naninate fir knight in the Greekiſh lea, and are not avone 
thꝛet daes ſailing from Conſluntinople, foꝛ fo many is it ſince we thence 
departed, Jn curicfie then tell me (required the ſturdie youth) whe⸗ 
ther he that ew the Gran Campeon Bradaman,be now in that Citie, 
fo: it greatly concernes me to meete with him? And J cannot belcue, 
Nod ig it yaſſible,that onely one to one he ſhculd ouertome him, whom 

all the Onentall Regions feared, The other anſwered, That Pance 
is in Greece (mat) and if pou pꝛoue your ſelfe with him, pou (ſhall 
finde that was nothing he then did, fo great is his valiantneſſe and 
vmmatched ſtrength, whereto the heauens iopned all their influences 
to make it mcomparable, 

To heare the Greeke ſo pꝛaiſed, did exceedingly vere the youth, 

Do the Pagan replied ſaying, Surely ir all in G7cece be as valiant in 
aht, as they are ſingular in their Pꝛmces pꝛaiſes, they cannot be leſſe 
eſtoemed then foꝛ the wonders of Chiualry, and in the woꝛld ſolp ercel- 
lent to deds in armes. 
Do are they indeed (replied the knight) and he that dares gaine ſay it, 
here dete him to moztall battell. Defie me (anſwered he) Oh hea⸗ 
neus is this tollerable J heare? that befoꝛe J ſee the countrie ol my e⸗ 
nenncs, thore ſhould bee any to dare me and challenge me ? therefoꝛe 
no longer would the tnraged Pagan ſtay, but commaunding his barke 
to be grappled cloſe with his adverſaries, hee dꝛewe fozth his furious 


vlade,

Againſt Mars would not the other refulc the combat, buf in this 
acts he little; fo; bo ng with triall aſſured of the Pagans — her 
ſcrataht unagined what ſmall honour hee ſhould get in that attempt. 
Foz the raguig Scyehian railing his Merculcan arme, £ as that was 
the firit blowne, ſo would he make it notable, which indeed was ſuch a 

one, that lighting on the top of his helme, hee filed away the one half, 
with part of the neck-peece, and deſcended on his ſhoulder with ſuch 
waight, that he thought a Tower had fallen thereon: which made him 
fail vato the ground vpon his handes, loſing a peece oc his vanbzace. 
Another ſeconded the new Mars, leſſening the fozmer with the furic 
of the latter, lighting on him as he roſe in the middle of his ſtrog ſhield, 
which as i it had beene made ofa thin plate, was cleane cut from the 
one to the other end, and the blowe fearcelp falling on his ſight, atto- 
mihed, feed him al along vpon the barke,voyding much blood thzogh 
his noſe and mouth. 

An Eagle in lightnelle was the Pagan, ſo would he follow leaping 
after hun: but the ſupꝛeme guider ofthe Oꝛbes did otherwiſe appoint 
it, mouing his companion to luccour him with incredible ſeleritie, 
making the Scythians of none effect, bp giuing him a venturous thꝛuſt 
on the ſturdie bꝛeaſt, making him recople backewards: foꝛ had he lept 
into their chippe, both had left their lines in the handes of the angrie 
Pagan, who like a furious Balleliſke offered againe the daungerous 
leape, but to pꝛohibit him, ſtod the amoꝛous Floriſarte, fo2 it was he 
and his father, with the dilguiſed Pꝛinceſles that were there, who de⸗ 
parting from Greece, were bꝛought to that paſſe, that they accounted 
themſelues lurelp vanquiſhed, ſo fierce ſercy the Scythian, By this 
was the father riſen, reiopting af the god ayde his lonne had giuen 
him, Againe reiopned the two barkes, and their beeing both togither, 
increaſed their hopes of victo21e. 

The haughtie youth refuſed them not, but rather toped thereat, 
ludging them mats ok eſtimation, and ſince ſo valtant tokens they 
ſhewed thereof, he thought that vanquiching them, ſome honour he 
might atchieue by the con quot. He was inraged againſt tie ſome fo; 
diſturbing him from winning the enterance of their hip: and lo ſutfe⸗ 
ring a mightie blow, that had he not bene Brauorant that reteiued it. 
no other could haue the heart to endure the ſecond. 

At his pleaſure did he reache the beloued Floriſarte on the one

ide o us ſhickd, Farre did not the ſwoꝛd enter, fo2 the Scpthian tand 
bis arm, but all that it reached, which was the ſhield it ſnatcht irs his 
hams , mating hum turne twice oz thzice about, like with taggerung 
ton he ſtept migher tothe edge, to diſcharge another, which happe⸗ 
nod as he would: fo2 taking hun about the ſhoulders, the blade bouns 
vcd vpwards , clſe it had ſtroke away his head: but ſo puuſſant was 
the tortons ttroake , that it diſarmed all that fide , and fell with ſuch 
— heat ltrength , that it ſtroke hun downe in the middle of the 
arkc, 

Like a ſwelling ſerpent became the father, ſeeing his ſonne fo handled, 
{hit with the vtmoſt of his ſtrength he diſcharged his rage vppon the 
Gyzantine youth, who not reſpectingit, would not ward it (but to bee 
uten by the hands ofthe valiant Tharcian) it was to much pꝛoude 
confidence to reſpect it: which made him ſe moꝛe ſtarres then the lof/ 
ito Firmament contained, Ye ſtaggered tw vnleemely ſteppes back- 
warvs.almott falling, but recouering himſclfe , he fomed th2ongh the 
Tlr302 like a hunted 35wze ; blaſpheming wreligioully againſt his 
goddcfle, 

Vy this time came the ſonne, and knowing that one onelp knight 
Handled them in that manner, with both his hands hee laid vpon his 
Welime, which lounded luke a bell. In all his life he had not receiued the 
ike fo it made him bend his head with no litle paine: and with moze 
{pad then he would, euen to his bꝛeſt. Scarcely had the ſonne execu⸗ 
ted 1s, when the father diſcharged an other in the ſame place. They 
oecd hun to let his hands on the ground: Jt was to their will, foz 
returmmng moe farious then a hunted Lyon in his greateſt rage, 
as he roſe,with a counterbuffe he tumbled the father on the middeſt of 
hs backe , fo ſoze bzuſed with the blowe, that almoſt hee could not 
after fond on his teete, The ſonne maintained the fight, pꝛocuring 
rather to delend hunſelle from the Pagans ficrce blowes , then to ol⸗ 
lend. 

Win what auaileth it? foz the father being arriued in his helpe, 
their aductſary neuer fully reached them any blowe , but he lanched 
ſoth their blood, wherwith they both were withal couered, and althogh 
hen had ſomewat wearied and moe inraged him, pet was his 4rnio2 
Neuber cur noz ralcd, and bad the baitle banc made on land, if had

ere this bene ended, either with death oꝛ vanquiſhment of both. Foz 
the haughtie youth was bozne to fight, finving eaſe therein: and fo 
had he in the ende of thꝛee Hhoure , fo ty2ed and wounded them, 
that longer thep could ſcarce holde out: Pet fo2 all this „ did 
not the nights loſe any part of their courage, which was ſuch, that 
they fozced the {on of Brainarant to increaſe i li 1 fo: ces, belowing like a 
bayted Bull:and pct highly cſteeming them, in reſpec of their ſhewen 
valour, 

Long hadde hee deſired to winne their ſhippe , and ſo now 

to acccompliſh the ſame : with a thzuſt „ hee dzaue the Ar- 
gentarian Pꝛince to the fartheſt ſide of it, and aitcr him woulde 
hee haue leapt , if that a ſuddaine whirle-winde that happened, 
hadde not parted karre aſunder both ſhippes, following after it, 
ſo great a milky thicke fogge , with ſo much thundang and light⸗ 
ning , that the prowdefk heart was daunted with fcare, 
Which becing paſt , they ſawe themſelues ſo ſundzed, that 
ſtraight epther loſt the ſight of the other „ and in the Pꝛinces 
Shippe, immeaſurable was their gricfe fo2 the two Pages lodge, 
that in that tempeſt Were conucyed away: inlomuch „ that 
the amoꝛous Floriſart Was like to runne madde with ſowowe 5 
and it was not much , koz none (liuing) was euer better enter⸗ 
tained. 

Heere their kriende Nabato would not leaue them with 
ſuch paine , ſo hee appeared to them in theyz Barke, ſay- 
ing. 

Ualiant Pꝛinces, there is no cauſe why pou ſhuld greeue at the hea⸗ 
uens decree,and what is directed acco2ding to their will: and thinke 
it not little that you haue ſuſtained your ſelues lo long againſt that Pas 
gan : foz there be fewe on the earth ſo valiant as he: and let this be no 
ſtrangeneſſe to aggrauate your mindes, ſoꝛ it will alwates redound tg 
to the honoz of Greece. Touching the Pages, it was time they ſhould 
refurne to whom ſent them : and therefoze ſozrow not „ foz thev 
= place where they {hall bee entreated as their perſons do de⸗ 
erue. 

And pou gallant Floriſart, that haue vioſt reaſon of greef, take courage? 
fo; only it mult molt aduance your unmoztall honoz, And one day — |

Ind bhercupon he toe his leaue, ending his lpeech, and departed from 
hem, ho no ſoner landed in their dommions, and being recemed 
with the loue that Flora did beare them, they gaue o2der fo? all what 
tbe lune man had told them, gathering togither of both kingdoms th? 
ned ropall gathes, well pꝛouded with moſt warlike men, and all 
manner af other neceſaric munition. Uhat they did, ſhall bee re 
lated, 

For theet miles from K appeared a moſt ſtrange inchaunt- 
ment,mating at the tiring ſo mightie a noile, that all the Walles there- 
about did reſormd , and that famcus Citie trembled with the ſound, 
Lhe Cmpero: was amazed, not knowing the cauſe of that ſudden

percio, (hauing greater ſkil then he) on the top ofthe maruellous To⸗ 
wer, a burning Cloud, flaming ſo mightily, that it ſeemed continually 
to caſt vpwards flames of inextinguable fire, It was ſeene farre off, 
and therefoze there were fewe vppon the ſeas but repaired chither, al⸗ 

ouch without it, there had not failed to come the famous Bembo, 
with the Souldan of Egypt, which was a bꝛother to him llaine, pet 
karre mo2e ſtronger. Neither at his due time wanted the great Loꝛd 
of Nyquea himſelfe, with a mightie Fete, Foꝛ Lupercio found that 
Orceke Pꝛince ſhould end the aduenture, and maugre all the wozld, 
beare awap Lyriana: and to foꝛbid that no other Knight might aps 
pꝛoach to pꝛoue the aduenture, he ſtirred vp and mwued the valian- 
tell Enights in the whole vniuerſe againſt the Oreekes, as hercakter 
{hail at large be expꝛeſt. And pet by the ligne, the great Magician Na- 
bato (et, all the flower of Grecia vnited, was there aſſembled, The 
mightie Brauorant could not but ſee it, fo2 parting from the two fas 
mous Pꝛinces, his Galley ſo namgated the Mediterranean Dce- 
an, that he ſawe the fearcfull flames that iſſued from the Sea. De⸗ 
ſirous to ſe ſuch ſtraunge aduentures, was the ſtout and fierce Pa⸗ 
gan, and to pꝛoue himlelfe therein, toying to haue left his Countrey, 
to participate of his begunne ſights , imagining that his ſtrong and 
vallant arme was ſufficient to terminate ſuch a deede,, he commaun⸗ 
vcd thither to be directed, where quickly he arriued, amazed to fee the 
Tower and the maruellous Woꝛkemanſhip thereof, viable to conceiue 
who coulo frame fo admirable a thing. He read v ſuperſcriptions,x not 
regarding what Armes were required fo2 that attempt, he Aung (as 
Bembo had done) at one ofthe Pulers whereon * — was bull: 

but at that inſtant, there aroſe fo much fire, that all his ture Trongty 
nothing auating hun, with want inough — — ouer, Where 
his Armour ſtod him in no ſmall ſteed, fo2 being made of tho bones 
that are molt colde, they were able to defend ſome part ol the heate of 
that fire, and blalpheming on his Goddes, he ftod king ithe coul 
de any other entrance: and ſeeing none, he thought it beſt to vepart, 


vowing to returne thither, and defend d that none other ſhould trie it, 
C fince 
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inet he Had not ended u, it coſl many lines: and to perfo2me it. he com 
mauned his Pylot to male towardes Nauritama, to2 he deſired to 
be three, to demaumd his fathers Ames of Brutaldoro, oz loſe his life 
in then pmüntc. The weather was faire, calme, and pꝛoſperous, fa⸗ 
non ing us voracne, fozmcght daies he landed there: he was glad 
Her co, and fo tnc tozth a mightie roane Courſer, the beſt that all his 
Comnvrey did allo ꝛd, ol luch foꝛce , as it eaſily might beare the ſturdie 
youth a mother mounted his Squier Artamo, and taking the lar⸗ 
act path he begann to pace fo2th in halte, to learne of ſome one, ik the 
king of that lande were there to ſecke hum. Straight was he aſſuren 
et ol raovang greatly thercat, being perſwaded none could diſturbe 
Dum from wamung the Armour that once belonged to his deare father. 
it to reſt humieife,, He entered thꝛough a faire Foꝛreſt, paſſing that 
day there, tei it was tune to llæpe, which was but little, by reaſon of 
that which boicdl hun. 


What hapncd vnto the mightie ranorant, with a ſtrange knight,

Carce was the middle honre of that ſame ſealon 
paſt, wien reſt in ſilent quictneſle lurpꝛiſeth the 
wakua eyes of cacry one, to make them ccaſe 
their laboious daily tople, ſuffering the wande⸗ 
ring paſſengers of gi um darkeneũe, with night 
tipping Furies to pꝛogreſte thꝛogh thoſe waltis, 
that the abſence of their exude light docth lum 
theurmn blacke obſcuritte ; when a ſuddain new 
Act ation uitozerd the haughtic Pagan from his accuſtomed vncon⸗ 
frowled ua For the heard not far from hun, ie complaints ofſon:s 
one, whoſe necctlitie vꝛged hin to lament, Ve was as is ſaid, in na⸗ 
turc contrary to all others of his huid, and hike his Father onclp 1! 
Areugth. oz he pittre> thoſe diſtrelled, offering his perſon in they; 
required ade: her roſe, and cloſing his Bauer, went to the place 
fret 
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ſrom whence he heard the plaintes, and by the pale thine of Cynthias 
watery beames , he (awe ſitting at the fote of a knottie Dake, a well 
p20po2tioncd knight, apparrelled in moſt rich Armour, complaining 
of lone, The Pagan knew not what it ment, and thereſoze to fre his 
effects, he got behind? another Tree verie neare vnto the knight: who 
had not all that night lept, bewayling his chaunce, neypther would he 
do it, but to participate his griefe to thoſe that felt it not. Do not re- 
garding, becauſe not ſecing the Pagan, he beganne with a thouſand 
ſighes, witneſſes of his ſoules ſozrow , to vtter the greeucd burthen it 
ſuſtained: and with ſuch grace, that Brauorant reſted amazed, iud⸗ 
ing him ſome celeſtiall creature, reſpecting the werte harmony of his 
voyces, he did with all attention liſten, and ouerheard the Louer im this 
maner ſing againſt Foꝛtune, theſe verſes following. 


Ortune is blinde, ſhe lookes on no mans need, 
And deale, ſhe hearkens vnto no mans call: 
And cruell, ſhe reſpects not ho dath bleed, 

And enuious, ſhe reioyceth at ones fall.

No Griefe make her dead-leeping pittie riſe, 

Nor is her Enuie thaw d with Yerrwes tearcs.

And fattethdunghils with her beſt rewards. 

Anon they tumble to their firſt eſtate, 

And other on the tottering wheele are ſet: 

Who ncuer finde repentance, till too late, 

And then they finde it in {ad ſorrowes net. 

Such fortune is, and oh what hap haue! 

To ſeruc a Goddeſſe hghter then the winde: 

Conſtant in nothing, but inconſtancy, 

As alſo enuious, cruel, deafe and blinde. 

Fortune is blind, Oh what can me betide? 
But blind miſhap, that ſerue ſo blind a guide. 
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With a b:cathicCe Heart bzcaking ( hay me ended the Louer, 
punciputing her oppzelſed ſoules diſcharge thus. hat auailed it. Dh 
what auauled it me Heropcke warrie lo to my honozs coll, t reputati- 
ons w:ack to reucale viito the the terre of my Loucs ſetrets, whoſe 
tributc is only due to thy nncomparablc met ite: It was moꝛc then be- 
came mc,violatmn tholc unmaculate rytes of curs, which arc firſt to 
be urtreatee, and then vponſuTicient pole, to like, Jknowenot cn 
whom to complaine 2 not of my (clfe,/o2 neuer was any better umpiop⸗ 
od, no2 pct thar thonghts hiaver fublumated 2 No, J complame of 
my hard foxtane , fo2 that the lacrificc of my wul offcred in his hands, 
could bt no meanes te confirme in part, the bope be gaue me on the 
ſardes ofchc GreckeTra coan,, to be ſoly mine, Foꝛ of I ſo now vnders 
{1-5 1t, who wouldbe fo weake,and ſomifiruſttull a Louer, as with ſo 
many orowes ts fake the thing leucd, and with a number of inſi⸗ 
nt hohcs, that vnſouaht tot, would mate me, fince I would not re⸗ 
fulc what he admitted, noꝛ cculd my Lone fancie but what he deſired, 
lotung: Um O ariefe, I cannot belaue, but that mnyſfoztune and my 
ſelle, were both bome Twinnes at one ſelfeſame birth. O haughtie 
Iy nac ian, thmke not but it is a blot to thy unmoꝛtali fame, to ſhetwe 
tqr ſelte cruc! 4 unkund, gainſt hun whom hath yrelded loule x thoughts 
to thee, It is a tyꝛammie altogither vnubelonung whom thou art, and 
what thou diddeſt pꝛoteſt at our departure. Che terne tierce Pagan 
would not interrupt hun, but aftomed to heare what he ſaid, hcar- 
kencd, vnable to reſolue whether man oz woman he was. All the 
night paſt they away, one in his laments , and the other in his newe 
doubts , vntil the zppcaring of Auroras ſhine began to giue warning 
of the momung Sunnes vpaſe. And then lcauing his ſtand, went 
towards the Umaht, that ſeeing it was day, had laced on bis helme, 
fear ing to be knowne, 

The knightiy Opant ſcring him, with exceeding courteſic, that 
moſt adoꝛned hun, he beganne to ſpeake, Nou haue mfozecd me (lir 
umaht) to paſſe this night ſo diſquuetted, by hearing you publiſh your 
gricfe, that in recompence thereof, J intreate you 3 may knowe 
the cauſe , and if the hazarding of my perſon to weozke your con- 
tent, may bee a ſexuice accepted, J ſhall reſt happie to bee ſo un⸗ 


ploped. 
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The Ladie well noted him, th: nking fe had neuer ſene a b uer 103 
better armed kmaht, and his ciuill demenour, bound her to a milde 
anſwere, but ſhe was in ſuch an amoꝛous rage, that not conſidering 
the end, repled. Why then, wozſe will the day be to me, then was 
the night to you, knowing that you haue heard What the verie (oule 
dares not truſt it ſelfe withall, and J know not what lawe of armes 
admits it. Pour fauour J refuſe, fo2 hauing committed ſuch an of- 
ſence, as to require the knowledge of a ſtrangers deare hearts ſecret, 
againſt his will that loues, which if I declare, how ſhould 7 thinke it 
could be conceald by you? So map pou returne, fo; the argic that mie 
tozments, is pleaſant on ely in concealement. 

had not thought replied the Pagan) that thꝛough intrecang thee, 
with what amongſt god knights is vſrd, ſhould haue put thee in that 
arrogant confidence, as to neede none others apde, beeing a thing lo 
confrarie to reaſon. If thou kneweſt the lawe of Loue (replied the 
Buight) thou ſhould knowe there is no happincile therein, but to loue 
with ſecrecte, fo2 that is it that aſſureth any doubtfull hope. But to res 
count my cares to one that cãnot redꝛeſle them, with moꝛe then a dole⸗ 
full J am ſoꝛrie we ſigh moꝛe in hauing a ſtraungers companie, then 
fo2 diſcret cireunſpectactle, 

It cannot be expꝛeſt what rage the Pagan conceived, fo2 being inſo⸗ 
{ently bolde, he was onely noted of immoderate raſhneſſe, and lo an- 
ſwered. Then, that thou mayeſt know that to haue told it me was thy 
adtiantage, A ingage thee to the battell, that by taking away thy pus 
ling life, the paines whereof thou doc ſt complaine map alſo end. Mars 
was not moꝛe fierce then the Loucr, beeing angered, and ſo without 
longer fav, dꝛew fo2th one ofthe woꝛlds beſt blaves, Mightie Hee 
Was: but hee met with that trength whereto Mylos to2ces neuer 
reacht, thꝛough conceiued rage he was quicker in executing his blow, 
diſcharging it on the ſhield, of which to the ground hee thꝛewe a peece, 
beating the reſt fo heauly on his heade, that if aloft aſloniſhed him. 
Ve ſtept in with his right rote, and with a ſteddie ſtrong thꝛuſt he fozſt 
hun with ſtaggering paces backwards: he wold not yet leaue the chaſe 
fo: turning his ſwoꝛd vnderhand, let it tlie at his right thigh, making 
#15 aduerſaries fleſij fle the cutting or his ſharpe blade. 

Neuer was — in the deſert Lib ia moꝛe rigoꝛous then the Pa⸗ 


gan now did returns vpon the knight, and where he thought his blow 
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Would be of moze effect, thither hee ſtrucke: the other raiſed his ſhield, 
but it was of no defence ſoꝛ although hee did not cut it, thaough the fi 
neſle of the temper, vet it fo charged hun, that het ſet his hands on the 
ground, and ere hee role, hee felt another, which made him thinke hee 
lawe the ſtarrie firmament. 

The bod congealed in his mouth, and freez2d in his bodie, ſwing 
the fiertenelle of the Pagan, which hee thought karre to exceede the 
Greeke Pꝛinces. He role vp, fo2 hee was couragious, minding to vſe 
his wmbleneſſe, but as therein the Scytluan exceeded the ſwiftneſſe of 
anp Hart, it auaild him not from receiuing molt cruell blowes, kiſüng 
the carth ſometümes with his knees, and ſometimes with his handes, 
Neuer felt he himſcife ſo perſecuted, noꝛ at the poynt to loſe the fame 
he had obtained foz valour, and thereloꝛe did hee redouble his blowes 
ſo ſtrong and thicke, that the Pagan was fozced to deuiſe newe defens 
ſite wards, Excerdingly he reioyced to ler what bꝛaue knights he met 
in his tourney towards the parts of Grecia, demming him of that coun⸗ 
trie, where the Authoꝛs ol his life were intombde. 

This remembꝛance ſo vert him, that hee ſuppoſed it cowardiſe to 
continue in finale combat ſo long: ſo letting a blowe flie aloft, hee diſ⸗ 
charged the ſeconde with ſuch mightie ſtrength on his aduerſarics 
helme, that it rezounded like a bell: and not able to penetrate it, ſo hea- 
{tip it waighed on one fide, that bꝛeaking all the laces, buckles, and 
riuets, it drucke it from his head, making the knight vpholde hunſelfe 
with his handes: but at his riſing A pollos beautie ſeemed not fo faire 
that dap, as Floralizis great Alicandros Neece,that wandzing thꝛogh 
ſtraunge lands in ſearch ol her Poliphebo, had arriued there. In all 
his life did not the Pagan reteiue ach a blowe (as with her light) (oz 
in all the lame, he foꝛgot not the memone of that dap: hee ſtaped his 
Woꝛd, and ſtepping foꝛth, vnlaced his helme, ſetting to view his ſtur⸗ 
die viſage, moꝛe faire then lwartie, pet with many wamkled checkes, 
and one great mole on his front, appꝛwued tokens of his exceſũue 
frrenath, his ſhield he caſt away, and fatung his ſwoꝛd by the popnt, 
thꝛough the newe tuch of icue) hee ſpake with moze ciuilitie then the 
moſt amoꝛous. 

Admired Goddcfſe, J beſerch you parvon my mad pꝛelumption, 
although 3 ferle alreadie the puriſhment thereof, foz the not knowing 
ou.

pot, fozced me to it, yet J repute it well, if it redownde not to pour far- 
ther diſpleaſure, which will be to me a moꝛe vnhappier death, in that 
J haue ſeene the excellencie of beautie and valour: and ſo intreate you, 
as deſeruer of farre moꝛe honour,you will accept my ſwoꝛʒd in ſigne of 
victozte, and Ile defend that all the woꝛld doth owe it pou. It greatly 
delighted the Ladie to ſz the knighis courteſic, and imagining he was 
okeſteeme, replied. J will not (fir knight) haue you in all things take 
the better ofthe fight, foz the vicoꝛie is yours, leauing not thereby in⸗ 
debted to your content. Mer handes to kiſſe then required the newe 
Mars, thinking no greater god might bee expected then the p2cſent, 
Si dꝛeb them from him, demanding who he was? So poaked was 
the Pagan, that he could not deing it, noz thꝛoͤugh contemplation ſay 
any thing, vet thus he ſpake. 

There was no reaſen (diuine Goddelle) to intreate, what by 
commaunding makes me happie in obedience. J am called Brauorant, 
ſonne to that kamousbramarant, Which in Greece Was deathes man 
to hunſelfe, and Nephewe to that Campeon, Which loſt his life by the 
hands ofa Grecke Pꝛince although J cannot beieeve it) and theres 
ſoꝛe haue J left my countrie, ofpurpoſe to be rcuenged on the Graks 
and the Mauricanian king, whoſe land we now tread, becauſe hee 
take away my fathers armour: and allo J conic to know the Pzince 
Vlerichian, whoſe vaſſaile Jam, and areatelt friend in reſpect of the 
louc that he and the mightie NMiclnaro his Grandfather did beare vn⸗ 
tomy kindꝛed. Ind this is all J can lay, paying the like, not in regard 
ofmy relation, but that J may know my Souerqigne. Bound 
thereto was the Ladie, replping thus. 

J greatly deſire to hnowe my MFocke, and whom J am, that 
might therein latiſfie pour content bꝛaue Brauorant:) and 
Jaſſure pou , that the moſt J knowe , 1s , that J knowe 
nat whom J am, mo2e then that a bother of mine and my 
ſelfe, were brought vppe togither in a wod, without other con- 
uUerſation then of a Wiſe man, that did inſtruct vs in all ver- 
furs. , whom Wee reputed our fathcr „ till hee aſſured vs the 
tontrarte, and thzough the accidents betalltn , ſome haue ioide 
vs Wee are the chuldzen of that ſo leaned Prince Nleridian. Mose 
{ knowe net, 
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J bel:ene no leſſe, but that t1oſe which are the carths chief lights 
(aunſwered the amoꝛous Scytluan derive their dinine diſcent from 
the heauens, whence pour ſacred Grandfather pꝛoceeds. As they 
weren this conucrſation, they ſawe him comming whom they ſoght, 
mounted on a micthtic Couricr, he woꝛe not then the armour of that 
Mars and mightie Bramarant, keeping them oncly to weare in Gre 
cia, the moꝛe to deſpight Her Pances, 

The Ladic knewe hun, and tolde it the fierce Pagan, that cried 
out ſoz top, ſaping. This aduenturc excellent Ladie admits compas 
riſon ſolely with that of your knowledge. Now am J certauic of all 
gend foꝛtunc, ſince the heauens hauc let betoze mine eyes with fo final 
toyle the thing J moſt delired, 

Ve aroſe with anaric paces, and ca'led fo2 his fierce hozfe. The 
like did the Ladie, lightly vawting wto the labble, The Scythian was 
nothing enuious thereat, fo2 in ughtnelſe the Onencall nations etw:

J with I had them here to weare them in tris 
umph of my valo urs victo ie, making the powers of heauen knowe to 
thy coſt, no terrene merits better deſerues to weare them then Bru- 
oro. Milbemn the beginning was the Scythian, but being mw- 
ud to rage, no LBaſſchſke is like to him, ſo roꝛing like a bull, and tur⸗ 
ning his hozſe, caſting his eyes vp to the ſkie, ſaid. Is it poſſible that 
{ling ſole forme to Bramarant ſhould ſuffer this? and that any other 
but he ſhould thzeaten me, permitting, ſithens thou haſte his armour, 
and detaines them, not to pzocure them, oz loſe my life in the enter- 
pale?

Nuts troden Derpent moꝛe rigozwus then now the Affri- 
can returned, that foemaa hum. ite io handl d, cruſhma one tech with 
another, ung hs ade mounted on hah, crecut d on his helme ſuch a 
blower tit molt ſtroke him ſenccicfle. Yee well perceiued his 
ator won, fo rake be the abnantane enfring with a crucll thꝛuſt, had 

tei rms been as tiep were, there 54d the battell ended: hut they 
wore fo & coun, tant che (wozp could not enter them, lo ſiding _ 
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if hahted twirt the buckles of his bꝛeſt, cutting down his ffrong male, 
and he w is happie to ſhꝛinke tas bodie to humſelke, elſe hee had Lorne 
moztally woundeo, Ye paſt his carrier fo ſwiftly, that the Scythian 
could not itrike him when de weld. With ſuch nimblencs returned the 
haughtie Affrican, that his courage amazed the inuincible pouth. Wut 
no was hee at the vtmoſt of his rage and willing to make it known, 
caſting his ſhield at his backe, let dꝛiue at hun a meſt mightie blowe,

{11can t: it Was ot no defence, fo2 from one to the other end it was clean 
dude in two, and meeting with his werd, both made (o crucll a 
ſtrone on his helme, that though it contained two fingers in thicknefle, 
he gaue hun a perilous wound on his left five, 

The Maurit.:nian would not befcrre his payment, fo2 cloſing 
his lwoꝛd firmly, and ſceing him withent shield, diſcharged the puſs 
ſance ofhis armes on his ſure heime, it was it faucd his life, and his 
head from cleauing; neuertheleſte it was loheame, that it firoke him 
along vpon his courſers backe, redoubling another vppon his broad 
bac alt, that it almoſt ſtopt the paſſage ol his bꝛeach. Admirablc was 
the 1:zht of the moꝛe then cruell fight: foꝛ Apollo hamng made his 
courſe vnto the middeſt of the vaultic hrauens, there ſtayed to gaze 
vyon their warrc, glad to ſee the warricurs, that without fane of ad- 
uantage, had foure houres maiFtained their ficrce combat, Vet ſomes 
thing better ſped the Scytchian, by reaſon of his inpenitrable azmes 
that kept his bodie from cutting. Which was net ſo with the Maurt- 
taman, (02 in ſome places was he ſoꝛe hurt, but yet was no caule to 
make him ſhewe any faintn:; ſe, it rather increaſed his courage to lee 
his blodtnamell the earth. Amazed ffod the gallant Ladie to vicwe 
the Pagans battel. iudging the woꝛlds whole ſtrength was twirt theſe 
two reparted. Greatly ſhe dcfired to giuc oder in partivg them, ima⸗ 
gliung p with the death of any Greece jſheloſt one ofthe vallante ſt and 
greateſt enennues ſhe had. This taucht her veric ſoule: pet would ſhe 
not ſeeme to diigrace the mightie Brauorant; lo thee àgaim e regazed von 
the fight, thinking in the end he would get the better, ſa wing met 
Maiſter thereof. He gaue the other a biowe ere ſhe could terminate her 
poeſumption, vppon his helme, that in a trance hee ſiroke him on his 
hoꝛſe crupper, A while was he carried lo about the field, vet not fg 
long, that he night ſecond another ere hee reconcred himſelke. 
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To lt a Larcaman Tiger, with his fwo2d twirt both handes, exe⸗ 
rut cn his rage vpon his ſhield: lo mightily did it royne with his head, 
that 4 rh omitht hun, and with another almoſt ouerthzewe him, The 
rome unten Lyon le wantuigher whitps,ts like a milde lamte, 
compared with the puriſant matchlelle *cyrhian, that renouncing his 
Poms with crecrable blaſphe mies, ſpurd againfl the Poꝛe, and lo ea- 
nor ng be in dug cutter, that he cleſed ſo neare hee could not execute 
Me Lower more then caſt his armes about him with ſuch power, that 
Nate nt him from his laddle, whole warght fozcſt him to leaue his 
Mcropcs + leape attet hun, falling both on the hard greund, with moꝛe 
Menath they unbozaced then doth the tender Jute incompalle about the 
Nur dic wake, 

Ag while fumbled they vp and downe the earth, till ſewing 
nenther could lo vanquiſh his aduer ſarte, at once they parted,repatring 
to their oc apone, whole fight once moꝛe might ſatiſne any minde of 
he une veſire: lo: uf the NIautitaman be mimble, the Scythian is a 
Koc m ſiwittncile, 

Lere nught Mars himſelfe learne as in a ſchole, and with milita⸗ 
re prnaples goꝛge his light. Foꝛ being a tote on ground, it was ad- 
wur hl to note the derteritie wherewith they allaulted, and ſkilful 
manncr of retires, Po ꝛe noyle made they then Vulcans © yclopean 
wo me men Thx honres ofthe aftefhone were paſt, and they withs 
put frare of anv lolle, revoubled their blowes as in the beginning. 
Wort uſed to mes was the Poze: but the pouth was boznc with 
hs eagle > coat, ffinoma caſe amtodeſt the areateſt warre : ſo beganne 
hoe to ij nun of his aduantage to the Maw itamans toſte, that beeing 
wonnme, begann to fant, vet not fo plainly, but would diners times 
pin his b teil in hazard. 

Yip this would T v rans ſhining deames obſcure his ſplendo2, dꝛen⸗ 
(mar min Spaniſh Ocean, when the Lacie apparantly (awe the 
dt ant age on B avoranrs partie, and iudged hun ſufficiently hono⸗ 
rb there ur th. le apt from her hoꝛſe, and ſtepping betweene them, ſaid. 
Quart, apart, b:aue warriours, top it is no reaſon about a trifle of ſo 
um ai umpoꝛt once, ron ſhould make the wozld Oꝛphant of pour per⸗ 
Uns Capumated was the Pagan in the giues of his Ladies gallanits 
neut that he cephed thus, 

Peropcke 
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Heroicke Kmght, though in ſome reſpect J be herein wzonced, J wil 
not wozke pour diſcontent. aid do leaue the battle in this eſtate. 4 tale 
vpon me valiant knight (laid he) the wꝛong offered you it it be any to 
leauc the fight and J doubt not but this knight wil take it well to ceaſe 
it at this tune. 

A ell perceiued the Mauritanian he might be ful'y perſwaded now 
to haue the woꝛſt, ſo he anſwered, he was content, and they ſhould not 
want another time to ende it. Thanklull vato bun fo2 it was F!lorali- 
20, and offering him her friendihip, the Poze departed, bearing with 
him inough to talke off in his Citie, oł the Scychiuns courage, Thep 

{at them downe, and the pouth toke oft his helme: the like did the Las 
die, dilcourling of Brutal ſoros bꝛauerp. This vertue among the reff, 
greatly adoꝛned Brauorant, that he neuer toke from anp the merites 
that he thought him wozthie of, So was he firſt in giuing a beginning 
to Brutald »ros pꝛaiſes. $20 better medicine could come to the luſtie 
youth, then the ſight of that humane Goddeſſe, whole belotie had ſo in⸗ 
chaunted his ſences, that he iudged her all diuuie. 

He was not conſtant, foz ſee:ng the Greeke Ladies, he ſtraight fozgot 
Foraſiza, only the ſupꝛem icp ot bewtie, making change in him, Hoſt 
part of the night palt they with different thoughts: foꝛ the Pagan was 
ſoly ouerwhelmed in Contemplation ofthe Ladies graces, not daring 
to maniteſt his gloꝛie, to; pet he was not ſufficientip toucht with loucs 
ficrie euil. 

The Lady though ſh: was glad to haue ſuch company, were it 
but becauſe he was an enemy to the Greckes, anſwered with her tong 
what her heart felt not, which (2 had left in the poſſeſſion of the J y. 
nac tian, whoſe abſence was able ta diſtrac her, thinking ſhe ſhould 
not ſox him any moꝛe. It is caſte foʒ the ſoule to beleenc the euil it is ad⸗ 
diced to, foz as it liues feart̃ul and in doubt of the deſired god, anp con⸗ 
traty accident that gaypens, taketh firme poſl:flion of the Louer. 

Ju this conuerſation were the vncontrowled Brauorant and the La⸗ 
die, when they heard a great noyſe like the fighting of many knights, 
they toke their Way towards it, neuer finding out where it was. Fo: 
the Hagitian Lupercio. had deuiſed it to conduct the Pagan to the kiee- 
ping of the maruellous Tower. So loſt he the Lady which © extream⸗ 
7 areencd him, that he had almoſt loſt his wits: wandung thx dayes 
vp and downe thoſe wods calling foz her, pet could heare no tydings, 
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MM thing the was ſhipt to ſea, he with his Page Arramo did the 
Une, o arrmecd at the Tower, where he niade his abode to the coff 
of many Funes, ending theſe that went with hun in the ſhippe, to the 
Lad fo: his neceſtary pꝛeuſion. Where foz this tune we leaue hun, till 
eth occaſion that wilmuniicr matter mmougheo his valtantnefle, and 
the Lavp in ſcarch of Polliphebo , teturt ing to Eſclauonmi, lo inſo 
long delauc, we nughtily hane wꝛonged the Pzinceſſe Venus.

Oe great eſteeme( ſaid the Dwarfet) ſhould thoſe knightes pꝛiſoners be 
ol, atung obtained ſuch dekence. 

Zhou ſayeſt well anſwered the Grecke foꝛ in the end accoꝛding 
fo ther necellitie, they were ſuccoured with the valour of this knight, 
to whom thc palme of the vigozie is due. 4 wilnot agree thereto pz 
lmaht ſaid y Dacian) ; ſiuce the experience you haue this day ſhowne 
— your unconquered arme, witnelleth againſt any that on my behalfe 

Nay be alleaged. But leatung thts alreadie alighted from their hoꝛ⸗ 
— it will glad my very. toule, to knowe Who hath this day inaced 
{0 many wonvcrs, 

In compariſon of pours (ſaid the Greeke) warltke Pꝛince of Da- 
cia, mine arc of fo ſinall name, that they may boalt of nothing more, 
Hen fo be atchiucd by the fatzours of your pꝛeſence, whole imaginatto, 
and phuowledge that Don Eleno of Dacia went in my defence, made 
mne da ſtrenath lrom my Weabnes, to ſhelwe, p aticatt in ſomething

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{may reſemble to be your kinſman. 

Ind thcrevpon he did put oft his helme, pꝛocerding. J ſhould wong 
che Darian Low, not to tell him who Hath this day recciucd luch hap⸗ 
pie apde. Bis vncie did ſtraight knowe him, and With a topkull vopce 
embꝛacing hun, ſad, Untilt the death ſhall J complaine mec of this 
— moſt excellent Pance of Gieecia) in ſo long delaping the cons 

aut {| ould receiue by knowing you, Fo2h ad I veen witting of lucy 
y irc cempame, J had fill concemed move : aſſurance of the vidouc, 

ſelfe being armed with that aſſurance, Heroicke Punce (repiicd 
the Gr rke) made me reſeriuec full now my dilcoucrie, purpefing Ul 
fi 5 the beginning to doit t i the batteil ended, of whoſe god ſucce lle J 
— g doubted ſeing you therein: and that you may bee affiired by 
what meanes ycu haue bound mie to pour obſeruance, know, that the 
combat was made ſoꝛ inp libertie, being called in this countrie the z- 
p uring Unight, whoſe Dancelle taking pittie of my wrong mip2t 
ſonment, 920cured meancs to iubcrate me, and ſound one difficult p⸗ 
nouah, which was, to let me out though her garden, and gaue mer 
this armour, that J diſguiſed, might fog my (fc demaund the batteil: 
and ſince it hath ſo happened to dur content, — vs pꝛocure it {02 that 
Ladie, by againe pꝛeſenting my ſele in her handes pour ſelfe beeing 
witnelſe thereof, foꝛ in nothing wꝛonging the brautious Roſame ne, 
little is aduentured therein. It is iuſt (replled the Dacian) b2ane 
Claridiano, that herein all our friends and kinſfolkes ayde vs: and let 
bs go, foꝛ whoſoeuer ſtapes, any delay is hurtfull. Let vs away (aide 
the Greene foꝛ moꝛe then is done reſteth to be executed, and in affairs 
wherein our hands muſt be inured. Foꝛ know, that this Ladie (one of 
the woꝛlds beauties) is mmamozed of rhe ſuſpitious knight, who is the 
Heince of Croatia, that is pꝛiloner, whoſe amitie made me pꝛomiſe a 
thing inhumane reaſon almoſt unpollible, that maugre all the king⸗ 
dome, J would ſet her in his hands, but now J fee foztune hath bzogbt 
it to moꝛe facilitie, conducting you hither: and Jaſſure you, that his 
nobleneſſe and friendſhep deſerueth anp kindnelle: wherto the Daciun 
oke. It is pnough to eff c it Heroicke Yunce) if you haue pꝛomiled 
it, fo2 by loſing my lie, do accsmplich what J am bound to. 

Eh theſe ammatiig reaſons they arrmed fo the do2e where the 
- die exported them, with lo great feare freing they ſtaied lo long, that 
lhe was a thouland tunes avout to go away, 
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The two haughtie warriours alighted, and the Pance giuing his 
watchwoꝛd, the ioyfull Lady opened the doꝛe and jaid: J pꝛomiſe pou 
dilpqiring knight, yeu behaue pour ſelfe io like an ill pꝛſoner, that ano⸗ 
ther time there wil be no licenſe to walke tw2th , Hauing made this (@© 
long. 

Ve replied, J am lo pleaſant excellent Bꝛinceſſe) with this umpꝛiſon⸗ 
mt, that J wold ere J returned bang company unth me, that he might 
participate of the ioy here enioped. A greater cffence then the cem⸗ 
mitted, delerueth pardon with ſo god excuſe, Condittonaliy(anſwered 
ſhe) that know who he is, foꝛ ſeeing with what courage he helped the 
Greeke Punce, makes me ſnipect he is of that happtc Countrey, Cla- 
r1d1ano replied, So great is the deſire J haue towards pour ſexuice (ſos 
ueraigne Venus, ) that it was able te bꝛing in my aide, and pcur ſer⸗ 
ince no leſſe then my deare Loꝛd and Uanckle Don E!eno , Pance of 
Dacia. Who had alreadie put off his Helme, diſcoucring his excellent 
complexion, intreating the kiſſing of her white hand, He that hath them 
ſo god aid (ſhe) is wzonged, in not commaunding that hon oꝛ of all 
the Obe. Now may J liue content, knowing that the pꝛotectoꝛs of all 
necellities abides in my Court: And ſince handling my atfaixcs, 
you make me your cuerlaſting friend , J know not why J ſhould not 
ppcnly reucale my ſecrets to you, though to my coſt, foꝛ it il not difs 
content hun who hath placed all felicitie ſo faithfuliy to loue. And to 
this end, it wil be god the Pence of Dacia ſhould goe to the ſuſpitious 
kmahts lodging, that he may at large know, what hereaway hath hap- 
pened, To moꝛrow J wil ſend him one of mp Damzels, to ſhewe it 
him £02 it behoues the Greeke Pꝛince to returne to pꝛiſon, leail he be 
milk, 

Uhercto the Dacian anſwered. With whatſoeuer pour (ours 
raigne bewtte (hall commaund, will J reſt moſt contented, Fo? here 
now we only wil pzocure pours, although therein J hazard my li'c, 4 
hoped no leſſe of ſuch a knight (ſaid ſhe) foz luch as you in defcnduig 5 
recctue no wꝛong, ought to ſhewe they be knights. And hercupon they 
departed, appointing that with his Page and Dwarffe, he ſhould ga 
o the groue of Loucrs , whither they would adviſe him by Faulta the 
next day what ſhall be done, and ſurcly making the dwze fall, the the 
the Greke Pꝛince by the hand, ſaying, 

J am lozie renowned Pꝛince to haue put you in ſo many dangers 
in 
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n my behalte. but J truſt in the diuine powers, I ſhall one day ſhewe 
mp (clfe not vagratefull; he anſwered, Small is not the wꝛong I re- 
ceiue by thole woꝛds, your ſoueraigne beautie being afſurcd that if 3 
haue, 02 (hall haue any content, it is onely to pꝛocure yours , and be- 
cue me, of little deſert is the hazard ol my like in ſo neceſlarie daun⸗ 
ger, and lo much the moꝛe, knowing that in Venus ſeruice, any peril 
is a paſtime. 

(le (uffcr my ſelf to be flattered herein (ſaid ſhe)e that my beautie hath 
obtained ſo god credit. And becauſe 4 thinke it is reaſon you returne 
to the Tower, heere put off yeur armour, foꝛtheſe will J keepe with 
me, to put me in remẽbꝛance how much Jam indebted to their Mai⸗ 
ſfer. Mith ſuch grace ſhe diſarmed him, that ſhe diſgraced Cynthia 
in her pade, though then ſhe ſeemed moze faire, then when (thee vilited 
Endymion, 

Yee tokehis leaue of the Lavie, and going thꝛough the Caue, they 
mounted the ſtaires, where in his chamber hee found his truſtte Po- 
llandro, with the diſcreet Faulta, that expected him with ſome feareof 
his long tarrying, although they had not greencd had he a little longer 
ſtayed, fo2 the damzels wittie chat had attracted the Pages affection, 
and were they wiſe, they had not deferde the execution of their deſires, 
ſince ſo god oppoztunitie the Grecke had giuen them with his ab⸗ 
ſcnce. 

Galtenor doth not expꝛeſſe it onely, ſaith: that when the Pzince of 
Croacia Went to apde Greece, and carried Venus and Fauſta with 
him, that ſhe ſeeing Poliſandro there knighted, was contented to bee 
mave a Ladie, a maniteſt token ſoꝛ any luſpeded minde fo thinke they 
had contractedif, From thence went the dainzell accompanied With 
Poliſandto to Venus chamber, and returned to the Pꝛince, cloſed the 
Caue atter hin, of whom he vnderſtod the Dacian was the knight 
that helpt him. 

— Whobeing out of the garden, mounted on his ſwift Tirio, and a- 
lighted in the Fo2relt he was appoyntcd, whither he was vircaed/ag 
one that well knew it) by the dwarffe, that with him and his Page in 
picalant chat paſt away moſt part ofthe night, glad to haue occaſion 
herein he might helpe his couſin, So the time to take ſome reit 
being come, he ſtept aſide from them, and lying along the green graffe 
with his head on his helme, he llept the greateſt part of the night, and 
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taking his ſhield, ſtraight went towards that place, and comming to a 
ſpacious plaine, at the farther end thereof, he could diſcerne ſome ſhep⸗ 
heards that attended their fleckes, They were talking of their com⸗ 
mon wealth affaires, entermingling them with matters of Lone. The 
haughtie Dacian arriued, and aſſuring them from the feare they con⸗ 
ceiued by his comming, ſaid. Feare not gentle ſhepheards, foz my 
commingis not to diſcontent you, laue oncly thꝛoughly to heare your 
diſcourſes of amoꝛous cares, 

Dne ofthem that ſeemed to commaund the reff,aunkwered. Wee 
very much eſteeme lir Unight) ofthe god opinion you haue of the Ef. 
clauo nion ſhepheards, ond beleene me, there is no reaſen to concetue 
the contrarie, eſpetially of thoſe that feede their flockes in the groue of 
Louers, foꝛ here with moſt eff cacie doth Loue manikeſt his power vn⸗ 
fo vs, becauſe true love ſhould neuer bee wanting, from among theſe 
ſpꝛeading mirtles, on wheſe leaues and growing barkes, is the lifc of 
thoſe Loners waitten, to incourage him that langmtheth , ſeeing 
what they ſuffered, whoſe deathes with their names, named this 
Grou?. 

Great occaſion gallant ſhepheards, hath the hearing of this Groue 
bene replied the Dacian to bꝛing me hither from my karre remoted 
tountrie, to knowe the aduenture thereof, The ſhepheards did rcft 
affected to him, ſorting his behautour : and ſome moze pzeciſcly noting 
him, (hauing that day beene in the Cittie) knew him to bee one of the 
Unights that had with ſuch honour ended the battell, ſo made aun⸗ 
ſwere. To no piace (fir knight could you haue come, to haue mo2e 
truer infomation ofthe thing von deſire, then this, foz beeing fo long 
ſince we haue kept our flockes hecrein, We haue learned ol our elders 
why this valley is called ofthe Loners. TAhereto the Dacian laide: 
Why then ſhould J mipute it a ſauoꝛ it it bee no trouble) to relate it 
me, wherein you ſhall perpetually binde me? In much moꝛe then this 
(replied the diſcreet ſhepheard deſire we to content pon, foꝛ pour deeds 
this day done in Alancho, deſetue karre much moꝛe. So ſat he downe 
among them, where the ſhepheard began his ſtozie in this manner. 
Then here arriued the Authoꝛ and builder of this great Cittie, and 
firſt King ofthis countrie, there inhabited on the higheſt toppe of this 
mountaine, a people whoſe quict and pieaſing dwelling thꝛough their 
excellent gouernment and care, bꝛought it to bee the gallanteſt x molt 
pleaſanteſt Town in althis kingdom. Lozd or this ſoyle was a 3 
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Celio by name, the valianteſt and of rareſt conffitution, then knowne 
in all the vniuerſe, inſomuch that he was called the Oꝛacle of his age, 
He had two bzothers, the ſecond named Alcyno, and the third Larſi- 
n10, they had a ſiſter ponger then thelelnes, but elder in beautie Which 
Was ſuch, hat fro many places ſtrangers came only to ſee her perfeeets 
ons, on whom ſome loft their liues at the very firſt ſight. This Ladie 
called Lailla, their Parents did conſecrate to this Groue, dedicated 
fo Diana, to adminiſter to her rites in companie of her other vowel⸗ 
{cs, thy bzought her there ſo poung, and ſhe ſo much delighted in that 
ſolitude, giuing her lelle ſolely fo hunt, that ſhee became ſo exccediuigly 
obliuious ofher Parents and kindzed, that ſhe pzocured by all meancs 
poſſible to occult her ſelfe from them, and all humane creatures: it was 
caſie lo be done by realon of the thickneſſe and intricate palſages of the 
ſame, which was no little toy to her, thinking ſhe liued neuer moe to 
be ſeene otany. This lite did ſhe lead till the age of foureterne peares: 
foz then did her beautie ſtaine the lunnes in his mid. dates pꝛide, Whole 
fame the other Rimphes ofthe Temple publiched abꝛoad thꝛoughout 
the ſpacious woꝛld. One dap among the reſt, as Pꝛince Celio accus 
ſkonicd to recreate himſelk, deſcending this way on hunting, he chanſed 
fo ſinde her neare a cleare fountame that lies behinde this little hill, cal⸗ 
led the Anfoꝛtunate, by realon of that which happened thereat,UWhere 
Celia ſeing her, and of ſuch admirable beautie, blame hun not ik hee 
pcelded a thouſand ſoules, (lo many it he had) fo2 much moꝛe delerued 
her excellencies and moſt gracious bꝛauerie. Bee went towards her, 
ſhewing by his alteration what he went 702, and how eſtranged frem 
hunſelte he Mond depart, at the dꝛaͤwing ef his attracted cies from her 
ſight, From her being, roſe the wlitarie Goddeſſe diſcontented, to have 
met with that knight, who tering her, diſbanung copnelle, lollowed to 
ouertake her, tay? ung oy wity ughes that pꝛoceæbed front the middeſb 
ohis perplexcd heart: but the fx Ladie carcleſie of his cal on „declared 
hers, in onelp hailing her lwitt running Ueppes. turning her late, 
from whom acknow! cDgcd her fo2 his Codbclle, Shes — not io ar 
dutrunne him, but he at laſt cuertoke per, and catching holde by her 
thin lleeue, falling on his knees, beganthus. Oh lacred Ladie, wiy 
ſhould you ſhew ſuch crueltie againſt him that mul Ke oneiy to tors 
vou, hoping loꝛ no longer lite then you ſhal grant, admautug h venuty 
on? but oh, it you ſhall iop lo p2olecute your rangsuclle, let nice 1168 
pꝛoʒogue your vengeance on my ſelfe. 
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Mhile this dagger is readie to execute pour ſharpe decree, fo? ſo pon 
do remaine without diſpleaſure, it wul be my pleaſure to ſatiſfte pour 
dome with my death. 

The crueltie (fir knight) vou ſpeake of, ſhould J vſe towards my 
ſeife? (replted the diſdainſull Laa) ſhould J regard pour pꝛapers, 
knowing how Capitall the offence is againſt the chaſte Diana, whoſe 
Nunphes of whom J being one) are firſt afoꝛe all other things ſwoꝛn 
to the puritie of a ſingle life? and fo my ſelle ioying in the ſweetneſſe of 
ſo choile alunng as that led in ſolitude, ſhould not then cruelly tyꝛan⸗ 
nize ouer my content, pꝛocuring your cale, to loſe my libertic? With 
many currents ot pearled teares diſtilling from his epes , the amou⸗ 
rous Celio anſwered, 

Neuer lacred Goddelle did my imag mation ſo much as thinke by 
touing to woke my content, in any thing to ab2idge pours: onecly I 
beſeech (and this is not to offend you) that though my merits deſcrue 
not your ſight, noꝛ my ſelfe be wozthie to adoꝛe you, I map to nouriſh 
my elſe dying like, make you ſolelp to my ſelke, the ſole command2cſſe 
of my oppꝛeſſed ſoule, and that J may repaire to pour gloꝛious name, 
with the tributarie duties of my poꝛe hearts ſpoples. Somewhat mil⸗ 
der grewe the ſiſter of amoꝛous Celio, fo2 there is no Ladie fo cruel} 
and vnthankekull, but reiopces to be beloued, fo2 ſuch vertue doth lone 
let in the Ladie loued, that onelp to deſerue the gilt to be beloned, ſs 
will loue. 

She would haue an{wered, but the comming of Al cyno the ſe⸗ 
cond bꝛother interrupted her, who almoſt befoze hee ſawe her, ren⸗ 
dꝛed his ſoule vnto her, as a pledge of his true lone, The like ſacrifice 
did the third make ol hs, that then arriued, which two laſt leeing then 

2other, and with that Ladie, ere they knewe how to loue, expꝛeſt ap⸗ 
pꝛwued tokens to be iealous. To bꝛeake their ſilence, the third bzother 
ſaid, What god foꝛtune is this, god bꝛother fo meete with fo gallant 
a Ladic in ſo ſolitarie a place 2 Do haue the heauens appointed it my 
deare bother (replied Ceiio, ) And being nothing tcalous of them, te 
feare to ſap his minde, added: that the power of my thoughts being 
imploped on her, my ſoule may triumph in content to haue found ſuch 
a Doucraigne, Poſt wozthie is her beautie (ſaide the ſecond) of the 
offer of my noble thought, whole reliques may ſolemnize her bꝛaue⸗ 
rie: neither is vnoccupied, foz Loue doth occupie them all, 
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And bohileſt Alcino ſpeakes, Larſinio gluts hunlelle with gazing. ald 
it by chance all thꝛee be ſilent, ſhe by mouing the Oꝛgans other ſpech, 
kindles the fire that vnconſuminglp doth burne them. Celio loues, 
and the molliſied Lady lob ing on him, by the motions of her cye-re- 
ſplending lunnes, with infint ſignes ol hoyes, doth incourage him to 
perſiſt in his moued ute: and loꝛ his lake, ſhe affeas the other two, 
knowing they Were his bzethzen, She expꝛeſt it by her kind woꝛds, in 
anſwering them. 

Such is the condition of loue (moſt bewteons Ladies, credit me, 
it is knowae by experience) that any amoꝛous niotzon how fained ſo⸗ 
euer, is accepted of the Louer, as amanifeſt token, that onelp he, is he, 
ſoly beloued. 

In like maner fell it ont with the bꝛothers. Fo2 as the Lady with⸗ 
ant ſtraungeneſſe kindly ſpake to them, the moze to winne Celio to het 
elke either of the others accounted themſelues to be eſpecially beloned. 
The greateit part ofthe day continued they in pleaſing chat, intang⸗ 
ling themſelues in fhe ſnares of that deceiuing net, that there with thou- 
{and childifh toyes did leape from bowe to bowe to inſnare theſe pwze 
Louers in their owne vnhappie conceits, vntil the withdꝛawing kime 
of the recluſe Goddeſſe called her a wap, which fozced the thꝛer bꝛothers 
to returne vnto their home, purpoling euer day to come thither, in 
queſt of whom they loued, vet minding to take their ſeuerall way. Foz 
nothing Was ſufficient to diſſwade the two bzothers that they were 
not beloued, to deſiſt the pꝛoſecuting of their intented lones. Some⸗ 
times after they ſpake with the Lady, not knowing noꝛ remembꝛing 
ſhe was their ſiſter: but ſhe by all exterioꝛ meanes, told the two poun⸗ 
ger, ſhe could admit none ſane the elder, Nenertheieſſe,fo poſſeſt was 
loue of the two bꝛothers ſoules, that in ſuch ſoꝛt it blinded them, that 
they would neuer beleene it was as the laid, and their owne epes ſawe 
to be molt true: fo2 the perfect ſincere loue which nouriſh them, cauſed 
them to deniſe the expedients meanes to end their pafſionated labozs, 
They found it, and to their lines coſt: fo2 paſſing ſome moneths in this 
entertainment, one dap, diſmall and blacke to this Countrey ſince ſo 
much calamitie fel on it La: ſimio the vonger bꝛother haſtened his tom⸗ 
ming to ſeeke his ſiſter, clad ail in rich ſhining armoꝛ. Ye met with her 
al the vnhappie Fountaine /thzongh their luckleſſe euents ſo called) in 
Whole bubbling Current hee was Waching her faire white — 
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hands, Dis Beuer lifted vpthe Loaer , and nimbly leaping from his 
ho2ſe, Went ſtraight towards the Founte, To recciue him ranue the 
Ladie, guerdoning his comming with a louing imbꝛace, not as to her 
bꝛother o2 Louer, but ſo neare in ally to him whom with heart ſhe ten⸗ 
dꝛed, Which the Punce attributed not to Celio in fauour, noꝛ his con⸗ 
ſanguinitie to Laiſla, ſane to his one pure leue, Which was ſo great, 
that he iudged hiinſelfe in refpce ol deſeruer of that courteſie. 

But Foztume now alreadie wearie, and angrie the earth ſhould 
longer containe them , oꝛdained Alcino ſhould ſe the imbꝛacement, 
who not knowing his bꝛother by reaſon he was armed , let ſpurres to 
his ho2ſe being allo in armes. The Loucr cloſed his Ult382 ling the 
other come in that manner, and mounting on his hoꝛſe, ſtept to hum, 
ay ing. What lecke you in luch haſte fir knight: 

Dnely ſrephed the ſecond bꝛother) to let you know the lifile reaſon you 
had to offer violence vnto that Ladie. 

Inraged, as well mdeed he might, became the vnwary youth, 
and not ſuppoling he was his bꝛother, turned about his Courſer, and 
ſaid*, Why then ſtate bolde knight, fo2 this (hail chaſtile thy rude 
raſhe intention, Alcino cowched his Laimce, making their incoun⸗ 
ters with as much noyſe, as if two ſhippes had met. £7 mighytte foꝛ⸗ 
ces were the pouthes, and ſo they p2olecated their battle with as much 
ſtrength as crueltie, that the Ladie which beheld them, could not but 
pittie the blowes which Larſinio receiued with ſome teares ; oz the 
loue ſhe boꝛe his bꝛother, ſoꝛced her to ſhead them. 

Tye ſecond bꝛother cloſed with Larſmio, firiking away at one 
ſtroke the helle of his ſhield, wounding him loꝛely on the arme, which 
Was sccalio they caſt eithers armes about the other , with luch power, 
that both fell from their Saddles to the ground, Struung, vp and 
downe they tumbled on the gralle, belpzingling the earth with theu 
biod. 

When the haughtie Celio axtiued, who iceing the baltle, not 
perteiuing the Ladie there, lept from his hozle, and d2awing (02th his 
lwoꝛd, went towards them and ſaid. In courteſie fir knights, ceale 
a while your fights, which cauleleſſe ſeemes to be lo fierce, Cither was 
{6 fleſht againit the other, thinking the Lady offenved by eithers adis 
on, that vnwuling to obey their elder bꝛother, (that being allo in rich 
abillements of warre was not knowne) Alcino made repiy, 
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Do not pou fir knight ſcke to part dur Combat, whole caule we haus 
adiudged to ſufficient. 

Hotwithſtanding laid Celio) fo2 my lake and intreatie, J hops 
you will leaue it. It will be then (anſwered the youngeſt ) to make 
you conleile you are diſcourteous, in wiſhing peace where none? is des 
fircd, And lo he being cot between them, and they both angred togi⸗ 
ther, they diſcharged two ſuch blowes vpon him, 7zat he repented to 
haue vndertaken that demaund: but being or incomparable ſtrength, 
quickly ſetled himſelte among them, begumnig one ok the fierceſt tights 
inthe wozld. Aboue two houres they continued hacking , aid with⸗ 
out pittie cruellp cutting their armes and flethe , that every one had 
d ue eight wounds. 

The Ladie feared ſome vnhappie chaunce, whoſe heart was fo 
dellberated with feare to ſ& Larſinio ſu wounded foz the others ſher 
kacw not that ſhe could not riſe, noꝛ with her voyce gue notice ſhee 
was there: ſo we gaue occaſion vnto the lanentableſt and moſt vn⸗ 
luckie act that euer was acted , Fo2 Celio weary of fo long delay, de⸗ 
fending himſelfe ofthe ſecond bꝛother, with a cruell thꝛuſt to his thin⸗ 
king bereaft poꝛe Larſinio oł his life, whoſe death fo extreamly gree- 
ued Alcino, (as ithe had knowne him) that diſpatring oflife, did cat 
his ſhiold tothe ground, and cloſed with his bzother , who doing the 
like, ſo long w2afled, that both fell to the earth, where dꝛaweing foꝛth 
their daggers, with equall blowes either ſtabbed in the others bodie to⸗ 
gither at once, loſing their vitall bꝛeathmg, to the Ladies ſo great ſoz- 
row, that ſhe thought to burſt. 

Dhe roſe, bewapling that accurſed happe, and went to Larſmio, 
foke off his Helme, and ſeang him like one dead, ſhe became moze 
then dead. Needes would ſhee know the others, which was cauſe 
ot greater cul , fo2 their Helmes being off and knowne who they 
were, a thouſands lamentattons did ſhe bzeathe into the aire, ban⸗ 
ning her miſkoztune. 

hee fell in a traunce, and twile o ihꝛiſe loft the motion of her 
moung powers, and at lengtg recoucring her ſelle, and ſeeing the tho 
Hꝛinces, for her ſake with luch demanlelele ſauadgenelle flaine; teas 
ang: the golden tramels ofher amber haire, whole bewtie erlipfed A 
pollos light, thus the began her lament.

Dh cruel heauens, wherein haue J deſerned this moztal plaguc⸗ 
©! how haue J offended, you ſhould ſo much maligne my hopes, to op, 
pole your happie influences with luch dire euent, againſt the ſpꝛinging 
of my iopes:? ad you ſuffered me to keepe my life within the limits of 
my louitarp walks, theſe Pzinces had not ſeene me, and lo not viewing 
my ul beſtowed bewtte,they had not defired what ſoly was duc to one. 
Oh deare P2incc5,y0u ſhould haue bene contented to ſee your bꝛother 
beloued, and your ſelues foz his ſake affected, to deſiſt the pzocurement 
of your pleaſure, with his, and pour owne deaths. Dh chaſte Soddelle, 
Why didit thou ſuffer ſo execrable a fact, hatefull, abhozred and deteiia- 
ble were my life vnto the woꝛld, ſhould J deſire to line, that ſawe the 
tile end of pour vnripe peares, Fo2 this, oh this vaine momentary 
fading bewtte How, oh how may ſhe valiant Þ2inces) recompence 
this deed, this deare and amo2ous derd, but to immitate pon in death, 
that did Jdolatrize me in life? Reaſon had T'ysbe to ſuffer foꝛ her Lo- 
uer, and Hero, rather to taſte of the bitter waters of death, then of the 
actiue fire of loue, that in her entrailes burned, None had ſuch reaſon to 
dis as J: and in ſpeaking it, to pꝛolong my delpiled life, J do offend: 
which though J might, J will not emop, in abſence of thoſe the that 
did ſo dearly loue me. Thꝛe liues wold J haue heroike Pꝛinces, to be- 
{tow on either one, being debter vnto you fo2 thꝛer, but ſince J cannot, 
to ther ſwerte Cello, my ſoule and heart J do bequcath: my god will 
and affedion to Alcyno and Latſinio, and my poꝛe chaſte life, with my 
immaculate and vnſpotted thoughts, to thee moſt ſacred Goddeſle bo J 
J ſacrifice, in extenuation ofmy fault, Wherevpon with moztall fury 
ſhe dzew Celios ſwoꝛd, and ſetting her bꝛeſt to the ſharpe point, ſhe ol⸗ 
fered her life to deaths tryumphing ſpoiles. UWhich no ſwncr was ct- 
fected, but the blew heauens with thicke kogs and mpſts was clowded, 
with thundꝛing and lightning, and innumerable horrible vopces, that 
ſer eke deadly terroꝛ in the harmelelle people, who with their flockes 
and heards of cattle, periſhed, Their bodies were neuer found, no2 if . 
is not knowne what is become ofthem, moꝛe then that their hues and 
deaths, with the maner and occaſion, was found carucd in carreders 
vpon ſome Dkes there adioyning, where ſome ſhepheards haue often 
ſcene a Caue, from whence illues ſuch flames and imoake, that it con⸗ 
ſumed the Trees neare to it, and it is many yeares , ſince none dares 
though feare let their flocks feed thereabouts. 
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Thisis (fir knight) what you haue demaunded, and of ſo many res 
poꝛts the trueſt: where the ſhepheard ended. Naturally was the 
P2ince touragious and deſirous of ſuch azuentures, and ſo very car- 
neſt did he inquire foz the Caue, determining to enter and ſee what it 
contained. 

The ſhepheards ſhewed it him moꝛe to content him, then to thinke 
he would aduenture to deſcend thither. But being hard by it, with in⸗ 
uincible courage (in the end like Don Eleno) hee tolde them his will, 
Thepſoꝛrowed thereat, 4 with no fewe teares they (ought to dillwade 
him from it, pet nothing could put him from his purpoſe, reſpeaing 
neither theirs, F abios, no2 his dwarffes intreaties: but dzawing foz2th 
his ſwoꝛd, and taking his inchaunted ſhielde, hee recommended him⸗ 
ſelfe fo his heauenly Pzotecto2, and themto expect his returne, and (6 
directed his ſteppes towards the infernell Caue, where what happe⸗ 
ned him, the next recounteth. 


CHAP. V. 


Ho Den Eleno proved the aduenture of the Louers, and what end 
he gaue it. And how in Lantho he made a challenge about the 
two Princes libertics. 


Ith Brutus ſwoꝛd in hand, and his new inchan⸗ 
ted shield, with maieſtick ſteps marching towards 
the timoꝛous caue,(moſt kind Ladie) left we the 
Dacian Paince, with whom neither the intrea⸗ 
ties of his Pages noꝛ ſhepheardes , p2cuatled to 
giue ouer his commenced enterpꝛiſe: neither the 


Coſin Claridiano, t the beautious Venus, with 
the Pꝛince of Croacia, fo2 his deſire to knowe what that fearcful caue 
contained, made him diſpence with all theſe, and dzowne the memozie 
of his owne affaires in the center of obliuion. 

Do with Herculian conrage committing his ſafetie to the powers 
dine, he beganne to enter the tcrro2-b2eding Caue, that rather ſeæ⸗ 
med an infernall deſcent vnto the helliſh vawtcs, ſo much, and ſo furi⸗ 
dus was the fire that thither welcommed 2 {rom vtter * = 
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oſs confi! mien x lames did dilpairing Brutus inchaunted armoz te; 
fend hem vet neuertheleſſot elt he the greateſt paine in al his life ; fo; 
boſtdes innumerable number ak honible voyccs that founded wühm 
hat hollowageſſe, many thonlandchmeous deleꝛmed ſhapes and appa⸗ 
ritions oppoſed th: niſetucs agamff hin, with erled males hamnig- 
ning on his hodie, with ſuch ſelernie, that lometimes his handes, then 
his knee g, aud ſomelimes both, he was forced to fit on the ground: in 

ſomuch that his own viows wherwith he frok the emptie aire, ſerued 
to no other purpotle, but wit the [runtieflc exerciſe to wearie his arme, 
that he could not feeie il. 

In this vneuen warre lavozed ho about an oure, minding manp 
times to rolfurne backe, ie erterne hot was the fter, but iurpꝛiſed with 
conſideration of hon hee was, and what ignominicus inkamie a⸗ 
Waighted lch an ac, with much ſtrung hee obtained the ende of the 
burning Caue, where he met with a great Büler, vihich nothing diſs 
pleaſed hum, that by getting behinde it, might defend him from his pur⸗ 
ſuers. Bat here was he ti the grealeſt daunger or all his life time, ſo; 
the Piller he uimbꝛaced, became a moſt keareſul Gpant, who ſo ſtrong⸗ 
iy pꝛeſt him, that he thꝛuſt his armoꝛ within his tieth, and the flanies 
being no lefſe; that from him pꝛoccded, che n ute b indured thither⸗ 
ward, 

Dec ronaly ſtaped punſelfe, remembzing whem hee had to do 
With, and caſting his mightie armes abotit him, turned him vp and 
downe as ik hee had bene ſome common Unight, lill angercb that lo 
long that wꝛalle had laſted, hee hoyſed hun from the ground, and with 
the vtmoſſ of his ſtrength ranne him againtt the wall, that terminated 
the C me. Scarce had he done it, when vaniſhing; in his place heleft 
a dꝛe, thꝛough which with vncontroboled minde he entred, com min 
* a freſh deliahtlome grerne, with luch different varictie of frees in 

ſuch artifieiall o:der ſet, that the light eaſed him of his paſt fopie, At 
one endthereothe lawe a4famptoous building, ſæ ming not by hiunane 
hands fected; fo; the top raiſed like to a Pyramide, (eeined to checke 
the clowdes in height, and as the ſame reuerberateb on (he alittering 
ſtones, the great ſplendoꝛ thereof dazeled the beholders cyes. At the 
entrance thereof ſtod thiee pines, to ſuppozt fs many Arches, under 
which lay thꝛer knights, which ſeemed to defend the entrie. Che one 


and biggeſt in conftitution ol bodie, was cladde in Indian colour ar⸗ 
maur. 
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mor, with many Lillies grauenthere vpon. And on his ſhielve, tha 
ung at the tree, was figured the poztrature of Faith, witl; this

The other two were altke in lie colour armes, full of ſtrawbertes, 
and on their ſhields Enuie pictured with many eyes, as the Allirians 
vſed to paint her, the inſcription thus. 


Enuies ſeruants thouſands are, 
All which miſchiefes do d euiſe: 
Then to looke on each ones care; 
Enuie muſt haue many ey es. 


All thzz ſhewed themſelues to be of balour, which made the Daci- 
an Lo2d imagine (as indeed they were) Laiſlas bzothers. Befoze the 
Arches there was made a hoꝛſe race, at the beginning whereol, hung 
a Table with theſe words, whoſe meaning Don Eleno read thus, 


Inthe time to come, when the moſt happieſt in Loue, and with 
whom Fortune hath ſhewed her {clic moſt fauourable , ſhall 
here arriue, then this aduentute of the Louers ſhall haue ende: 
and alſo the tormcnts that £aiſ/a ſuffers: for ſo hath Nycoſrane 

the great Nlagicnau of the Greene valley ordered. 


]lainly did the Dac ian perceitie, that the Table ſpake by him, ſince 
th;ongh ſo many miſtoztuncs he had artiued to is happie a Hauen, as 
the unoping ol his brantions Roſamonde, Mlith gallant Maiclſue he 
entred the rate, being confronted by the younger of the ther brothers. 
The reſt ſeeing the warre offered them, mounted on their Ccurſers 
paring fo it, as they which had no moe iudgement but fo2 that. 
Judge ofthe battell needs would Cupid be, the mightie B. cf Sowles 
and Hartes, fitting in all royaltie on a Impcriall thꝛene, fo2 wWozkes 
manſhiy ſtupendious, ſhewing himlelfe (his eyes not blinded) with 
irctull aſpect. At his ix tay pꝛeſtrated all thole that had rebella d againT 
his decree, F 2 But 
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But they which had maintamed his ſtatutes, and obſerued his laws, 
and with v une Idol atrie adoꝛe d his rights, fate round about i reyall 
chares, euerie one in his degr@,accozding to the ſupʒemacie of his de⸗ 
ſcrts: and with moſt care of obedience acknowledging his feoltic, re⸗ 
pairing to hun with the duc tribute of his ſdule, as to their ti uc ſwoꝛne 
Pnce. 

The ſtanall ofthe fight was giuen with fo many thouſandcs of 
militarie inſtruments, as if heauen and carth ſhould merte. Wihereat 
ſwiſter then an apzie thought, the warrelnke warriour packt againſt 
Lartimo, incountring hun with fuch ſtrength, that he fozecd hum loſe 
his ſlirropes and bꝛidle, 4 had almoſt duerthzꝛowunnhum tron his ſaddle. 
CUith bꝛaue gallantncile paſt the Dacian foꝛwards, turning vpon his 
aducrſarie with his naked ſwoꝛd in his hand, but ſcant had he done (0, 
when quicker then the winde, the ſecond bꝛother (purde agauiſt him, 
running at his backe vnth ſuch fozce, that had he not held by his hozſe 
necke, he had kiſt the ground. 

He had not done executing this blow, when like a thunderbolte the 
mightie Celio departed to hun, meeting him (after the bꝛeakung of his 
launce) ſo foꝛciblp with his hoꝛſes bꝛeaſt, that both tumbled to the 
ground. On his keete fell the Dacian, amazed at the knights deniſe; 
who cane him no longer time koꝛ this conſideration, fo2 the two that 
on hozſebacke remamed, returned to eucrth2zow him. Mee could not 

ekend himſelf, foꝛ the courſe was ſhoꝛt, and fo headlong they ouertur⸗ 
ned him. Ere he could riſe, Celio ſtept to him, with the greatett blow 
he had in al his life receiued, foꝛ it had almoſt ſtroke him ſenceleile, ſap⸗ 
ing him all along vpon the earth. 
All this was no meanes to put the Dacian from his ſkilkull pꝛoccding, 
foꝛ ere he could ſecond another, like a furious Lyon he roſe on his fert, 
reſolued to expect them. Mee ſawe himſelfe in daunger of death, foz 
the two that remained on hoꝛſebacke, with quicke and ſuddaine car⸗ 
riers) ſo oppꝛeſt him, as he loft his hope, with honour to iſſue cut of 
that enterpꝛiſe. 

Among the hoꝛſes he ſetled himſelfe ffrongly. A thing wozthie his 
balour he did, foꝛ his ſhield ſoꝛwards he expected Larſinio, that to in⸗ 
counter him had aduanced himſelte. but no moꝛe he maued him, then 
if he had runne againſt a rock, whom with his hoꝛſe ſtaggering back, 


the Dacian fozced fo fall, whereat the Pzince was glad , _— 
a 
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that on fete he could better dealo with them. So he ſtept aſide , let- 
ting Alcino pafſe,and as he went, gaue hun ſuch a thꝛuſt, which was 
it that aſſured him the vicone, making him therewith, maugre his 
ſtrength, to leaue his ſaddle, Foz all this he had no cauſe to boaſt of the 
blows : fo2 the inraged Celio ranne to him with both hands laying on 
his rich helme, the temper gaue him his life, elſe had his head downe 
lo his necke beene dunded, yet made he the blood in grrat abundance 
guſh thꝛough his noſe, 

By this were the other (wo vp with their lwoꝛds in hand. It was 
a combat moſt woꝛthie Cupuds fight, fo: the thꝛe are mightie, and the 
Dacian the ſame he was wont, and a fate ſtronger then VIars, hee 
ſh:wed hunlelle like a cunnuig lencer, ſetting fo2th at length his ſhield 
arid (wo2d, to inticc them to make offer. Yeremhee pzcnailed , fog 
moſt blowes he received on his ſhield, which being inpenetrable, they 
did not ſo much as rate it. 

Inthis manner a while he behaued himſelfe, but hee iudged it co⸗ 
wardiſe ſo to end the battell: where foꝛe bzaucly he ruſht among them. 
well couering himſelfe with his ſhield, and as hee paſt, he gaue the le⸗ 
cond bꝛother ſuch a counter buffe on the helme, ftriking away a great 
part of his v:302 that it was aduenture he had not done ſo by his head. 

Downe along the bꝛeaſt deſcended the ſwoꝛd, making there a long 

daungerous wound, with another he would have ended that battcll, 
had the other two let him. But the haughtie Celio with impopſoncn 
rage entred ſo much inwards, that at his pleaſure hee could diſcharge 
his furie on the toppe or the inchaunted ſhield, net able to cut it, pet 
fa Waightie was the blow, that thꝛer oz foure ſteppes ſtaggering backs 
wards, it fozccd him. 
Larſinio was not pdle, foꝛ with a ſtrong point he thꝛuſt at his bꝛeſt. He 
felt the blow, foꝛ it depꝛiued him of his bꝛeaths paſſage, The two bꝛo⸗ 
thers had not diſcharged their blewes, when the wounded Alcyno 
returned, and with both hands gaue him a moſt mightie ſtreke. Re 
zound with Eccho did the greene fields, by the warrioꝛs ſterne ſtupen⸗ 
dious blowes. And the angrie Judge was aſtoniſhed to ſer with what 
crueltie thep allayled cach other. 

Aduantage had the warrelike D rcian in his ar meur, foꝛ though he 
was tired, pet they had no ſcarre. Otherwiſe was it with the bzothers, 
fo; the fielde was beſpꝛinkled with their bod. Don Elenos celerts 
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tie much auailed him, elle he had not got the vickoꝛie ſo cheape, but it 
and the ſurenelle of his armes, makes it certaine, Thee houres haue 
they foͤughtynakuig no ewe of fainting, in the end of which Was the 
Daclan aireadte at the extreameſt of his rage, thinking he had v wont 
oi the fight, fo cating his ſhield at his backe, and with his woꝛd twirk 
boch hands, beganto bꝛandiſh it among them, quicker then the Cyclo- 
pun Dmithes do their croked hammers, and as he could nv? miſe 
them, he gaue no blowe but fetcht blood. In the ſelle fame Coyne do 

they pate him: fo2 the the mote fiercer then Alcydes, aſlayled hun lo 
bꝛaucelp, that i he giues, he receiues, and in greater quantitie, with 
qua quallitie. Now ſkill and derteritie pꝛeuailes not with hum, all 
he remits to blowes, Wherewith he rents , cats, and in veces lhiwers 
their armoz,pany coates and (hields. 

He would firſt diſpatch Celio which molt froublcd him, fo gets 
ting kram the two, entered to hum, and in his aſſanit, with a downright 
biowe he cut away his ſhield, with al his vanbꝛace, and a great peecco? 
his ſhoulder, Scarce had he done it, whe with a point he turnedagatnl? 
the ſecond, thꝛuſting thꝛee parts of his ſwoꝛd vnder his arme pit, where 
had he put foth his arme as he mought, fo2 euer had he there laine, 
Agon Larſinos waſte he diſcharged his furie ſo fiercely , that it was a 
Wonder he had not in two biuided him. The heauens pꝛelerued hun to 
val his iealguũc, although againſt the Dacian Punce he loſi thereby, 
In his very ſoule was Celio vert , to ire with what rygoꝛ that one 
krught handled them, that taking his ſwoꝛd ſtrongly in his fiſt, aymen 
loft, guung Alcyno time to gue him a dangerous blow onthe thighs 
be: falitng betwane aiopnt, ut made him a wound gutwards: ſo great 
was the pane, as he could not ſtand on that legge, which the brothers 
percetuing, aud aſſuring themſclues the viciozy, began to oppꝛelle hun 
{0 vehementiy,as tyep depzued hun ol bzcathing, Cager herem emed 
te third bꝛother, and would make ſome thewe ol his valour, but it res 

LED d to his deare coſt. o: Don tleno nat 1g his intent, gaur back, 
carima the reſt,. and ſo let d third — being Within His reach, 
with mcredibie toꝛce laide hum on th * he cut albay moſt of bis 
Velme, with a great peece ot his head, — bling him at his feete, hel⸗ 
ping him thereto, with another no telle ſtrong. 
Che other tio cloſed wich hun, lamenting the lucceſſe. Ye couſd not 
refuſe the Wꝛalle. Ve enired thereto aduilcdiy, firit dzawing ſw2th his 
Daggers 
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dagger, quickly they fell on the ground, where they tumbled a god 
vhile, At was aduantage fo2 the Dacian to be ſo, fo2 ſtretching fœoꝛth 
vis arme in that place where befoze Alcyno was wounded on y front, 
chere againe Don Eleno ftrake hun, making him lole his hold, with 
the pangs ot death. Then he turned on the firſt, whom koꝛ his valour 
he had altected, but at that inſtant foꝛgetting it, let flie at his bꝛeſt a molt 
crucil ſtabbe, wherewith he ended the bzaucit aduenture cuer in that 
ſingdome knobone. The nople which the haughtie edefice made, va⸗ 
niſhing awap, was heard thaough all the Citie of Xantho, To Cu- 
pics Thꝛone was the Ladie conueped. in that manner, as ſhe witne' 
ſed her bꝛothers deaths ; whom the God ofloue thanked fo2 her amo⸗ 
rous act, in giuing her ſelke the moztail ſtroke of death, oniv moued 
through zealous loue, fo2 which hee pointed her felicitic in her as 
mours. 

Againſt the two hꝛothers! gat were g canſers ofthat vnhappy client, 
was the ſentence read to this effec, To the purgatoꝛie of * Jealouſie 
and Entne let them be carried, Where they map purge the paine that 
their raſh vnaduiſed pꝛaceedings did put the famous Celio in. Tthem 
the mightie Judge commaunded to be (ent vnto the houfe of Yope, 
where he might liue in 16p ,.-and ſure he ſhould obtame a nlozgus and 
amoꝛous ende, vcſerued by his faith, and that the remembꝛance of los 
uing his ſiſter, ſhould not annop hun. 

This being done in pꝛeſence of the Dacian, Who vnable to ſlirre, 
with many flaſhes oklightaing, the heauens were ſome what darke⸗ 
ned, til all was paſt, he founde himſcife in the open eld, hard by the 
bewtecus Layila, and befoze them a Piller of ire, with thele wozvs 
which Don Eleno did read in this maner,. 


The Purgatory of Enuiers ſhall here re maine, witly puniſhing 
the two Louers : til the ſonne of the cruell Lyonelle ſhall ge them 
uber tie: Difcoucring alſo the Cattle of Hope : : whoſe wonders ſhall 
not be by any ſcene, till the foure moſt ſieiceſt Lyonelles ſha! mcet 
at this Fount. 
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So greatly deſired the Pꝛince fo ſee the ſcrole, that hee ſawe not the 
Ladie, till turning about, hee ſpyed her come towardes him a pace, al⸗ 
readia aſſured ofthe true manner ot᷑ this ſucceſſe, and how ſhe was fi 
ter to the dead: yet knowing they remamed but inchaunted, iopfully 
going neare hun, laid. J knowe not ( moſt ſoueraigne knight) how J 
map ſatiſtie the dutie you haue bound me to in hazarding your like ko; 
me in ſo mamteſt a peru: although ſo bꝛaue a deed as this, bangs with 
it his due recompence. 

It is ſufficient (excellent Ladie) anſwered the Paince, that it bee 
{nowne, J did pou therein ſome ſeruice, which bound all the world 
({xtng what wꝛong you indured, being kept heere) to pꝛocure the re- 
medie. The comming of the ſhepheards, Squire and Dwarftfe, in⸗ 
tercepted their farther ſpeech.Cuerie one did their dutie to the Pzincs 
and Ladie. Whom Don Eleno recetued as if he had not in a long tune 
ſeene them. 

At this time entred the ſame an infinit number of knights, aecom⸗ 
panying the king and the Pꝛince Lindauro, that galloped amaine to 
know the newes. The ſhepheards aduanced themſelues, foʒ reward 
of the newes, ſayingꝛ that the ruſſet knight which hav endes the battel 
in the Cittie, had terminated the Louers aduenture. It greatly glad⸗ 
ded cuery one foꝛ Laiſſas diſinchauntment: though being done by Don 
-leno, it nothing pleaſed the king, that in his heart did hate hum. By 
this appꝛoached the Dacian on his mightie Tyrio, bꝛinging the La- 
dy behinde him, ſo faire, chat ſhe affectcd euery one, and had not Lm- 
dauro boꝛne ſo great god will towards Venus, doubtleſle he had ciec⸗ 
ted her his Goddeſſe. 

The Bing entertained him with better exterioꝛ ſhewe, then inward 
minde, thanking him fo2 the aod he had done in his kinadome. The 
Dacian would not after hee had replyed with his becomming dutie) 
treat of any thing fouching the paiſoners ltberties, but rather demicd 
other matter of diſcourſe, till they all fired their epes on a gallant 
knight, that deſcended downe the valley ſo well armed, that it deligh⸗ 
ted cuerp one. None there but gazed on him, and the Ladie with ſome- 
what moꝛe earneſtneſſe: and with affection beganne to commend his 
bꝛauerie. Ve was mounted on a mightie None Courſer, his armoꝛ of 
a Tame, garmſhed with many greenc flowers, which bzauely be⸗ 
tame him, Mu ſhield about his arme, in middeſt whereof was - 
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night lying along, laying fw2th his bꝛealts to Capi, that with a dart 
angerly ſeemed to thꝛeaten him with this Motto. 


Strike home, the Gods will ſure his woorth commend, 
Who ſpoyles awretch, that wants meanes to defend. 


His iaunce he carried in his hand, and with ſuch heroicke grace. 
that excepting the knights which ended the battell, they had not ſcene 
any of better diſpoſition, Appꝛoaching and doing his dutie to the king, 
he ſtraight knew Don Eleno by his deuiſe, which not a little pleated 
hum to meete him in thoſe partes, foꝛ he himſelk was the mightie Bran- 
111400, Paince of Dabilon, Flotions Nephew, and ſonne to Brandi- 
zel, and hee that in Grecia was choſen foꝛ the third chalenger of the 
Imperiall Jouſts, and going with his father to Babilon, Was ſepara⸗ 
ted ſrom hun by a tempeſt. The youth was not in loue, but came in 
the laſt condition of beeing, fo2 turning about and looking on that Las 
die, in recompence ot his fight, hee gaue her both heart and loule, and 
vet complained of himſelte to haue giuen her no moze, iudging her 
beautie to delerue farre moꝛc. 

The ling demaunded who he was, topina that ſuch a knight ſhould 
arriue at his Court, But he excuſed himſelfe the beſt hee could, imagi⸗ 
ning that bis diſcouerie might diſpieale the Dacian. The king would 
not ſeeime to umpoꝛtune hun over much therein, fo turning about ro⸗ 
turned with all his traine to the Cittie. It was alreadie knowne in 
euerie piace what had happened, Venus had aduertiſed the Greeke 
thercof, who was excceding glad of his Tincies aduenture. All the po⸗ 
pularitic entertained the Decian with leude ſalutations of immosztall 
poaiſes, lapuig: Long ive the knight that hath ſo horourcd our land, 
It lo vext Lindavro, that a thouſand times he was about to command 
them to ſilence, biit he viſcombled it to conceale his cuill intent. So 
neare went the new Perſian Louer to Laiſla, that ali fuli of aft dion, 
he tobe occaſion to (pcatic thus, Whth reaſon may pour ſoucraigne 
beautie complame of all uughts, ſoꝛ being ſo remiſſe in pꝛocuring your 
libertio, that thep night ile theirs, The Ladie well vnderſtod him, 
fo: thee was (kilſullin the art of Loue, and now againe begunung 
thercin, plainip come cdtured the end, ſo replying tothe purpoic, ſatde. 


Olmp (ice may J molt lament ur . be bozne with ſuch lacks 
gf 
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of ſoztune, that J rather attribute my long impriſonment lo it, chen to 
the fault of ſtraunger knight, fo2 being ended by this knight, that was 
the firſt which pꝛaurd it, it might haue happened ſo ts any other, 
wherefoze J am ſolely grœucd with mine owne miſtoꝛtune: arid 
ſozrp would be, that my liverticthould tauſc luch loſſe as yeu ſpeake 
of, foꝛ { would haue none complaine of wong by wwe. They ar riued 
at the Pallace, Where the beautious 1 a1{l a lighted iu the armes of the 
IDzince of Babylon, being led by the aydes of Don Eleno and Bran- 
{1niano which content not a little increaſed her beatitic. Moꝛe fairer 

then the ſunne in May Menus expected her commug. They embꝛaced 
ene another with that bindneſte that vciitted their cEates, Wherevpon 
the Pꝛuicelie laid. 

I knowe not ſoueraigne Lady, fo whem (his Cent ſhall be hercaf⸗ 
ter moſt bound vato, whether to this Entgat that with his balour hath 
© honoured;t, kberating pou from f(g 1 — ion, oꝛ to your cxccllen⸗ 
tie, that lo hath be aulied it. The Vocian replyricg ſaid. Mot beats 
trons inceſſe, bee aſlured that whnick tou une, there will wank 
none that (hall bee in your debt, leſſe then with bis life, ſince you attri⸗ 
bute to me, what oneiy is due with juch right to this Ladies beautie in 
whoſe deliuerance the ending or this aductiture was nothing. Nradie 
to burſt with anger od Lindau o, ſcing with whit kuidneſſe Venus 
ſpake to that knight, which made him ſuſpec bis ending the aduen⸗ 
ture, and what he had done in the place, had moued her to aſfraion. 
Ye could no longer indure it, but called him, ſaping. Ceme fir 
Binght and relate vnto the king What beiclt you with the Leucrs,fog 
we (hall all reioyce to heare it. 

From the Ladies he went, leauing the Perſian with them, betwern 
whom they admitted him: foꝛ which place, Phœrbus had exchanged his 
thꝛone celeſtiall. Venus while Don Eleno diſcourſed with the kings, 
demaunded of him in this manner. 

Sir knight, quietly and without grudge, if ron will enioy ſo great 8 
fauour as this, you mult teil vs pour name, raifing pour beauer, and 
this [mall latiſtacion hall ſatiſfie fo high a benefit: The Perſian 
replied. I had ere this done it (ſacred Panceſle) without demaunde, 
but J fearcd to diſpleaſe thereby the knight in rulſet: foꝛ although her 
hath not knowne me, could not haue met with better hap then him 
in this countrie, and if he bee here knowne, J will declare nip a” 
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elſe I beſrech your excellencie, do not conmaund it me. J onely am 
(he (of all this kingdome containes, ſaid Venus) that knowes him, and 
he not a little ioped, diſcouered himſclfe to me: and fo without feare 
may you tell me yours, fo; this Ladie and my ſelfe extepted, none ſhall 
euer knowe it. 

To ſatiſſie pour content (excellent Ladic anſwered he) Jle no longer 
conceale it, Jam Branſiniano, Pꝛinte of Babylon and Perſia , the 
greateſt friend the Orckes haue, by reaſon my father was brought 
bp in company of the Empereur Alphebo, and Jin Claridianos, in 
whoſe demaund J wander, + as this knight is his ſo neare kinſman, F 
cannot but affect him: and had J not this reaſon, pet his valour bindes 
me to his lone: and raiſing his vizoꝛ, ſhewed his faire face, ſaying. Be⸗ 
cauſe you ſhall be aſſured diuine Ladies) how much deſire pour ler⸗ 
uce, 3 haue diſcouered all that ot mp ſelfe J can. 

I do highly eſteme ( bzaueP2nce replied Venus) the account 
you haue giuen me of pour ſtocke, and becauſe J will not long be your 
debtoꝛ foꝛ the ſame, J will giue you newes of that Grecke pou feeke, 
who in this Pallace is pꝛiſoner, vnknowne to any what he is, ſaue to 
the Pꝛince ok Dacia and me, who (hall at large acquaint you with the 
cauſe, which is not lawfull any other ſhould know; and ſo J intreate 
your ſoueraigne beautie, my deare Laiſla, to tonceale it. So eleua⸗ 
ted incontemplations of her new amoꝛous thoghts, was the Ladp, that 
neither it, noꝛ what elſc was talked of, did che marke, koꝛ of none did 
cucr lone with moꝛe power take pollelſion, withnaly making her ſub⸗ 
mit, ſeeing how great a ꝛince he was. 

Dhe replied not to the purpoſe, ſuping. J greatly deſire (excellent 
Panceſſe) that ure poi bright hath recounted to them their de⸗ 
inaundes, he doo it heere fo vs. Venus knew not to what end ſhee lo 
repſied, but being witfie, quickly concciusd what might be the reaſon, 
ſo diſlembling it, ſaid. There is no rcaſon but we ſhould bee ſatilfted 
herein. Do calling then Dan zell Fauſta, ſent her in their behalke to 
Don Eleno. But they could not end to giue her her charge, by rea⸗ 
lon of a ſuddaine tumult that aroſe where the king was. The Pert1- 
an hearing it, ſtod vp, and cloſing his beuer, taking leaue ofthe Ka⸗ 
dies, Went towards the Dacian, at what time ſomewhat mourd, hee 
thus beganne. 
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Gladly (moſt mightie kung ol Elclauonia) would J haue deferde vutill 
ſome other occaſion, what { will now lay, becaule J would not di⸗ 
ſFurve this pꝛeſent top, But lo great is the neeefitie J haue to depart, 
that it fozccth me to beſeech thee, in reſpect of the iuſtice thou halle al, 
waics maintained, thou wouldeſt be plealed to giue me the pꝛiloners, 
whole libortie coſt me fo much blood, and my companion much moꝛe, 
whoſe woꝛds haue not luftered him to come with me, although he re⸗ 
quelled me J chould on his behalfe, intreate ſo much of his Maiocſtie, 
fince as it ſcemed you reſted content, wee ſhould about their diſcharge 
vndertake the battell, Confider it well, and anſwere me ſtraight, foz 
J will immediatelp depart, publichung the iniuſtice J haue in thy 
Court recciued, though all the woꝛld. Here he ended, doing his dutie. 
Uell (ſaid the king) he had reaſon, but he was fo ſubbozned by the 
Pyince Lindauro, that to pleaſe him, he choſe rather fo reiect it, an ſwe⸗ 
ring: 4 know bꝛaue knight) vou haue reatou to demaunde thele pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners, but ſeeing they lew ſuch great Pances, whoſe kindꝛed erying 
out fo tuſtice , foꝛceth me ts detatne them. To this ſabe Lindaura, 
pour Maieſtie doth wꝛong your ropall Crowne and ſeat, by ſo many 
wales, and in ſo many reſpects, to giue this knight ſo many (atiſſactts 
ons of what with great right and wllice is done. Theſe wozds fo inra⸗ 
ged the Dacian, that hee was almoſt relolued to ſtrike hun, but hee 
faicd hunſclfe, not willing do raiſe the whole Hall vppon hun, lo her 
replied, 

It better would beixm thee Paince of Siconia to make known thy 
balour, defending thy owne iuſtice with thy pꝛoper perion, by honou⸗ 
rable meanes, and not by ſo infamous a mamer. Ind that thou mailk 
know what wꝛong is done me, J here alone challenge the fight againſt 
two knights, whom thou thalt appoꝛ nt about this matter, oꝛ i chou 
wilt like a god knight accept my gage, 3 de ie thee, perſon to perſon, 
giuing thee aduantage fo2 the combat, (that thou mayeſt ſeeand know 
my iuſtice F will combat on fate in armour, without weapons , as 
{\wo2d, dagger, and launce, and thou ſhalt take the flelde, and haue 
chy choile in armes. | 

Do great was the aduantage, that it was able fo turne a tender 
A ambe vnto a fierce Lyon, and not regarding his honour, hee did ac⸗ 
cept it pꝛeſently from which the king could not diſſwade him. None 
in the Hall, except the Babylonian Pzince, but iudged the knights 
challenge to p;ocgd of mare madneſle. Don 
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Don Eleno as he had done nothing, demaunded the battell to be 
Fraight,firſf requiring the pꝛiloners to be bꝛought in field. Who were 
— aduertiled thereof, The Greeke was nothing aſtoniſhed theres 

t, well knowing the fury of his vncle, The pꝛiſoners ſurcty guarded, 
— re conducted to a Scaffold ot purpoſe made fo2 ſuch matters. They 
greeted one another as their affection did deſerue, with top, hoping fo2 
the good ſucce ile of the battel. Foz Pol idolpho knowing the Challen⸗ 
ger, doubted not of victoꝛ y. On fate did the Dacian enter the fields 
without any weapon: which the Pꝛince of Perſia carried, and his page 
ledde his hoꝛle to giue it. The Combat ended, with a leape did the furt- 
dus gallant tate the Liſts, compaſſing it about with ſach qꝛucke paces, 
as he were mounted. Then ſtod he ſtill, gladly gazing how the Citie 
did vnpeople it (elfe to oe the Combat. 

The Ladies with their bewties made that place a Paradice, al- 
though Venus t Layſſa feared, ſeeing the Pꝛince in ſo doubtiull a fight. 
Without any ſuch thought crpected he the comming of his enemies, 
whoſe entrance, the nert capitulateth,

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De gallant coititution ſormed the Pagan, with the great companies 
that accompanico hun, eucrie one afſured of his congueſt, feing hun 
with luch 1duantage: befides.reputing him of fozces inuincible. They 
cqualled the ſunne between? them, an auncient martiall cuſtome in 
Warres ok that qualitie. Oh Don Fleno, tho might ſe thee on wte 
without weapons, kearelelle awaight the comming efthy valiant ad⸗ 
nerlarie, who at the fearcfull trumpets ſound pꝛickt ſw2tiz, making the 

earth with hoarle n. ile eccho the trampling of his hozles holes. The 
Dacian ſtaped fo; him couragiouſlp, oncly fearing the incounter in 
rhe cloſing of the hozfe, Leaping alide, he made him ile the blow, and 
with ſuch furte paſſe fo2th his carrier, that his ſhield had almoſt icapt 
out of the lifts. ZZ wile was he ſo ſerued, but the third he changed otpurs 
pole, fo2 bꝛandiching with mightie fo:ce the launce with ſuch ſeleritie, 
he caſt it at him, that his was not ſuMcient to make hint ſhun the re- 
ceiuing it vpon his amoꝛous byeaſt, it could not pearce it, ſoꝛ that cnely 
L gue had done, ſo making him a little ſtagger backe, while if reboun⸗ 
bed backe. Oh adnurable act, in the end wozthie the Dacian Kozd: fo; 
with moꝛe furte taketh not the to wing Eagle her flight alter her pꝛap, 
chen doth Don Eleno follew the retozted lance, he toke it in the ap ze, 
and turned merely vppon the Pagan, at him hee let it lie with moze 
h02r0;, then had it been ſeut thꝛough a cannons mouth. Againtt his 
ſtrength there is no defence, koꝛ it plainely pearced his ſhicld, 4 woun- 
ding hun very dangerouſly below the naucll, with a mightie fall hee 
made him meaſure his length on the earth, with ſuch aſtom{i;ment of 
the beholders, that they knew not what meancs to ſinde fo pzaile the 
knights valour, The lance was bꝛoken in two, which did not a little 
content the Paince, he toke it vp quicker then the rauenous kite ſnat- 
cheth the tender chicke. By this came Lindauro, Wich his ſhielde and 
ſwozd in hand, thinking quickly to ende the fight, and with a flonſh 
would haue ſtroke the Docian, entring with a thzutt; As ſurc of his 
armes as ofhis ſtrength was the }32nce, fo tanding faſt on his fate, 
ſuffered hun to enter. Great was the blewe he receiued, but hee with 
the trunchion in hand gaue him onc, that let all fozmer ones in oblun⸗ 
ou, fo; binging the lances pecce right quer his head vppen the helme, 
diſcharged it fo puiſſantly, that vopding infinit blood thꝛogh his noſtrels 
and mouth, he tumbled him headlong to the ground. Suddainlp he as 
roſe, fozit was no time of delaies. 

But 
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But he was met wit an other, that almoſt had againe feld hun. Ne⸗ 
uertheleſle would not the Pagan doubt the victozte, and dzawing 
ſtrenath tron weakneſle, let llie at the toppe of the Dacians helme, ut 
turned his an oneſidemoze then he witht,Enterbe wold with another, 
but ere he could fway his ſwoꝛd about, the Pancemade him feele the 
foꝛcible watght of his trunchion, therewith maliing his ſhield and head 
mite, that it opt thepaſlage of his bꝛeath. Cloſe he would with him, 
bat the Bagan bꝛaueſp ſet his lwoꝛd in the middle, with the popnt a⸗ 
gaimſt him, and thꝛuſt him away ſo ſtrongly, that he was foꝛced backe 
th: oꝛ foure ſteppes. 

He followed him with a blowe on the helme, which put the Dacian 
ts lame paine, but all redowned to the Pagans harme, fo2 Don Eleno 
being now extreamlp incenled, avopded another, and cloſed with him, 
caſting his frog arme about his necke. A while continued they wa⸗ 
fling, but in the end, with a arone the Dacian laide hum on the ground 
bpon his backe. On his bꝛeaſt he ſet his knees, ſapino, Dead art 
thou ÞBzince Lindauro, vnleſle thou doeſt vnſap what thou haſte ſaid, 
commannding the paſoners fo bee bꝛought hither and ſet at nbertie, 
with their hozfes, armes, and weapons, ſince againſt all lawe and iu⸗ 
ſhice they haue been fo long detained, All is ended with my vangquill;s 
ment replied the afflicted.

Their hoꝛſes 
and armes being bꝛouaht in pꝛeſence of them all, they were armed. 
Where with great kindnes the Perſian offred his tone to the Greete, 
fo2 as great auutie grew betweene them, as euer was among their 
fatyers, 

Cla:1dianoreceined him, laping. J was aſſured (gallant Pance) 
J could noꝛ J ſhould notreceiue any god without pour pꝛeſence: 
mp god will delerues it, ſoꝛ in all things it ſhall pꝛocure pour content. 
Wherzto he anſwered, Oreat is that I receiue (hcroicke Pzince) to 
gaue found the time wherein J might cmop pour fight, and far grea- 
ter ſhould J haue conceiucd, had J taken part of the troubles J was 
lde you indured: although where this happie Peince bath imployed 
213 power, my little indeuoz were but nadie lle. 
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acknowledge my felfe fo bound vrito pou al (replied Clarid1ano\thas 
I will pꝛoteſt no moꝛe, ſaue that you in deſire, and this P2irce indo; 
ig. haue accomplitht the dutie ol pour valours,and fuifilled my expec⸗ 
tation, 

But let vs now go to fake our leaues of this peruerſe malicicus pro- 
ple, on whom à vow ere I depart from Eſclauonia, to be fully reucns 
Jed at my pleaſure, and their dammage. Ail foure that were the flos 
Wer of armes, went togither to the wawow, where the king was, to 
whom that euerie one might heare, the luſpitious knight, ſpake thus, 3 
ain very ſo2ry king of EHclauonia) in thy Court to haue ſeene fo ma⸗ 
Av tumultuous bꝛawies, where had you oblerued and enweonged kept 
cuerp ones witice, accozbing to the fame that loz ſo iuſt a bing doth 
ſo blazon pou, to be thꝛoughout the ſpacious territozies ar the wo2ldes 
wide regions, they had not pꝛoceeded fo farre fw2th , although theſe 
nights and my lelfe may trucly ſap, that ik we diſpleaſcd thee , thou 
halte at pleaſure ſatiſſied thy ſelfe, to the deare coſt of our quiet, puts 
ting in daunger the liues of fuch knights, a thing that the very hearing 
doth offend, how much the moꝛe hauing taken fo vinulireuenge, guy 
ding thy leife thereto by a blinde lelle voluntarie paſſton , and not by 
opal, wile, and diſcreet reaſon. 

And leaſt thou ſhouldeft hereafter pꝛetend ignoꝛance, knowe they 
haſte uuuried ſuch PPꝛinces, that will ſtraightlp call thee fo ſtrickt ac- 
count of ali theſe wzongs, Ot whence, oꝛ what you be, and of your 
pude and inſolencie, we neede not care to knew, laid the king foz it 
inamfeftly appeares in pour laſt committed faults, And that you map 
(xe how little J reſpect your haughtie menaces, J commaund you on 
paine of death, to depart my kingdome within thele koure daies, if not, 
le ſœk, ⁊ till the death purſue you with an holte of armed men, Beloꝛe 
this had wee determined our departure (repited Pollidolpho) abhoz⸗ 
ring longer to abide in Court, whoſe king ſo little voth reſpra true wu 
{tice : and ſo do J hope to lee the tune thou ſhait thy ſeife confelle the 
cuil committed, to be ruled by the opinion offelf paluonate men, whem 
foꝛtune hath rewarded acco: ding to their malicious intent. Plainiy 
viderſtod Lindaura it was ment by him, but vegent necefiitic was 
betweene them, that he durſt not ſpoake. 

They departed from the king, leauing him readie to burft with 
rage, and Lindaura in the ſume manner, that had no other tomtort. 
but 
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but to thinke his eſtate ſufficient to warre againſt the whole wozls. 
He required gnce all matters were quietted, to be married to the Pꝛin⸗ 
celſe Venus. 

The Father could not deze it, being pleaſed therewith, no2 the Lady 
might not recall her woꝛd giuen to obey him, although ſhe deferred the 
day, alleadging ſhe and her damzels were wozking certaine things as 
gainſt that time, which fozced her to dekerre it eight o2 tenne dates, 
fo: ſeing they were aſſured of her graunt, that terme was little.

Greeke well knew it, who being without the Cittie, taking ſome teſt 
at the fountaine, although it was ſome to be at libertie, and in the com⸗ 
pany of ſuch friends as thoſe, on whom foz their valozs a areatcr mats 
ter then that, and difficulter might be 2epoled; He expze led his deters 
mmation thus. 

Do great is my ſoules ioy mightie Pꝛinces of Dacia and Babylon) 
that my tongue cannot expꝛeſſe it, in that it pleaſed the reuoluing Pi⸗ 
ſtreſſe of vnconſtant time, to oꝛder pour commings hither, fo2 others 
wiſe what the Pzince of Grecia pꝛomiſed, without pour handes had 
bene impoſſible foꝛ him to atchiue. Befoꝛe the king impꝛi ſoned mee, 
my helpe was craued by his daughter, againſt the fozce her father 
would commit, to match her with a huſband ſhe diſliked, to whom J 
offered my perſon, ſo did this warlike Pance of Croatia,louing (as het 
beautie doth deſerue no leſſe) the faire Venus, and of himſcife he made 
her ſole Empꝛeſle.

Cucry one was glad that the Pꝛinte was ſo well pꝛouided, and 
left longer delaie ſhould pzoue moꝛe harmefuil , they ſtraight moun⸗ 
ted, and foke their wap backe towards the Citte, They entred vn 
their lodging vnſcene of any, th2ough the obſcuritte ofthe night, From 
thence they ſent two of the chieleſt or the tie knights, to poſte to the 
Scaſide, to commaund the Captaincs and Leaders ofthe louldiers, 
that euery Commaunder ſhould leade the moſt and beſt of their charge 
vnto the Wallep ofthe Louers, and that the reſt ſhould be in vigilant 
readineſſe, guarding the Gallies. The knights obeped moſt willing⸗ 
ly, as they that intirelp loued their Pꝛince, being allo ok his ſubiects 
lo affected, 

The Grate Pꝛince leauing them, onely with his ſwozd and the

J did fo greatly feare, diſpairing knight, that ſer⸗ 
ing pour ſelle at libertte , you would eaſily foꝛget whom you left in pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, that J thought beſt to get company to ſeek you abꝛoad, if pon ouer⸗ 
long ſhould tarrp, and with my owne hands fake my rcuenge, which 
ſhould not be litle rigoꝛous.

pou, Be it as you hant {aid ( ſuneratgne Pane, ſaid Venus) ſoꝛ has 
uing in our defence the mightio Alphebos ſonne, it is nothing wee 
haue vndertakein, were it karre harder. 

Occaſion thep had fo deniaund oz the Perſian, which being not 6- 
mitted, things paſſed ſo plainly, that the Greeke rciopced to {ee his 
friend ſo well imploped. {Any ones god would glad him, though her 
humſelfe did want it. Ye toke his leaue of the Ladies with athouſand 
imbzacements, that had not Archuſilora gouerned his ſoule, and the 
reaſon ot his thoughts, it were no wonder had he ſtod a while ponde⸗ 
rating the content thereof; but he with one oꝛdinarie courteſie in lie w 
of ſo many fauours, left them, ołthemſelues iealous with feare of that 
they ſhould do, although their comfozt was, that ſuch Pꝛinces had vn⸗ 
dertoke their lafetie.

IF Lreavte had the tarrie canabcy of heauen darke⸗

aul in rich and ſtrong abilements of warre , ac- 
A ſcompanied with the two fierce gpants and twen⸗ 
tie knights, (leauing the reſt to guard the Ladies 
Cotters, and to aduertiſe the armie of their ap⸗ 
p2oach) arriued cloſely at the Garden gate, and 
making the accuſfomed ſigne, Fauſta with moze courage opened, 
where they fouud the Ladies ſo amazed with feare, that they had ng 
power to v{ter one wo2d. 

It was no time (02 ceremonies, fo Claridiano faking Venus in his 
armes, carried her out of the garden, and deliuering her fo the P2incs 
of Croatia, ſaid. Receiue this gift (ſir knight) foꝛ by doing it, J can-cc} 
the bonds of my ingaged woꝛd. He could not anſwer, being ouercloted 
with io, noꝛ pet could ſhe do otherwiſe, He returned like the winde 
foꝛ Laiſſa, (that moꝛe courage had then the other) hauing indured ma⸗ 
ay perils, and gaue her to the Paince of Perſia, whoſe gladneſſe did ex⸗ 
tied the greateſt in the wozld.

Tuch many ieſtes at 
fi ngty Hey arruied at their armte, where after they reſted, the Orerke 
would diſcharge his ſoule of part of her cares, wedding the beautious 
can tothe gallant Polldolpho, with ſuch content of all the hoſte, 
that fcared they not to be heard, had exp;clt it with applauding ſhouts, 
cre me thinkes ſaid Eleno) all the wozld ſlies from farther tople, 
which being ſo, J will alſo do it, by leauing the pꝛotection of this ſoue⸗ 
raganc Ladie, ſo beſtowinggher to the Perſian, he ſaide. To you fir 
Bimght muſt J deliuer her, being deſtitute of ſtrength to guard her, 

Do well did Venus plead, knowing how the Perſ1in was affec⸗ 
ted „that fozthwith they were both elpowled, to their admirable 
ioy. Content in plcaſant chat, were thele Pꝛinces, and allo beeing 
night, it was not much ik they enioped any ſecret iopes, J knowe 
zot , but to increaſe their pleaſure, the ſenceleſſe trees were ſi⸗ 
lent. 

TUhlle they were in their iollitie, no little hurleburley had ouer⸗ 
turned the King and ꝛinces quiet ſuppoled reit of troubles in the 
Pallace, fo2 going to ſupper, the Ladies were miſt: they entred their 
chamber, where they found nothing but a letter, whoſe tenour was. 
That Venus was departed, wedded to Pollidolpho Pance of Cro- 
atia, a Bnight that fo2 merits of perſon and ſtate, deſerued no lelle 
then Venus: and Laiſla vnder the Pzofect of Branſiniano Pꝛince of 
Perſia, backt and defended by the Pꝛince of Grecia andT 11b1zound, 
togither with the valiant Loꝛd of Dacia. The Bing was not a little

Dne of the Squadꝛons the furious Lindauro did lead with the Kings 
couſin, The Saracin was pollitique, and ſo ſuppoſing they miaht bee in 
the Leuers Node, which made hun with {wit fleppes cutter 
mio the lame, although the Piinces hadde tane foe other 
way, 

All that night he lol himſelfe, vntill thenext moꝛning that hee 
met with ſome theephcards , of Whome hee demaunded fo2 them: 
thep gaue hun god tokens to haue ſcene them: telling him alſo 
that they Were marched towards the ſea, He turned about in all 
haſte with his men in their purſuite, not demaunding whether they 
had auy company 02 no: but ſo faſt hyed the Punces, that ere they were 
oucrfaken , Phockus was pall the middeſt of his dyurnall courſe, and 
were ſo neare the lea, that from the Gallies they might beholde 
them. 

The Punces (ſeeing they were but kewe moꝛe un number the 
they iudged it towardize, not to let them know, How they were incenſt 
agauilf them. Do aareed to ſtap, committed the ladies to 100, Knights, 
to contey them to their ſhips, and deuided their battell into two parts, 
The oꝛe was commanded by Don Eleno and Branſiniano: and the 
other, guided the mightte Grerke, with the new Budegrome, who 
was one ol the lkilfulleſt in the woꝛld, to diſpole and oꝛder a battell. 

In Figure of a halfe Mone, thep awaighted their enemies, that ſeeing 
them not to be ſo many as themlelues , couramouſly pꝛepared to al⸗ 
ſaile them, hoping the reſt would alſo arriue to them: and with moꝛe 
tale to get the conqueſt,they appꝛoached with the noile of innumerable 
inſtruments, and in god oꝛder: fo2 the Ltngs Cozen was a polliticke 
Light, Wozthy of ſeeing was their encountring: fo2 though it was 
of no puiſſant hoſtes, vet ſo great was the hoꝛroꝛ, as if oue hundzed thou 
land men had met. Foure did diſpapzing Lindauro ouerthꝛow beloze 
he bꝛake his Launce: fo2 the greefe to ſes his Lady in an others power, 
did incourage him: he d2cw fo2th his \wozd, and with it in company of 
Tarlides(ſo was the kings corn named began to perfoꝛme wonders, 
oncly they maintaining the heate of the fight, But that way the foure 
Vercycke Painces entred, no tongue can cxpzcfſe their deeds, ſoꝛ they 
ſeemed no other then the reapers in the moneth of July among the ry- 
pened cone: {02 their remoꝛceleſſe blowes found no reſiſt, that ſhielde, 
hennes, arm9z, heads, bodies, and ſometimes hozſes and all were 
lundzed in the middeſt. Ng

No leſſe dammage did the Gyants in their furious paſſage with their 
battle-axc. 

Admirable was the battle at this tune, to hearc the pitteous clai⸗ 
mours of the wounded, the claſhing of armoꝛ and weapons, with the 
reſounding noyſe of cutting ſtrokes, and the running about the field ol 
hoꝛſes maiſterleſſe.So ill did not the Eſclauonians behauc tyhemſelucs, 
but they kild being killed, not ſo much p2ocuring the defence of their 
owne liues, as their enemies deaths, Thꝛer honres endnred the fight, 
without vantage knowne on either ſide: foz the inhabitants wonld ra⸗ 
ther die, then ſuffer their Pꝛinceſſe violently by ſtraungere to be carri⸗ 
ed away: but in the end of that terme, the Pꝛinces being heated in col 
loꝛ, the field had fewe to reſiſt their moztail wounds, foz cucry blowe 
Was the death ok a knight. 

By this Pollidolpho and Lindauro met, either by their deuiſes 
knew the other, Glad was the Croatian of the incounter, greatip defi 
ring it, ſo ſaid. Now is the time pꝛoud Pꝛince, to ſhewe pour deres in 
fields, to be ofherwiſe then woꝛds in the Pallace. Nlithout admitting 
any anſwere, he did let flie at his Helme, on the outward ſlide, all the 
Plumes and the croked top he ſtroke away, making him ſhamefullp 
bend in the ſaddle , and with another ſtroke laide him ſentelelle along 
his hoꝛſe. There he had llaine him, had not Tarſides arriued.ſtaping 
hum with a furious thꝛuſt, and giuing Lindauto time to recouer him- 
ſelfe both at once, not reſpecting the lawes of kmghthod, charged the 
Croatian. But the venturous Loucr bzanely withffod them, giuing 
and receiuing mightie blowes, 

Altogither apparantly did the Elclauonians loſe the field. Foz 
wanting moſt of their beſt Leaders, moſt pittifull was the blodie mal⸗ 
ſacre made of them. Not far off was their remedie, fo2 at the Sunnes 
declining from the fourth honre , on the top of an hillocke, there appea⸗ 
red the Kings ſtandard, with the other twentie thouſand men. Who 
ſeing the battle m thoſe termes, pꝛickt fo2th in all haſte, to ſaccoz theit 
friends that were vtterly diſcomfited, Great hurt did they vppon the 
Crotians, which alſo fearcd tome vnluckie hap , ſo ficrce was their als 
lault, 

Foure moꝛe magnanimious knights then the Pꝛinces, were ne⸗ 
uer ſeene: foz though their enemies be treble thꝛer to one, their valon 


doth ſupply their want of multitude, Oꝛder was giuen none ſhould 
hat ie 
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harme 02 touch the king foz Venus ſake. Who Waighing the doubt⸗ 
fulneſſe ofthe ſight, commaunded the halfe of foure thouſand men that 
zept the Gallies, (ſhould ſtand to apde their Lozvs, It was to no 
mall effect. Foꝛ arming themſelues, pꝛeſentip they obeyed , taking 
their way towards the hotteſt of the fight. As they went, two knights 
of admirable diſpoſition, and in rich armes met them, and learning the 
cauſe of that conſcict, determined to apde the Eadie, God was their 
helpe, being the two ſtrong Painces, Don Argante of Phenicia, and 
Thoriſiano, that togither wandꝛed to ſeeke their aduentures. Thep 
entred crying Croatia, when they beganne to dꝛiue backe. But theſe 
newe ſuccours was a meane to regaine their loſt aduantage, and let 
thetr aduerſaries hope in daunger. Sundꝛed were Tarſides and 
| indauro, and vnhapplly did T arſides fall into Don Elenos hands, 
whom he had incenſed. 

This occaſton would not he loſe, foz with both hands he diſcharged 
Brutus (Wow vpon his ſhield, it peelds no defence, foꝛ in two it was 
parted, and with the lwoꝛds poynt did wound him daungeroullp on 
his head. Mee cloled with him, and fo2 Venus ſake would not kill 
him. But caſting his ſtrong armes about him, ſpurred his Ly rio, 
and ſnatcht him from his ſaddle, that being altogither bꝛeathleſle, hee 
deliuered hun to foure knights, to conucy him to the Pꝛinceſſe Ve- 
nus. The battell was cruellp renewed, and dead bodies lamenta⸗ 
bly falling on both ſides: but the Pꝛinces being innincible, where ers 
they went, were aſſured of the victozic, Clearly had they obtainedit, ik 
Phœbus haſtening his Meſterne downfall, had not hid his light in 
IThetis watric lap, leauing almoſt half of the Eſclauonians dead, with 
fourc thouſand Croatians, beſides the wounded, 

On either ſide retrait was ſounded, fo2 leare of the nights aps 
pꝛoach. Polhdelphobeingm warre moſt polliticke, commaunded 
maiy fiers to be lighted, that his enemies might thinke they would 
(kay til the mozrow:which he nothing leſſe minded, iudging it mere kol⸗ 
lie, becauſe the king had his ſuccoꝛs ſs neare, and they theirs ſo far off, 
marcht away to the lea ſide, cauſing all manner cf lights in the Gals 
leyes to be — that the ſouldiers might imbarke themſelues. They 
big ſo , leauing neuer a man on land, except the two Pꝛinces, whom 

another aduenture expeced. 
The next moꝛrow, the Pagans thinking their enemies had 1— 
arcs 
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ſcerte had Aurota welcomed Apollo the Eaſt, when they began in 
rankcs aud files oꝛderhy to dꝛaw their men in field. No gricle is com- 
parabie to that wiith the king and Lindauto tonceiucd, being aducrtts 
ſed by their ſpies what happened. So ſone as it was linowite they fols 
lowed towards the (ho2c,thurking ta ducrtake them: but being thither 
come, were afured of they2 departure, which made the King 1 Punte 
moſt wofully, with bitter laments to erclaime { and moꝛe, miſſuig their 
winlmam T arſides, they wanted pꝛeſent means to follow them, which 
fozced their returne to Xantho: where they gaue oꝛder to pꝛepare all 
the ſhipping in the land. Lhe like did the Sophi, knowing how his ſon 
was mocked. They gathered 6 00, ſayles, which was the molt famous 
Fleetc that cucr came on thoſe ſeas. TCheꝝ waſted 2 oo. thouland men, 
and go. Giants, ot᷑ the fiercelt in the woꝛld: with ſo great and puiſſant 
armics,he thought he might make warre vpon the greateſt Potentats 
therot. Lindauro was appointed General by ſea and land: that had hee 
not bene troubled with fantaſticke Vame imaginary boaltes,He had dif 
charged the office with immoꝛtall Fame. Some tune was ſpent in the 
pꝛeparation and aſſembling ofthis mightie army, in which fcaton, the 
1321:ces with their ſaples ſpꝛead in the winde, fcarelelle of any thing, 
with their Ladies toptag in their company , with:n eight dayes landed 
at G cua, the chicfeſt hauen in all Croatia. The inhabitants recciued the 
J32inccs with luch toy and collly triumphes, that to ſhun pꝛollxitie, 
wie oucrpalt day by day, the rumoꝛ ſtil increaſt of Lindauros coming; 
Fo2 which cauſe, as alſo foꝛ the ladies p were with child, they intreated 
the pꝛinces to abide with thein til they were in peace, oz with aſſurance 
of agreement with Venus father: who knowing the unpaſonmentof 
her Conen Tarſides, pꝛecured his libertie, wilh ſuch entertainment as 
his merits deſerucd, It did fo win hün, zs allo ſeeing how weilbefiows 

ed his Cozen was, that he deternuned to paciſie the pzoclatmed wars, 
Therupon he weit fo the king ol Eclauonia, alleagiig what honoꝛ and 
arcater diſaduantage he incurred to perlecute his daughter, ſince ſhee 
had choſen fo2 her huſoand, the Pace Pollido!pho,rather then any o⸗ 
ther. And il ſhe gaue her pꝛomile of marriage to Lindauro, it was one» 
iy to pleaſe his honoꝛ, and not to ſatiſfic her ewne will, having beto2e 
made it obedient to an others command. This letter a thouſand times 
made him ſo recant his intent, as he was about ſs often to haue heben 
it the Pꝛince, pet he could not to cloſe kap it, but he dilcerned it. — 
dillem⸗ 
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bills nivling, ſeemed to take no notice ofif, 10 o that fo2 all that, they ſet 
their loꝛtunes on the feas, purpoſing to land in Croatia. They had 
dons it, and it had beene one ofthe cruclleſt warre in ttc wozld, if 
the wife Nabato (confidcring his Don Eleno was there detaine 
thereby had not luccoured them, by croſſuig the huge King with 
ſtozmes and tempeſts, that the third part ofthe Fleete was oucrwhel⸗ 
med in the denouring waters They returned to Elclauonia, where 
tatung counſell, Lind. uro knobung that the Soldan of Ny quea, with 
the greateſt part of Alia and Affrica, did aſſemble — 200 togi⸗ 
ther againſt C recia, reſolued to ioyne with them, that with ſo many 
multitudes, his reuenge might be the moꝛe caſier. As it was deter⸗ 
Ned, he put it in execution, and repairing bis tempeſt beaten ſhips, 
directed his voyage towards S. Georges pzomonto2y, where it was 
repozted all the generall fozees met. Thus far admired Ladies pꝛo⸗ 
cer ed the ſo le ſpople ofthe iopes it pꝛocured, that by ſo manp means 
ſought the caſie paſſage ſoꝛ his reuenge, vpon the robbers of his cons 
tents: who without remembꝛance of what hee (pe ſoule indured, 
palt the time in ſpoꝛts and reuels, till the ſeaſon of the Ladies deliue⸗ 
ry was come, both who bꝛought fozth two Girles, whoſe beaufics bes 
ing in their pane, darkened Apollo: cleareſt light. The childze were 
bone with ſcuerall tokens:fo2 the Perſians had on their bꝛeſts Loucs 
bowe and quiuer of arroloes. Venus daughter had allo in the bꝛeaſt, a 
hand whiter then the ſnow, that twirt the üngers held a heart as red 
as blod, Much ado there was to name them, in the end it was remit⸗ 
ted to Cla ridiana, who therein ſhewed the ſharpneſſe of his wit, foz 
tonſidering they had got the mothers by foꝛtce of armes, named the 
Baby lonian Helena: he did not fo amiſſe, becauſe foꝛ her ſake thers 
were no leſle cruclwars, thẽ Troye ſuſtained about the firſt, as it is in 
the fourth part of this Hiſtoꝛie. Venus girle was called Pollixe na, in 
remembeance of her whole loue fo d early Grecke Archilles did abide, 
Cucty one pꝛaiſed the wittie naming of the Laviesbr the Pance,whs 
expꝛoſſod his top a id loue in the perfozmance of a famous toufter, Ye 
craued leaue ofthe Ladics to depart, thinking he wꝛonged his owe, 
to liue ſo long in thoſe piealures, Which he obtained wich great diſti⸗ 
cuitie. The day vefoze y two Pꝛinces old depart, Pollidolpho thus 
ſpake. It is fo manifeſt i moſt mightie Jaane) d many 4 infinil recoüt⸗ 
lelle fauours and benefits 7 haue at pour hands receiued, which ſo⸗ 
rung to fo high pꝛized valoꝛ my lite is in ſuflicit̃t to ſatilſie ; lead degree 
T 2 gl 
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of gratitude: but neuertheleſſe that you may knowe the zeaic of my 
thankfullminde, and how X account my ſole felicitie in your deare a- 
nutie, J am deternuncd to become a Chziſtian, foz all my land will 
aue it ſo: by which act J do cternally pzopagate my loue, with ſuch 
excellent warltke ances: and therefoꝛe X will receiue the Baptiſme 
at your hands, togither with my wife and daughter. The Pꝛinces con- 
cciued erceeding toy with Pollidelphos dæd: Whereto Don Eleno 
thus replied. 

Ales cannot but credibly belceue (moſt noble Pꝛince) ſo illuſtrious 
a dx? hath long ſince berne pꝛophecied, with moꝛe diuine inſpirations, 
then humane determination: to coꝛroboꝛate our friendchp, there was 
no cauſe to intimate this: fo2 to obſerue the lawes of honourable (rue 
Loue, the leaſt ground with fo coſtly experience, were ynonah Hap⸗ 
pie be this amitie, and confirmed with ſuch bounds of faith, wee cans 
not feare that the alterations of time renolung chaunces, may any 
wap pꝛeuaile againſt vs, 

I knowe not whether J may call moſt happie, you oꝛ pour ſubiects, 
fo: if they haue Pollidelpho foꝛ their Loꝛd, vou haue a people that as 
mongſt neighbours 97 moit wezth, had got the honour ofthcmſctucs 
by ſo clonous aved; the which may hee that hath begunne it, bleſle, 
and to eternall poſterities ſo pꝛopagate as we defire,Wherevpon they 
embꝛaced, as they had but then ſeen one another, doing the like by the 
beautious V enus, confirnung her daughters name. And [ aiſla ſ&- 
ing her huſband a Chaſtian, would not longer continue Pagan. Foz 
eight dares during the leaſtes of thoſe ſolemnities, the Painces delays 
ed their going, in the end whereof, the Grate Paince,with onely his 
Squire Palliſandro, departed from his friends. Mis company re⸗ 
quired the Dacian, but Leſbio his Dwarffe would not: ſapingit behw⸗ 
ucd Clatidiano to goe alone: where foꝛrowing the wayed boſome 


of Ne tunes region, we leaue them a while, to relate what elſe happe⸗ 
ned in Conſtantinople.

ES 3 O many and fo cectaine were the newes that e- 
7 Juery day were bꝛoght of the Nyquean Solbans 
: J mightie pꝛeparations, and of the aydes # helpes 
hee demanded ok his boꝛdering neighbour kings, 
> /ithat although it were not giuen out, gamſt whom 
„s ſſuch hoſtile allemblies of Pagan Jnfideiles were 

A pꝛeſſed, yet would not the carefull Chꝛiſtian Ems 

perour ſeeme careleſſe of his neceſlarie affaires: 

but rather commaunded Oritides the newe J heflalion king, with 
al expedition to vnite, x with new ſupplies to ſtrẽgthen al his ſcattered 
troupes, and with them to march away along the neareſt or their ene⸗ 
mies neighbouring holds, that their diligence might ſtay their haſte, 
He obeyed, actompaniedwith his Sarmatia, and executed his office ſo 
well, that in fewe daies he repart ed on three fronticrs, to the num⸗ 
ber of two thouland men. And leauing the Empire lure that way, he 
withdꝛew himſelke with foꝛtie thouland men towards Nyquea, fo ſe 
if the enemie would aſſault any place on the ſudden, Ye perfozmed 
t all with ſuch happie ſpeede, that his god diligence was ta no ſmall 
effect, fo that is it which ouercomes the molt labourous tople. The 
Troyans quicke expedition was no meanes to make the Emperour 
be pdle, but rather to ſhewe his great care. Foꝛ ot Mace donians and 
Greecians, he gathered a well furnitht armie, wherewith he accounted 
himſelf ſecure. Of p laſt, noꝛ of thoſe that ſeemed remille in theſe bꝛoils. 
was Toriſmundo none, but being aduertiſed of the affaires, he ſhipt 
humſelke towards Spaine, where hee pꝛouided all the gallics of Na- 
ples and Sicely, With thole of Portugall, whoſe direction Don $11- 
uerto tommaundrd them to obey, On the ſeas was not amoze dil 
trerter knight lerne, better to oꝛder and repꝛehend a battell. Uith 
tue hundꝛeth ſaples he began to plough the UWickern Occan, Which 
ntained the powers of Spaine, France, and Portugall, whercot 
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Artic hundzed thouſand were Spaniards, with wheir valoꝛ he doubted 
not to confront the pꝛoudeſt encmie. Ok Poꝛtugalles 40. thouſand: 
whoſe lau on the lea, excelled the (alfulleſt, The French king with 
conſent of the Pzince Clauerindo, {cnt vnder the Spanich Enſignes 
#0, thouſand well armed knights. Ok all theſe men, he had made his 
Licftenant Sencrall, his va'tant fon Cor ſehlo. About the end of Appill 


with all theſe powers, the furious To riſmundo found hunſelfe on þ vt⸗ 


moſt confines of his land, in fight of Lauering, where ouerviewing all 
his Flecte, from the hatches of his Gallie, all in ſanguine armoz raiſing 
bis Vcuer, and on a bloody Launce, he thus ſpake. 

{halt not nerd moſt valiant knights to explicate in wozds, what 
great rewards a wel fought battle doth yeeld:noꝛ what neuer dying ho⸗ 
noꝛ is therby obtained, where rather a man muſt be foũd dead, holding 
his (word within his hand, then foꝛ feare to haue it laid, he did foꝛce it. 
But ſince we wade within ſuch danger of our llues, J will no moze 
remember ſaue the auncient blod from whence we do deſcend: ſince 
it was neuer (aid of a French man,y killing he did fue. J will not parti⸗ 
cularize the deeds of Spaine, where Fame theſe walle ſeas can memo⸗ 
riſe moꝛe then what is repoꝛted, that her oꝛdmance in millitarie diſci⸗ 
pline is able to attempt the hardieſt enterpꝛiſe. The which ünce wee 
hauc ſufficient, comopned with luch Urength, let vs implop it all, ſoz 
with ſo mightie fozces „ it Were an calie matter to ruimnate the whole 
wo, The which, that it may be done with moꝛe courage , J do des 
nonce thts war with fire and lwoꝛd, to be executed, pet intreating, that 
none to ſhew hunſelke valiant, become barbaroufly crucll : fo2no- 

ing lo much as it doth blemich the deſerued reputation of a ſouldier. 
Where ending, the Admirall diſcharged th: perces of o2dinance,as a 
finne that eucry one ſhould be ready againſt the moꝛnings Sun vpzile, 
with outſpꝛead ſayies, to recommend their Foꝛtunes to the kaudurs 
of the windes and waucs. Agreat encouragement to all the men were 
foc Gencralles animating woꝛds, whereat to expꝛelle how feruently 
they were addicted to the warres, they all vnſheathed their ſwoꝛdg, 
pꝛoclaumig tHe cbedient faith due to their Prince, who with a merrie 
gate of winde ct towards Grecia, aducrtiſing the Emptroz of his 
conmmung, who was not alittie glad of his ayde. 
Ve entered the wide Bauen of Conſtaninople, diſchars 
ging all his grole Artillerie, With luch noile, that heauen — 
gart 
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earth ſeemedito meet, al the Cafties anſwe red them with the like. 

There was none but came to the ſhoze, to ſir the entrance of the 
Spanich Fleet, No leſſe gallant on land then a god ſou' dier on Sea, 
would hee ſhewe hunſelfe, Umding all the Spamard⸗ in ao) oder, 
b:anely attired, and euery one with a greent ſrarfe a crofle his bꝛealt, 
to diſtinguich them from the Frenchmen, that wo2e theirs read, and 
the Poztugals riiffc!, In this maner he landed 50000. Spaniards, 
zo. thouſand Poꝛtugals, and fiftte thouſand French, leauing the reſt 
fo guard and defend his Gallies. It ercediagiy gladvev the Emperoz 
to ſox ſo well furmihed men, and chicfip with father and ſonne, whom 
haiung neuer betoze leene, in his very loule he reioyced to fre their ex⸗ 
cellent diſpoſition. By land was 5 alrcadie arriucd his deare (3rifar« 
da, Whoſe companic was moſt welcome to the Groetie Ladies. The 
immeaſurable iop cannot be expꝛeſled, which the Spamards cöceined 
ſceing the Dames of Greece, and as in warre no amoꝛous thoughts 
Were ener troubleſome to a — ſo the dꝛead command of angrie 
NMars, could not hinder them from the pꝛocurement okſomeſwert ſurs 
reſt, in whole name they might imploy the vaio? or their perlons. 
This pleaſu life did little laut, fo the Emperour hauing true notice 
that his frivads were comming to ſucco2 hun, xcſoluod to go 3 ſeck his 
enennes- know gainſt who ſuch inamerable powers were allẽ bled. 
On the other lide, the abſence o his deare fonnes much troubled hint, 
fo: he had onely with hun his ſonne Roſuler,that at Oliuas intrealies 
did ſtay. Allo the furious Brandatidel was with hun, on whoſe 
ſtrength he repoſed much hope. 

The Oreke Alphebo had no need of aduertiſement, fo the genes 
rallitie otthe warres was come vnto his cares, and fo with the rea 
— — vnite, withdzow himſelſe to | r: bizound, accom⸗ 

med with Branunoro and Tefereo: whomott greued at the 2321n- 
— ablonce, was the beautious Arcluſilora, attributing the lacke of 
Clarichanos pꝛeſente to her owne ſtrangenelle: her ſoꝛrow was caſi⸗ 
y diſcerned by her outward ſomblance, No lelle was Roſamon/es 
to les her ſo: knowing the cauſe, it (o toꝛmented her, that ſoz keare it 
ſhould be percciued, ſhe relolued to abſont her ſclte, ko commanding 
the Gourrnozs of her kingdome, ſhould with all conuentent ſpede, 
conduc the greatelt power of well pꝛouided men they could ſeleg ut 
Nh: Aingdome to Conſtantinople, and there to raſt vnder the Em⸗ 
P0075 gouernment. 


Then 
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They accomplicht their Muzns heheſtfoꝛ then ſhe, no Pzinceffc was 
moze with lone reſpected of ſubiects ſending when time ſerued, fitie 
thouiand or well armed men. The day befoze her departure, ſhee 
t ke her leaue of Roſamond with no fewe teares,fo2 neuer betweers 
two Ladies was ſuch ſumpathie of true amitie. Uery impoztunates 
ly (be offered her copany, but as any god ſocietie wold but aggrauate 
the Qugnes cull, ſhee would not admit it: ſaping ee might not 
leaue Greece and the Emperour in ſuch neceſſitie. Then her armes 
being the belt the world contained) ſhe pꝛelented her. Them ſhce 
alſo refuſcd, foꝛ Lirgandeo had pꝛouided her with ſuch as were re⸗ 
quifit foꝛ ſategard of her perſon: which were ofthe ſame coorr as 
Claridianos, ſauing that the ſable barres were filled with flames of 
fire: on her ſhield was a gallant deuiſe, fo2 out of a field full of odozi⸗ 
fcrons flowers, a Ladie ſeemed to go in ſcarch of a knight, after whom 
he in great haſte aſcended vp a craggie rocke, from whence ſhe looked 
after the content ſhe loſt; and the Motto betweene them, thus. 


Little hope of ioy es abide, 
That leaue know ue ioy es, for ioyes vntride. 


Jione would the warkke warriour nerds go, thinking her grerke a 
ſuſticient company: all the Court ſoꝛrowed fo2 her abſence: but Lir- 
gandeo aſſuring them of her ſafetie, their diſcontent was lellened, 
mounted on a luſtie Courſer, ſhee croſt the wads of Greccia, thin- 
king on her Lozd, calling her lelle a thouſand times moſt cruell , fo2 
that in being lo, ſhee had loft Him: and by the loſſe, obtained fo great 
toꝛments. Shee ſhipt her ſelfe in a barke bound koꝛ Alexandria, res 
ſolute to traucil the whole woꝛld, in pennance ok her follp. One night 
unong the reſt, while the warriours flept, ſhe walked (as ſhe vſed on 
the hatches, with her lamets,to make the watrie dwellers partakers 
of her areefes: at ſuch time that another barke ſapled by hers , from 
whence might be heard ſeme entermingled grones with ſighes. She 
could not knowe what it was, ſo ſwift it went away. After if with all 
poſſible ſpeede, with oꝛes and ſaples,fhe commarnded hers ſhould ſol⸗ 
low: it was done with ſuch diligence, till hee oucrtoke the barke, 
wherein ſhee {awe a Kinght cemplaine of Loue and Foztune 
thus.

This is the cauſe bꝛaue knight, that hath from ſuch remoted corn⸗ 
tries bought ine to ſecke you, and conſider whether my iournexy be not 
l2wtul,and your liberal offer iuſt. It is kind damzel and am mucha⸗ 
mazed at p Gyants tyꝛennie ſaid the Paince to fo2ce the Lady agatiilkt 
her wil to marrp him: and wold J were already with hun, chat Lacy) 
vou might know your Queenes remedie if it lie in me, ie made vopde 
fo: want of power, and not wil to hazard my perſon in her ſerine; 
and my like J wil aduenture in aup danger, to right the wong and vio⸗ 
lence ſhe doth ſuſtaine. hp then bꝛaue knight (faid ſe | map goe 
merry, ſcing you ſo wilknolp affected to my buſtnelle, and my the 
©addes giue pon the due merits poi bounkcous care delerueth an 
leeutig that ſoꝛ my Lady vou muſt vndecte ke ſuch a naht, ſhe ſcude you 
Armoz and Yogſe conuentent to cope with ſuch an aducrlarp. She 
deco fo:th the Armo2 which were indeed as ſhe ſeid, and i ccf ing his 
of Hector, he ncuer ſawe better: of tolour they were purple, creſ with 
languine barres, garniſhed with ſome flowers cfrich alifi uig benes, 
which moze adozned them. The 
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Che Geeeke put them on, which fitted him as they were made by his 
mtalure. On his ſhicld was bzauely figured the pictures of Juſtice and 
Chaſtitie embzacing, and quer their heads this motto.

This deuice greatly pleaſed the Pꝛinte, betauſe it iumpt with his 
bulinelle. Uith thele armes was gallant Roſabel armed in, neither 
in thele affires no2 the thought ol his hoped battel, foꝛgetting his Ly- 
riana, Whole ablence not a litle greeued him, foꝛ none had loſt uch haps 
pineſle in loue as he, with ſo many ſighes obtained , and lo his ow 
w.5 tollcravle.!ofingls great god, fo: none will grecue at a loſſe, if the 
cates not reſgected. Not meeting any aduenture wo2thy memoꝛp, 
he arriued at the He wherercof Ab{trulio was King, Straight leapt 
he on ſhoꝛe, mounting a mightie roane conrſer, which the needy Dame 
had ſent him: then which he neuer befiridde a better, his Bolladoꝛ, ex⸗ 
tepted. The Damozel maſked her ſelke, fo2 feare of being knowne 
by anp of thets that bzought ger away, when the Panceſſe was ſtolen, 
They appꝛoched very neare the Citie, where the fierce king made his 
abede. It was admirable, chicfly theCaltle,where the Ling kept his 
tourt, which ſeemed inexrpugnable, both by nature and icituation ofthe 
place. About it, were many pleaſant Oroues and Heades, where the 
Pagan often recreated himlelfe with Sy rinda Who by continuall con⸗ 
uerling with the Pagan, his valour and gallant diſpoſition, had cxcees 
dingly mollifted her obduracy, And Ly rgandeo faith ſhee, had repen- 
ted her felfe fo2 lending her damozel to ſeeke any by foꝛte to plead her 
tauſe, being to her honoꝛ ts take him foꝛ her hutband , that was able to 
pꝛoted both kingdomes, that vnited was ane of the mightieſt in the 
woeld. The like imagination had ſtirred the Greekes thoghts, thinking 
that he being fo far different from the condition or others his marriage 
much aduanced her. On this conſidered he, along the Chꝛiſtal Current 
of a bubling ſtreame, when the mightie Abttruſis walked on the other 
ide, armed in Arong plates of ſteele, bare headed without helme, to take 
the coleueſte of the freſh apꝛe:onely two knights without armoꝛ, atten⸗ 
ded hun, bearing his: who was hoꝛſed on a kurious Courſer, his fight 
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At his right hand rode the beautious Syrinda, on a muke-White Pals 
leer: he was gallantly attyꝛed, fo being wellintreated by the king,the 
by doing the like, did moze allure him, and he loft nothing by viing her 
in that manner, koꝛcung her to do nothing againſt her will, which to his 
ſoucraiane gentleneſſe, may be attributed. Comming moꝛe neare the 
Lavy.knew the Armoz and hozſe which (He ſent vnto the Knight ſhuld 
combat ſoꝛ her, She was ſo amazed (though his diſpoſition greatly con; 
tented her) that the toute Pagan noted it, and demaunding the cauſe, 
halle trembling told it. 

Dh lupitet (ſaid the Pagan) how doeſt thou ſhew thy immoztall 
power to honour me, ſending him at ſuch time huher, whom J heartily 
crpcacd * Now ſhal you ſe faire Lady, Whether mp valour deſcruenot 
ſoinc eſtunation u thy bꝛeſt, beeing fo neare to le it by experience. So 
daunted was the Lady, that ſhe could not anſwere, reuoluing many 
thiuigs in her thoughts againſt her ſelfe : foꝛ if ſhe ſhould ſtap the batte! 
from pꝛoce ding, it were to diſhonour the knight, hauing ſent fo2 him ſo 
lar, oncl to that : and if ſhe ſuffered it, then ſhe imagined ſhe wꝛonged 
her Loucr towards the Pagan:ſo that ſhe was.ſet between two contra- 
r1cs , altogither oppoſed agauiſt her happineſſe, and which ſhee might 
judge the leaſt to lay hands on, ſhe knew not, The haſtie comming 
of the Greeke ſuffered her not to chuſe , foz croſſing the riuer oucr a 
badac,b:andiſhing his Launce,went towards the Louers that greatip 
adnured his comelp grace. 

The Pagan nothing doubting his hoped victoꝛie, expected him in 
a faire plain, ioyning to a thicket ol tall Pynes, called the Oroue of Ad- 
uentures, ſoʒ neuer any entred it, but found ſomething to try the valeur 
of his perſon, The Greeke being come to him raiſed his Beauer, and 
ſaluten hun thus. God ſaue the valiant Abſtruſio: I thinke J ſhall 
not nde to relate the cauſe of my comming, becauſe it was with thy 
conſcut : neuertheleſſe, it without battell thou wilt remit the ſute thou 
bocſt y tend, thou ſhalt obtaine a ſure vnconſtant friend: foꝛ J doubt 
not,but thou knoweſt how it ſtaines a Noble minde, by force to fozce 
a Lancs will „ fo2 it neither belonacth to a god knight no2 a true 
Louer: pet foz all this , if thou wilt inſiſt in thy enterpꝛiſe , let vs 
no get aeferre the combat, which inſtantly to be done, will bee ts 
la 041 . 

Wine he ſpake the Pagan ſtedfallly gazed on hun, and 2 
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him of great trength,becauſe his conſtitution was not much leſſe then 
his obo ne, and this imagination he confirmed, noting the libertie of his 
woꝛds, which he ſaid pzocceded of valour, fo2 sthers at his ſole ſight, 

ere ready to tremble. Do he anſwered, In faith (Sp2 knight) J ſer 
no reaſon but any thing ſhould be done to obtain your friendſhip,which 
oght not be litle eſteemed by him that hath it. But you ſee if Jleaue the 
battell, it redounds to my diſhonoz: foz it will be ſaid, I did it foꝛ feare , 
which could neuer pet be repoꝛted, ſince J knew what armoꝛ ment: ſo 
now to giue occaſion of ſuch ſperch, he wil not permit that knowes the 
eſtimation of true honour, and how it ought to be embꝛaced. So let our 
battle be pꝛeſently, although J alſure pou, moze then this, J neuer 
doubted the ende of any : wilneſſes we ſhall nerd none, ſoꝛ my pꝛomiſe 
palt to this faire Pꝛinceſſe ſhall be ſufficient, It is ſo (replyed the 
Grek) foz ſince p one muſt of neceſſitie ſacrifice his blold in this field. 
let the ſuruiuer be Conqueroꝛ ⁊ Judge to carrie away the Lady.Uho 
came to ſpeake vnto the knight, ſo amazed, that the Greeke conceiued 
the cauſe,and quickly aſſuredhimlclfe thereof. Jt gladded him, purpo⸗ 
ſing if he vanquiſht, to marrie her to the Pagan. Defied eache other 
had theſe combatants , and ſought foz a conuenient place to make the 
battell, when from the thicket iſſued a knight vpon a nimble Coueſer: 
he did no moze but take viewe of the number that was there, and re⸗ 
furned, 

Euerp one noted him, and muſeo what he intended by luch haſte, 
But the deſire the two had of their Combat , made them foꝛget him, 
They turned their fierce hozſes about, whole lucceſſe an other Chapter 
mult vnfold: fo2 it deſerueth much moꝛe.

The aduentnre that befell vnto the twq moſt mightio warriors, be- 
ing in their combat, and what elſe happened. 


V V Ith a thouſand amozous doubtes, the beloteous Syrinda ex- 
pected the two bꝛaue warrioꝛs encounters, arcatly fearing 

the Greeke, becauſe ſhe ſent foꝛ him, and the Pagans ſuccefſe , god oz 
badde, ſhee kelt in middeſt of her ſoule: and eythers blowes ſhes 
recctued on her bꝛeſt. Do that deare (Ladies) neuer had Com- 
| battauts 
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battants a moꝛe ſuſpitious Judge: becauſe ſhe th:auah tone, plradeg 
the merits ofthe one: and the Greekes woztyicKetf;e bountie whers 
with he vndertchke Her cauſe , infoꝛced her to Icfend him. Oh (fas 
cred Damzels, Natures chcefelt bewties ) lend me ſome litle fanour, 
that J may woꝛthuy relate the rare ſt fingle Combat keught vypen 
the earth: fo: theone is Roſabe!, of whom the woꝛld alreadie trem⸗ 
bles : the other, the haughtie Abſtruſio, nirro2 of the Pagan Natts 
ons, The mumble {wiftnelle of ther holes, was occaſion ot their quic⸗ 
ker meeting , making mo2e noyſe un their car”icr , then Vulcans fozs 
ged fice rating though the (ſkies, renteth his paTage, Jaſhing among 
the darkened Tiowdes, Big and knotuc were their Launccs, but 
mcountring with their ſteeled ſhiclds, they lend of lender wiltowes: 
Thoſe thiners mounted ſo high, that thrir ſiaht gaue notice cf that 
Combat aboue the fourth {yheare, Nether miſcarried by the ſhocke, 
though both warrtours were aſſured of the ethers firenath. Amazed 
was the Pagan, ſong his aduertary n his ſaodle, 707 in all his lie til 
then, he never incountred any but he ouerthꝛew hun to j hard ground. 
The Grake v::w fo:th the Tropan Hectors ſwoꝛd, glad to ſee the 
Pagans valour, And Lourilying it aloit with that celeritte He vſed in 
all is battles, let dic at the Pagan: who turned to warde it, yet his 
duligence pꝛeuaued not, (02 he had not ſcarec offered his defence, when 
the ſautul Greeke redoubled the rength ol his p2offered bicwe, and 
bzaucly diſcharged ut on his aduet ſattes ſhielde , it bates not to be of 
unc tempered terle,fo2 all ut reached was thzewne to the graſſy plame. 
Somctuncs would they p:cffer aduantages , as malchole of Fence 
is accuſtomed, which would rcdownd vnto the offerers diſaduantage, 
as now u befel the Grack unte. Fo; ſpurring his he:ſe he woid haue 
gien the Sarracen ancthcr bow b. oe be ſcticd huntelic: He didꝭ ſo,but 
the vnddeled amy of the hoz7e moſt feeree'y ranne beyond the Pagan, 
wholc courlc Nabe on a ſudocn Napma, the platne bring wet, his 
umder forte ſupt, fo that bath boavlciin (urbled downe, Galtenor 
ſaith the Crocke , loft not his ſadtle: but Lygandeo affirmeth u: 
aduuig, that his fall was the cauſe he perfozmed one of his vſua! aas 
fo; being on bus ate, ma dic place he awanted, 

The Pagan comming , that cagerly ranne to onerth:ow tum: 
bis Vozic he would not kl, but mein bei with bzeft, wich no lelle 
fozce then NIA huet, hor made both cuter and ho zie recorie 
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backe in ſuch a mazꝛ, that hee had time to follow the Pagan, and call 
his armes about him. He was fo quicke in pet foꝛmiug it, that he had 
almoſt pitcht the G pant on his head. So Syrindas Leuer fearing ſome 
cuill ſucteſſe, was unkoꝛced to do the lire, and ſhaking the ſlirropes 
from his fert, ſuftred the Grate to pull him off, who le mightily lnatcht 
hun from his ſcate, that he tumblcd him on the ground: but cloſer doth 
not the Jute incompalle about a molſe begrovwne Tower, then the 
Pagan emv2aced the Bꝛittanicke youth, ſo that both fell grouelling 
on the earth, where riüng, they beganne a nicft gallant wꝛaſtle, vs 
ſing ſo many ſights and trickes, that the God of battelles could no 
moe deſüxe. 

And lo their wꝛaſt le falling out at the beginning ot their fight, it 
longer con'inued, either pꝛocuring ſome aduantage to get ground of 
his aduer ſarie. Neuer were they in moze danger then now. Along 
wile ſtrued they thus, til wearie cfgrappling, wee ſting twzth their 
armes, tung themlelues Eronaly the one frem the other, with 
ſuch admitation of thoſe that beheld them, as they beleeued not what 
th:y ſaw. Bighip did the Ladic eſteeme the Grerke, ſeeing him lo 
bꝛauely mantaine hiunſelfe againſt hun that was fam ouſed to bee the 
birantotinalthe Adnatricke Iles, who on his owric behalle arcat- 
[pmconbted, woging his abucrfifie the mightieſt in the world. Now 
lope hop no ore, no: nothing pꝛocure they moze then death, 02 e⸗ 
trot hononr by congueſt of his aducriarie, One ofthe wozldes belt 
[(wo22s was the Greelics, being at Venus inſtant recueſt tempered 
(02the roten, wheretoze he neuer ſtroke bicw but it fetchtbiodzenk 
armo2 and ech. And he humſelte receiued them nothing inferio2,and 
though they dꝛew bled through the dekence ot his arincur and derteri⸗ 
le, vet they bꝛuſed his fle ſh in greevons manner. The Pagen at this 
um νt d his aducrlarie, thinking with that vicw to aſſure the 
v0027, But Irevatios hinſman, that was in all things his ſuperioz, 

ſtopping aide auopdced it, letting hun fiercely paſſe on, fo turning

ter bun, the Creke diſcharged his rage on the others waſle, in two 
he had cieft tm, had he giuen the hem with god ayme, vet it put the 
Pagan in great paint: who ſoz all that, recouerncg himſelke, at ente 
(011onted cach other: moſt mightte were the bie wess that keil on thetr 
heuncg, either dꝛew his \wozd beſmerred with the others bid, and 
with the tozce of the lireke they ſet the ir hands on the earth.

The rake did ürſt riſe, being longer winded,and ere his foc was 
ſetled in his bꝛoken ſhielde, he gaue him ſuch a blowe , that cutting a 
great pœce off it, deſcended on the ſhoulder , where it lighted ſo heaui⸗ 
ly, that his knees were fozced to the ground: Cloſe he would, thinking 
to ouerth:ow the Pagan.

uent of the battle (cein doubtfull ; wherin the warrioꝛs were tager and 
greedie one of the others ouerth;owe , that they ſpied not till they 
were almoſt ſurpziſcd , who iſſued out of the Groue : they were 
foure mightte defozmed Spants, with aboue an hundzcth knights, 
who knowing the Pagan, purſued hun toꝛ reuenge, by reaſon of their 
fathers death, by his, which they deferred til they might take hun at 
ſome aduantage from his Court, 

Well did the haughtie Greeke gueſſe at their intent, noting the 
manner of their comming: wherectoze vſing his accuſtomed magna 
numitic,faid to Abſtruſio. Leaue we our battie in this eſtate ſir knight, 
fo I repoſe ſuch truſt in your perſon , as when farther eccaſion ſhall 
permit, you wil ende it: and now pꝛocure we to defend the Panceſſe 
from theſe knights, whole haſtie comming ſermes not fo2 peace, It 
cannot be expꝛeſt how the Pꝛinces wozds gladded the Pagan, who 
replied. Pour pleaſure be fulfilled | Su kmght | foz hencefozth J ved 
to you the vic oꝛie of this battle, becauſe farre moze your magnanimi- 
ous bountie deſeructh, So both recounted on their hozſcs, Foz the Gy» 
ants arriuall bꝛake off their ſpeeches, The knights were attircd ab 
ter the Parthian mancr,with bowes and arrowes,which like a ſhower 
of raine they let ſlie at the two knights, who felt ſome of them in then 
clh though their armoz, 
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To ſhunne this furie, the Lady was foꝛted to leape from her Palfrap, 
which the had no ſancr done, but one of the Gyanis with twentie 
Umahts toke her vp, and in great haſte ſpurred away, At the out- 
ies (ſhe made, her Louer ſawe her, and confidering his loſle, loſing 
her, ſaid, 

Now (moſt haughtie Knight) muſt you extend the vtmoſt of your 
valour, againſt theſe vilde villaines, whileſt J purſue the robber of my 
joy, fo2 without her I deſire no life. Do ſo (bzave night) replied the 
Grake, fo; it is reaſon you ſhould, And J by ſhedding my hearts 
deare blood, hall but ſatiſfte my vounden dutie due to the Lady, Away 
like the winde in ſwiltneſſe departed the Pagan, leauing Rolabell in 
thc greateſt perill in the woꝛld: but he was bo2ne to indure them, and 
incouraging hunſelſe being alone, couragioully he thꝛuſt his hozſe a⸗ 
mong that treachcrous people. Neuer did Reaper in Harucſt ſeaſon, 
with moze deſire enter his ſharpe ſickle in the yallow ripe coꝛne, then 
with furte Lyrianas Louer pꝛeſt among thoſe knights,bereauing ſen: 
of armes, (ome of liues, and others wounded to the death, ſome hee 
cleft downe right, and ſome hee parted at the walte in two: thirtts 
iudhts had the Greeke Natne, and wounded many, cre any ofthe 
Syants could at full giue him one blow: ſo at length one of them pꝛea⸗ 
(cd to hun, egerly to execute his wzath: but in the incounter, he oppo⸗ 
ſed hunſcife with death. Foꝛ although he wounded the Greeke on the 
ſhoulder, yet he not reſpecting the others blowes, he call his ſhield at 
his backe, and though vnaduiſe dly he ſpurred againſt the Gyant with 
his ſwoꝛd raiſed in both hands it fell on his thicke helme, which vna- 
ble to rcſiſt, it was with the head cleft in the middeſt to the necke, kel⸗ 
ung hun downe at his hozle fete. 

Do great was the Ire that poſſeft the Unights, ſeeing their Spant 
laine, that vnder hun they llew the Greckes hoꝛſe. Now hee was in 
no leſſe daunger then of his life: foꝛ being on fate, they all ranne to a⸗ 
ucrturnc hun with their hoꝛſes: ſome dekence found hee behinde the 
heape ol dead Knights, which was nothing, had not foztune hither 
b:cught the T vnacrian Po! iphebo, flower of Thiualric: who having 
paſt many llouns in the ſeas the heaves fo2 cithers god, did caſt him 
on that ſhoze,viremng hun thither at ſuch time as he might ſuccoꝛ his 
coultn, who like Mars hunſclfe behaued him, foꝛ Hamng ſlaine ano- 
ther ofthe ſuruiuing Ora ts hozles, in the fall he toke from him an 
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Iron Mace that hung at the (avdle bowe, the which at that inffant 
ſerued him better then his fwozd, for doith it Hee reached moze cut at 
length. The Tynacrian bleſt hunfelfe to fre a knight ot ſuch fozce; he 
judged him to be a Greeke, fo2 in them couſiſled the woꝛldes ſtrength: 
he ſaid neuer a woꝛd, but with his launce aboue hand, like a fierte co, 
met entred among them, killung aboue teme befoze He bzake it. Yee 
would needs rid the Knight from the Gpent that remamed on hoꝛſe⸗ 
backe: fo dꝛawing foꝛth his ſwoꝛd, went to him, and taking it twirt 
both handes, raiſed himſcifc on his frirropes, and finding the Gyant 
carelefſe of him, executed the bꝛaueſt biow that in ail that day was gi⸗ 
uen 'to2 he diſcharged his ſwo:d en his nudole, higher hee ceulo net 
reach in ſo bzane a manner, that from thence zownwerd bee left on 
hoꝛſebacke, tumbling the other halfe at Roſabe ls feete, that with the 
novic ofthe fall turned about, and ſeeing a derd fo extraoꝛdinarie, ceuld 
not but a lowde lay thus. 

Oh mightie lupiter, what vnmatcht incomparable Crength is 
this? He {olied on his deniſe, vet knew it not, for he had neuer befoze 
foenc it: but deſirous to let him ſer what he beteercd, Uept with his left 
fote ſoꝛward, cloſed with the Gpant that vnmercuullp tare on han, 
and ronaly firming himſelke on the ground, with both hands diſchar⸗ 
ged his ſwoꝛd on his ſhoulder, which effected ſuch a ble we, as it was 
donbtcd whether of the two the God ot warre mured : fo2 all that part 
downer to his legges he cut away; and like an Cagle leapt on a hoſe 
that was nearc him. 

Neither ofthe kinſmen ſake to the other, leaning it kill better op- 
poꝛtunie, but thꝛuſt themſelues among that nuterable rowte, + gree- 
ued they were fo fewe whercon to chewe their valour. In leſſe then 
an houre were the two warriours left alone, yet mought it well bee 
lud, in them conſiſted the melt part of humane power. Toguher they 
put off their helmes, diſcoucring their beauite admired, able to haue 
flatne A pollos in his gloꝛic.

tion, cre J will fozget the rememnivzance ofthis p2zlent content,cauſet 
by the knowledge, offo warlike a coufin; a be allure (beare Roſabe!) 
that (ing pou are the ff I haue knodone of my kindꝛed, fo vou ſhalt 
awates be in all things: to2 J will neuer obey any with moze willings 
nelle, 

Ve perfoꝛmed it be ter then he ipake it, ſoꝛ ncuer couſins loued one an 
other nie, nn ofave!l eſtœmed none of his Uncles as hee did {ye 
Tynan wn, Quictzix did Foztune oꝛ Nabatos power, (thzough the 
Dacians int: rcelf.on, whom hee accounted as his child) ſeparated 
tom! (02 che Cree telling his couſin why he came krom Greece, aud 
che necelſitie Abllrußo might be in, fogced them as quicke as any 
ought bo liche the LOUCrs, - 
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but being oucrtaken by the nights appꝛoach, and they folle wing their 
haſte, loſt one another in the wo», which ſo greeued cither of them, ag 
they were readie fo2 greefe to peeld their ſelues: and ſurely they had 


fallen into ſome daunacr, koz they had ingendzed the greateſt affec 
a that can be unagined had not the wiſe man comlozted them, al-

CHAP, XII, 


How Ro/abel/ met with rute, fighting. with them that had ſlo- 
len his Lache. How hee ayded him: and after, ho he ſuffered 


ſhipwracke on the ſeas. 


Ith ſome comfo2t guien by the wiſe man, did Ro- 
abel Paince ot great Britraiac haſt his tourney, 
JI] toping in the knowledge ofthe T ynacrian pꝛince 
his Zincle : © thouſand thankes gaue he the hea⸗ 
* uens, fo: beeing allied to kinſmen of ſuch might. 
“Cul midnight did he gallope ſeeking foꝛ Abſtru- 
| A | 0, wiſhing in heart he might arriue in god time 
» to lend him his aide: herein would Foꝛtune ſerme 
fo fatio; him, ſoꝛ euen when faire Endyminosloue ſhined faireſt, then 
heard he a noyſe ol blowes and armoꝛ claſhing, Lighter then a young 
wanton Goate,ſpurred hee thitherward, and entring into a ſpacious 
field, hee ſawe Syrindas mightie Louer, like anew Mars among his 
aducrſe nights. Ver ſtode a while gazingon him, glad fo ſe ſuch 
haughtie ſtrength, and iudged him wwozthte of the Ladies bzaueric. 
He aſſayled them ſaying, To them, to them bzauc Lnight, fo; their 
owne weakneflc ſhall heere contound them. 
The Grakes couragious woꝛds did greatly intourage him, whom 
knowing, he humbled himſelfe foꝛ his god helpe: the which hee not a 
little nerded, foꝛ at that inſtant aboue two hundꝛeth knights vnder the 
leading ofa Captaine Gyant, came marching dolone along the fielde 
againſt the Pagan: this Gyant was king and Loꝛd ouer them all: the 


furic which they bꝛoght, made the Greke feare the loſing of —_ 
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whom he intreated (etng her on fate, to get vp to the toppe ofthe hil, 


and hid her ſelfe among the trees, whither hee would quickly followe 
her. 


She did ſo: kindly requeſting the Greeke to loke vnto the ſafetic of 
Abſtruſio. Jt greeued him not to heare her tender ſpeech,purpoſing to 


marrie them ik he could. Then like athunderbolt hee turned on his 
tems; and with Abiinnyo ranged vy and downe among wem, 
dyed lo he chmne in aduerſe bid, and thogh the Pagan were lome⸗ 
what wearie with the many batteiles of that day, pet the ſight ofthe 
Crekes bꝛaue deedes, lo anunated his fainting heart, that hee fozgot 
his wounds, and their paine, 

Such miſerable dcftruction on the hard rppened coꝛne, makes not 
che ouerſlowing of an vnſtaped current paſſing his limits, as the two 
Wart tours on thoſe coward knights, giuing no blow in vaine, but lle 
outright, oꝛ foꝛ euer maumed: which it behwued them lo to do, beeing 
onely two, and their enemies ſo many. Followe mee bꝛaue knight, 
ſaid the Greeke) koꝛ ere we part from hence, J vow to be reuenged on 
theſe baſe villaines. Do what you will (moſt mightie warriour an- 
wered he, foz Jle obey, Vis ſhield he caſt at his backe, and toke his 
ſwoꝛd twirt both handes, beginning to execute ſuch derdes as Mars 
would not attempt, 

Moꝛe feared was not Hercules among the Centaures, then Rola- 
bell ok his enemies, that beating them downe cn cuery ſive, at length 
he metwith the Gpant that ſtole the Ladie, whom he aſſailed with a 
{crrible blowe,and paſt on, where the Pagan ſtayed him till he retur⸗ 
ned, when with both handes hee dilcharged his ſwozd on his thicke 
helme, whereon the famous Tropans blade finding no reſiſtance, 
made his head a god wap to ſkip from his neck. This pleaſed him not, 
lo that aboue tenne loſt their lines in the conflict; foz repairing thither, 
it was as much as to be ledde to the laughter houſe, By this, the 
Larke the mo2zmngs Herauld, mounting into the loktie apꝛie ſkies, 
begarme to ſing the daies appꝛoach, welcomming bꝛight Phoebus to 
the Caſt, when the two Warriours like two firie meteoꝛs of heauens 
tonſuming wꝛath, ranging about the battell, encountred in the ende 
(vzearte ol killing with the chiefe and ſole ſuruyoꝛ of the Gyants,wheo 
roung like a Lyon fo2 his pꝛap, ſeeking them, met, and with then his 
death; fo2 ſtepping betwerne them, with aheauic Jron mace thought 
fo reuenge himſelke at two blowes. D At 
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Tt fell out otherwiſe, for the farions Orecke with one ſtroke tut away 
halfe hig ics, and ſoꝛcly woeunded him. WYeere did Ab ſtiuſio bꝛaue⸗ 
y lecond hun, though it colt hun deare, fo2 thꝛuſting himſelfe bnder 
he Gpants aracs, although hee thzuſt a handful of his (wozd in the 
{toc of hig hꝛeſt, yet did the Gyant execute his blowe, diſcharging it on 
th: top of his helme, ſo fearcelp, that fence:c lle it fioke him along vp⸗ 
ban his hozfe, At the noyſe the Greeke turned about, and thinking his 
companon dead, no Hyicaman furie may be compared to him. TVith 
moꝛe eagerneſſe furiouſly (hes not the low ing Eagle againſt the ſpoi⸗ 
lex of his nc, as the Erecke to be reuenged. Againe would the Gpant 
raiſe his Mace, when with incomparable ſtrength with one vlowe did 
Roſubell thz9w downehis armes and club: and with a thꝛuſt going to 
runne through the Gpant, he turned allde, making the Greeke lirike 
his head againſt his bꝛeſt, wich moze ſtrength he embꝛared him, then 
Hercules, When twirt his hands he cruſht to death two lerpents: pet 
it auailed him not, wanting one arme: foz the Orgke drawing {with 
his dagger, fer:ninatcd that warre with two cruell Fabbes, Dead 
tumbled 2owne one of the mightieu Opans of all thols Illes, Whole 
father loft his like by the hand ol the great Dardario, 4 the ſonne pꝛo⸗ 
curing his inſt reuenge, ſacrificed his blood with honour, being berelt 
by the Greek Pꝛince: who feartng to leeſe A bſtiuſio, did execute moze 
then humane deeds, 

Better was not the Heſperian kruite tept, befoꝛe Alcydes ſpopled 
it, then Roſabell defended the ſounded Pagan, offending his encmics 
on all parts ſo lamentably, that woe was to him that appꝛoached to 
trie the effec of his hands: cuen as one awaked from a dæpe ſlumper, 
ſo amazedly the Pagan raiſed himleife, and remembzing the ſtate 
wherein hee was, and what the Greeke had done foꝛ him, ſaid to him⸗ 
ſelle. 

Oh lupiter, let me line, that 5 may gratiſie this knight, what his 
derds oa m behalte haue deſerued. The furious bzauen:fe where» 
with he behaued hunſclfe, fo animated the ſtout Louer, that as it hut 
chen che warre beganne, he begaꝛme to turne himſelke among them, to 
the deare coſt af many lues. Do Roſabell ſpurring his hoꝛſe away, 
(ud. 

Follow me knight, fo2 our fighting now is to no moꝛe prrpole, 
the drawing of the moznings baghtneile comming on ſo kalt, — 
mais 
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make vs loſe the Ladie. The Pagan followed hun, foz whom the 
Gree hewed out ſuch ample paſſage, as hee could reach to effect no 
blow. They galloped thꝛough the thickeſt of the troupes, leauing bes 
hinds hem the cruelleſt laughter that euer was done by two knights. 

They arriucd to the hill where the Lady was, there they diſmounted 
to ſycake to her: who full of ioy ( guided by Lone) embzaccd the Pagan, 
thanking hun foꝛ his kinde carefull reſtue. She on the inſtant percei⸗ 
ued her committed erroꝛ, but could not ſalve it: fo2 Lyrianas (kilfull 
Loucg, ſtraight iudged the cauſe, and being glad thereof, knowing the 
Pagans will, and conſidering of the ſignes which the Ladie had ſho- 
wen ok her affection towardes him, faide to trie what would come of 
il. 

Hob is the fune ſir knight) to end our koꝛmer battell, that J may 
right the Ladie which hath called me from ſo karre countries. Both 
Loucrs were meoued by the Oreekes wozdse, but paſſing th at fitte, 
and waighing what he had done, Abſtruſio thus replied, Oh loue 
foꝛtende ( bꝛaue night that ſeeing you haue ſo often ſaued my life this 
day, I ſhould now unploy it againſt your ſeruice. The glozie and vic⸗ 
tozie of the fight is pours: and moꝛe then it deſerues your valoꝛ, which 
the heauens haue imparted you: and though it bee mo2e then hell foꝛ 
me ta lite without this ſoueraigne Ladie, ſo à may {eeme gratekull to 
your deſeruings, my lelfe ſhall foꝛce my ſelfe to foꝛgoe this happinelle, 
which is the oncly nouriſher of mp foꝛloꝛne life. 

NH ꝛthie the honour of pour high merits excellent knight hath this 
your anlwere bene (ſaid Roſabe!l) and J doe in heart wich mp faint 
woꝛthes were now equal to my will that J might. were it but in part) 
pay the great bonds your libe tall bountie hath bound me tri! aud ace 
this Ladie is now inkranchiſed and free, J am readie as 3 pꝛoauled 
ber D Damzell, to condud her to her hingdome, oꝛ where cllc ſhe pleaſe. 

Uhereto he (pake, © -uer ftince ür knight my loꝛtunes made mee 
nerd pour helpe, J put in honour wm pour hands, and lo amlurc your 
wil (conſidering mp neceliitie) pꝛotea it, in lied wher cof, 1 v0 D obe⸗ 
di ence to all pour commaunds. 

At ſit tes ſo ill (faire Syrinca) with my conditions, (pake ths 
Orceke) to guard Ladics, as the exycrience J hane of my owne 
mitoztunes , cnfozceth mee refuſe this charge, lcatiung it in the 
hands of this mightie knight, pꝛole ling, that it à had a lilker „ and 
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with her many kingdomes, J would commit her to none other. And 
ſwing you haue ſo plainly heard my will J expe pour reply accoꝛding 
to pours, that hereafter J may ſerue Ladies after a new manner, J 
knowe not whether of the two were meze ioped with the Painces 
wo2ds, but the Ladie with the accuſtomed balhfulneſſe in ſuch caſes, 
thus replied. 

It Hell appeares ſir knight | you would by all god wares pꝛocure 
mp god will to accomplith yours. But that you may ler, there is in 
mc no leſſe acknowledgement or pour deſerts, then in this knight, fo; 
what on my behalfe you haue perfoꝛmed, J once againe ſubmit my 
ſelfe to your oꝛder, to diſpoſe of him at pour content, affured that a 
kniaht ol pour woꝛth, wil regard my pure honour as pour owne ; fo2 
hauing put my ſclfe in your hands, the lawes of kmighthod binds me 
to it. The Grecke did highly as reaſon would eſteme What the La⸗ 
die did, and vnwilling to deferre the happie content which the Pagan 
might reteiue, did pꝛeſently eſpouſe them on the top of that hill, with 
moze top then if they were in their rich royall pallace. Witneſſes thexß 
did not want, fo2 at the contract there were pꝛeſent, the beautcaus 
Nimphes Oreades and Hamadryades, with many hairie Siluan 
Gods. 

The Greeke by telling them who hee was, did very much pleaſe 
the new betrothed couple. There they paſt away the remnant of the 
night in pleaſant chat, foz the Pagan with gladneſſe felt not his 
wounds, and the Grerke not willing to diſturbe their content, diſſem⸗ 
bled his own, But when Apollos light expelled Cynthias darkneſſe 
from the heauen, all thꝛer toke their next way to the Cittie, where 
hearing what had befallen, they had armed abone twentie thouſand 
men, the which ſeuerall waies dinded in manp troupes went to ſerke 
their king. Many ok them they met, that greatly reiopced ſeeing him 
well, who gaue oꝛder foꝛ the recalling of the reſt backe againe, which 
was ſo well followed, that befoze none they all returned. In honcur 
of the Auptials, thzoughout the Ciftte and all the Bingdome, many 
triumphs and Jouſts were o2dataed: therein the Grate ſhewed the 
incomparable valoꝛ ofhis perſon . Hee continued there in the cure ol 
his wounds aboue a month, ſo tendꝛed and honozed, as in Greece 
he could be no moze, So thankfull vid the Ladie ſhew her ſelte by her 
tender care and carefull attendance, that the Grgke accounted all his 
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paines well beſtowed foz her, At length thinking it time he tolde the 
Pyuntce how neceſſarie his departure was. 

7t extreamely greeued them, foꝛ they loued him as a bꝛother: They ins 
treated hun to ſtay one eight dapes moꝛe, till the ending of an armour 
which the Lady had cauſed to bs made, hee was conſtrained to ſtay be- 
cauſe he would not go without them. 

I well appeared by their riches, the god will they beare to hun 
they likewiſe gaue him a luſtie ſtrong Courſer , wherewith, and with 
the armes the Pꝛince was well pleaſed. e toke his leaue of bꝛaue Ab- 
truſio, and not without many teares from Syrindas faire eyes, They 
remained fo affected vnto him, that when the Greeke warres were 
kno\vne,this was one b2onght great apde thither, doing the Greekes 
ſuch awd ſertuce, that thereby they fafficicntly paide the Pzince, whe 
with ſome greefe fo2 their abſence in a well rigged ſhip , Nauigated to- 
wards Nyquea,thinking he thuld ſoncr there then in any other place, 
heare of his Lady, 

Da the fikt Nautgation , Fozfune already beeing weary of her 
ſkay,would ſhew him one of her fierceſt changes, foꝛ obtaining Nep- 
tunes faugur, ſhe conſpired with Eolus topſey-turuey to cucrtarne the 
ſcas,raifing ſuch tempeſtuous ſtoꝛmes, that the Pzince ſaw himſelfe a 
thouſand times in the hands of death: ſometimes mounted alot vpon 
the deuouring rigges of a wane, as high as a heauens weeping face, 
and then tumbling downe, as lows as the loweſt Center ofthe deepe, 
thinking himſelfe and ſhippe ouerwhelmed in thoſe mercilefſe waters, 
accompanying the watery dwellers in their Cauerns. Then would he 
pittie his weake ouermatched vecſleii , to ſee it ſtriue againſt two ſuch 
mightie Clementall ſdes, foꝛ hamng loſt by faricof the raging windes, 
all her laples, her maſſes, and tackels aboue, was belowe ſo cruelly aſ⸗ 
laulted with the ſeas, remoꝛſeleſſe ſurges, that beating at her belly and 
ſides, had hewed their paſſage thꝛough her ribbes, entring her bꝛeaches 
ſo without all pitie, that neither by pumping, noꝛ any other means, her 
leazes were vnable to be ſtenched, that the pee SParrinerst72ed with 
labour, amazed at the tempeſts, flerceneſſe and confounded with death: 
ſubmitted to the pittileſſe mercic of windes and waters, Whole pittious 
woful clamoꝛs piercing the roaring noyſe of their oppoſed enemies, al⸗ 
cended the high heauens. The caſting ouerboꝛd, of gods, anchoꝛs and 
cables, nothing doth auaile, and what in haſte they cannot hurle cuer⸗ 
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bo de, the frrions winde both Howe away, and that it leaucs, an ents 
ous ſurge doth wach into toe ſea. 
Thus hapeloſſe of al remedie toſled vp and downe, for the vnbudeled 
rage ot violent fighting windes, being vachained from the carthes obs 
ſcure concauities, blew fro every commer nothing but conſuming wzath, 
death and diſtruacio,tying their koꝛce Dpon the ſmal wean veſſeli,which 
they had fone in many places, Foure dayes fought they thus againſt 
the vnceaſing diſmal tempeſts, in the end whereof, the poꝛe death-fain- 
ting ſaplers ſeeming to ſozeſee an vnloked foꝛ calme, a ſudden turious 
Southerue blaſt opened the toꝛne Barke, leauing the diſtre ſſed leuer 
grapling at a plane vpon the whiſtling Billowes, and pet with his 
(w92d in his mouth: fo2 without it (pittifull Ladies) he would not die, 
CUI ſuch violence blew the windes, that violently on a funtie Nocke 
they hurled hun, to whole top, with the ſtrength of his armes he got, 
hHrom whence he loked to (x what would become of the ſhip and mar⸗ 
riners, where he ſaw the lamentable ſpectacle, the poꝛe Maiſter ry⸗ 
ding on the waters, vpon a Cheſt, whereon he ſet all his hope, till a de⸗ 
touring waue came and bereft him of both it and like. The grones hee 
heard, o thereft that periſhed ,feeing the fardels,packes, truſſes, caper 
en the dauncing billowes,and foming waues. o courage p2cuailed 
with them, noz their continuall liuing on the ſeas: la enery one as it is 
wont it buried in her watery bowels. Do extreame ſoꝛrowfull remai⸗ 
red the P2ince of great Britaine af the lamentable [pcetac ic, that with 
teares in his eyes he burlt loꝛth into this paſſion, Dh tupzcame high 
heauens, how no man in this miſzrable woꝛld may iuſtly call himſclic, 
{are oꝛ happie:? There is no ſtate, no digmtie, noꝛ office how high ſoe⸗ 
uer it be aduanced, but is by Foꝛtune, ſubiea to the greateſt and moſt 
dangerous falles? Him call J happie that leaſt doth ſet his confidence 
in Fo2tune, oꝛ hath leaſt reteiued ol her blinde gits, terming her beni⸗ 
fiteg, the thꝛeatning ol greater miſerie. That god is there on earth 
but is mingled with a thouſand vnſauone diſpleaſing cuules, and ol dil⸗ 
contents, miſfoꝛtuncs, and lamentable euentes, ſuch and ſo many, that 
onely leaue him with his bare name , ouerpꝛellung the ſoule with to2- 
ments, and greeuing the per ptexcd ninde wich mot greegdous and WO 
full paines: 
After that, by little and little the kurie of the ſea was allwaged. he 
haſted ta acoppes that not farre from tihnce he elpied , there to = 
his 
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bis Cothes,and hinicle, There Treb>: itios haughtie Nephew diſre⸗ 
bro hünmelke, leauing but his onely thert vpon him, remenibang with 
ſome tendernelle the treubles he had oucrpalt: iudging by the greatnes 
of them, they would atlength, wearte of themſelucs, bꝛing him to a 
delectabie werte ende, that then with the pꝛeſent happineſle he might 
tovfully recount his foꝛmer infeltcities, 
This conſweration ſomewhat animated him , ſuffering that di⸗ 
ſtrelle moze pauiently. Crample ſhould they take by him, that in lelle 
danacrs foꝛget to make ble offufferarte, eſteeming that death, — 
peraduenture the celeſliall powers doth but o2dame oz trpall of thep2 
wozkes ; 

The Greeke againe apparelled himſelfe, his veltments beeing 
dꝛie, and laid him downe to reit, neuer moꝛe deſtitule thereof then at 
that inſtant; it was little, fo2 ſtraight hee wakened to lecke leme path 
Which might leave him to ſome Aillage: hee formd it, but with ſeme 
trouble: foz without it, nothing deſired is lightly obtained, and going 


along the lame, there happened to him, upotet inſuung Chapter doth 
mention; 0207 „„ ies * 


CHAP, XIII. 
What befell vnto rhe m. „tie No ſa be J, with certaine other La- 


dyes , of whomc hee learned the coumrey wherein hee ther: 
Was. 


77554, Darc ahnoſt aſſure my ſelke { fair 8.5 Ladies) your 
bewies haue with ſome feeling (e Wept your harts 
5 be harder then the aint, oꝛ moꝛe obdurate then the 
S Dpamond attended p Greeke pzinces chipwzack: 
of n faith his wozthes deſerue it + ſoz hee that with 
an (ayme) ſubmits hunſelfe to grierte, maketh hims 
ſelfe vnwozthie of comiſeration, being in neceſſitie: 
And pet, neuer any merited fagonr, that denied it to 
the nerdie. Something deſtinte of it was Olyuias haughtie ſonne, but 
from the middeſt of his heart dꝛew he ſtreugth to refift his woes: who 
Athough 1 d on all tes with ſo many extreames, did neuer 
get her, ww hoſe fauours were wont to cheriſh him,; and now in ab⸗ 
ſence putting him to his try all. 
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This vertue hath true lone remoueable by nothing from the ſoule, 
where it butldeth once his reſt,) oppoſing it ſelfe againſt all inconuem⸗ 
ences, though oꝛdered by his Lady,whereof being a(ſured, takes them 
as comfozts to his diſtreſſe. Man examples there are of this, pet of 
them I wil recount but one, witneſſe my mothers ſonne, whom neither 
the changes of time, noꝛ time altering courle of life: noꝛ yet the Muta⸗ 
hilitie of ſtate in like, can make him deme his Captiuttie, no2 omit the 
dulled accentes of an vnaccent paſſion, wich remebzance ok his grones 
fo; his vnpittying warres, And though ſhe know it, and the ſinceritic 
of his affection,yet turnes ſhe away the pittie of her fauour, one telling 
him his paines are to fewe. Pittie ſo vnfoꝛtunate a Loucr pittifull 
Ladies and ypc? that (hall firſt heare ok his griefe, greater then that 
which neuer any had, no2 wozſe reipccted: pet this comfozt hath hee, 
that a lady exceeded all woꝛth of tompariſon moued with his laments, 
faid vnknowne by whom) vngratefull truth map ſhee be called, that 
thus intreateth this diſtreſſed Louer : Venus and Cupid reward the 
(beautious Lady) and fate q am hee wil when thou (ſhalt defire Loues 
hclpe,againft Fo2ztunes tyꝛannie: fo2 the Greeke Lo2d ſuffering his 
{abours with conſtant ſufferance , in the ende obtained his Lyriana, 
whoſe onely ſight made him deeme all his fozmer diſcontents , moll 
werte contents. 

Tlith this hope trauelled hee on fote , onelp with his (wozd, 
hauing taken the ſtraighteſt and moſt troden path. Hee had not gone 
karre, but vexed with thirſt although newe d2yed of waters) he turned 
vp a long by = cleare ſtreame, till he came to the head of the ſpꝛing, a⸗ 
bout which, Was builded an Allablaſter Fountaine, whoſe wozke, with 
the cleareneſſe of the waters, inuited the Pzince to duuke , Uhich 
done, he did cate of ſuch frute as the frutefull trees did peeld, that round 
incompaſſed the Fountaine. Tyꝛed with his fozmer toylcs, he laid 
him downe and llept a god while , reſting his reſt wanting amo2ous 
iopnts. 

Farre was he not from the great cittie ot Golthue: g, chiefe in 
the Bingdome of Sy lephia, lying betwerne Polonia and Bohemia, and 
therefoze at the inſtant, he dꝛeamed the ſweeteſt Uiſion in all his life; F 
fo: thinking himſelfe embꝛaceb his Lady, the Painceſſe Futronila, 
whoſe beautie was inferiour to none, equalling the fapꝛeſt that metin 
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Conſtantinople at the Tryumphes. She was verp poung, hatung 
not yet altained to 14. peares, which made her as childꝛen vſc, walke 
to ſyoꝛt her ſelle about thoſe wods that bo2dered on her garden: and 
hauing loſt her lelfe with one Lady. from the reſt of her attendants, ſo 
amazed was not Venus, when the firſt ſaw the. boy Adonis along the 
banks of Nylus, as with admiration the bewtious Eufroniſa was at o- 
miched with the Greeke Pꝛinces ſight that lay vpon the grafſe,ſeeming 
moꝛe faire then when young Apollo in habit of a ſhepheard tended 
Aleſtes Goates,Ye was big of body, his ether parts and liniaments 
are already ſet downe, although now he entered into 20, they were 
better perfected , UWith moꝛe deſire did the Lady gaze on him, then 
in the wods of Troy, the thzc faire Goddeſſes crpected Paris ſen- 
tence, 

Do much lhe peelded to the fight, that ſhee began to feele a newe 
alteration neuer felt befoꝛe in her heart: fo being but a childe, ſhe pet 
knew not the meaning of Loues pꝛetie iwleries, Uhth ſome Wonder 
ſhe turned to her damzell, with theſe wozds, Yaſt thou euer ſeene moꝛe 
perfect bewtie then this gallant youth doth ſhew 2 J belene that Na- 
ture at his byzth, angrie with her ſelte, did thus create him to deſpight 
her (cite: © cannot thinke but he is child to ſome of our immoꝛtal Gods, 
that haue now lent him on the earth to alienate all ſtraungers wits, 
Which ikit be ſo, we Ladies mult firengthen our lelues with courage, 
foꝛ q feare, the wiſeſt will need it to ſcape free of his ſight, ſo ablolute is 
he in all things. This adince came to late to the fender Lady , ko: 
Loue had already made her his Godveſſe till the death: neither had the 
power to vntte the knot wherewith blinde { upid had hound her hart. 
tying it lo hard, as he left it inſoluble, 

I pittie thee gallant Eutroniſa, that in the nonage of thy yeares, thou 
ſhuldell begin ſo ſower an office,as to be ſubiect to an vnknobon lozd, J 
wold willingly giue thee ſome conſolation, but ſo much J do want if, as 
rather (02 both J ſhould pꝛocure it. No vaine, no colour, no fathion was 
in the Bꝛptanickes face, but ſhe coted it within her very forte, giuing 
it the ſhadow , and her heart the ſubſtance, which being ſo tender and 
vnacquainted with change, toke ſuch impzefſion, that neuer Ladp peels 
ded moꝛe to loue then Eufromſa. Now the defires to ſpeake to him, 


— (cares he, Already becomes ſhe ſuſpitious, that neuer learned fo 
our. 
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Betoꝛe ſhe knew who he was, ſhe became lo l kükul in the Art, that 
the feared whe ther he loued , whether he could loue 02 acknewledae 
anies loueraigntie.

By her amazednoſte, perceiued the damzel her Ladies may 
labie, wherefoꝛe fe merilp laid: Let vs awake this knight, and try 
hether his bewtie haue moꝛe ſoꝛce waking oꝛ ſlerping. Do what pon 
wil replied che) although it be no modeſtie conũdering who we be. Ras 
ther waighing that, I thinke it beſt to do it laid the wittie Scha to ſee 
What he is that hath ſuch power oticr Ladics: lo; ikhis merits equalg 
all other parts requiſite in a god knight, he may ca Uhunſelle one ofthe 
happieſt in the woꝛld. So long continued the Ladies in their amourcus 
chat, that the Peince awaked with theſe woꝛds. Dh foztume,how dock 
thou latter my hopes, foꝛ it thou giueſt me any god, tis only dꝛeaming, 
that when J wake to ſee it, 7 finde it but an illuüon. Ye ſaid no moze, 
foꝛ the Ladies ſight ſkated him, both from the publiſhing his woes, as 
of the cauſe of them. He role, admiring the Ladies bewtie : who firſt 
ſpake thus. You ſhould ſerme to haue fewe enemies {fir knight) ſeeing

ſhcw2 the office oka friend, by taking away my delpiled life, then as 
ſuch a one ſhould account him, fo2 by the deed gitung me one death, 
bc riddes me of a thouſand that J ſuffer in continuall languiſhment: 
and it, might J wel call life: fo2 he liues well, that ſeeles no moꝛe pain. 
Great is pour griefe anſwered the Lavie) and of foꝛce to dzawe coms 
miſeration from the harveſt heart, and greater it is,ſceing that none pi⸗ 
tics you, were it but with a counterfeit remedie, noting the waight of 
your complaints. 
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In faifh (faire Ladie) ſaid the Pꝛince, ſo mightie are my oppꝛelſi⸗ 
ons, that although J know them, and the paine Jendurec by them, 
pet I mull ſuffer them, foz if J line , it is by liuing in paine, fo that

Ik it voth ſo pleaſe pou replied the Ladie) vr iuſtlp you complaine, 
and 4 thinke you greatly wꝛong your Ladie, terming her cruel, My 
complaints (molt ſoueraigne Ladie are not fo much ment againſt my 
lifes directneſle, as againſt my vnhappie ſtarres, that make me inkoꝛtu⸗ 
nate in lauours, but not in my implopment, ſoꝛ neuer was any better, 
but in ſuch a place Where mp griels be ſcoꝛned. Some reaſon you haue 
(cad the Lady hauing this occaſion to bewailc: foꝛ where ſoꝛrow is not 
regarded, there is a double griefe, and gladly would J know who peu 
are, ard where boꝛne, loꝛ you ſreme a ſtraunger in theſe parts. J cans 
not but obey pour ſoueraigne tommaund ( molt excellent Lady an⸗ 
ſwered the Greeke: was bozne in the fartheſt Confines ol great 7a-- 
ſaria, and am called Corolano, call by fowle weather and tempeſt of 
the lea, on this Countrey, palling lo many troubles, that had J not re⸗ 
ceiued ſuch bnerpected comfozt with pour faire ſight, no doubt, but that 
my ſoule ſing the bodie dꝛenched in milerp, and as vnwoꝛthie to con⸗ 
taine it had it loꝛſaken me, but to cntoy within it the view of your haps 
pie ſight, gaue life to her liucleſle habitation: And that J may commit 
no crr02 ( foʒ it is impoſũible but J haue incurred ſome) ſuffer my pꝛay⸗ 
ers by pour admittance to make me deſeruer to know the name of the 
land ſo happie in the polleſũon ofſuch admirable bꝛauery.

Lady is anceſſe, and going on hunting, we loſt our company and gur 
lelues pet wee haue not hunted ul, hauung founde the ainovrouleit 
knight in the woꝛld: and fo accoꝛding to your ye wes, none like pou 
haue better aCaraunce of the Levers: Tent , Whole aduerture was 
newly b2onght into this Cittie, and the p2wic thereof ſhall within 
tyele foure dates he bagunne , and little ſhall you net pleaſe vs to has 
dard pour perlon in che tryall, 
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J am ſo ill pꝛouided of Armoꝛ and other neceſſaries, (faire damzell an⸗ 
wered the tender Pꝛince) that though J were vnwilling to doit, pet 
to content your bewties, with them J would try it, aſſured that foz lo⸗ 
ung and being vnfoꝛtunate, to me the gloꝛp is onelp duc. 

This want ſhailnot hinder pou (laid Eutromiſa) fo J Will furs 
nich yon with the beſt armoꝛ that euer you ſaw , earſt belonging to the 
firſt king that raigned in this countrey, named Tertio, equallin ſoue⸗ 
raigntie of Foꝛtituds and Whſedome, ſtrengthened by Art and [hull 
wherewith he foꝛged them, and neuer were feene by any. Thele ile lend 
you by this damzell, firſt ſwearing you ſhall not abſent your lelie from 
this Uingdome without my leaue,and in our Hallace ſhall you be che- 
riched. 

The amoꝛous Lady ſpake ſo plainly,as the Pꝛince could percciue 
Loucs new wound. There is none ſo dcititute or iudgement, but Wold 
haue weighed what he obtained to be beloued ol ſo (aire a dame: foꝛ if 
the Pꝛinte had euer ſeene pure bewtie, ſhe was the perlea llampe ther⸗ 
of : in whoſe creation, Nature the olde Mars orliuing floꝛme, had ſhew⸗ 
ed the vtinoſt of her ikill, modeling her liniaments, moꝛe abſolute then 
thought could wiſh, Amona lo fewe peares as they both had, was ne⸗ 
uer lene completer excellencies: ſo he anſwered. To dares moſt ſo⸗ 
ueraigne Lady, ſhew himieife fo vngratelult to the kauours imparted by 
pour rare bewty , as to commit a fault fo hainons to depart from you 
without pourlicenſe? am ſo lon. ſince captiue to anothers wil,as now 
to acknowledge it anew is no pain, but rather cherkeſt happines,knows- 
wma to whom owe leruice. Tho then (laid ſhe we may be gon, aſſured 
pou will do no otherwiſe, and this night will X ſend you Hozle and Ar⸗ 
moꝛ, whoſe ſight will content vou: In the meane time hyde your ſelfe 
amonaſlt theſe ynes:foꝛ hauing loft our ſelues, it cannot bee but our 
Guard will fecke vs out. 

The Greeke now had no moꝛe Will but to fulfill the Ladies: and ſo ta- 
king his leaue of the young childe, already olde in loue, he thꝛuſt himſelf 
into the the thickeſt theresk. Without a thouſand embꝛacements ſhe 
had not ſent hin, feared ſhe not to be to much noted of watonnefſe, yet 
with her eyes (he expꝛeſt her hearts deſice. They are ſoueraign dames 
the tongueleſſe meſſengers that beſt make knowne the paine and plea⸗ 
{ure of the ſoules. Better ſignes of like oꝛ diſlike, is there not, then the 

Motion of thoſe ſpeechielle lpeakers, a 
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As one rapt in a duſtie blacks clowde, ſo ſeemed Eufroniſa in abſence 
of her ſonne. Ap me (my Selia) ſaid the amoꝛous Ladie, what in au- 
ſpicidus lucke croſſ2s my tenderneſſe to affect the knight that hath al⸗ 
readie another granted the poſleſſion, ot his loule? VWho can loue him, 
knowing hee aſtects another, wherewith the heauens haue adozned 
mee, and pet not made me pꝛoude? fo2 if he loues another, how (hall 
love him, being ſure that foz my light hee will not violate the pꝛomile 
ok his ſacrificed faith, and yet who will not dote on him? What incon⸗ 
ueniences can reſtrame me from his loue: what infamie, what diſho- 
our, 02 what ſtaine of maidens fame may befall me, but my ſoule Will 
regardleſſe trample on, ſo with equall loue her paines might be rewar- 
ded? Why, J doo not feare the foliſh rude repoꝛts of common multi⸗ 
tudes, when they ſhall ioyne their mouthes to lames thull trumpe, far 
and nears to ſound my ſhame, when this my folly {hail bee nopſcd as 
bꝛoad J will lone and dote on hun, and pet J do beleene, that doing ſo 
do not (uffictentiy an were the merits ol his valour, no2 noble carri⸗ 
age of his minde. 

And though it be a toꝛment intollerable, to knowe another is in⸗ 
ſhancd in his bꝛeſt, J cannot refule the diuine appopntment, no what 
heercin my hapleſſe fates oꝛdaine: fo2 otherwile, none moze happie 
then J in loue: and J cannot belcœue he is as hee hath laid to bee, fo: 
thele that haue the power to bee beloued of euerie one, doo neuer diſs 
cloſe their true names, countrie, and eſtates, wheretoze Wer muſt by 
all meancs pꝛocure to learne his certaiue name, fo2 beeing intreated 
thereto, I do not doubt but he Will. 

That he is eaſie to be knowne (anſwered the damozell hauing him 
in our lodging, foꝛ il he be in loue, as he ſeemed to be being alone, he⸗ 
will publich it, and perchance moꝛe then we now with, fo2 untire loue 
cannot be huſht in ſecret, and cucry one to much bꝛagges of this blind 
opinion, as to account the greateſt comſoꝛt to participate the inward 
thoughts, to ſtones, to wals, to arcues, to fields, and windes. Ay me 
my delia by experience thou doc ſi ſhew to haue ben in love (ſaid Eu 
fromſa) hs can diſcourſe of ſcas, ot rockes, of ſhallowes, and cf tems 
peſts, but ſuch as haue nauigated, ſcapt and paſt them: What is hee 
that leares his enemie, that hath not beene we unded at his hands? If 
this bee ſo, and thou ſo (kilful!, J will repoſe the truft of this my buſi 
iſe, on thy diſcretion and experience. 
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Hd it bene ſo2 nothing but ts helpe you in this tempeſt, (foucraigne 
Ladie) anſwered Sella, J account the time well beſtowed, I ſpent in 
Loues topes, letting my ſoule conteſſe with content, anothers ſupertos 
ritie. J am well acquainted with Loues deuiſes and his allure ments: 
I know where he is reũſted, there enuioully hee ſtriues to ſubiugate 
new foꝛces, cauſing afterwards greater paines fo2 refuſing his deitie, 
and denying his pꝛerogatiue oner all the woꝛld, as hee that can onelp 
02 life oꝛ death with ioy. Why then (nip deare Sela) ſaid the Pzin- 
ceſſo, it is likely he wil not ſo cruelly tyꝛannize over me, that willingly 
adnutted the heats poake ok his lauerie, as he vſeth againſt them that 
leuied armes and warre againſt his power, Selia anſwered. To de⸗ 
maund no condition of this God, is belt fo2 gouerning ablolutelp by 
himſelfe, doth not (being blinde) conſider the greeuous paincs the ſoule 
indures, and many times with a little, reſts hee moꝛe content, in the 
end hee is but a childe) then if a thouſand hearts were ſacrificed to ap⸗ 
peaſc his wꝛath.

They were not 
vttered with ſuch ſilence, but nitght bee heard by Aſtorildo Peince of 
Callidonia, bꝛother to the beautedus Roſamond, that departing ftem 
his ſiſter in Greece, (glad in his ſoule to ſce hex ſo well beſtowed) tra⸗ 
uelled to ſceke aduentures though the Would, perkoꝛming many bane 
deeds under the name of the knight ofthe Gritlon , all which are at 
large ſet downc in the Chronicles Lupe: cio wait of all the Pagans 
acts. Galtenor doth not Here mention them, be cauſe they appertained 
not vnto the ſtozie he compoled, So new was the ire Pagan aucrheas 
ring the Greekes complaints: he was not mwued at the, foꝛ he had not 
vet yeelded his libertie to loue. A while he ſlayed, thinking the cöplaint 
would further pꝛocerd. It fell out as hee would haue if, foz hee vttered 
many pittifull exclaimes, aſoꝛe Auroras ſhining in the heauens, pet

offer, mounted aloft and put him lrom it, that the Orceke when hee 
turned, ſawe him on the ground: where bee r£guired the combat with 
the ſword, Ul: ſhould fo ſtap ouerlong ſaid the Greeke) loꝛ fear ther⸗ 
of made mc condition thus: but we ſhall haue time ere pon depart this 
land to do it, the which J pꝛonuſe to perfoꝛme, bee it but to didwade 
you from your here lie. And that pou map beginne to credit me, Jam 
content you firft pꝛoue the aduenture, fo ſhall pou le what aduaniage 
port ſhould haue, not hauing this opinion which your libertie makes 
you maintaine.Otherwile could not the Pagan do, foꝛ noted he would 
not be of diſcourteũe: fo he pꝛomiſed to accomplity it, and mounting as 
gaine like two great friendes, they koke their way to the Cittie, arri⸗ 
mig there at the firſt houre after none, when all the pꝛincipall thereof 
repaired ts the Pallace to ſce the aduentures pꝛofe, togither with ma⸗ 
ny valiant ſtraungers that about it were thither come. As theſe two 
wartiours paſted thꝛough the fkreetes, al the peoples cies they d2ew at⸗ 
ter them, admiring fo ſee thein ſo well armed, zor ſo bꝛaue diſpoſition. 
Gallanter knights were not in that Cittie ſeene of many peares be⸗ 
foze, As to and fro the treetes were croſſed by paſſengers that went 
lo the Court, and thep doing the like, the ſunnes ſplendent rapes re⸗ 
uerberated on their glittering armour, as no ſence could moze deſire. 
The amoꝛous Eu froniſa loft not this ſight, foꝛ ſtanding on a turret, ſhe 
{awe the maieſticke pacing of her gallant, and ſaid vnto her icife, ſha 
had giuen him but litle to make him Loꝛd only ol her hart, There is no. 
Ladic (ſaide Loues newe Scholler) that hath moꝛe reaſon to loue then 
J, fince (in my opinion) the Gods haue not refcrued vnto themlelues, 
moꝛe grace, moꝛe bꝛauerie, noꝛ moze woꝛth, then they haue beſtowed 
on this knight. DomWwhat did this deefied couple pꝛick their hoꝛſes, and 
palling vader the Ladies being, the Greek made his, bend his knees to 
the ground, and his head lower then his bꝛeſt. The Ladie ſeeing it, rai⸗ 
ſed her ſelfe fo do him courteſie which as a fauoꝛ ſhe beſtowed, not re⸗ 
ſpecting how ſhe might be noted foz it, Near her ſtd her wittie Sclia, 
that burſt into theſe woꝛds. _ A cannot 
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I cannot blame you, ſoueraigne Pꝛinceſſe) fo2 louing him that was 
bozne to be beloued, and iffoz him vou ſuffer, he hath with him a reme⸗ 
die foꝛ your greateſt maladie, and there ſoꝛe doo not cemplaine, foz if 
you do, Ale lweare you do diſſemble, She anſwered, Ik there were as 
ny with him, that would ſo well plead my deſerts to hum, as hee hath 
here to read his merits to my beleefe, it might bee J ſhould bee able to 
diſſemble my paine When it takes me; # yet can I not denie what thou 
alledgeſt, foꝛ his gallant behauioꝛ is a comfozt in middeſt of my greateſt 
woes. The two famous nights alighted, fo; the hall (being one of the 
fatreſt in the woꝛld) was full of knights, that cxpected the p2wie of the 
Louers Pauillion. In the outward parde thcy left their hoꝛſes, and as 
friends kogicher entred into the hall, hauing round about an infinite of 
rich leates, excepting a coꝛner. purpoſely hung and reſerued fozy La- 

dies that then entred, Whoſe beautie and bꝛauerie delighted euerie 
heart. The moſt beauteous Eufroniſa would not differ in her colour of 
garments from the Brittains armoꝛ, apparrelling her ſelfe al in white, 
imbꝛodered with red roſes, that ncuer to the Ladies ſight it admitted 
no compare, The Grierke did note it well, x ſmiled at it. This occaſion 
expected Cupid to poake the bꝛeſt of warlike Aſtorildo, that in ſcozne 
of him had long tune led his life: and ſo with the ſight of the Ladies rare 
beautie, he was beſet with new deſires, feeling his heart ſubdued. A 
wound was this he recetued, that onely death curcd,fo2 that (olely had 
power to reinedie it: ſoꝛ the Ladie buſied her eies gazing on the Greek, 
he thinking on Ly riana, in whom his hopes, life, 2 fclicitie conſiltcth, 
26 that onipLoue muſt pleaſe this third intruder:foꝛ Altorilco alxea⸗ 
die loves, his life depends on his alienalion: new he graues fo2 aps 
popnting coinbat with the Grecke, ſeing it toucheth what hee adozes, 
and with a wo he hath euen now changed his opinion, bybeeing in 
auc, aid without hope euer to obtain any recompence fo2 his viſtreſſe, 

And yet the Ladie ſcoꝛning the lirmneſſe whercwith he loues her, pla⸗ 
ceth iin affecting hun that laughes at her, becauſe he dotes pon Ly- 
riana. So the Ladies ſate them down, being aboue a hund2eth in num⸗ 
ter, daughters to the chiele Nobles ot the Keaime, When all were ſi⸗ 
lent, an ancient graue man, fo2 ſo he was that bzought the Tent, did 
let it in middle of the hall. A lairer peete was neuer ſeene: it was all of 
blew Satfin, imbꝛoderad with Artechokes of golde, let with ſo many 
ſtones, that their ſplendoꝛ depꝛiued the fight of it. 
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At the doꝛe thereof appeared two knights richly armed, that ſeemed 
to challenge the fight of euerp one pꝛeſent: within was ſeene a faire 
thꝛone, wheron late a Ladp of exceeding beautie, holding in her hands 
a crowne of ineſtimable value. Thus euerp one erpecing to knowe 
of the ancient knight the ſum ofthe aduenture, the Kadies and knights 
peeling him gratefull audience, he beganne to recite the cauſe of his 
comming, whoſe relation deſerues a new Chapter, inferring mee to 
intreat ofyou, faire wonders of natures beauties like attention, foz 
now haue X molt nee thereof, expꝛelling amatter ok it ſelfe to wozthie 
to be knowne,

= Ol high and mightie king ol Sylepſia (began the 
ancient knight) in the Southerne parts and regi⸗ 
ons of the wozld, there ſometimes dwelled a man 
inthe hidden and ſecret miſteries of Art and Nt- 
gromantichke ſpels the ſkilfulleſt of his time, whoſe 
knowledge and great wiſedome could not kæpe 
him from the ſnares ol deceitfull loue, who intrapt 
him with the beautie of Beliſa, daughter to the 
king of Arahia the Felix, une of the fairell Ladies on the earth, who 
gouerned with higher thoughts, admitted not the wiſe Ny coſtratos 
action, He atchiued many woꝛthie deeds in her ſcruice, yet all would 
not pꝛeuale to mmue the Ladies loue, noꝛ pet to ſhe w him one coun⸗ 
ferferted fauoꝛ, which put him in inch deſperation, as daily he neglec⸗ 
ted the eſtimation of his credit, 4 moꝛe 4 moe loft his health. On this 
Ladie were allo inamoꝛed two Pꝛinces, alike in valeur and deſerts, 
thoucch one was oe happie having the Ladies fans); who fedde him 
with thofe hopes that they arc went to giue ther louers, al which was 
woꝛſe then death to che wiſe an, as alſo to the other kinuht reiected. 

So Nvcoltrato knowing it, as alſo the appꝛoach of his liues fatal 
honre, ending that Bela was cauſe thercot, purpoſed cre he leit the 
wo2bd, to be reuenged 2 fo koꝛmed he this wondꝛous Tent, where her 
inchanfed the Ladie, bereauing her of iudgement, foz the litle reſpec 
the had made of his great loue. Alſo 
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Alſo he enchaunted the two louers to defend the entrance, vntill there 
were a knight ſo amoꝛous and valiant , but as vnhappie as eyther, 
that by vanguiſhing might reſtoꝛe them their loſt libertie. And Bella, 
by the Lady that without exception, beſt deſerued the tytle of conſtant 
Louer, pet woꝛſe rewarded: foꝛ onely this x to be fapꝛeſt, muſt free en⸗ 
thaunted Belila. In the eſtate they be, they ſuffer manp toꝛments:foꝛ 
ſo pleaſed it Nycoſtrato, the moze to ſatiſfie his reuenge. That knight 
that is fauoured by Foꝛtune, ſhall end the Combat, muſt after leade the 
Lady that will pzone the aduenture. In many courts of mightie kings 
haue we bene, hoping to finde ſome knight to let a periode to our tra- 
nell: but the Pꝛinces being valiant, and the Lady very faire, none hath 

zeuailed, no not ſo much as in the entrance. Almoſt diſpairing euer to 
finde remedie fo? theſe Peintes » J heard of the famous knight and 
bewftous Ladyes of your Court. With ſome better hope J turned hi- 
ther, which J truſt will not be fruſtrated,confidering the wozthies here 
aſſembled of eyther kinde. So {humble beſeech your Maieſtie, com⸗ 
maund your knights vato the pꝛote, foꝛ no ſinall henour ſhall hee win 
that ends if, \ 

There were ſo many deſirous of it, as they expected but the kings 
tommaund, among them were two of the kings Cozens, both louers 
and reputed valiant. Many pzoning the entrance, and loſing it, made 
ſhew of their valour, attributing their lolle not to it, but to their happi⸗ 
nelle in loue, and fo returned with great comfoꝛt thinking they had ob⸗ 
tatned much thereby. The Pꝛince of Laronia, a poung knight, but anc⸗ 
table louer, pꝛepared hunſelke: who dꝛawing fozth his [wozd, made a⸗ 
gainſt the two competitoꝛs, beginning a well fought com bet: but af- 
ter a while he retyꝛed backe, vnable to endure his enemies ſtrong 
blowes, 

No longer ſtaped the kings fwo Cozens, but one after an o⸗ 
ther made knowne their vatour vnto the beholders yet in the end were 
fozced to withdꝛaw. Moꝛe couragious warrioꝛs had not the Ling ſcene 
then thoſe ofthe Tent, who in lelſle then two boures had cucreeme a- 
boue fictie knights, be ſides the ſtrangers the chiefeſt of the land. Dnely 
now were left, the mightie Orecke, ard Altonido ; Uh tahing his 
leaue of the Greeke with whom he tould net haue no longer quarc is 

deb fozth his woꝛd and marched towards the Tent, The Pance 


was moſt (Rilfull in fence, and 10 marked the maner how they tept the 
2 2 doe, 
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5022, Where carctully fixing his eyes,flourithing aloft,lct flie 2, blows 
one ater an other, Theporthe Tent, ſtept out toward them, which 
was to their cuil, ſoꝛ he in delgite gi chem won the entrance, Whercat 
ſo many warlike inſtruments were heard, as 1: ſome gencrall fielde 
Were to be fotight, All the Hall did vertiy iudge he would win it: fo? 
being within zhis deeds were incredible, o be labouring the Leuers, ag 
were he a little unfoꝛtime, Caltenor, dcubtleſſe he had ſausd Roſabel! 
a labour. Foꝛ one ot the Punces being the beloued going to wound 
him below the ſhield, Altorildo auaꝛding it, ran at him with lo ſttong 
a thꝛuſt, that hee tubled hun bacwards vpon the tcps that alccnded to 
the Lady. Being rid of him, he might execute a blowe vpoit the others 
helme, jt was with ſuch foꝛce, as hee was iozced to let his knees vppon 
the ground, run to ouerthꝛow hun he would, which was the loſce ofhts 
batteil,fo2 the other avaſhed at his hap, ſtept thither, and with be: m his 
hands laid on Aſtorildos helme, Which made hun ſtagger, liue to al. 
An other ſeconded the Tompetitoꝛ, with no leſte might then that which 
made him ſet both hands and knees on the eatth. They caſt thepe 
armes about hum, and though he a while delaped his vanguiſhment, 
in the end he was thzuſt out, winning moꝛe honoꝛ then any had beſoze 
bun, 

Now was none left but Lyrianas Pzincelp Loaer , who riffiig 
kram his ſeate with excellent Haicſtie » daew foꝛth that, woꝛthie ſwoꝛde 
that once belonged to the niightieſt and greateſt enemie the Greekes 
had. There was none, but with admiration gazed on the Bꝛptaine, 
fo: his gallant carriage aſſured the victoue, Moꝛe epes then Argos 
had, wiſhed the Ladp, to cote all his perfecions, fo2 ſhe loued him dea⸗ 
rer then her life. Mith furious pacing went the Oreeke towards the 
Pauillion, whence was heard, what neuer was betoze, fo2 the ſignall 
as to a battell of ſeuerall armies was ſounded, with many choutes and 
clamoꝛs, that it dzownev euerp ones hearing. Tulhich being pail, with 
moꝛe warlike aſpeu the two Tompetitoꝛs awaighted their aducrſarics 
comming: with their lwoꝛds aloft they expected him that with his ac⸗ 
cuſtonted courage went neare them: at once they diſcharged 2. migh⸗ 
tie blowes, yet bigger they mult be to hinder hun the entrance, oz with 
a leap, ere they could again raiſe their woꝛds, he ran in between them, 
and merting with p vnbeloued, with his ſhoulders thꝛuſt him fro him, 


Sercer then a bullet ſhot from a muſket, With a thꝛuſt wold the ſauozit 
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worm him, which the Greek being (kilfaller thenhe nimbly auoided⸗ 
and diſcharged his furie on his helme, The enchauntment! is vnable to 
ſiſt the ſharpe edge of Hectors blade, foʒ it cut all the top, wounding 
hima little on the head. Befoꝛe he could ſettle himſelte, hee turned vpon 
the other, giuing him a punlant blowe on the ſhield. All that his lwoꝛd 
reached it caſt fo the ground, leauing his arme with ſuch ertream paine 
ag he could lcarce ſtir it. 
Ertccedingly pꝛaiſed in the Yall was the valour of the knight 
ofthe Flowers. New baites fo2 Eutroniſa that gaue care to them, with 
mo ꝛe affection then Venus, when ſhe met Adonis going to hunt. Pet 
now 0 ath ſhe no moꝛe to giue him, haruung done it all afo27, laue cons 
ſtancte doth ſhee pꝛocure to maintaine, wiſhing him a happie victoue, 
which was to ſome effect, ſoꝛ the Competitoꝛs came oncty to fight, and 
thereto do animate themſelues: but he that was boꝛne in armour will 
not be daunted with feare , beſtowing neuer a blowe on the Louers, 
but maßes them with hands and knees kiſſe the earth. None doubts 
the bictoꝛie, gent rallp giuing it to the Greeke, that like a Lyon fought 
betweene the Tompetitoꝛs. The vnbeloucd thzuſt at him firongly 
with his ſwoꝛd, thinking to haue runne him thozaw, ſo much he made 
him giue backe, he ſeconded an other, which was krebled with a crueil 
froze vpon his head by the Faäuoured. Something they amazed hun, 
and donbling their blowes againe, made him ſet one knee on the groũd. 
Hold on him to wꝛaſtle would Beliſas Louer haue taken „ but Noſa- 
bell refuſcd it, giuing on his head fo mightie a blowe, as ;ſenceleſſs af 
his leete he caſt him ,Epwifter doth not an Cagle take her fitght,then hee 
turned vpon the vnbeloued, and twirt his armes he raiſed him aloft, 
and bzeathlclfe thꝛew him to the carth. A greater noiſe did not Lliums 
tower make when it fell, then was heard at the Louers fall, @©ucrcaft 
was the Pauillion a while with a thicke logge, bohich being paſt, it ap⸗ 
peared as befoze, lauing that the knights lay at the Ladies fte, that 
then ſeemed kapꝛer, having an other Crowne on her head „ beſides 
thatſhe held in her hands, With the lound ofheaucniy muſick there al- 
{0 appeared the aducture of Hope, which Don Eleno diſcoueted at FL. 
clauomia: and at the Ladies riaht hand, an old man that was iudged 
lo be Ny coſtrato, So ſone as the knights were vanguiſhed, the aun⸗ 
nent knight ſaid to Roſabell.

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23 off valiant knight, you may highly thinke ol pour ſelfe, hauing to 
your immoꝛtall gloꝛp ended, what in ſo many peares could neuer bee 
atfamed. Now remaines, that the Ladies ycu leade, by you do pꝛoue 
[52 aduenture ofthe Crownes , and J hope alſo here to ſe it terminas 
tco,Cnery one in the hall greeted the knight ofthe Flowers, with much 
199 ; neither expꝛeſt noꝛ thought may that be, which Fufroniſa did re- 
cette, ſceing what her knight with ſuch honour had obtained, calling 
her lelfe a thouſand times happie, foꝛ placing her affection on him, The 
pꝛofe ofthe Crownes was begun by the ladies, with ſome feare, which 
notwithſtanding was leſlened by the Lnights company, One of the 
Uings Pieces, a Lady ofrare bewtie, taking the Knight by the hand, 
ſaid. 

would be ſoꝛie Sir night, that thꝛough my company pou ſhuld 
inſe what cuery one knoweth your valour doth deſerue. That is it 3 
feate (faire Lady) that my vnfoꝛtunate hap may debarre me from the 
honour pour bewtic had aſſured. Mhich being not ſo great as Bel 
las, made her returne without the Crownes: but with moze gloꝛie then 
any other had got, hauing aſcended to the higheſt ſtep where the Lady 
ſafe, Curry one p2wued , pet got little by it. J beleene (Sir Bnight) 
ſaid the olde man, vou haue attained a troubleſome office by vanqui⸗ 
ſhing the two amozous Kntghts, It is a pleaſure {replyed the Pence) 
being in ſeruice of Ladies, Now onely remained Eutromſa, fearing 
{hc ſhould not obtaine the victozte ; iudging the enchaunted Pznceſle 
fo be fapꝛer, pet euerp one was ofcontrary opinion, although the Aras 
bian was very faire: but being fo neare him, ſhe hadimpzeſſed in her 
ſoule, added bewtte to her bewtie,fhat when ſhe came to the tents do2e 
ſhe ſeemed Angehcall. She was not able, no2 could ſhee there others 
wile fauonr her gallant, then to wing him by the hand, that if Ly rian⸗ 
had not bene poſſeft of his heart, it had bene no wonder ik ſhe there had 
made him her paſoner, With a moſt ſolemne conloꝛt of melodious har 
mome, were the two different Loners receiued. Hauing entered the 
Hauillion, manp Nymphes ſkrewes all their wap with ſwerte odoꝛious 
owers, ok whoſe plcalant ſinell all the hall parftcipated. With moze 
iop did ſhe mount the ffatres/thethe Carthage Dy do entred the Caue, 
Where ſhe found her deare AÆ neus) till ſhe came vnto the top, where 
che pꝛinceſle Beliſa riſing, welcommed her, and taking off her Crowne 
from her head, let it vpon Eufroniſas, ſaying, This receiue _ — 
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celent B2incefſe, as a token J acknowledge the ſoueraigntie of your 
hewtic ouer mine. And in allurance of the exceeding loue J muſt beare 
you, and the extreame paine you ſhall endure, take this at my hands, 
which if you put on, when moſt pon ſhall diſpaire of comfoꝛt, this ſhall 
giue it vou, though ſhozt and after,paine till death. But what thereby 
thall caſue, ſhall foz aye content you. And you moſt gloztous knight, 
though Foztune hath hitherto molt cruelly perſecuted vou, haue con- 
rage againſt her channges, foz you ſhall not return to Greece without 
the thing your ſoule moſt loues, 

The Lady had no ſoner ended what ſhee would ſay, when on a 
ſudden the Pauiilion vanithed, onely leauing the beloued Pꝛince in all 
his iudgement with the Lady. Aſentence was pꝛoclaimed, wherby was 
gathered, that the vnbeloued Loꝛd in recompence of his faith, ſo ill re⸗ 
payed, went to accompany amo2ous Celio, in the Caſtle of Hope. 
Euerp one retoyced therat:foʒ his lone to Beliſa merited ſome reward. 
jo was moſt conrteoufly entertained by the King with her beloued 
Punce, exceeding ioyfull to be at libertie, in company ofhis Kady, that 
aſſured his happinefſe with a kinde loke. 

The Ladies intreated the Oreke to vnloſe his helme: he refuſcd 
it, till Eutroniſa with a wincke did bid him, He obeped, which moze al⸗ 
tured the Ladp , his bewtie increaſed as much admiration as his va⸗ 
lour, o being heated by the battel, it was the greater, Some there was 
that ſaid, it equalled the Ladies, and hauing as yet no bearv, and being 
like his mother, no maruell it it were fo compared, making the Ladies 
mulous of his graces, Among them he late him downe with the grea⸗ 
teſt content he euer receiued, excepting that his Lady gaue him, when 
ſh: receiued him as her huſband , although hee loſt her at the inſtant. 
There diſcourled he with them, ſome demanding who he was, others, 
hhether he was in loue, and others where his Lady was. With ſuch 
wit and diſcretion he anſwered them al, as he greatly gained they} god 
willes, With her eyes did kutromlſa ſpeake to him, till the nights aps 
pꝛoch made him take his leaue of the king, whoſe impoꝛtumties conls 
not make him ſtay. Soktiy did the Lady remember him ok hie pꝛomiſe 
of Beliſa and her Louer, he craued leaue, leauing them much bound vn⸗ 
to hum, he demanded ok the knight ofthe Griffon whether he wold ſfap 
there 02 no, foʒ he could do no otherwiſe but de part. So far in loue was 
Altorldogthat he anſwered, | 
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Dir knight, in my ſoule J would be glad of pour company, gra ning 
tht euer croſt you in pour woꝛds: but at this time A am foꝛecd ſoꝛ a 
while to abide in this tountrey, vntill A bee aduertiſed the contrary 
from mine anom Any ching my perſon c what 3 haue map do vou 
ſertice, bee afnarcd % will perlozme it wuh mp life. The Greeks 
gratetulp accepting his offer, departed out of the Pallace, and 
on his luſtie Courier went out ot the citie, minding being moꝛe darker, 
to returne and keepe his pꝛomuiſe. Vow he accomplithed it, the next at 
large relateth.

Do ſoc as it was taken away, the Greek thought all that he had paſt 
but a d2came, haung ſcarce the remen! b2ance thereof. What tune he 
had ſo ſhent he knew not, but Fayed fo2 the Ladies comming to guue 
her his anſwere, which Chee determined to refuſe, becauſe hee would 
not be bound vats him foꝛ it. She entred his chamber with her dam⸗ 
dell, thus ſpeaking, Hou are you deternuned (mo cruell knight of 
the Flowers) that accoꝛding to pour reſolution, ſhe map line that — 
pou. He an ſwered, J am ſure excellent Punceſſe you haue had tin 
to conſider the wꝛong vou do me, to inkoꝛce me bꝛeake my wo2d! pet J 
am yours, and will bee till the death, and io may pou diſpoſe of mee 
at your pleaſure. Whereto ſhe thus returned. Curr ince (molt gloꝛ⸗ 
dus Punce of Greece) that Foꝛtune o2 the powers ol Lone made my 
heart obedient to your will, J oncly pꝛocured but a graunt from pour 
nouthe, by fo many meanes as you haue lœne, ſolelp deuiled to 
affect you, and that you might knowe J loue you. And ſince you are 
allured thercof, and now to comfoꝛt my ſoxowes in pour abſence, J 
wil haue you leaue with me ſome remembꝛance. and let it be pour dag⸗ 
ger, koꝛ which pou ſhal haue mine, that Wherewith J intreated pou to 
end my life, Which now ile keepe to implop it in pour loue:and belcue 
me bꝛaue Pance) while this loule ſhal haue power to bzeath, this al⸗ 
fection ſhall neuer decap. 

And therewith, with exeer ding ioy ſhe embꝛaced him, and taking his 
ponpard, ſhe gaue him hers, bidding him pꝛepare his departure again 
the next moꝛning. The Pꝛince did fo, ſomewhat abaſhed to haue bern 
ſo umpoꝛtuned. Yee twke his leaue ofthe Ladies not without many 
foarcs, 02 fruit mee, hee was beloued in the higheſt degree that euer 
knight was, A verie rich Jewell the Ladie gaue hun at his departure, 
All armed in derten armour, and mounted on a luſtie Courſer, giuen 
him by Eutromſa, hee went out ofthe famous Cittie of Golthuerge, 
whole departure the take moſt heauilp:pet ſome comfozt ſhe conceined 
to be big with childe by him.

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Thus this bewtious Lady paſſed away the ſeaſon vntill her time of 
deliuerie, which being the fu ſt, ſhe felt extreamely, She was delivered 
of two boyes, the faireſt that the heauens created: fo2he which was 
firft bꝛought koꝛth, had on the face ofa Lady, fairer then the lurnes 
Splendoꝛ in his pads. The other a heart thꝛuſt thꝛough with a dagger, 
Wich the wound ſo freſh as it ſeemed then to bleed.

Blelle 
you map the Sods z make you as happie as Jam vithappte, although 
map now call my ſelte the happieſt on the carth; onely by being your 
mother. So carekull Sela twke them awap, and though a ſecret doze 
in the garden, ſhe gaue them to the old ancient knight, to ſw them nur⸗ 
ſed in ſome Village, At their carriage awap, a thouſand kilfes and ble 
ſings did the louing mother giue them, as dumung the long time ſhes 
{hould be ere againe ſhe ſaw them. 
With much care did the olde knight carrtc them fo a Uliilage,where he 
had pꝛepared a nur le fe2 them.

CHAP. XVII. 


What aduenture the Prince Claridiano met in the Ile of Creet, Where 
he dilinchaunted his V nckle Claramant. 


D? a while (faire Ladies) J am conſtrained to 
leaue Loucs amozous diſcourſes , and truſt mee, 
CS} with ſome grote: but hauing fo treate of many 

things, J muſt deſcribe them with diucrs ftyles, 
And now the warkke Greake, with an Adamans 
tine power, attrackts me to lighten him from the 
darke center of obliuion: who departing trum the 
moſt bewtedus Venus, and gallant Lay ſa, lan- 
ched into the Adꝛiaticke ſea, downe the which, hee Natigated foure 
dapes: and the fift, hee croſſed into the Aſtrican, and happennig on 
no aduenture deſeruing memoꝛie, he put into the Carpathian and Ege⸗ 
um ſeas: where ſapling ſome titteene dapes, his enchamted Barke ran 
it ſelfe on land , in the Jle of Creete, now Canch) the happiell and 
teruleſt in all thoſe partes , becauſe Iouc was boꝛne and ratgncy 
chere. 

A choꝛe leaped he and Pa'iſandro his Squire , and landed they? 
boxes, The commoneſt wap that they ccub iudge, they take , and 
did ride avouc an houre, meeting with none to learne in what land they 
were. Ander a high Pyne they diſmount d to reſt and paſſe the heate 
of the alterneme, cating of ſuch pzouvion as Paliſandro had cat ricd 
Kom the Barke. 

The pleaſantnelle ofthe coxatrey much delighted the — 
allbough 
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although it was luch little comſozt to the paints he ſuffere d, that wert 
t not fo2 Paliſandros conſolations, Yee had without doubt run into cx- 
ceſuue dangers. 

As he ſat dodone, certaine cherpheards came that wap, dꝛiuing 

heir flocks to feed onthe downes, belowe a hulocke neare to that place. 
They told hun, how he was in the famous Jle of Creet, of which hee 
had heard ſo mam things. Jt much plealed him, to heare the ſheps 
heards name the adventure of the thꝛee Pypes: fe2 though hee had 
heard thereof, he neuer knew it to be in Creete: to bee allured thereof, 
he demanded of them thus. Can you tell me diſcreete ſherpheardg, the 
beginning of this asuenture: who made it, and toz whom: Thal which 
not is ſud thercok (Spz Knight, ie, that not many peares ſince, this 
aduentue appeared here, where (it is (aid) there is onelp one of the fa- 
momeſt Pꝛinces ot the woꝛld inchaunted: Whole ſtrength is alſo ginen 
out farre to exceeve Theſeus , fo celebꝛated in this Ile, fo2 killing 
ofthe Minoeaure, 99 difficult is the entrance to the Fountame, called 
of the thꝛee Pypes , that none, though many mightie knights pꝛa⸗ 
tured it, haue arriued thither Onely there is one entrance, lo ſtirciy 
guarded, as it is thought impoſſible to paile that way by foꝛce of armes, 
all the reſt is immured with lo high a wall of ſtones, cut ſo ſmothe, thet 
there is no alcending noꝛ entrance, but thꝛough the difficuit paſſage, 
which is a little beneath your Hill. J do greatly thanke you kind ſherp⸗ 
heards) foʒ your courteous relation, and will cequite it in any thing J 
map. 

Do they went away, leauing him conferring with his ſquire as 
bout the pꝛouing thercof, foꝛ he much defirco to know the Pence that 
was within. The ſquire world not gainſay it,knowing his valoꝛ ſuffts 
tient foꝛ greater matters. 

Then hauing a while reted , they followed the ſheepheards di⸗ 
recon , within a little time they came in ſight of the upendious 
Edefice. Neuer bekoze had the Paince ſeene a thing moze woz⸗ 
thy admiration then it: oz it ſeemed to checke the molk highelt 
Clowdes, The patlage to it, was along a faire Walley,aftores caſt in 
length, whoſe entrance was t hꝛough a Lane of mightic trees, whoſe ins 


dumerable thicke bzanches ioyning togither, did well declare the ditli⸗ 
Wit padlage. 


Wits 
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CULthout any feare Trebatios hanghtio Nephew arriued thifher, not 
far fro the Groue that leaded to the Fountain, of which the aduenture 
foke his name. The breadth of the way that the Pꝛince went, would 
lufter but fix knights to go it togither 1 the which, as one pꝛepared to the 
fight, the mighar pouth traced, De commina to the end of the Lane 
where the Ualltes entrance began, he was not is amaz d with the bay, 
tell he had againſt the holliſh brat at Merlin; ſepulchze, as ſeeing here 

ne ofthe kearefullelt winged Derpents that might be. He ſtaved hims 
ſelfe,fo bethinke him by what meanes hee nughe combat with the valy 
montter. In the end he reſolued fo be beſt on kote, the better to vie his 
mimblenelle and weapons, ſo did he dil nount, aiming Paliſandro his 
hoꝛſe, and taking his Lance in his hand, and with his heart in heauen,. 
he marched towards the infernall monſter; the which leetng him come, 
{trefched her ſelk on the ground, and raiſing halfe her body, hiffing fears 
fullp, crept againft the Greeke,who with that diſcrer nelle he vſed in all 
his affaires, ſetling himſelte ffrongaly on his leſt log, huricd his Launce 
af her. Agon her inpenitrable ſcales wyercwifh ſhe was armed, it fell, 
rebounding backs as if it had lighted vpon a Nocke. Qeuertheleſſe, it 
made her bend her head as lowe as the ground. With a nim ble leape 
he got within the beaſts Tabbin, where there began ſuch hideous out⸗ 
cries, that ho was about a thouſand times to turne backe, buf indging 
it baſe cowardiſe, with his {word dꝛawue he expected the ſerpentg com⸗ 
ming. Neuer was that Tie witneſſe of a moꝛe bꝛauer Combat. Init 
the Orcckes derteritie auailes him, for the edge of his lwoꝛd can make 
no impꝛeſſion in her. He found it, when at his firſt aſl un, he gaue her 
à mightie blowe on che (cles. Ahippiig the earth with her taule, came 
the furious Serpent againſt the Oreeke pouth: and being neare hun, 
with her mouth he would haue hoyſed him aloſt ; he defended himielle 
ſtepping allde, ſo ſcaping her clawes, but not her taile, whereboith ſhee 
gaue him ſuch aperke, that ſhe flong hun karre without the entrance he 
had won. * | 
Poꝛe furious then ſhee ryſed the Greeke Hercule bzmuſed 
with the fall, and with haſtie paces hee tonne againe vnto the 
entrance, but there hee founde the Der gent, Feareleſſe, the valls 
ant Greehe appꝛoached to her, holding his ſwoꝛn ſure betweene his 
hands. He had ſcarce made an offer, win the diuelliſh furious Ser⸗ 


pent ſnatcht at his ſhield with one of her fangs, deagging him therevy, 
| within 
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within her inchannted pale, vntill ſhe bꝛake the girts. It greeued not the 
Pꝛince to de there, noꝛ pet to haue loſt his ſhield, but with his woꝛd in 
both hands, ſtaped fo2 her that furioullp came flying to him, ſhe ſtretcht 
fozth her paw to take him with her ſharpe clawes. TUth much herd 
the Pꝛince expected her, and being neare, with a flouriſh, he gaue her a 
moſt ſtrong blowe. It was venturous, and that which gaue hun the 
vitozie, Foz diſcharging it very neare her bꝛeaſt, where the ſcales were 
not ſo hard, it moꝛtally wounded her, No helliſh furte is now compara⸗ 
ble to her being wounded,fo2 ſtriking the earth, che flew to the Greke, 
whole courage and ſtrength could not now defend him from her taple: 
fo: therewith ſhe ſtrok hum to the ground, where allo he could not ſcape 
her tallents. Dis armoꝛ ſaued his life, theugh ſome of the ioynts ran ins 
to his fleſh, The Greeke in this extremitie foꝛgot not his dagger, Which 
dꝛawing fo2th with his lelt hand, he tabbed it thꝛule vnder her necke, 
with which wounds ſhe let him go. But the had no ſwncr done it, When 
ſhe returned vpon him, opening wide her internall mouth. Ye ſtrongly 
held his left arme, and holding the point ol his dagger vpwards, he ran 
it into her mouth, whereon ſhe thinking to pꝛay, twirt her iawes, ſhee 
thꝛuſt it into her bꝛaines. With ſome trouble the Greeke dꝛe w it foꝛth, 
glad of the god ſucceſſe: yet befozr he got cleare, o2 that ſhe fell, with 
het tatie ſhe gaue him the laſt perke, in ſuch manner, that had ſhe bene 
able to ſecond an other, he had bene in great daunger, He fell on the 
ground, voldung much biod though his month, The like to that the 
Creke Louer neuer had recctued, He roſe,becauſc carelefly he would 
not 'oſe what his Lalour aſſured, And law the ſerpent weltring in her 
owne goare , till by little and little ſhe dyed , to the Orcekes exceeding 
content $ who lo reſt, ſate him downe vnder a loftte oake that grew in 
the end of that Lane, and toke off his helme to take the apꝛe, that then 
— view, On the bark ofthe Wake he ſaw a ſcrowle, which he reed 
thus. 


To thee Knight, whom Fortune hath ſo fauoured, as ouercomming 
the feareful keeper of the entrance vnto the three Pyped Foun- 
tyme to let thee here arriue to reſt, han e courage, tor it mult ende 
what yet doth want. N 
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The worms did not ſo much fearc him, as the doubt whether hee 
{hould hauc to do with knights on whom he might better ſhew his va⸗ 
four. Long would not Archyfiloras Louer rct,fo2 pzeſently riſing he 
tokchis (held, and caſing it at his backe, Went downe the Talley, 
Great comfo2t did hee recciue with the by2ds warte harmony that 
welcommed hun, where Pinlomelas ſad complaints increaſed his and 
thc Larkeng werte ſeng the moꝛnings Herault) caſed his trauell. A 
moe pleaſ inter place the Peinte had neuer ſeene, fe beſides the flews 
rie Tapeſtry, the diuerſitic ot all manner ot frute full trees were fo ma⸗ 
np, and in ſuch oꝛder placed, that Nature niſtrelle of muentien, ſamed 
there to ſtriue with Art the adozner ofher wants) oz ſoucraigntie. 
Cuery thing the pznce conſidered not, omitting the dear remembꝛante 
ol his ſaules cemmandꝛeſſe, kapze Archyiiiora, He made ſuch haſte, 
that about the lecond houre after mid. dap, hee arriued to the famous 
Fountaine, whoſe pꝛoud making, much amazed him. Foz the Pypes 
thꝛough which the water ran, were thꝛs mightie ſauages, cut in Ala⸗ 
vlaſter, whiter then the ſnowe bppon the Appenines) all guilded and 
inamelled. Under the th: pppes was a faire great Ceſterne, where 


che little byzd2s flew to dzinke, Befoze it Nod a bꝛaʒen Piller with this 


inſciption. 


Thevnknowne Caſtle ſhall be ſeere by none, vntill the diſpayring 
Lyon, freeing the paſlage to his owne bloods colt „all arriue 
vnto this Piller: where to paſſe forward, he muſt leaue hecre ſome 
peece of his Armor. 


The Pꝛince a god while doubted which it ſhould be. In the ende 
he reſolued to leaue his ſheeld. Me hung it on the Piller, and ſtraight 
went on, dilcouering betoze him the ſtatelp buildings, ſo high, that they 
ſermed to reach vnto the middle region of the ayꝛe, it was ali ſo touered 
with Golde, that it ſcarce admitted any light. There was but one doe, 
the which the Pence found faſt locked, whereat with the pummell of 
hts{wozp he knocked very hard. At the nople, a window opened as 
bone the gate, out of which there loked a Lady all in Armoꝛ, ſauing the 
head. The ſight aſtoniſhed the Greeke, thinking it was Archyfilo- 
ra, Who with ſome anger, ſaid. Mhat ſeeke you (audacious night) 
foz none may enter gere, but that lues to loue without hopezhalfe — 
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bling, the Pzince anſwered, J do confeſſc, how J cffend you(mof ex⸗ 
cellent Queene of Lyra) by demanding a reward foꝛ my faith ſacrifices 
to thy gallantneſſe: but pet if with death oz endleſſe diſhono2 pou will 
til be reuenged on me, appoint the manner of the vileſt death you can. 
aud J will bee hee that ſhall moft willingly perfozme that ſacri⸗ 
ficc, 

It is well knight (replyed the Lady) now you haue committed @ 
fault, you thinks by confeſſion to extenuate your deſcrued puniſhment, 
Do oucrcoms with contemplation of his Lady to? the Oreeke , that 
hc heard not the opening of the gate, with as much hozroz , as if 
a peale of ozdinance were diſcharged , Though it, came fezth 
two Bnights richip armed: and alſo after them, followed the 
bewtcous Claramant, apparelled in cloath of Golde, whole pꝛeſence 
would haue made Narcitlus leaue his ſelle-loue to ſtap and dote on 
him. 

Hauing their Launces in their reſts, and as ſwift as the winde, 
they ran againſt the carclefſe Pꝛince, that was buſted gazing on his 
beloued Archyſilora. Ss valiant were his two aduerſaries, and ſo de⸗ 
ſirous to hit him, that they loſt not their encoũters, which were ſo migh⸗ 
lie and ſudden, that when he would haue warded them, hee kound him⸗ 
ſelfe on the ground, lo ſoze bꝛuſed with the fall, that he cond not riſe 
when he would. Do eager is not an Cagle to defend He ponglings, as 
the Unights turned vpon the Pꝛince, and both at once againe hit him, 
but being warned by the fozmer negligence, ſtoutly reliſted them, that 
they could not oucrth2zowe hum, but made him ſtagger backwards. 
Do (i111 were the Knights ol the Caſtle, that the one fleeing the ill 
ſucce ſſe of their entounter, une a ſecond Mars, flung his Lance at hun. 
He miſt hun: fo2 in the middeſt of his amoꝛous bꝛeſt, hee gaue him the 
greateſt blow th at euer he receiued, and was fozced to ſtap himſelf with 
his lelt hand on the ground. Neuer beloꝛe did the Pꝛince iudge hunſelle 
in moze danger, ſeeing the kmghts lo agiue and ſtrong. 

They could not ſo pꝛeuaile with their dexteritie , but the Srerke 
with his, reached him that hurled his Lance, ſuch a blow, that ſence⸗ 
lelle hee ſtroke him on his hozſe necke , Yee ran to plucke hint 
zoon, but he was ſtayed in the attempt: ſoz the other knowing hee 
toulo not come in time to reſcue him, ſetled himſelfe on his ſtyꝛrops, 
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and out of his arme let his Lance flie, like a killing Comet: it fkroke 
him on the one five ofthe cloting of his armoꝛ, where Galtenor [atth, 
it wounved him a lifle ; but Lirganceo affirmeth, he was felled to the 
carth,ycet howſocucr he could not pcriozme his aftompt:fo2 all he much 
pꝛocured it. Now the two companions being ſpearelcfle, d2cw wth 
two —— vnc qualled in all the woꝛld, and with them arrued vpon 
the Grake, that expected them: à floaith diſcharged one vppon his 
helme Which he greeuouſlp felt, and the other lomewhat lower thꝛuſt at 
him ficrcely : which hee dearcly did aby: foꝛ Claridiano moe furious 
then thundering liahtning, euoided it ſtepping aſide, leauing him han⸗ 
gung vpon his hozle, Thinking to haue flatneHun, with both hands he 
laid on his ſhoulders The Pꝛince imagined he had cleft him in the 
middeſt, but he could not be vanquiſhed on hoꝛlebacke: Who thercfoze 
returned with moꝛe courage then betoze , and began to heipe one ano⸗ 
ther againſt the Pꝛinte, with ſuch ſtrength and lighinelle, as he thoght 
himlelfe in manikeſt danger, doubting the euent of the battell. Do one 
ullaulted him with his Courſers ſwifteſt courſe, Which carreir he lot: 
fo! Archifiloras Luer a little peelding ſidewaies, caſt his ſtrong arms 
about hum, and maugre all his foꝛces, pulled him from his ſaddle to the 
ground, much glad therof,fo2 ſo he might better deale with them, Who 
Were ſoinſkructed to aide one an other, that he which was on fot, wold 
neither loſe noꝛ ſtep from Claridiano, till he ſaw his tompanion run at 
hun, and then with a ſwinge hee turned him againſt the hozſe bꝛcſt, 


who encountred him ſo ſtrongly, that he made hum ſtumble backwards 


like to fall. 

And moze fo helpe him downe, he on kate thꝛuſt at him 
in his amaze, two ſuch ſtrong points, that Claridiano ncuer did what 
he was now infozced vnto , foꝛ neither courage noꝛ valoure pꝛeuap⸗ 
ling, he fell downe. But like Anteus towching on the earth, he roſe 
freſher and fiercer, that he on hoꝛlbacke eſcaped not free foz his encoun 
tet: fo2 as he turned, Claridiano as wzathfull as a hungrie Lyon , let 
daiue at him with lo puilſant a blowe, that whether he would oꝛ no, hee 
felde him from his Saddle downe to the graſſie plaine: where it added 
ple aſure to content, ſeeing the foztunate and vnconquered Grerke er 
ler and retire as he would. Mearied he had them, although himſelfc 
was no leſſe:foꝛ they ofthe Caſtle were of the valianteſt in the wozld, 

and abut that matter would not refuſe Mars his challenge, 
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Croſſing his ſwo2d tawards , the one aſſauited the Greeke, if was but 
41 offcr, [02 going toward it, he ftapcd his arme, and bearing it lower. 
rote hum on the legs, and on the let thigh he gaue him the greateſt 
bow that he had receiued in all that battle: foꝛ though it did not wound 
him, yet it put hin in luch patne that he could not ſtir that legge. The 
god «fect ofthe ſtroke, perteiued they of the Caltle, and that they might 
take the aduantage , befo2e the pane left him, they began to hammer 
him with moze ſtrength and ſpeede, then the Cyclupes did When they 
foꝛged Vncas Armoꝛ. The Pꝛince mech fearcd being ſo lame, but (ies 
ing it concerned hun no lclle then his like, dꝛaggung that legge,pcrto;- 
med wonders. 

The firſt Battle that euer Claramant had ſans was this: the 
which he iudged to hunſclte would be the laſt, lo fierce and terrible it 
was, He laid, moꝛe turning l kill noꝛ vallour could not be wiſhed in 
one knight, the what he in the pallow ſhewed.

The haughtie Grocke lifted vp his head fo anſwere him, fo2 thꝛough 
the anger of the fight, he had not noted the Donzell.

eee tender pittie attending on your ſexe, will not with 
SDL 2 timerous feare appall your gentle minds, reading 
I ſheſe fierte accidents of ſterne Mars. And then 3 
hope you will not concciue leſſe pleaſure with the 
blo>!: battels wherein Jam intangled, then at Cupids amozous diſ⸗ 
courſes. But where they ſeem offenſiue, paſſe them ouer, though loue 
hause oꝛdained them, and pet refpecting the cauſe, J know pou will not 
condemne the effect, Foz although now you ſe the Greke Punte 
bnſtcy with crucll warres, to (one he will be ledde where he ſhall cons 
felle, there is no god where the little blind God doth not raigne, and 
this cucn when apded with nothing but his ſtrength, hee ſhall (ct free 
the faire Pꝛinceſſe of the Scythians, from her ſtrong inchauntment. 
But befoze that happens, attend, and you ſhall heare what hun bekell 
entring the blinde Labozinth. 

His axe he carrid afoꝛe, and with vnremwuing ſkeppes, hee entred 
the way. confuled habitation, where he fo often turned and returned, 
comming backe when as he thought himſelfc to go fozward, and crol- 
ing ſuch by-wates at euery ſecond pace, that when he judged to be at 
the end, he found himlelfe at the doe, Sometime he heard, not with⸗ 
sul great amazement.the nopſe of vopces crying: The rich armoꝛ thou 
nafe wonne bolde knight, ſhall not auaile the @ get from our _ 
ung; 
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ing, in retompente of thy pzefiunptron fo diſquiet vs: and then felt her 
ſuch mightie blowes, that often made him let his hands and knees y p⸗ 
pon the ground: but conſidering how litle he Had done by winnung the 
armo2, and how the other valiant knight expected him, fo animated 
him to indure thole huge ſtrokes, which none but he could haue luffe⸗ 
red. Mearie and tired, he at laſt came where he fawe a little light, that 
ifſizcd fro a high cranny of the wal. It gladded him, fo2 by it he fornv a 
Way that bzonght him vnto a faire large yard, about whoſe wals were 
many pictures and ſto ies ſo naturally dzatone, that tyey lomewpat 
gafcd his paine. 

By them he vndeeſfod Paſiphae beaſtly deceſſe unto the Bull. 7 
ſo dilliked him, that he turned away his eyes, being offended, not with 
the picture, but with what it repꝛeſented.

The cauſe was, they toned, and where that paſſion 
ig, none can liue (ſecure, fearing alſo the god it emoyeth, A little bes 
yond, he fawe how ul repayed Arzadne tos, being left to the mercie 
of the windes among wilde beaſts, To ſuch pittie was he moned to- 
wards the Ladte, that caſting bp his epes ts heauen, he ſaid. Oh cruell 
night, vnuwoz2t\;ic the name of Theſeus, umploping ſo ill thole partes 
the heauens hath adoꝛned thee with, but eſpecially againſt a weake tet s 
der Ladie, whom il reaſon had deen thy guide, thou ſhouldeſt haue hel⸗ 
peo, although thy life were hazarded. A new battell (were it poſſible) 
iwould J haue with thee vppon this, to male ther confeſſe thy crueltis 
and ingratitude. 

He vowed to himſelke to helpe all Ladies, though hee indaungered 
his life: which he perkoꝛmed fo well, that many vnder that name, one⸗ 
y durſt trancil alone, and euerie une called him the knight of the Las 
dieg. His owne image lawe hee a little further, and his battell fought 
with T helcus, togither with thoſe which Clariciano made abont hig 
ubertie. Ye reiopced to ſe the haughtie deeds of his new friend. Being 
about to go to the other ide ofthe pard, to view thole picrires there, 
as he turned he eſpied two knights all in armo? comming towardes 
him, wth their ſhields and \wo2ds readie foz the fight. Their gal⸗ 
lant ſemblance and bzaucrie much pleaſed ihe Oreke: beeing neare 
um, one ſaid. 
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Thou halle beene much ouerſene knight) not acknowledging Lonueg 
ſo.1cratantie, to enter a plate ſo pꝛohibited, where be ſure thou ſhalt be 
called to ſtrickt accounts. They ſtaped foꝛ no anſwere, but cre he could 
{way his axe about, they gaue him two mightie blowes, one on his 
ſhoulder, and the other on his helme. Both he greatly felt, eſpectally ſo 
cowardly to be aſſaulted, UWith an Eagles ſwiftneshe got fro between 
them, into the middeſt of the bꝛoad yard, the better to vſe his daunge⸗ 
raus are, Me ſtretcht it ont at length, awaiting foꝛ his aduerſaries, 
that nothing fearing, followed hun. With the poynt he hit one, almoſt

Like afurious Lyon turned the COreeke againſt him, whom her 
found fo neare, that to hit hun, he was faine to dꝛaw back his armeg, 
and with a fierce incounter he ranne his ſhield thzough, and wounded 
bum on the bzeaft, making him ſtagger backwards, and ta helpe hun 
bowne, her raiſed his axe, and diſcharging it on the ſide or his helme, 
be cut away all that part, with a great pæce of his inchaunted goꝛget. 
He elles him at his ferte, and was fo cager to end with him, that hee 
ſoꝛgot his other aduerſarie, who aſlapling him at his backe, gaue him 
o fterce a blowe vpon his middle, that his companton executing ano, 
ther in the ſame place, they had almoſt felled him. Neuer was Beate 
no iger moze fiette then now the Pꝛince became againſt his ene⸗ 
mes, raiſing aloft his axe. De could not miſte his blowe, fo2 they were 
befoze him. So with all his firenaty he hit one on the ſhoulders the 
blame was ſo mightie, that all the blade he hid within his beat, ſplil⸗ 
ang his heart in two. 

Scarce had he anuhed this, when he laid? vppon his other enemie, 
wha was lo ſkiltul, that cre the axe deſcended, he got vnder his armes, 
ainmung at his bꝛeaſt with a thꝛzuſſ. This blow much areeucd the 
tecke, foʒ it ſtopt the paſſage ok his bꝛeath: and hee ſcemed to awaits 
the axe cut fo: all the haſte he made to ward the blowe, it firſt crowncy 
v1 with death, fo2 falling on his head, duuded in two, he ſent him ts 
accompany his friend. 
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he hidedus noyle which hee heard in the r next rome, would let him 
take no reſt, but rather leaning on his axe, he ſtaped moꝛe wartily to ſee 
what it was. hen pꝛelently with admiration he was amazed, ſues | 
ing the fearefal Nlenotaure is vgly and defoꝛmed. His face was like a 
maus although karre bigger: his cyes glowed like a furnace of kmdicd 
fire. On his large kront hee had twaa mightie hoꝛnes, whoſe popnts 

were harder then any Diamond: his necke ſhozt and thicke, So big 
and bꝛoad a bꝛeaſt he had, that the very light witneſſed his rength. 
He was ofa dunne colour, and went vpꝛight as wel on his hinder legs, 
as on all foure, In itead of clouen fete, hee had moſt ſharpe clawes, 
with which there was no armoꝛ but he would rent. In bigneſſe he was 
but as an o: dinarie Bull, vet (wifter then an Dunce, and fo with his 
ſtrength he aTured his light incounters. TTlith ſuch ticrcenciſe hee 
came, that the Pꝛince thought he ſhould want timeto view hun. Ne 
nerthelelle, he fred his fete ſtrongly on the paued pard, vntil appꝛoa⸗ 
ching to execute his blowe, hee gaue him wap, letting hun paſſe (wits 
ter then the winde. 

There wanted no ſpectacles to oucr-biew the battel, foz the win- 
bowes ouer the parde were full of beauteous Ladies, among whom, 
(had he but his right iudgement he might hauc ſcene the kamer of his 
heart: neither did their want gallant nights to accompany them, fo; 
De dal us had alſo pꝛouided that, when he firlt made that inchantment 
in reuenge of Ariadnes wong. 

The lpeedie returne ofthe luſtful Qutenes ſonnes refurne,put hum 
from his gazing; but hee found the Pꝛince fo warchkul, that his haſtie 
courſe was to no effect.

Him did the warlite Greeke expect with his axe on high, till 
he appꝛoached ſo neare, that to his thinking he could not loſe his blow: 
With all his rength he turned it, giuing the furious Minotaure ſuch 
ablowe betwærne his hoꝛnes, that he made him giue backe. 
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Le thinſtthe blade ſo much loꝛth, that the blow was but with the ſkaffe, 
which ſouided as it it Had fallen on a plate of tteele, UWith his pawes 
{1c braſt catched at the Pance, who with a leape eſcaped hum, waping 
avout his dangerons weapon, diſcharged it on his koꝛe knee, whoſe 
hard hyde covlo not ſaue it from cutting cleane cff, Neuer on the carth 
1015 heard more fearciull bellowing then the Bull made, wounded ſo 
Damcrouſly, Somewhat carcleſſe ſtod the youth, thinking on the ven⸗ 
ür owe be had made, that he was fo2ced to receiue one nothing 
te his: fo; the beaſt ſuddenly ran at hun with both his hoznes. 
£0 the tac temper of his bꝛeſtplate, is (laramams life umputedito2 had 
it ben otherwite, from fide to fide Hee had pierced hun: but unding a 
lay, nherceſy to reſiſt hun, he was (tkroke with a (92e fall on the paued 
around. Zycre,hamng his other fate to helpe him with, he had (ſurely 
unc ham. Necucrthclefle,with his right pawe (which was that was 
leſt be the held of his ſhoulder, and wzong him fo hard, that p Pein ce 
thought that part, to be cruſhed to peeces.

Some feare conceuucd the haughtie youth , at the bcaftly creatures 
fiereencie He was not able to vſe his axe, befoꝛc p Minotaure holding 
bown his head one hun betwon his hoꝛnes, and fiong him crceeding 
Mah uito the emptie ap2e : fathng ſo milerably on the ſtones vpon his 
leſt arme, that he though: it and his body all bzuſcd. Here Galtenor 
dares not vundertatze certainly to expꝛeſſe the rage that poſſeſſed the 
Greeke Pamce, The hardeſt Dyamend would he haue cleft : ſo ficrce 
he turned vpon Paliphacs ſeme, hat like tghtring came againſt him, 
agame to hoyſt him on his homes : but befoꝛe He appꝛoached to cxecute 
hes furious encoumter, Irebatios ſonne diſcharged ſuch a blowe on one 
of his hoznes that it and part ot his head came to the ground, and from 
wound iuued gutters of goꝛe vid, S hꝛill ſhoutes of hideous crpes 
£«choed thꝛoghout the ediſice, anſwering the Bulles roaring. Tho clo⸗ 
led with the Grecke, caſtuig his clawes vpon his ſwoꝛd hilte, the which 
he dzew fozth , laping ſuch a blowe vpon his helme, that with hands 
and knees he killed the carth. He fearcd not lo much his combat againſt 
Ihelcus being without armour, ihen now ſeeing his weapon in his e⸗ 
nemics hand, 
Fiicrcaltd 
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Increaſed ſo was his feare, hearing a clamourous noyſe that ſaide. 
Dead art thou diſtreſſed Pꝛince, foꝛ neuer ſhalt thou ſee thy dcfired 
Parents, noꝛ thy new friend that expects ther. It was no tune to make 
reply to thoſe wozds , no? ſeeke foꝛ them that ſpake them: fo2 the diuel⸗ 
liſh beaſt fenſt with the ſwoꝛd ſo bzaucly and quicke, that he conſtramed 
the Greeke to vſe all his poſſible care to ſhun his blowes by his derteri- 
tie. And the Bulles bleeding, was to his no {mall availe, fo2 with his 
turning it fell on his eyes, that it much blinded his ſight. So wel could 
not Alphcbos bꝛother ſane himſelke, but he was onertane with a migh⸗ 
tie blowe, lidelong it lighted on his necke perce, cutting molt part ther⸗ 
ol: and had the ſtroke bene giuen adinſedly , his necke from his choul⸗ 
ders he had ſundꝛed. The beaſt euer lo cloſed with the Pꝛince, that he 
could not fetch about with his axe, that taking it by the toppe, he could 
no moꝛe but ſtrike him with the point, pet all y biade with the ſtrength 
of his armes he hid within his bꝛeſt, and thꝛuſt him away all the length 
of his are , that he could not hit hun with his lwoꝛzd, being out of his 
reach, 

There is no popſonous 15affehſke to be compared with the waths 
ful man- halfe-Bull:who caſting flouds of blond from his cpe and belt, 
pꝛoſecuted his diſoꝛdered battle fo cruelly, that the vered Greek breaths 
lelle, and tyꝛed with oucrinachlabo2 , knewe not Which way to turns 
hunſcife, And fo2 all he ſawe the Honſter deadly wornded, pet he mil- 
doubted the victone, becauſe He neuer reached him with the ſharpe fits 
ing ſwoꝛd, but it made him ſet his knees to the earth, All the pard was 
dped with beaſtly bloodie goꝛe, and ſuch abundance therok he had ſhed, 
that he ſeemed nothing lo fierce as in the beginning. Tell did Clara- 
mant perceiue it, which infuſed new hopes in his fainting minde. A 
thouland times called he hunſclf coward, ſeeing that battle ſo long con⸗ 
finued, which he indged his friend would haue had long aoꝛe ended, if 
he were in his place. 

Hoſt circumſpectly, and with the greateſt care he tould, he awap⸗ 
ted, and it was not in vaine towards the ending ok the crackl fight: fo? 
the ficrce beaſt returning with his full carreir, he firake him on the 
head: in two he cleft it, and felde him dead at his feete. He was no ſ@- 
— downe, but all that edefice was conered duer with thicke blacke 
ogge.

vncle.

is guided by Cupid. Some fight here to pleaſe their Ladies, others, to 
giue her libertie incloſed in the Tower, whole loue many pꝛoſecuted, 
but only by one is obtained. And others to become Loucrs, choſe this 
warre as their beſt meanes loz it, which indeed ſoꝛted not in vaine, be⸗ 
cauſe many ſacrificed their liberties to vnknowne Ladies, cſpectally in 
Greece, where the blinde God kept the greateſt part of his treaſure, 
Wherewith he captiuates the ſtrongeſt hearts. Do that (dimnc Ladics) 
While J follow Mars his Dꝛumme, à do not foꝛget the foting of Cu- 
pids daunces, And this opinion is wel confirmed by the gallant Fon 
larte, ʒince of Argentaria,who neither Armes, noz the being among 
ſo many blods, could extinguiſh the remembꝛance of his Loue, not 
knowing who it was, ſaue only to maintaine his woꝛd, ingaged to di 
guiſed Artinio, that foꝛ Arbolindas ſake, the faire Pꝛinceſſe of + cor- 
land had ſo laide that plot, heretofoze recited : whoſe memoꝛie and abs 
ſcnce , made him within his Helme d2owne his eyes in teares. Itis 
common (excellent Ladies among amourous Gallants , alwaics fo 
bewaile their greateſt euil, although many other pꝛeſent daungers do 
incompaſſe them. 

In this perplexitie the valiant pouth in his fathers tompanp, with 
all his Fleete nauigated the Greeke ſea with pꝛoſperous winde. TAith 
ſuch great deſite came the Argentarians, and men of Tharſis to fight, 
that they thought they ſhould neuer ſe the occaſion to ſhew their = 
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hows greatly they deſired to haue lhem. Ten daycs they layled on the 
Clift leas, meeting with nothing that might hinder their voyage, beas 
ring the Greeke armes in middeſt of their Cullours. The elcacnth dap 
early in the moꝛne, they diſcryed a mightie Name of ſhips and Galkes, 
houtrung vp and downe,vpon the calme waters. They were aboue ſe⸗ 
wen hundzeth laples. So not knowing what they were, noꝛ of whole 
part,thcy ffrok alarm, ſering the great aduantage they had ouer them, 
both in winde, and lightneCe of veſſelles, The Flete of the Therſian 
Punce, in god oꝛder began to taſt about in manner ofa halfe Monc, 
diſcharging two pxces of oꝛdinance, in ſigne of battle, ſetting foꝛ warde 
againſt the ir aduerſaries. Tho as it ſermed truſting to their ſtrength 
ok multitudes, made ready their well furniſhed ſhips, and anſwered the 
in like manner, aduancing on their Admiral, their ropall armes: and 
thus they appꝛoached one an other, ſeeming to couer the ſeas, Foure of 
the Agentarian Gallies rowed foꝛth without, ſpꝛead ſayles to diſcouer 
their aduerſaries enſignes, which to their content they dilcried: foz be⸗ 
ing in light of them, they ſaw the unperiall Eagle, with two crowned 
heads, the ſelkcſame they had. In ſigne of peace and meſlſage, the Jhar- 
ſans hung out a white flagge. So they were ſuffered to paſſe among 
their (hips , whoſe numbers ol men and fierce Gyants amazed them, 
They bozded the Admirall, from whence two ancient Knights of Ar- 
gentaria, Were in a Barge, conduced to the ropall Galleon, where they 
delivered their embaſſage vnto a mightie knight, that littic wanted of a 
Opants heigth, telling him how in their fleete were the kings of Thar 
15, and Argentatia, from wham hauing ſeene their armes, they came 
{oknow whether they were on the part ol Grecia, vnder whole {tans 
dard they alſo fought, Theſe newes erceedingly gladded the gailant 
pouth, being no leſle then valiant Abſtruſio: who would nerds expꝛeſſe 
his thankfulneſſe koꝛ what Roſabell had done foꝛ him, hauing thꝛough 
his valour and ſrength obtained his faire Sy rinda: who knowing that 
her Alt ruſio went to Grecia, would not ſtay without him, dꝛeading 
the want of his pꝛeſence. And ſo to conduct her with moꝛe lafetie, hee 
dad muſtcred togither from both kingdomes and all the lands he had 
tonguere d by his valour, 00. thouſand Combattants, the ſkufulleſt in 
Naulgation in all the wide woꝛld beſides, and he himſelke excelling all 
dthers therem, betcauſe with aduantage to giue a battell on the ſeas, hee 
ſmed to hauc bene onely boꝛne thereto: Hee bꝛought with him 500. 
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puifſant giatits his friende , ð do pteriehun witiymany of their knights, 
acconparrebhim in that voyage. And in his ſhtp to guard his deare la. 
dy, were twentie, pꝛopoꝛtioned uke topleſſe pyncs. Pow ſceing the Pay 
nie he had reputed to be againſt him, tamc on the te halte ol hie honou⸗ 
red ꝛnct, he detlared who he was, and how he roioyced to haue met 
ſuck kriends vato the Greekes and Roſabell. i ſentiy they ſounded in 
ligne of peace, yetmmpof Abſtruſios tolloweis, and argentariaus, 
gree!1ed thercat, becauſe they titſt deüred to haue made tryall of they; 
pcrions : but long was it not arter, that they had ercaſton to do it. By 
this was it knowne to Lyſart who his reputed enemie was, and ſo to 
ſhew him extraoꝛdmarie tourteſic. he and his ſoanne with foure Loꝛds 
ol eſtumation went to viſit him, whereof Abſtrufio being aduertiſed ex⸗ 
pected thtir comming on the hatches of his Gatlcon, commanding as 
they paſſed by, they ſhould be welcommed with a gencrall peale of O;. 
dinance from all his ſhips: which was perfo2med in ſuch god ſoꝛt, that 
che haughtic Ly fart much commended their god entertainment; who 
with all his company went aboꝛde of the Galleon: and moſt kundiy 
the two luſtie warriers embꝛaced one an other. And fo being knowt# 
how they were all vopagers fo2 one enterpꝛiſe, and eyther relating how 
much they were bound to Rolabell, the mightie Abſtruſio burſt fozth 
into theſe wozds. Oh loue, now I am fully aſſured, hob c ſtectually 
chou doſt impart tho fauours to the Grokes:and I nothing wonder at 
the lameutable deſolatton ot ruined I roy,fince al the god aduenturcs 
of the woꝛld are ſoly reſerued loꝛ thẽ, as due to their wozths, And pour 
Maieſtte hath reaſen mightie king of T harſis, to ſhewe the office of a 
friend vnto lo bꝛaue a Punce, and as f2 me, were J not he J am, ſhuld 
demie what J owe, ſince thꝛough hun J enioy iy life, polleſte my 
kingdome, and that which is moꝛe, and J molt eſteeme, is the happie 
frution of my deare wire. And then he told him all y hapne d with him, 
to Noſabels immoꝛtall gloꝛp. So Lyfarte requited his diſcourſe with 
another of his Loues, and that therefoꝛe hee bꝛought that Nauy to 
ayde them. Ft is no moꝛe then due (laid Abſtruſio) to helpe him that 
helpes ſo manp to obtainc their topes , in whoſe purſute let vs ſpend 
our liues, to make him happie in content. And ſo ioyning both flertes to⸗ 
anther by the Tharſians direction, they let koꝛwards, foz Ly arte was 


b-{t acquainted with thoſe leas, and knew where the enchauntment 


fwd, hauing bene at it when he reed Ro labell from it. Who . 
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tohonozthePagan with moze then oꝛdinamie courteſie, commandea 
lo be pꝛotlaimed thꝛoughout his Fleete;that cuery one ſhould obey the 
michtis A bſtruſio, as their Captaine Generall, Who taking ſome of- 
fence thereat, ſaid, Since our amitie mult be of ſuch fozce and continu⸗ 
ance,4 weld not (iightie Pꝛinte) you Wold ve theie ceremontes with 
me. do, but hat J know you delerue and is your due. Bꝛaue Prince 
xepiped 1:yfarce) and therefoze do but commaund, and we will all os 
bepifoz now and at all times, we entend to be pour ſouldiers, and ſo her 
iu cated hum to palle into his Galle y but not able to obtaine yer and 
his ſonns were fatne to ffay in that Salleon. UWith the noiſe of many 
inſtruments, the two pinllant Nauies bogan to thape their courle tos 
wards Ny quea. They had ſuch faire weather and pzoſperctis winde, 
that on the. fourth day.of their PNaragation,thcy dilcried the flames of 
fire that iſſued from the Tower. Thither they tunned their courſe, len⸗ 
ding loꝛth ſixe lwilt ſapling Gallies, lo diſcouer ther way. The which 
were lo neare the Tower, that they ſawe amceſt daungercus batfell 
fought betwerne the Arches. The reaſen was, ſoꝛ that the meghtic Era 
uorant making his abods there, would ſuffer none lo pꝛwus the alcen⸗ 
ding vp. 

Some about it had loſt their liues, and many their honozs, They 
ſo long tarried, that from the South they diſcried beloꝛe they went a⸗ 


way, fuch an inftiut number of ſayles, that it amazed their indgements, 


darnung them to be aboue 4000. velletles of Ships, Barkes and Sal⸗ 
lies. Peuer did Xerſes ſee at once ſo many ſaples togither. This fete 
was the nughue Soldans of Ny quea, with whom all his friends becs 
lug iopned, came thitherward couering all the ſea of (:reece. 

Jn the Admirall, Was the two Soldanes of Ny quea and Egy pt, 
being a dꝛother of his whom Roſabell lcw , Who lering hinmelke (0 
nughtie, refolucd with ail his frength to reuenge his bzothers death, 
and his was the greateſt part of that power , With them iopned the 
Punce of Sy conia, Venus Xcuer, the Dopby, the mightie Bing of At- 
na with the Phenician: who hoping there to (ce their ſennes, as Lu u- 
perci9 tolde them, agreed to ayde thr Souldan of Nyquea, 

Allo very ſtrongly came bꝛaue Fpirabio, with pꝛaude, B rut: Ido. 
o, Braus huts great enemie. Many men bꝛought not Bembo Peiner 


4 Achaya, but icon doubt, on vallanſeſt and moſt expert i 
arre. 
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Emus Lupeiſio ſo well pleaded fo; this bzane knight, that he cauſcy 
hun to be created Loꝛd Generall both by (ca and land, hee accepted the 
honozauoging his ſtregthto be ſufficient to diſcharge a greater charge, 
He named foz his Lieftenant and Subſtitute by ſca, the diſcreet king of 
Allyria, becauſe he had rather fight by Land, that he might oꝛder and 
dilpoſe of the Shippes and gallics, leaſt thcir numbers breaking into 
diloꝛder, might hazard their victoze , which otherwiſe they had ally 
red, 

Eucry ons highly eſtermed him, ſering his gallant bchavicur, and 
knowing how he was honoured th:cughout the wozld, De many bury 
d;cd thouſands of men they bꝛought, that he thought he was able with 
them to ſubdue all the wozld : Foz moſt ofthe Pzinces were accompa⸗ 
med with furious Giants, and many Sagitaries: eſpecially the Sol 
dane of Evypr,becauſc his ccuntry afiozded moſt, Nith luch noyſe 
hep arriued at the Tower, as it heauen and earth had met. Vet fo; all 
this, did not the two Combattants de ſiſt from the cruell figh*, bntill 
the ſtrange knight (aw how great a Fleete made thithcrward,and then 
thinking it no wit, lor ger to ſtay, with a crucl point thꝛull p ſturdie Bra. 
uorant from him and turmng his barke, put toꝛth into the ſea, leaving 
the inrag<d Pagan ſo furious, that hee was about to follow him. Ye 
was nothing daunted with the fight of ſo huge a Nate , but rather 
wiſhed they would aſſault hum , that hee might crecute on them the 
w2ath that the knight had put him in , who was none other , but the 
bewtions Archyſilora, who ſœing the flames, came to the Tower, 
tithm fight the ſtod, and ſo did the fire Gallies, to ſ& what oder they 
the. UWith ſoucraigne pzayſes did Lupe rſio txtoll the merits ofthe 
night ofthe Tower, ſo eucry one called him. They all reiopced know: 


ing whole lonne he was, and how he would take their part. He aduet⸗ 


tiſcd his friend Bembo, tohonour him: foz in him conſiſted the ſure 
hopes of that doubtfull victozie. 
The Punce did ſo, lending a Galley to ſalute him in his name. A little 
did not the Pagan cſteeme the account that was made of him, much 
honoured Bembo, being acquainted with him. By Lupercios counlell 
the thꝛer moſt mightie Pagans,Bembo, Brauorant,and Brufaldoro, 
hig competitoꝛ, plated themſelues befoze the Arches, foꝛ he ( red what 
after did inue: and there (had it not beene in reſpect ol Bembo) would 
Brauorant þauc had aſſaulted the Mautitanian. 2 
Ther 
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Chere was neuer a Pꝛince in all the Fleet, but went to know him, an 
whom he receiued with ſingalar courteſte, But how he fendzed Flora- 
ha, requires anew ſkozte: hers was the third vopce in counſel of war, 
ſv; that dignitie had Luperc1o pꝛocured her, by whoſe direction all the 
armie was gouerned. euertheleſle, greatly ſozrowed the Soldene of 
Nyquea foz his ſonnes abſence, thinking his pꝛeſence would haue al⸗ 
ſured his hopes. 

Scarce had that mightie Nauie caſt about the Tower, when ano- 
ther no leſſe puiſlant then it, appeared Eaſtward fro the coaſt of G 
612, the which but ſtripping the windes, purpoſeo to get the aduan⸗ 
tage of his enemies. It was the Emperour Trebanos, that with fiue 
hundꝛeth ſhippes and galleyes made towards the highſt part of the 
Tower: ſomewhat a farre off, and from the toppes of their maſts they 
could deſcrie the Fleete at the Tower, which they iudged to be their e⸗ 
nemies. Neuer did Neptune on the ſeas behold a thing moꝛe ſtupen⸗ 
dious, fo2 both armies ſeemed two populous Citties. In the ropall 
Admiral, al! the Pꝛinces were met to conſult on the giuing ofthe bat- 
fel, 

The Emero? bꝛought with him the beſt men in all his Empire, and 

in his guard his ſonne Roſ cler, the warlike Roſame nd, with famous 
Brandahdel, and the ſtout Bramidoro king of Cerdeni, Foz the Ladie 
perſwading her ſelfe thatin ſo renewmed an enterpaſe, her bcloned 
Dacian would ſurely be, would not ſtay in Grecia; but rather clad 
in her rich armour, w as one that wonne moll honour both on ſea and 
land. TUtth hun alſo came the ſonnes of the mightie Croanto, Loꝛd 
ofthe Catmenian Iles, knights, whoſe like the wozld contained fewe. 
No leſſe guarded was the Einpcroz Alphebos Admiral, within which 
there was befides himſelfe, his deare Empꝛeſſe Teffereo, and the two 
valtant Spanich bꝛothers: foꝛ his moꝛe ſaft tie, he had with him twelue 
Gpants his neighbonrs, then who in all the aduerſe armie., there was 
none valtanter, no2 that with moze truſt and care defended their 
Punce. The Spanich Admirall was one of the bzaucf and beſt furs 
m ht hippe in cithers Fleet, fo; therein weuld Toriſmundo ſhewe his 
magn'fiſence, with his bꝛother in lawe Clauerindo, and both their 
ſonges that were in her, and at their guard fiftte Þpamiſh knights. 
1 agamt Mars , neither of them would reinis the com⸗

Yrgandeo & Aite- 
midozo g lh as pit knew-not the end of the abugzituregfo2 it was i in 
Medcagbakes,and he that had them, was their friend Nabato, that. 

a Tloadehoucred oner the Tower (fozhis deare Don Elenos fake) 
leaſt Lupercio with his ererciſmes might deuiſe ſors. Rcwe treaſon as 
gainit the l. ady enchaunted there, The counlci was ended, with relo⸗ 
lution ftraight to begin the baltel, githough there Wanted the Kings of 
Autioch, Babylon and Perſia, Whole pꝛelence was greatly naſled. C 
ucry Pance and commaunder palled to his owne chip, to oꝛder th cy; 
necellaris affaires. And while the net waues with gentle caune boze 
their vellelles , the great Emperour gf Greece leaped into a Frigat, 
wtth his Helme off ton the one lide went his ſonnt Roſicler,and on the 
othcr, Don Elenos faire Lady, and hauing gone round about his Nas 
up, encouraging his ſouldiers, (et hunſelte in undde t ol them ail, and 
thus began. 

Tome is the time (moſt valiant knights) whercin derds will be 
moꝛe requiſet then wozds, hauing ſich multtudes ol tirong cucmics 
to cape withall: ⁊ if J be moncd to ſpcake thus, velcue me, tt is but to 
renew the memoꝛie of the ropall blod from whence we deicend, z the 
glo2p p ourpꝛedeceſſoꝛs tro age to age haue maintained, cternizing their 
famcs therby, to all poſterities: intreating you as friends, that none 
would fight other vue, then to make their enemies confeſſe the wozth of 
their perſons, not fo2 deſire ot᷑ ſpopte oz gaine, and to expect lie his duty, 
loue t fidelitic towards his God, Pꝛince and country:io; this nothing 
but this, wall aſſure his vidozie. Aud let not their ouermatching num⸗ 
berg daunt our conragious mindes, but ſtul vphold cur wonted valoz, 
herewith in deſpite of fors, me made our names to be feared, There 
can be no greater honoꝛ, then with glozy here like god knights to die ir 
fates haue ſo appointed. And ſince cucry one ot you knowes the right 
and iuſtice of our cauſe, let vs conftdently trufking thereto , make them 
know bow vnuiſtly they haue topſcy-furucy turned the wozld, 


Here 
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Here ended the bꝛaue Emperour, and with amiable Buefkie, com⸗ 
maunded his frigate to his former place, leauing his ſouldiers ſo ani⸗ 
mated with his wozds, that they thought cuery minnte long, tul they 
met with their enemies. Straight he oꝛdered his battels, dunding 
his Alete into thꝛer parts. The nuddlemoſt he himſelfe conducted, bes 
ing ail the Greekes and acedones, whole Generall was Meridian. 
The right ſquadꝛon guided the Emperour Alphebo, with all thoſe of 
his Empire, being very warlike people. The left going ſomewhat foze⸗ 
moſt, ledde Toriſmundo, Pance of Spaine. Befoꝛe thein all went 
Priams viltant heire, backt with ſome Spaniſh Galleyes, to ſuccgut 
thoſe in moſt daunger. On the Pagans ide, in no lelle god oꝛder had 
Bemo diſpoſed his battel, in fozme of a halfe Mone, an vſual cuſtome 
to fiaht among thein: in which manner they oppꝛoached our Nauie zat 
jb? ſound of many thouſand militarie Inſtruments. Beeing readie to 
aine'the onfet;the famous Generall from his Adnural, ſpake thus. 
Where valiant Bmghts chere is fo many D ꝛnces, and ſich great cx- 
perionce in warre, ſhould hauc little ned to aduertiſe you, that Fo2- 
tune hath miniſtred vnto vs occaſion, foꝛ euer to perpetuate our fame. 
Sure map we account the victoue, foꝛ beeing as valiant as our ad- 
uerſaries, we creeed them in numbers, and may if met; two oꝛ ther 
at once aſſayle euer g one of his enemies. As fo2 my ſelfe, tofing my 
life in the office you haue giuen me, I ſatiſſie the dutie of a knight, and 
voln to be pour generall friend till death. And therevppon diſplayed a 
bo die Range crollebarde with blacke, a ſtane that none ſhould take his 
fo puſoner, but Hut the does againſt al! mertie. So clofing his 
beauer, lead aſter him the beſt ſoldiers in the Flerte, and lcauing vn⸗ 
der the arches the mightie Brauorant, and Bruſaldoro his competitoz, 
thoſe two piniTant Fletes began to come withm ſhot one of another. 
here, oh Apollo, who may without thy helpe relate ſuch a fanious 
conflict? whoſe ſucceſſe well deſerting a new Boke, u cannot haue 
helle then another Chapter.

SY 15lacke and fatall was the day to many, taſting in 
it the ſower cup of death, But to thoſe whom foz- 
tune was bent to pleaſe, reſeruing their liues to ſee 
the diſmall blodie loſſe of others, ſome comfozt 
was it to them, the hearing of ſo manp dꝛummes 
and trumpets eccho in the ayze,reſounding in the derpe, reiopcing a 
o many diſplayed flagges and bannerets as daunced with the winds, 
{hc waighing of anchozs, and hoyſting vp ofſaples, the noyſe which 
the pe lanes haue on the waters, beating them with their oarcs:the 
clamozous cries of cuery Captame, incourzging thoſe whom feare 
yad alreavic dannted: the ghſtring ſhine of armeur, and the confoun- 
ding numbers of bꝛaue nights and ficrce Gpants, that on the hat- 
ches of cueric veſſellvid expca their enemies:theſe and ſuch like ſights, 
amazed and admired the beholders. Neptune would not this day ſhetw 
zimſelte cruell, no; Eolus let fozth moze then one gentle bzeath, that 
did withiwelling pꝛide blowe big the Pagans ſayles. Wlho taking ad⸗ 
vantage of the god occaſion, with redoubled courage offered to grap⸗ 
ple, accounting the conqueſt theirs, 

h who is he, able to deſcribe the manner of fo many deaths that 
there were giuen: So great was the ſmoke iſuung from their ſhottes, 
tat they neither heard no? (awe one another, which being paſt, and 
ve welking clearing guet head. Dh Mercury, would thou wert in 
unddeſt of this battell, in apt eloquence to modell foth the merits of 
$ucry particular wozth. But ftrſk the hidcous crics of flaughtercd 
vodies, the noyſe of warriours, the ſhakes of the wounded, could not 
vat be a cruell pectacle : ſoꝛ they were all betweene two of the cruclleft 


pelle elements that were, fire and water, 
: Quickli 
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Quickly komed the ſeas with blodie froth, and on it floated the dead 
carkaſſes of ſometime lining creatures. Exceeding great was the 
laughter that the Chꝛiſtians made, with wilde fire and ballts of bur⸗ 
ning pitch and rozen. And as they vſed all poſſible celeritie in cating it. 
and the winde that played with their running wings a littie ſtrong, by 
that meanes was che deſtrudion, which they made inkinit: foꝛ neither 
ſtriking offaples, remouing cabbins, and caſling ouerboꝛd all neceſ- 
ſarie tackle, auayled ta auopde the mercileſſe denouring fire, which 
left neither malt noꝛ ſayle vnconſumed. Oh cruell Soldan of Nyquea, 
that dock delight to le the thing that would haue moued Nero to ſome 
iktie. 
N Straunge Waies fo2 deathes were there ſeene, foz ſome flping the 
ire, periſhed in the waters: noꝛ is there a friend, that will helpe the o⸗ 
ther. The kather in luch hurlebourlp knowes not his deare ſonne, noz 
he remembers his ſire to pay him the debt he owes him, foz life and 
nurture. Only cuery one pꝛocures to liue, and when he cannot ſcape, 
to die, not to depart vnreuenged. This ſatiſfaction was the ſole 
comfozt to them, that with cruell wounds flung at their enemies, and 
ſtumbling on their owne guttes, embꝛaced a willing death, togither 
with their aduerſaries. Some hãging by their ſtrong hands ouerboꝛd, 
ſawe the cruell are deſcend, and cut them from his holde, and he reiop⸗ 
ted with ſuch a death, rather then to be hewen in perces by an Infidel, 


Others embꝛaced like god friends, leught their endes in the loweſt 


deepes, glad to kill, being killed. The pꝛoper life is heere had but m e⸗ 
quail eſtimation with his aduerſaries death. Others that to thrmſclues 
complained towards the heauens, againſt Foꝛtune and their happes, 
lawe their friends come ſtumbling without armes and legges vppon 
them. 

Such was the confuſton among them, that no oꝛder could be obſers 
ued, although therin the Orek got ſome aduantage, bee auſe their vel⸗ 
ſels were lighter and better pꝛouided. The gallant Spaniſh Capfaine 
with aduiſe of his Lieftenant generall, Countie of Medyna, appointed 
ſome (mall boates well furniſhed, who with all neceffarie dinngence, 
floicly pearced thzough tenne of the Yagans greateſt tips, the which 
with luch furte leaked, that on the ſuddaine, not knowing which way 
they were ſuncke, with an izifirit number of men, cheekely Gpants, 
whole waights did ſwneft ouer whelme them. 

2 Then 
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Den pꝛeu uled not outcries of Pilots, noꝛ the haſtie calling fo2 boats, 
becauſe the Kowers fear tig the fires which the Spaniards hurled, ra⸗ 
ther ſtriusd to ſane themſelues, then their frtends, whom they lawe 
ſnothered in thoſe vnquenchable flames, and becing vp to the chin in 
water, vet leemed to burne aliue. Peace, they iudged the two contra⸗ 
re cloments had made, ſeeing the aboundance of water could not tree 
them from the fire, noz the fire loꝛ feare of it, kccpe the waters fremo⸗ 
ucruhelnung them. From {ide to ſide ſome were thꝛuſt, and theſe cx⸗ 
clauncd not fo: becing wounded, but foz want of cempanp to comfozt 
them, in their funerall obſequies. Uell do the Grakes defend them⸗ 
ſclucs, cff:nding on this fide, where the Spaniards bꝛauelp cried S. 
Iames. 
And although they were confronted thꝛer fo one, they gallantly 
icke to it, ſeeing how victoꝛiouſip the TT hetflalians had affapledtheir 
enemies. Wonders perfozmed the Lroyan with his beloued Sarma- 
£14, agamſt the Pagan: but what auuales it, when fo2 one they tal, 
there came twentic in his place, and ſo on cither ſide the battell was at 
one ſtay:whoſe fercenes map be ſoꝛgot, rememb ung what on the right 
wing was done, where the ficrce A phebo which Claridiana coms 
manded, fo2 no deuiſe can there be dillinguiſhed, being all died in one 
ſanguine hiew. There all other meanes they did fozact of fight, ſaue 
with their armes, that being come to han die biowes, whe would not, 
but with moꝛe then admiration admire, ſuig them bozd the Shippe, 
wherein the two Soldans of Egypt and Ny quea were, walled about 
with ſo many furtous Opants, On his right hand went his Empꝛeſſe 
Claridiana, like lightning among them. But the gallant Jefferco, 
exp2cſſing there who hee was, ſhewed by god expertente the high va⸗ 
lo: of his perſon, J beſech your Maieſſic to follow me, ſoꝛ in deſpight 
ot our foes, J will enter this (hip ſaid ho. Do ſo, fo2 we will all back 
"ou xeplied the two Louers) that ns lcfſe wiſht it then he. So the 
Ladie deſirous to be ficſt, couragiouſip leapt into the aduerſe veſſcl, and 
im augre all the Opants that detended it, ſhe ruſht in among them: but 
it had like to haue coil her life, fo the G pants iudgung her to be of cſti- 
mation, two of thein gane der two ſuch blewes at once, that careleſſe 
they ſtroke her at their fete. 
Dutright had they lame her, oz at leaſt taken her pꝛiloner, il her 
inumcible 
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imuntible huſband with his vtmoſt ſpeed hadr not followed her cloſe, al⸗ 
molt failing downe, with ſuch ſtrength he leapt among hem. ©any 


blowcs he luffered, making no reckning oth: — be oncly ap⸗ 


med af them that ſtroke his Empꝛelle. It is no new matter what ha 
job doth,dimding the two Gyan ts at two blowes in wure parts, that 
had offended hun, offending his Ladie. 

He durſt not go from her till ſhe recouered her ſelfe, becomming 
ficrecr then a mountame Lponelle. Manp liues dearely bought her 
wꝛath. Bꝛaue ly were they backt by Teftereo, and the two Span⸗ 
iards followuig them, toguher with moſt orthe Imperiall guard, and 
the fore Spants, all which kept fill togither in a round, backe fo 
backe. 

There was lo many in the Soldans ſhippe to keepe them at wozke, 
that they had no time to loke about: for the Barkes and Gallcyes of 
ſupplie, which Bembo as a ſkilfull Generell had appoynted foz their 
purpole, ſcrucd to no other end but to fetch away wounded men, lea⸗ 
lung frelh ſouldicrs foz them, and ofthe beſt. Heere were one of the 
ficrceſt conflicts that happened all that day: foꝛ the Tribizonians imi⸗ 
tating the vatour ©; er PDꝛinces, would not haue them loſe 
What they had wonne. 

And thereloꝛe although thouſands periſhed, they bꝛauelp hindered 
their aduerſaries lrom ſuccour, which was no helpe fo2 the Loꝛds 
within, In her inchaunted Barke, had the bzaue Oucene of 
Lyra ranged about all the battell, to finde out her friend Roſa- 
monde, whom ſhe greatly affeacd: but not mating with her, 
her «ad foztune, 02 theirs that were in the ſhippe, conducted her thi⸗ 
ther. 

Sceing that cruell fight, and thinking them ko bee the Em⸗ 
pcrour Trebatios his Sonnes, ſhee bꝛauclp fcapt into the C⸗ 
gyptian Barke, crying: Grecia and Lyra. Manp knew her 
by the vopce , among whom were the Emperours that were op⸗ 
poſed againſt a number of Gyants. 

Hoze deſtruction make not the vnſeaſonable ſhowers of dzows 
ming waters, beating downe the ripened cozne: noz with moze 
furie flies pt the haſtie fired powder, then the warlike Miatrone with 
ber [wozd, ſhewes her ſelfe iornung with the Greeks, Mars wounding 
Z 2 the 
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che firſt Gyant ſhe met ſo bzancly on the helme, that clcauing u, thee 

2 cleft his head downe to the necke. Auth ſuch heipe ſoucraigne 
dene 217 Alpneo) cur vigoʒie will not bee fo great, if this ſhippe 
chauldor it ſelfe 1 pl, although the greateſt perionages of all the fixte 


iat no func to Lee ſhent in anlwering courtcſics, foꝛ the Grants 
ba un nd lt ang. and die willingly in defence or theu ſhippe, that 
bp! 11 ; was at the laſt to be conquered: foꝛ with the Queens helpe, and 
the Trebezonians diligence, the two Solduns were conſtrained, ra⸗ 
ther then to fail in the hands ol ſuch fierce warrtours, to leapc into a 
Hinnace, in whoſe ſuccoꝛs many others came, among which, was the 
Galcon wherein he came tom Nyquea, into which they went, ere 
uing foꝛ the lofle of th: other, which was cnc ofthe beſt in all the Flat. 
Ahercot neuer a man ſuxuide, but cuerp one periſhed by the ſwezd, 
aid they that fied that death, leaping into the (ca, {wallowed it in was 
er of cternall ſlecpc. 

This victoꝛie was not is cleareiy wonne, but they loft tenne gailies 
of Lrebizound, which the Pagans ſuncke, who allo kept them com, 
pany with {ome of thetrs, Leauing the congucred vellel well manned, 
and diſplaying on the toppe chercot the armes of Greece, vicoztoufly 
they returned into their owne, and with all ſpeed the Cmperour com⸗ 
maunded the Pilot to hale towards the Tower, where there was moſt 
to do, fo2 the two brave Competitoꝛs being there, would ſufter none 
to come thither without loſſe of like. 

TA haue no reaſon thus long to ſoꝛget the mightte Bembo,Low 
generall of the Pagan armie, who eipying the Orelic Adnurall, ſup 
— that molt of her Pꝛinces were in her, made with his agaunſt 
it. The noyle of the vehement ſhocke was fuch, that it ſæmed no 
Icfic then the incounter of two huge rockes. The Greckes got the belt, 
by reaſon ſhe boꝛe her beake higher, wherewith e bꝛulcd all that ſive, 
Mere do they fight as if they were on maine land, to2 Galiep to Gals 
icy, and ſhip fo chippe, becing grappled togither, the arme muſt onclp 

P2ocere the V1to2C, 

Oh Bembo, who would not wiſh to ſe the buſied in the things thou 
did 1dik neuer excre iſc? Foꝛ firmly fixing thy feete on the ſh chips coc, z with 


{bp ſwoꝛd twirt both bids, executed blowes p Mars wold haue thoght 
umpoſlible, 
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mom dle, hut as in the other, there we re luch knighte, his deeds did 
nothint ame them, netther Don Celindos, no2 his bꝛaue ſiſters, 
We wer? confronted with the haughtie Emperour Trebatio, his 
fone Roſider with the bewtcous Roſamonde „that with victozous 
courage did behaue her ſelfe, giuing no troke but it feide an enemtrs 
into the deep* , that ſeeing they muſt die, had rather doo it by her hands, 
deuduted oz conſumed, either in the water, 02 with fire, She eager⸗ 
ly purſucd Don Celindo , and followed hun mo2e then the Could : 
fo: the Achayan ſœing her ſo neare him, diſcharged a flouriſh on the 
belt helme in both Nauics, At made the blood guch though her mouth, 
and bende her head as lowe as her fairc bꝛeaſt. Shee concetued ſuch 
mo2tall hate againſt him fo? this blowe, that firſt the gencrall Greeks 
warrcs ended, beloze it was cxtinmguiſhed. 
2cuertheleſſc he ſcaped not vnpaide, fc2 fruſting to her Armes, 
although Floraliza gaue her a fierce thzuſt, the loft not her intended 
blowe, which the executed on the Pagans ſhield: which is no defence 
ag und it, fo: the blade is the beſt on all the carth: and thereto2c cleane 
in two it parted his ſhield, in whoſe making, Lupercio had ſhowne 
ſuch ſ kil. It daunted the Sarazen Pꝛince, fo: hez had neuer ſeene his 
Armoꝛ cut, Yet there ſtaied not the furious lwoꝛd, to2 lighting vpon 
one ſide or his Helme, cutting, it deſcended downe to the choulder, 
where it loſt his foꝛce, making him ſlagger backe. And then the would 
haue leapt into her aduerſaries ſhippe, had not then come againſt her, 
th: Opants of his guard, that made her violently retire. Idle were: 
not Father and Sonne, behauing themſelues there like Samplon, 
among the Phyliſtines. 

Andon the other ſide, the two friends, Bramidoro of Cerdenia, 
and the krong Brandatidel , with his flying vnaccuſtomed weapon, 
who ſometimes, with it, at one blow felde three of thoſe defozmed Gps 
ant, On the other fide , was this ſhip likewiſe bw2ded, by the valiant 
Puince of Afliria, fo fiercely , that had not the awd T heban Duke 
bene neare to her, Cee had benc entered: but his comming, with the 
Duke of Med yna*, intercepted their avucrlaries from their purpole 

aſhamed was Bembo to be ſo repilſed, not knowing his aduerſar 5. 

me paide dearly fo2 his anger, fog returning to his place, ye met 

with M1104; Longer, ſemetht 117 careleſſe of him, bc! ing careeguy bulied 
Mani the Opants, 
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With a downright blowe he Froke him. The Pagans armes were 
not of ſuch weakneſſe, as that his blowes ſhonld be recciued without 
warde, ſoꝛ it ſoꝛced him to (et his handes on the hatches ofhis ſhippes. 
and befo22 he roſe 02 were ſuccourcd, the Achavan ſetonded ancther, 
nothing inſerio2 to the ſoꝛmer. There is no Hy rcanmian Tyger that 
may be compared vito the great Cmperonr , ſeing his ſonne ſo vled. 
He claſped his ſwoꝛd ftrongiy twirt his hands,laying the walght ther⸗ 
of vpon his hehne. Neuer til then, did the Sarazen tele ſuch a blewe, 
fo! his {wozp flue out of his handes , and he (et both kners on the hat- 
ches. At his riſing, a pellet of Brandiſidelʒ weapon, did hit hun on the 
bꝛeaſt, and depamng hun of bzeath , made hun recople backe. Well 
bid the two bꝛothers knowe hun, but they could not deny their dutte 
bnto their Senerall: and therekoze togither they requited the Spant 
with luch blowes, that tumbling backwards, he had like to haue fal⸗ 
len: and had they bene able to reach his head, they had felde hun: foz 
fewe armes were like fo theirs, 

TTLity ſuch eager fury did Roſamond ſecke Bembo , that ſhe did 
not reſpcu the others ſtrokes, whom Branlahde!l wel befriended with 
bis terrible ace: foz with it, he ſtroke aſide the two bꝛothers, that 
b:aucly defended their partie: ſo that the w2athfull Ladie paſt along, 
and with both hands gane the @arazen Loucr a mightie blowe, All 
the toppe of his helme with a great pace thereof, the ſtroke away, and 
wounding him a little, ſhe made hun tremble like an Aſpen leafe, Cre 
the Pagan could turne huntelie, putting foꝛth her arme, ſhe gaue hima 
daunacrous thꝛuſt on the bꝛeaſt. His Armoz and pꝛiuie coate it pearſt; 
and yrgaudeo ſaith, his flefh felt the blade, But howſoener hee gaue 
backe veelding from the ſword, a manifeft token that hee feared the 
poynt. So well could not Bramidoto, and Brandatide's blowes defend 
her, but Floraliza founde oppo:tunitie to giue hex one with Cannllas 
{wozd about her helme, with all her ſtrength. Sher greatly felt this 
ſtroke, ſoꝛ it made her turne amazcvly about, 

With another ſull as great, ſceconded Celindo, with Queene lu- 
las cutling blade : it fil on her ſhield, whole inchauntment being far 
auncicnter then that of his (woz2d , it could not cut it, but it liche 
if ſo violently againſt her head, that ſher was verie much aftorny 
ſhod. 

Foz ward ſtept Bramidoro Ling of Cerdena, lo pay what by 
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{amond did owe ( foz the furious Bembo not ſceing him, and merting 
with a S ant in his place with both handes he gaue him lo terrible a 
blow, that he conſtrained him to ſet both knees on the ground. So 
bulieb were father and lonne againſt the Achay an, and another , that 
kc had time to beſtowe another at his helme, it was with ſuch mig h⸗ 
tmeſſe, and diicharged ( as he could not moꝛe Zeſtre that he kelde hum 
all along vppen the hatches , to the aſtoniſhment of euerp one that 
awe the Battle, to emop whole ſight , many left their fights , fo2 of 
fourc to foure, a flercer Combat could not lightly be wiſhed, Readie 
to burſt with rage was Roſicler now, ſeeing the Achayan was onely 
be that diſturbed the entrance of that vellell He cloſed with him, and 
with both hands they either diſcharged vppon the other, ſuch puiſſant 
blow:s, whoſe eccho was heard ouer all the flate, the which, both Nas 
mes hoo could not dꝛowne. 

Cath much courteſie they receiued one another, bowing their 
heades verte lowe. So inraged was the Pagan ſeing his ſhielde in 
pces, and his head wounded, that it made him ſecond an other befoze 
Rolicler was readie. It was like one ot thoſe he vſed to execute, mas 
king him touch the hafches with hands and knas, Me could not adde 
any mo2e, but raiſing his ſwoꝛd, with it he reached Brandafidell (ſur⸗ 
p23ing him vnawares) vppon his armes: Jt was a miracle he did not 
cut them off, pet it inloꝛced him to let go his Mace, dꝛagging it along, 
not able to wylde his armes thzough paine, 

This did Trebatio well note, ending then the diſpatching of a Gy⸗ 
ant to hell. At one ſtcppe he confronted Bembo, whom befoge he could 
lettle humſelle, the Greeke gaue fo ſtrong a blowe, that maugre his 
might, he Croke him away krom him: and {aide to his kriendes, that 
tha purſuing particular Combats , made them loſe the generall bats 
tell, heit enemies ſo much exceeding them in numbers. 

It was as the Cmpcrour laid, fo; inded they had the wozſt,hamng 
euerie vellell ofthcir owne allaulted by ther and foure of ther aducr⸗ 
lan's, and pet the conrage and vallour of the Chꝛiſtians was ſuch, 
that it lagplied the want of men. All had not bene lufticient, had not af 
this time, ſome fine houres be fo2e the ſetting of the Dunne, Caſtward 
appeared at one inſtant, two pꝛoude Flectes, that with a kreche gals 
an towardes the Baltle, not lenung any whit to allault cache 
other.

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at W iro the co aſt of Nique 4, Was 1 o doſcri 2D a number or bar kes with 
* ſouidters.\Both MNauies ſeared, not knowing to which they would in⸗ 


cine, ſoꝛ that ũde was furc of vidouie, whole part they toke . At once 
they both appꝛoached, pet ui different manner: {02 that which coaſted 
111022 als; ate land, came altogither in one ſquadꝛon, diſchar ging their 
oediiaace. The other kept with the winde on the ſcas, and in loꝛme 
of an Arch. wih their grealeſt vellelles in the niuddeft , lingring no- 
thing bchinde, Whoſe arruung, and what they were,delcrues a new 
Chapter. 


CHAP. XXII. 


How in the Greekes ayde there arriued the mightie Arnis, 
and the King of Thar . With & acridoro, K ing of Antioch, Pol. 
lidolpho, and the Petſian Prince. 


—— . Here is no content that might bee equalled to mine 
Kees durſt but imagine you 
has with (ante pleaſure ouerpaſt the begmmng of 
I this Nauall conflict: the Which kauour were (olp 
ſufficient to adde thereto ſuch an ende, as euerp 
woꝛthy accent therein hapned did deſerue. Foz that 
Flate which coalted moꝛe along the ſhoze, entered among the Pagans 
lide, that fo2 all they were to many, were not able to fozbidif, no2 to 
b2eake their o2der, 
This was the famous Abſtruſios Nauie then who vpon the ſeas was 
neuer any moꝛe ſkilłuller) and bunging with him, ſo many men a well 
furmſhed vellelles , with an mit number of bꝛaue nights, ads 
aancing aloft the Greeke armes, hee paſſed thꝛough his enemies with 
winde-blowne ſaples, and oares, in moſthoꝛrible manner: crying 
CGrecia,and his countrep. He kept ſuch god ozder, that ere he ioſt if, 
he made moztall deſtruaion on his enemies, fo2 his ſmaller barkes cn- 
fring, where greater could dot, did nought but caſt wilde are, melted 
pitch, and (calving Leade, which was pꝛeſent drath to thoſe that oncly 
delended themſelues with the ſwoꝛd. Armed like Parthians, were Ab- 
truſios followers with bowes and arrowes, wherewith befo2e they 
{cl to 63ndp blowes, they bereft a number numberlelle, ok liues. 1 
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hich hoꝛroꝛ of ſhafts being paſt , it was ; admirable to l& with what + 
bꝛauerie they betwke themſelues fo their Weapons, Thep were all ex⸗ 
pert and exerciſed in warre, becauſe they ltucdin it continually, againſt 
thepꝛ neigbouring Jlanders. Wheretfoze the Sea began a newe to 
flo ate with dead trunckes ol men, with ſuch hozrible outekies of the 
wounded, becaule they could not befoze death reuenge themlelues, 
that there is no heart ſo ſtony aud remozceleſle, but would haue bene 
moued to pittie. 

Sy lla that wiſhed fo ſee riuers of purple goare, had Here bene ſa⸗ 
ti{ficd with ſight of ſeas of blod, The mightie generall Abſtruſio did 
ſet himſelfe vpon the hatches ol his galeon, doing what Mars durſt not 
imagine; on either hand, Lyſart did accompany him, with his ſonne 
Floriſatt, deſiring to make manifeſt their affection to the Crete, The 
Gyants that were appointed to guarde the fayꝛe Serynda, were cyzed 
like tall high maſtes, clad all in ſteele, with ron Mates in ther hands. 
Abetter defended veſſel was not in all that Fleete: fo2 not dꝛcading as 
ny thiag,tt went fozwards linking all it met. The furious Bembohas 
uing {ene the mercilefſe deſtruction of his men and Gallies, had 
. > EE IS SS occult Ccugan, tow. 
ſuccour where it moſt needed. Me was firaight Spies by 4A bliulo, 
that paeſently ſent thoſe that followed him to bod her, icauing wap lo; 
hig encounter, The beake of whoſe Galleon was all of Iron, faſtenes 
euen downe to her keele, which made hun pꝛeſume on moze then was 
lawfull on the ſeas. So ſeeing how well his Gallies had aſſailed his 
adicrſartes, not omitting his intent, Abſtruſio entered with his, run⸗ 
ning with luch foꝛce againſt the ſide of his aduerſaries that he ſplit her 
cleanc in two, and had almoſt endangered hunſclfe ; fo2 truſting to his 
ſtrength, he would haue leaped into her when (hee began to ſinke, and 
thop within her, cryed out fo2 boates to ſaue theinſelues. Oh Bemboy 
gere diddeſt thou ſhew thy ſclfe to be whom thou art: fo2 leaping into 
a mali Barge, he oppoſed himſelfe againſt Abſtruſio, as if he were in 
a god a Galleon as his. The Pagan laughed at his lolly, and noting 
him moze narrowlp, by his colours he knew hun to be his enemies Ge- 
nerall. 

It aladded him, thinking to haue taken him pꝛiſoner. But the 
haughtie Louer that bad his lite reſerued to endure greater troubles, 
made his valour there knowne to the vitermoſt, and how in devs of 
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armes he would be ſecond vnto none: fo2 though he was beſet on all 
parts, he fo veſlirred himſelfe, that neither his aduerſe Generall, no; 
Lyſarte, with his ſonnes power, could enfozce hun from his ſtanding, 
Pes ſentip was he ſuccoured and taken into Lindauros Adnurall, byed 
in blod and ſo inraged, that he would ſpeake to none, noz any durſt 
loke on hun. To be in ſuch vnaccultomed bꝛunts amazed hun, and 
moꝛe, not able to learne, noꝛ geſſe whom his aduerſary was, that ma⸗ 
king ſuch deſtrudion of his, had ſuccoured the Greekes, From this 
imagination was he pat, hearing the entry ol the other Fleete nothing 
inferioz to the firſt. 

Diuers were the vopces heard, ſoꝛ ſome crped, Babylon and Per- 
ſia, ſome Antioche, others Croatia; and all at once, Grecia, and then 
let fl'g ſuch vollepes ot᷑ ſhactes, that no leſſe ghauocke they made, then 
Abttruſo. TUheole arrimall viterly vanquiſhed that wing of the Pa⸗ 
ams: And Sacridoros Adimrall where Oriſtoldo was, paſt cloſe by 
the Tower, which none elle had done. It aſtonied both Father and 
Sonne, to loke vpon the two Competitoꝛs, Bramarant and Brutal» 
doro, who with their ponderous blades ſuffered none to appꝛaach the 
Arches: to do the like arriued Bembo, making himſelfe ſtrong bes 
twerne the Pullers that ſuſtained the Tower, where he animated him. 
ſeife with gazing on the Ladie he moſt fiffected, that opening the Cale⸗ 
ments, then knowing none ofthem, had ſet her trite to behold the bats 
tell. 

She appeared like the Sunne of Pape in all his gloꝛie, chaling awag 
the duſ hie Clouds from about him, that would obſcure his bꝛightnclle. 
There was none in all the Fletes but turned their eyes to gaze en 
her bewfte, Many knew her, whereof one was Oriſtol do, who thus 
ſaid to his Father. This is the leaſon wherein we mutt p2ocure to li⸗ 
berate pon Ladies thence,” Foꝛ ths fayꝛeſt of them is Lynana, whoſe 
carrying from Ny quea, toſt our friend Roſabel and me ſo much blod, 

and moꝛe lauoꝛ. And beleene me not dꝛead Lozd and Father) if theſe 
knights haue not yurpoſcly take ther ſtandings there, that none might 
pꝛoue the aſcending to the Tower. 

As they were thus talking, they delcried two knights of rare diſpa⸗ 
ſilion, comming in leueral Barkes. The one was pꝛeſently knowne to 
be Don Eleno of Dacia, whome ( being departed from Poliidolpho) 
Nabato had guided thither. Or his helpe there was no need : foꝛ the 
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Pag ans had then the woꝛſt: yet he enfreb as he was accuſlomed, £6 
uering the trothy waues with dead carkaſſes, He allaulted no particus 
lar knights, but the flerce Opants, Quickly was Roſamond aducr⸗ 
tiſed of his comming: whereat the ſtraight conmarinved her Kopail- 
Galley to walt her, where he was, the met him. Ver Armoꝛ was well 
knowne of euery one, and fo her beiourd Dacian alſo knew her, He 
leapt into her Galicy,timbzacing one another withintyze loue. It was 
no time foꝛ long dilcouries, ſo hauing kit the Empero2s handes , the 
two Louers began to pertozme ſuch derds as were incredible, but not 
to thoſe that fo their colt beheld them. 

The other knight clad all in Roſe colour Armour, none as then 
knew : but app2oaching neare the Tower, and viewing his Lady, he 
concetued luch content, that he luſpended his fight, til he had well no⸗ 
ted tho polleſſoꝛ of his heart. Ye became ſo fierte with that ſole light, as 
he iudged nothing, the ſlubduung of both Armies. Caſting his ſhield be⸗ 
hind him, and taking Hectors ſwoꝛd twirt both hands, at fewe blawes 
he was known to be Roſabe l, to the exceding content of all his friends. 
In this inchaunted Boate, he flung to the Arches ofthe Tower, but he 
found them ſo Wel defenced, that neither his kriend Ariltoldos helpe, 
no2 his owne ſtrength, could make his way to them: Foꝛ the th2e fas 
mous warrio2s being in a rancke, with ſuch bꝛauerp behaucd thems 
ſelues, that euery one iudged the appꝛoching to the Pillers impollible. 
With Brauorant cloſed Lyrianas Louer, croſling his [wo2b on high: 
nunbler he was then Scythian, and ſo with all his ſtrength beſoꝛe he 
could warde it, he diſcharged a furious blow on his helmet, the which 
had it not bene ok ſuch foꝛce, euen with his head it had bene cleft, yet he 
fozſt him two ſteppes backe. Into his Barke he would haue leapt: 
but the Pagan inured to ſuch blowes, although it much greeued him) 
— and with a thꝛuſt dzouc him backe againe, as falt as he came 
Ward. 

Fewe blowes like vnto theſe had the Bꝛitaine felt, but ſeeing the 
Ladies loked on him, and alſo his Father, and Graundſper, that were 
come thither, returned vnto his place, where he began one of the fears 
celt Tombats of all that day. Foz againſt the other Barke wherein 
Bembo was, came Don Eleno.no leſſe furious then Mars : and Bru- 
taldoro was confronted by the Einperoꝛ Alphebo. He  firlt executed 
his blow, was haſty Dacian: ſo cloſe grapled were þ barks, they could 
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flaht as ſure as on land, ind therefoꝛe Roſamonds belonev, with Bru. 
tus ſwoꝛd, flouriſhed it twiſe alofr, Nell percetued Bembo his intent, 
wherefoze lraming his Helme bare, cane him aſtrong thꝛuſt on his a⸗ 
mourous bꝛeaſt: the Which taliing hum as he ſtifly (od , and with hie 
münde another where, it was a great channce he ouerthzew him not, 
hut made him ſtagger into his Barke. After hun would the Pagan 
ape, but as ſwift as a Leopard returned the Loner, and ere he could 
do it, with both hands he diſcharges his lwozd, in lucy manner on his 
helme, that he thought he ſawe moꝛe ſtarres then the heauens contai⸗ 
ned; and boꝛe ſo heauily on the one ſide, as he ſet his let knee vppon 
he groimd. Another ſeconded the Dacian alittle lower, deſcending 
doſone the ſhoulder: a better blowe was not giuen in all the Battle, 
fo it cut away all his Nanbꝛace, with his leenc of Male, and lome⸗ 
what wounded him. The Pagan trembled at the biowe, and knows 
ing that was he which ouerthꝛew him in Grecia, he animated huns 
ſelfe, fo: he was greatly vexed to ſo his croſſe foꝛtune, and beganne to 
ſhewe, he was no leſſe then Bembo, Paince of Achaya. The Empe⸗ 
rour Alphebo that knewe his enemp, warlly alſayled him, although 
he qtuickly bꝛoke off oꝛder, foꝛ the Moꝛe remen bung hum, will not 
vſe krickes of defence, but giue and rec iue without pitie. So at once 
hey latd on their helmes. Both kift the ground {the Emperour with 
one hand, bur the Maunranian With both, and both knees, The Orccke 
ſeconded another, bearing his (wo2d outwards: which cffcr he had 
ſcarce made, when turning his hand, with all his ſtrength he thꝛuſt at 
his bꝛeaſt: thence the poynt glaunced to indaunger the Poze, moe: 
fo2 if he had not peelded to the thꝛuſt, cleane thꝛough he had bim thꝛuſt, 
fo: happening twirt the buckles, it ranne to the other fide, None ſaws 
the blowe, but iudged either the Pw e to be dtad, oz deadly weim⸗ 
ded, 
ho hauing eſcaped that great daunger , became moze ku⸗ 
nous then fire ſmothered within a Ballelilke, charged with pew- 
Ard recouering his fozmer place, caſling his Shield at his 
— beganne fo with blowes to weary the Lozde of T'rebizond; 
that almoſt hee could not fetch his bzeath: pet not in ſuch ſoꝛzt, but he 
olten aſfonſhedthe Poze, and made him to feele his lreugth and 
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All this while was not Trebatios Nephew pdle,with Brauorant, the 
flower of Paganiſme, foꝛ their fight is woꝛthie the ſight of the tewꝛed 
Ladies, At was moze dangerous fo2 the Poꝛe, becaule the Loucr ſup⸗ 
poſcd his Ladie had knowne him. He neuer thewed himiclfe moꝛe lkil⸗ 
fuller no2 flercer. Many particular battcls were left, onelp to beholde 
that ofthe ſir, Both are well armed and ſure from beeing weunded, 
which made them feareleſſe abide one anothers ſtrokes. Like a chafed 
Boꝛe fomed the Scythian, ſeeing lo many aduerſarics to reſiſt him, 
an moꝛe they that could hazard his battel, as he that then was befoze 
him, who refuſing no laboꝛ, entred and retired at his pleaſure, Nuns 
ble and active was the Pagan, and ſo helping himſelfe therewith, Les 
foe the Bꝛittaine youth could turne about, he executed a blowe vpon 
the rich helme which Eutronifa gaue him, whole fine temper ſaue d his 
life fo2 elle it had diuided him in two: yet it made him ſet his hands to 
the ground: ere hes role, the Pagan diſcharged againc a ficurith on 
him, nothing inkerioz to the other. It was ſomewhat beſides his head, 
and not able to make impzeſſion, it glanced away without moꝛe harm, 
although it had done pnough fo inrage him. With moze turie iſſues 
not the Tyger from his denne to ſ&ke his p2ay, then he returned vpon 
the Scythian with He ctors ſwoꝛd, ſtrongly claſped in both hands, As 
boue foure loft the vermillion of their faces, ſeeing the feareful blow des 
ſcend, whole noyſe was heard cner all the armies ; his helme ſounded 
like a bell, and he vopded much blod through his mouth and neſtrels: 
and ſtaggerd vp and downe, not knowing where he was, Uith ſuch 
another hee helped him, which io2ced hum in amazement, to let his 
hands and knees on the hatches of bis barke, wherein be would haue 
leapt, if the two bꝛothers, Don Celindo and Flora za, had not there 
arriued. 

At onee they both eager iy diſcharged two blowes on him, that hee 
was conſtrained to bow lower then he would Quicke and bolde was 
the Ladie, ſo would ſhe haue wonne the entrance of his ve ſlell, but ſhes 
had like to on-rth2owne her ſelke: fo2 the Emperoꝛs Admirail being 
neare thereto, and the haughtie Roficler knowing his bꝛaue ſenne, 
and ſeeing him ſo il vſed, ike an Eagle leapt into his boate, faping, 
Courage bꝛaue Pꝛince, fo2 your father is with pou.

ter incurre, fighting vuth Rolabeil, with whom no Lyon may bee 
compared, Againe befo2e the Ladie recoucred her (cle, hee gaue her 
another that had almoſt felled her. Neuer was ſhe in ſuch perill: but he 
that loued her as his ſonle, Don Clariſell, that long had ſought her) 

came thither in ſuch god time, as it was Woꝛth no leſſe then her life to 
her: Who ſeeing his Ladie ſo handled, let fie a cruell thzuſt at hun, A- 
gataſt him that had ſtroke him, turned the Bzittaine youth, gluing 
the Ladie leaue to riſe and bꝛeathe. 

Thither alſo arriued the furious foꝛſaken Lindauro, with many 
mightie Gpants of his guard, and ſeeing the cruell fight, and knowing 
the Ladie whom they ali tendered) hee went againſt Roſicler, that 
hand fo hand warred with Celindo: he entred betweene them, parting 
both Barkes, whereby the bzother and ſiſter turned both vpon Rola- 
bel.

Caſily he might 
haue luncke them, with the aduantage ok his being the ſtrongeſt + beſt » 
in all the Fleetes, but pet he would not, laue enter them with his pers 
fon, By his manner of fight he knew his friend, wherevpon he com⸗ 
mitted his Galleon to the ſtout Lyſarte, that ſhewed humlelfe that day 
to be a god Warriour. 

The Greeke Louer wanted now no kriends, koz on the other (ide 
tame the haughtie Oriſtol do, all coucred with Pagans blod, Abſtru- 
tio firſt arriued, whom tuerp one feared, ſing him fo ſterne and 
mightie: from his owne to Roſabe]s ſhippe he leapt, pzonouncig his 
pꝛoper name. Jt much contented him to haue ſuch a friend by his ſide. 
Little could Alicandros Nephewes winne at their hands: fo: the Pas 
gan merits not tompariſon with leffe then with Brauorant, and if he 
haue any aduantage oucr hun, it is moꝛe then is knowne. In his al⸗ 
ſault he ſtroke Don Celindo on the helme: had he done it with aduiſe, 
it had beene the laſt, with the lateſt moment of his life: neuertheleſſe 
being beſides his head, it kalleth him headlong downe. He claſped — 
twirt his armes, thinking eyther to kill oz impꝛiſon him. Cither 
mought haue done, 4fthe gallant Don Argante had not lept — 
from hes vellell. 

Ok haughtie courage was the youth, ſo vpon the Pagans barke hs 
diſcharged a fierce blowe, which made him leaue Pon Celindo, and 
turne vpon him, Againft them both would the Pagan defend himſcif, 
to his honour, had he place to wilde about his ſtrong armes: but there 
was ſuch little rame, as they were all heaped togither one vppon ano⸗ 
ther. Net Rolabell bzauely keeping his ſtanding, x knowe not with 
whom J may compare him, vnlcſſe it be with him whom Foꝛtune ex⸗ 
ated abone all knights: who, while matters thus pat to Octerntze the 
Orckes tame, appeared in ſight ol voth armies, like the Gov of warre 
humſelke, whole arriuall deſcructh karre moze then another Chapter.

Claramanr to beholde the Pagans diſpoſition, and with what lurie ha 
doetended his arch, Mith thouſands of dead bodies hee had ſtrewed the 
Valk ſea, hamng thitherto with honoz augmented his kane: but the 
line Soddelle intending altogither to kauoz the Grecians, conduded 
tyither the ununcible Qlaramant all died with yarazens bla, 
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Ehe Mode then ended the felling of the gallant Perſian on his Barke, 
to pœꝛe Laiſſas extream grief that beheld it; who quickly ſaw him pay 
fo2 if dearly, Foz as the Barke pall all the-Chxiftian veſſcls, made the 
warriour wap, lomewhat he might reuenge them fo2 their \uſkained 
difaraces, and others (that waighed not their honours) becauſe they 
woulo not meddle with him. any left their fights, hearing that the 
night ofthe Lyons tombatted with him that kept the arches of the 
Lower, With freſh courage entred the famous combattants, Molt 
nunble was the Hoe, and knowing his enemies valo2,ivith what ads 
uantage he had with his axe, he purpoſed to pzoced wwarily in this bats 
tel, and helpe himſelfe with that derteritic the heauens had lent Himnz, 
Do with his ſhield on his arme, and his [Wozd popnting outwarbes, 
ſtaped ſoꝛ him. 

The venturous youth did not reipec noꝛ care to ward his aduerſa⸗ 
ties blows, ſaue onely bꝛandiſtzed his axe about, letting it fall where if 
would, but Brutfaldoro was no kuight to bee afſauitcd fo openly and 
carclelp, fo letting the axe flie ouer his head, he ſet his knees on the 
ground, and in that manner he gaue the Pꝛince lo mightie a biowe on 
his left ſide, Dad not his armoꝛ beene ſo ſure, in two hee had been diui⸗ 
ded, pet it made him ſtagger as if hee would haue fallen on that fide, 
£915 was the firft and greateſt blowe that Claramant receined, With 
mo:e aduiſe he turned, and boing well fctled, whilded aloft his are, 
All his trickes no2 agilitic auayled the great NIlauritaman king, fo2 fals 
ling on the edge of his ſhicld, all it reached was cut away, lettuig the 
cruel blow light on the Pagans temples, Neither arme2 no2 inchant⸗ 
ment can reſiſt the furious axe, toꝛ in fight of the greateſt Pꝛinces and 
beſt knights of the woꝛld, the mightie K. of Mauricania with a daun⸗ 
gerous wound was felled all along vppon the hatches of his barke, 
Highly was the knight of the Lyons extolde by all the beholders, foz 
they that knew Brataldoro, and at one blowe ſaw him on the around, 
tould not unagine whom his aduerſarie might be, With mightie kurie 
dio barke paſte ſoꝛward as far as Bembo, at ſuch time as the pꝛoud 
Hoe roſe m amaze, ⁊ fimging to his enemie, in his place he encoun⸗ 
ad the haughtie Claridiano, repꝛeſenting the ſterne God ol battelles 
on the ſeas, Betwirt them both they began one ofthe fiercelt combats 
of that day; fo2 tbe Pagan rozes and blaſphemes agaiiilt heauen, when 
Viking to be reuenged, he met who he imagined not, being ſo bꝛaue⸗ 
ly tu his colt rc liſted by Claridiano, that many times he was ffroke 
Wiceletle, Bb 2. any 
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Manp gazcd on cheir fight, iudging han and his companions of the 
Lyons. the Sowecr of both armies. Quickly did the furious Clara. 
mant, attract all the ſpectatoꝛs eyes after him, who then had like tg 
haue incurred much danger, foꝛ bearing his arme on Brauorant, the 
valiant Bembo Rept! vnder his armes, and in his paſſage gaue him a 
daungerous thꝛuſt. There ſtaped che Barke, and ere the Greek could 
turne about his are Achay an Was iopned fo Claramant. The Pagan 
greatly fcaring the Greekes weapons, went as neare him as he could, 
and tore _ at his {wo2d, Tinh n — amaze hee made him gue 
b icke, cite 92 hade all Y B22UNer it, Claridiano did bp chance perceiue 
it, whercat with one lte phe was 2 Neuer did two knights 
better apde one: moth kr age WHT, At his armes he let flic a 
migdtie bio „u mad $ him ko this hold of the {wozd, and retire 
theer U pes. pod thereto pithanenad ons thauſt. And hauing per⸗ 
foꝛmned his ſuccog, „ he retnmmed very gauicke vnlo his fuſt place, Joꝛ 
the Allpeian ant Don A gane Were come thither, to both whom hee 
made knotone che valoꝛ of big perion. Poze abathed then map be er⸗ 
pꝛeſled. Claraman tt retired a 142 backe (ſceing what had happened him 
with Bembo) to ketch about his are, which he did with ſuch lurie, that 
if cauſed chil colde ſcare in the hearts ofthe furtheſt remus d, but not 
in the vallant Achayan, that nothing at all daunted, entred within him 
as he raiſed his weapon, and with his vtmott firenath he ſtroke hm 
on bis thighcs, 

A moꝛe troubleſome blowe hav not the Greek receiued, fo2 the paint 
thcreofmade him ioſe his. Weherevypon he would haue cloſed with 
ham: but the mighue Bembo firikmg his are cutwardes with his 
woꝛd, and befoꝛe hee conld defend hunſelfe, hee ducharged it on his 
helme. He made hun let one knee on the ground, and lee the leaſt ſtars 
in the firmament at bꝛoad dap. Ere he — riſe, he ſtroke him againe 
onthe ! — with no lefic llercencſle. But ali this can not auaple 
hum, to ſhunne what the cruel Hill refle of inconſlant times had des 
creede againſt him. 

#02 the Greeke being well recouered, and _ getting on his 
fœte, with extreameſt furie of inraged wzath, with his re moꝛce lei 
axe, he met the A chayans head. It cut away all thetoppe, and a greet 
perce on the ide, and had killed him outright, ſeriking ſomthing lower? 
pet ina trance he felled him downe, 
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And ſo bꝛauely paſſed fozth vnto the third Arche,defended by the foly- 
er of Chiualrie. There was neither kriend no2 foe but admiredy knight · 

pf the Lyons fo2tifine, So well was he backed by his Coen, that his 
pꝛaples with bis UAuckles merits, were ſung in an equal kep. Foz theres 
was no knight lo hardie that durſt but imagine to interrupt their pal⸗ 
lage, ſceing their i gym .Uithin reach one of an other, appꝛoached 
the two warriers. Cytyer by the ſole viewe cſteemed his aduerlarp. 
Pandiſhing e his heame blade, the Gran Campeons Nephew, pꝛepa⸗ 
red himle (elf (02 his delence, with {ach alpect, that A know not he would 
not feare him. 

8 % manner of fight would Claramant haue deuiſed againit 
him, conſidering his wel knit finewes,and trong compoled members. 
Dhere he! epente d that little pauſe, iudging it cowardice lo make that 
(mail Fay, TTlith his are on his ſhoulder and his left fote fo: ward, he 
went againũt his enemie, that with his woꝛd in both hands expected 
him in the fam? manner. à moꝛc fearcfull ſpectacle was neuer ſcene:fos 
maſt of the ſpectatoꝛs bꝛeading their ſight cloſed their eyes. Do Clara- 
maut m Me as ir he would execute his blowe , but in the middeſt ok his 
conric he ſtayed his weapon, to take him vnawares, as he fetched it a⸗ 
bout agame. Careleſſe was not the Scythian, but rather none like him, 
did with moꝛe warineſle lay holde of aduantage in the pꝛocelle of his 
battels. And ſo perceiuing his aduerſaries intent, he cioſed with him lo 
quickiy,that when he would haue stroke him, the Pagan had executed 
his blowe. 

There is no kniaht hob3 valiant ſoeuer „ that hauing receiwed 
ſuch a one, durſt haue expected an other: foz this loꝛced the Dante ct backs 
Wards within his barke, and dꝛagged his axe after bun, A thouland 
tunes would the Pagan haue leaped after him, which he left, becaule he 
would not foziake his Arch. A bꝛauer bl owe in all that warre was not 
Nuen, noꝛ neuer did Claramant recciue a bigger, fo2 it made the vied 
guch from his noſe and noſtreis. Do karre had the Bagan run within 
jun, that he could not ſer ite him with his are, but rather Bramarants 
fierce ſonne ſeconded it moſt mightily. Neuer did Trebatios haughtie 
lonne do, what at this inſtant, which was by Ccppin ng aũide, to ſhun his 
Wuerſaries ſtroke. And as he wiched it. fo he e lawe the ſtoute Dagan 
follow the furious watgHt of his blade. TUherat the Erccke ſettled him⸗ 
ſelſe on his left fte, and cruching one toth with an other, with the vt⸗ 
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moſt of his ffreyath , he diſcharged his rage on his Helme. From it 
bormded the Are, elle it had battered al his head: neuerthclefle the 

{owe fo aſtonicht him, that not knowing what he did, he ſtaggard as 
he would fall. 

Ahereupon Claramant b2aucly leapt after him into his Barke⸗ 
the like dis Claridiano, and either ſuppoſing the other would not ſtrike 
him, they both at once executed two molt purfſant blowes. Altogither 
wichout feeling, they lelled hum. Little honour got the kinſmen by the 
bed, fo2 being two, and of ſuch note, it was rather the Pagans gloue 
to ve vanquiſhed at their hands, Scarce was the blowe diſcharged, 
when the Tower was all couered with a blacke thicke myſt, and with 
the ſame, with ſuch hoꝛroꝛ was a larum ſounded , as in p beginning of 
the conflit. With thundzing and kghtumngs,ſhakes and hideous fears 
full cries, and terrible claimours , were both Armies affrighted : the 
cauſe was, that Lupercio ſeeing how his hopes were by Foꝛtune crolt, 
pꝛotured to obtaine by his Arte, what with ſo many thouland mien bs 
could not get. 

But Nabato the Grerke friend, that had moꝛe ſkil then he, with 
Nygromanticke ſpelles and Comiurations, diſſolued the others exo; 
cilmes, and ſo cleared the Tower as befoze, From whoſe higheſt top 
Was a Ladder let downe, by which two knights might well get vp at 
once. Slow to dw it was not the valiant Greke, caſting his ars vpon 
his ſhoulder, at ſuch time as the ſtrong Pagan roſe from the ground. 
There is no Lyon miſling his pꝛaie, moꝛe fiercer then he, foz roaring 
like a hayted Bull ſwing him with the are aſcend , he would haue tov 
lowed him: but Claridiano pꝛeuented it, confronting hun, arme as 
gainſt arme, and ſwoꝛd againkt lwoꝛd, and with a bꝛaue theull in 
fozit hun backe. 

Well did Branorant expꝛeſſe his wꝛath by diſcharging His blade 
with both hands on the others rich helme, the fineffe of whole temper, 
laued his life: pet it dis not kœpe him from touching the graunde 
With his knees, vopding blood from his byſoz, Thither rowed amame 
in their Bares, came with inraged fury , the two luſtie warriours, 
Bembo, att Brufaldoro, by whoſe comming, Claridiano had incur- 
reb much daunger, ifthey had entered: bnt the gallant Roſabel, that 
with Don Celindo and Floralizacombatted, hauing app2oched lo be⸗ 
cy neare to Brauorants barkche leapt into it, when Bexgbo arrived to 
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dw H. The Bꝛyptaine hindꝛed him from it, dꝛiuing hun away with x 
be 1113 h2autt, not onely making him loſe his intent, but hopes of euer. 
getting his deſires: Jroz the magnammious Dacian ruſhing as 
mongthem nterrupted Brufaldoro from ayding the Scythian. And fg 
6117 with others beguming a fierce battell, the ſecond * ars Claramant 
had ume to aſcend vo the ladder, not without much paine,to2 vnſerne of 
him by whom he was ſtroke, he felt himſelfe moztally wounded. Tinto 
the top of the Tower he arriued , with moze courage then Hector as 
m3: the Myrmecons,where he was oppeſed by two delozmed Oi⸗ 
ants with heauie Maces. But as Fortune: had vowed fo fanour him, 

ute ghtinng he put himicife anong them, with the bel weapon the 
woo contained. In midveſt of the Gallery he ſtretched him at length, 

which being bꝛoade mough, oh who were able diſtmaip to dylate the 

wonders he perfozmed, ſwaying about his are ;fo2 the Gyants oneip 

arc there to fight , from whence thep dꝛaw frenath foz their defence, 

and courage from their wounds: the which maketh our knight take 

the condition 97 a Lpon, allapling and retyzina, like an Cagle in lwift⸗ 

nelle: but the moꝛe hee toples, the moꝛe doth it augment io;ce in his ads 

uerſaries, fo: their inch mment lies in tumbling downe the way Clara- 
mant aſcended. Long endured not this {irife ; foz the Pnce teaming to 
lere them, gau a litle haeke, wherat they eagerly followed hum, which 
he Well noting, ſet on hun that came kozemoſt, and meeting him right as 
gamit the lado er, he turned about his are, with ſuch lurp, that With it he 

feld the Giant oucr,who was neuer maze ſcene. The Greeke was of 

zegnant and ſharp onderſtanding, lo he ſtraight pereeitiing the cauſe, 
which made him auoiding a blow ofthe ſaruiuer, cloſe with him, & ſud⸗ 
denly hopſtung him aloft , tumvied him the lame way his companion 

went. If all the frame ofheauen and earth had kell, it could not haus 
tauled moꝛe feare, then what lurpꝛyſed the Hearts or aucry one by the 
Oyants death, So weart2 remainod Claramant, that to 2afe himſelce, 
he raiſed his Beauer, to b3cath2 a while, and fo he lo herd cut at a wins 

dow on the battle, reiopcing to fre fo many of his enemies velkels to 
burne with fire, Long ſtod he not ſo, becauſe th err to in com⸗ 

puis of the Ladpes, ill vd out of an other tarze Gail erp, The Oreeke 

hd got till then ünce his enchantment ſrenc ay woman, which made 

hier qdmire thele fayzes , iudging none unghe equall the cheeleſt of 
them,

Do fo: this time ceaſing, 7 commit vnto pour victozions hands, 
Ly rian? the faire vancee of Nyquea,efponfed vnto the valiant Greek 
Ince Roſabe! th: at belowe expected her, bzaucly backing you with 
P2ur deare friend. Hauing thus ſaid, he vaintſhed,4 Claramant taking 
ihe Lady by thehand,farrer then the ſun, he ledde her dowr:e the ſteps, 
af tho noiſe ol ſuch ſweete muſicke, that it much delighted both icetes, 
Thither repaired melt ok the vallanteſt Pagans,unagintngthe aduen⸗ 
fire ended. Oh Bembo, it touches the moꝛe the anp, x ſo moꝛe then hu⸗ 
mane derds doeſt thou perkoꝛm, pet all auaile no t againſt thy contran- 
ous kates: foꝛ the Oreke Emperoꝛ ſeeing the aduentures end, cõman⸗ 
ed certaine Gyants to rowe hun there, with moe furte to bꝛeake 
chꝛough his enemies: with whom went moſt ef the warlike Knights: 
He that beſt delerued in that exigent,viſcharging the hopes ot him cx» 
pected, was the bꝛaue Tartarian Zoplo, being high treaſurer of all the 
fete, who deſirous to ſhew how much he was indebfed to Roſabell, 
choſe out eight of the beſt furniſhed Gallies, both ot ſayle and muntti⸗ 
on, and with them in a rancke, he ſet bimſelfe along the Arches, that 
Wap to hinder his aduerſaries appꝛoach, although all their fleefc made 
thitgerwards: and [010 vning with Oriſto!do o, and his valtant father in 
his hip, with Abſtruſios barke, Which was the rongeſt on all the (ca, 
they bzanciy reſiſted the Magens furie, that then ſeemed rauenous. No⸗ 
thing helped thein, foꝛ then Claramant deſcended with his Beaner clo⸗ 
ſed, becauſe he would not be knowne by any, UWith a loude voice he de⸗ 
manded [02 Roſabell. 
Farre {ron him was not the glad youth, moſt iopkull (&ing his 
A dy 
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Lady ſure from his enemies. She was deliuered to hum with theſe 
words. 
do ſo much deſire your content (moſt valiant Pꝛince, that fo 
pꝛocure it, I haue indeuoured to dw thus much: and ſo in ſigne that J 
will euer be pour friend While like indures, IJ pꝛeſent you with the 
ſpoiles, onely duc to your va'lour,Whereto the Pꝛince replied,)52atic 
knight , 4 de not ſo much eſteme the god you haue done me by libe⸗ 
rating my eſpowie, although my life depended thereon, as the genero- 
ſitic and magnanumitie wherewith you do it, which is lo great, that 3 
cannot requite, ſaue by perpetually acknowledging the debt you haue 
bound vs all in, and referre the ſatilfacion to your owne merits, from 
whence this memoꝛable aa pꝛoceds. The great hurleburip bꝛake off 
their farther ſpeeches , whereat he returned, foz the other Ladies and 
Rolabel with his in his armes, was conducted to the Choiſttans zm⸗ 
periall Admirall, where the Greeke Emperour receiued them with the 
greateſt top in the woꝛlde. Pzeſcntly was vinoze pꝛoclaimed foꝛ the 
Orcekes: who being aſſured thereof, fought fiercer then at firſt, 
The ſunne with his ablence parted that moꝛe then wondzous Battle: 
and ſo the Pagans fearing their vtter oucrthzow , ſounded retrait, leas 
ling the third part ol their veſſelles ſwallowed by the ſea, with infinit 
number ct nights and Opants, They entred into counſell to ſe what 
befitted them. Uovces were giuen altogither to ende the battle: but in 
the end they relolued the contrary, becauſe their aduerſaries held Foꝛ⸗ 
func by the hand, and thereuppon withdꝛew towards Ny quea, from 
whence with freth ſupplies and new hoſtes, to turne vpon Grecia they 
reſolued. Some comkoꝛt was this to thoſe that were like to burſt with 
fury, 
Bemo would not be cured, til the Souldan himſelfe intreated 
him, Do madde was Brauorant, that none durſt loke him on the fate. 
The wiſc man, conſolated and animated them, ſaying he did finde by 
his Art, that ik there do not come moꝛe ſupplies to Grecia, they ſheuld 
furcly conquere it: foꝛ their partie would be far augmented, by the vni⸗ 
ting of many moꝛe Pꝛinces much wꝛonged by the Grekes. Tlith 
this they were appeaſed, although deſtitute of conſolation, Nothing 
o were the Greekes, that all the night ſpent in icy and pleaſure, not 
miſling their loſt men, though they were very many.

{ilora made her ſelfe knowne, The Emperour tanke her in his armes 
laping. In faith, beleeue me faire Qucene , our victoꝛie hath bene ta 
im all, ünce pꝛocured by ſuch hands. Roſamonde reiopced in her hart 
with hor comming, fo2 they infterly loued. Then the Emperoz lent 
fo: Venus, and Layila, who bꝛought with them their two litle daugh⸗ 
ters, Whole bewtfie euer one admpꝛed. There allo the graund Tre. 
batio greatip thanked Pollidolpho (02 his god aide. And cucry one 
in generall, were buſted in the entertainment of ſo woꝛthie a ſuc⸗ 
cello. 
Though all the Fleete, the Emperour commaunded the two 
knights to be fought to2, that had ended the aduenture: but not 
findung them, he was avuertiſed how thep departed in the greateſt 
haſte poſſible. After them had the Emperoꝛ ſent, but that Nabato ſtai⸗ 
ed him, that would not depart without viſiting his Dacian, and ſpeake 
to the Emperoz, who entertained hun as his dxds and mierites de⸗ 
ſcrued. 
He made reply accoꝛding to his wiſedome, perſwaving them not

greateſt powers on the carth, againſt which the fi: rec Lroncute u ould * 
riſe, ſtirres vp by.theRofiet Lpon. UWith ihis he toke his traiie of te 
Grekes, !cauing thein much bound vino hin, A great vic he con⸗ 
ferd with Don Eleno, to Whome he veclared the canſe of the füllte 
warte, and that unte he was the grealelt canie thereof, he ſheuld p20- 
cure to make knowne the vtmoſt cf his vallo2 { becauſe that partie 
which ſhould moſt reſpect hun, would molti oppꝛelle hun, and would 
matiy times put hun in munment daungers or his life, pet ail ſhould 
honozabip ende, io his laſting lame, and Rolamonds. So he unbzaced 
him, vamching far lrom thence, 

The next mozning, the victozious Grerkes in try wnphant mans 
ner m ade towards Conſtantinople, hauing finiſhed the kamouleſt na⸗ 
Hall fight that was heard oꝛ read of. Foꝛewards did Ruig Saciidora 
put th, to be the fir it tyould beare thoſe happy tydings vnto the Em⸗ 
pꝛelle, which he accozduiglp perfoꝛmed. And with pꝛolperous windes, 
not long after they arriued all at Conſtaniinople, in whole welcome, 
there happened what the next Chapter ſhall declare. 


CHAP. XXIIII. 


How t the mperour Trebatto with all his Fleete, arriued at Conſtax- 
ple. His welcome, with what elſe happened. 


D loner were the furious hozſcs of the Sin, phar⸗ 
neft in they? bught Capariſons of ſhunting light, 
rcadie to d2awec the golden Charriot of heauens 
glittering cyc, thꝛough the Chꝛiſtal paued wayes 
AE of the Azure ſkies, cxvelling thence the duikie 
2 Cloudes of leaden melancholp darkeneſſe, U hen 

-4 the Greckes gallani Flgte containing ſo many 
Dunces, and bzaue knights , appearcd in ſight 
df the famous Citie of Conſtantinople , ſounding lo many millitarp 
— as il that were the inſtant ofthe earths gencrall deſo⸗ 
Mon, 
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Such thicke ſmoake of ſmothering fiery myſts , railed the diſcharged 
oꝛdinance in wel od2ed peales, that one veſſel could not diſcerne the 
other, Nlhich paſt, the Gallies and Shippes beganne to ſhowe them⸗ 
ſelues, daring the windes with their pꝛoude ſtreamers, and all their 
toppes with dauncing Banners made ok luke, whole meeting vilplay 
£311 the aire, rauiſhed the beholding (ences with iop: Which on the 
other fide, was a coꝛſiue to the hearts ofthe afflicted paiſoners , ſeeing 
theirs as trophies of the victozre, ſet vp among their aduerlaries. The 
eccho on the water of mellodious harmony of conco2dant Muſicke, 
was a comfoꝛt to the poʒe wounded ſouldiers, who were all commit- 
ted to the warlike Troians charge. 

Te diſcreet Citizens were not all this while careleſle, but rather in 
pꝛeparations to feaſt their Paince had bene moſt carefull. All the Ca 
les in the Citie welcommed them acroꝛding to their vluall cuckome, 
placing on the higheſt of cuery one, the Emperours Imperiall ſtan- 
dards. 

Do the lea ſids came all the gallant ponthes bzauelp Armed, and 
euerp one a blew ſcarfe,and in their hands ſwoꝛds and daggers, wher⸗ 
with they (kirmiged as they went. In two parts they diuided them⸗ 
ſelues to take the Painces in the middle, that then were comming fozth 
of Abſtruſios Admirall. A molt faire Buidge they (et vp, from the 
Gallcon to the ſhoze, with many ſtatelp Arches, all couered with green 
cloth of golde, and thep with many curious Pictures, containing all 
the Greeke Pzinces Battles and aduentures. Who illued forth in 
this manner. 

Firſt marched the Emperoꝛ T rebatio,betweene his fwo fonnes, 
ropꝛeſenting ſueh Maieſtie and chearfull ſemblance, that therewith 
his ſubieas were much giadded. A little beyinde them, appeared thoſe 
th Mperozs of beawtie, Lyriana, Archyſilora, and Roſamond, 
Who to pleaſe the Pꝛinceſſe of Nyquea, had put a? ther & rong abliles 
ments of warre. 

Lhycy were all th: atipzed in arcene, cut vpon cloth of ſiluer, ane 
{ackte with knottes of Bearle, and betweene cuerp cut, a button of 
ach Dyamends ; on whoſe ſparkeling light, the reuerberating ſun das 
jcling thereon, depꝛiued the beholders ofthe Ladies ſight. Large 4 wide 
Dre their garments, with long ſleeues hanging to the ground, all rich⸗ 
Embzadered, euen much like the faſhion now vſed in F W 
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Other ſhozter they woare on their arms, laced over with great ©2tent 
Pcarles , with cuts dzawne thzough with finclt cloath of Golde, fas 
ced with white and crimſon , accoꝛding to the vſance ofthe Parthians, 
Their diſheueld hayze dangled downe in tramels, whereon, there is 
not any, but would haue hung thereon a thouſand ſoules , and iudgs 
them to fewe fo2 their merits. To conclude, they were fo exceeding ab⸗ 
flute in all perfections, that Apollo bluſhed to bee excelled in bewtte 
by humane creatures,who to entoy the contemplation of their excellen⸗ 
dies, and ſurket in magmnary conccits of their raricties,curbed with his 
raanes , the haſtie galloping of his fierce and vnſtayed ſteeds, A little 
after them, followed other ther, no leffe bewtifnll then they. Theſe 
wer the gallant Venus, the bzaue Lay ſla, with the faire Syrinda. They 
would not change colour, and therefoze were all in Crimſon, cut vpor: 
Golde. 

Next to them, the excellent Empꝛeſle, Claridiana,attiredacco2- 
ding to her Maieſticke ſtate and grauitie: yet with ſuch exquiſit vewty, 
that the foꝛmer fire became enuious of her faire. She paſſed on with the 
mightie Abſtruſio, whom all the Greekes much affected, The reſt of 
the ladies were al richly apparelled. At the end of the bꝛidge, vpon a try» 
umphant arch, ſtod thꝛer images, moſt ltnely rep2eſenting the firſt the 
ladies. Not far from them, thꝛee Spꝛens, with Amber frefſes dangling 
to the ground came foꝛth, and playing on ſeuerall Yarpes , lung ſeue⸗ 
rall notes one after the other, thus. 


From the Lillies is ſhe hig ht, 
Robed with Emperious might: 


Yet ſhe ſtaynes the Lillies white. 


When ſhe had done, then the ſecond turning fo the Qucene of Ly r 
ONE. 


Earthly thing gives not her name, 
Earth cannot expreſſe the ſame:

Thy third, with no leſſe ſwertneſle, remembꝛed Roſamond, un this 
umer,

Hauing all ended, they recozded them togither, wich luch recozting 
Vopces, to the conſozt other delightiull muück, nothing vilterent from 
angels harmony. And as they went vadec it, rom che opeiung ofa 
Tloude, lpꝛedde vnder the Arch, alter a tempctt of artificail thunder 
and lightening, there raigned downe, an odonfercus ſhewer gtiwerte 
Water dewed fragrant flowers, whoſe comloztable odour, round all 
their ſea-weakened mindes. 

Befoze they had paſſed it, from the thickeſt ofthe ſaine Cloude, 
there deſcended the mightie Eagles, eyther with a coꝛonet of flowers 
in their büles: and whipping the ay2e with their great winges :! they 
with them, crowned the th: moſt gallant Ladies. So lou as 
they were gone by , and Venus With her company come thither, 
the thzx Dy:ens , to a new dulced tune, With one voyce fung this 


note. 


Another faire payre-royall of like fame, 
That doubtfull tis, which hand will winne the game. 


The twelue Souernoꝛs of the Empire, with all the courtiers and 
gallants of the Cittie , expected their landing at the ſhoꝛe: where 
twelue auncient Peeres ,clad in long robes of cloath of Golde trap⸗ 
ling on the ground, teoke the fire Ladies vnder a cannabie,whole value 
exceeded eſtimation, and in that equipage marched foꝛward, till they 
ſtayed to behold a Caſtic,crected and dzawne on foure wheeles : with⸗ 
in they rung a larum bell. crying, Ny quca, N quea: aduanctng on the 
higheſt ofthe lame, chꝛee Cnſignes, with the Ladies armes. 

Then in rich Armour illued ont thereof, three Well accompl⸗ 
thed kmahts , who aloude made a challenge, to maintaine they 
were the Paragons fo2 bewtte and foztitude. There wanted not ene⸗ 
mics to defend the contrarie + fo2 from the ſame Caſtle came 
fozth nine knights, betweene whom, they began a bzane combat al 


varriers. 
Then 
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Then beganne the Caſtle to mone, diſcharging ſo many firewoꝛkes, 
as lit were al on a flame. The Ladies wold not mount on hoꝛeleback, 
becauſe they were very neare the chieke gate of the Cittie, thꝛough 
which the Theban Duke ſued fo:th with the unperial Enſigne:who 
intreated the Ladies in the Cittizens behalte, to diſpoſe of the Citie as 
their natural Loꝛos. Thep returnd their thakfulnes accoꝛding to their 
Gates, highly eſteeming ok their lolemne entertainment, Which had ſo 
erceedingly contented Ly rana, that ſhee accounted all her foꝛepaſſed 
troubles weil beſtowed, ſince they had bꝛought her to ſo happie ende. 
In all the Court there was not any but came to lee the arrinall oftheir 
P:inces, In opinion was the Ladies beautie had, whether ofthe thzee 
was faireſt: foꝛ Lyrianas ſight had attracted all eyes, And in no lelle 
admiration were tHe of PG had. 

Such pꝛelle ol people were in the fireetes, that had not the Cmpe- 
rours guard gone befo2c, they had not beene able to palle. But beeing 
centred into the pard, new matters did happen, fo2 an alarum bell was 
with furie rung in Lyndabrides inchantment:which ended, they heard 
à moſt heauenly noyſe of (weet muſick. Ther was none but demanded 
the cauſe of that vnaccuſtomed accident. Uhereto the wilemen aun⸗ 
wered. That by reaſon ofthe Nyquean Pꝛinceſſe comming, the 
gates were opened, that cucrie one that would, might freely pzone the 
aduenture, Uerp great pleaſure conceiued the Emperour Trebatio 
— ſo did the grand Alphebo, imagiming the end of the aduen⸗

1 da dun : (fare Ladies to ſhunne pꝛolkxitic, their newe welcome 
mn the Bail: : onchy remembang Oliuas top, with the fight of Lyriana 
and her — Roſabell, whom alſo with the other Ladies, ſonnes, and 
him the Empzelle Briana, moſt kindly entertained.

Qeb triumphs had been oꝛdained, but that the pzafe of the dila⸗

Dinner 
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Dinner being done, there wanted no knights that offered the trial, but 
as it required ſuch great valour, ere the ſunne letting, there was hung 
about the Tower, aboue two hundꝛeth Shieldes, euery one placed ac⸗ 
co2ding to his Haiſters deſerts, Dꝛowne would Apollo his cleare 
light,in Pheris Waterplappe, when through the place there entered 
a gallait and well accompliched Biught , clad in rofe colour Armour, 
and bzauclp moryited, Vis diſpoſition pleated every one, Tho gallo⸗ 
ping along le aped from his ſaddle, and with admirable bꝛauerp paſſey 
into the Tower. Many ſuſpected he would end the aduenture, ſeing 
with what courage hee acended the defended ſteps. But foure he wary 
ted, when vnable to goe any farther, hee was ſenceleſſe caſt from the 
Tower, hauing his Sheelde (ct very neare vnto thehaughtie T 70. 
Ians. 

This knight was a valiant Pagan Load,ofLeſbos Jle, not fre 
from T roy.ho hauing landed a little after the Ladies came thither, 
at ſuch time, that he well made knowne the pꝛoweſſe of his perſon; 
Scarce had this ſtout Pagan loft his entrance, but Lyriamandrox 
haughtie ſonne, named Jerſildo, pꝛeſented himſelfe, to be no leſſe valt 
ant then free from the vnweildie poake of of loue. His Armour was of 
Azure colour, with many ſtarres of Golde. In the middeſt of his ſhield, 
Was poztrayed a knight treading on Cupid, hauing his 1Bowand Nut 
ner bzoken : with this Motto. 


Loue reſiſted is a childe, 
Suffered, is a Tyger wilde.

There was no Lady there, but greened at his free deuice, no2 newer 
did they moꝛe with any knights vanquiſhment, as this: thinking if 
was an ininrie vnto their exe, to haue hun luc at libertie . Quickly 
was their defire ſatiſfied : foꝛ pzouing the entrance , he did ce uragi⸗ 
ouſly arriue as farre as the Pagan,whence with like violence hee was 


caſt fozth; whole vnhappie chance did greatly pleaſe all the Ladies - 
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ſent, The nights appꝛoach with ſable couer ture, taking her place in 
Phobus abſence,bzake off the inſtant trrall: whereupon the Empe- ? 
rour with his company returned to the Pallace „ where was open res 
acting, 

Roſabelldaunced with Lyriana,and cucry Pꝛince with his belo⸗ 
ned Lady, to their iicomparable1toy. All which, did but moꝛe and mo2e 
greeue the Qucene of Lyra, foz wanting her Claridiano, ſhe was not 
tapable of the leaft pleaſuce: ſo was ſhe there p2eſent onely , but in 
perſon , fo2 her ſoule wandzed to ſgke him. Luſt guerdon fo2 her 
ſtraungeneſſe, which ſhe long time was to2ced to luffer: fo2 although 
he was in the Greeke warres, none knew him (as in the fourth ofthis 
part ſhall be exp2efſed) no2 would he be knowne to aup, imagining his 
Lady to bee ſtill diſpleaſed with him: whoſe ſight did lutficiently 
ltrengthen him to tollerate his patnes , But now we rare iniopned to 
leaue her, and the diſamoꝛous pꝛole to explicate the manner, how 

the Punceſſe Roſelia, and Arbolinda of Scotland were liberated, 
Whome in the Fozreſt, thze miles from Rome, wee lett enchaun⸗ 
fed,

How Claridiano and Claramant arrived at the Port of Rotta, where

they founde the ſtraunge enchauntment of Ko/elia , and what 
haughtie deedes of Chiualrie they there performed in the com- 
pany of efphebo,Branuorant, and Don Celinds, 


Lowing the foming Billowes of the vaſt deepe 
lea, with their inchaunted barke (moſt bewtiovs 
dames woe left Claridiano and Claramant, with 
8 no {mall iop, fo2 the god ſucceſſe of the valiant 
Greekes, and vet much wond?cd at the litle reas 
>| ſon the Nyqucan Souldan, had not to accept as 
his ſonne in law (whom Darius would not haue 
refuſed ) thu famous Bꝛitaine Roſabell , Compctito2 with Mars hun⸗ 
ſelte in armes: and (02 ſtate and ropaltie, equall to the Orceke Macedo⸗ 
mam Alexander. Dfthele x ſuch like matters did the two Grecke wars 
$95 Diſcourſe, admirnig to behoid, => what ſwiftnelle their barke 
cut 
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eat though the ſwelling waues. And fo ler whether they could diſcern 
any Hauen o2 Arbo2, not long after they delcried one, the fapꝛeſt and 
ſafeſt that they euer ſawe, the which Claridiano ouertoped thereaf, 
folde his vackle it was the famous Poꝛt of Rotra, thꝛe myles from the 
cenowaed Cittie of Rome, Whereat they dcfired to land, becauſe they 
wiſhed to ſee a place fo gloꝛisus as that. 

Lhey2 will was quickly accompliſhed, fo2 the Barke with incre⸗ 
dible Uicliocitic came a ſhoꝛe in the ſame Hauen, wher e the Painces 
imagined they were to abide: — landing and mounting on 

hcv2 Yolſes , they toke thepꝛ beſt wap to Rome, IEP Claridiang 
part'y knew, hauing befoꝛe — there, And crolling a great Cad, 
they came into a fayꝛe plapnc all dyaperd with Ploras fra grat it Tapes 
{y , ouer which an Imperious Caſtle ſeenied to commannd : whoſg 
loſe heigth and toplelle Pyꝛamedes, controwled the carry Firma 
ment. 

In middeſt therco?, (od an Alabaſter Tower, fiue wayes ſaua⸗ 
red, the woꝛkemanſhip thercok, greatnette and alticube , amazed the 
Pꝛinces. At euerp edge ofthe ſquare, it had thzve Bilwarkes or fineſt 
Jaſper, fo that the middle Tower was incompalled with fiftcen Sub 
warkzs, Round about, it was Moted, with a b2cad deepe Ditch, euer 
which, fel adzaw Bꝛidge, to paſſe it: at the fartheſt ende thercok, there 
{od a mightie big Chꝛiſtal Piller, on which hung by Chaines of gold, 
ſiue rich Hoꝛnes, a litle beneath, a Table with Letters, that pœelded 
{ich ſplendoꝛ, as they almoſt depꝛiued the beholders ſight, Greatly did 
the Pyunce wonder at the ſtraunge rich Cdence, and lo Claramant 


as 
did. 


Truly molt excellent Pꝛince this ſeemes to be a moſt gallant ads 
nenture, if we may nd by the ſtrong loꝛte ted bigneſſe of the Cay 
file, Tower, and Bulwarkes, whole like, mine epes til now did ne⸗ 
uer pet behold: noꝛ is it poliible they ſhould againe ſee ſuch another, 
And thereloꝛe J much delire to reade the Letters of the Table, it you 
lo thinke it god, to be certified thero?, fo: lcaſt I be deceiued, this ſhould 
be ſome JInchauntment: and ifit be, ok no ſmal eſteeme ſhould the per⸗ 
{on inchaunted be of, Anſwere would Claridiano, when though the 
aire they heard a hideous noy(e, by the rifing of a ſudden whirlewind, 
with ſuch hoꝛroꝛ, that it ſeemed to leade a Legion ofdiucis after , ea 
uing the way deſolate by which it paſt, rentuig by the rotes ally — 
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dakes and elmes it met. This ſight confoun Bed the Punces, who lms 


king to ler the ende, they ſawe a blacke fogge riſe ouer the ditch, whole 
obſcure aſpect, depꝛiued Tytan ofhis bꝛight rayes: but alitle after, the 
UUcikin cleared, and Apollo being reſtoꝛed to his foꝛmer light, they 
diſcerned the Bꝛigde raiſed aboue ten kaddome high, hindering the pal⸗ 


ſage ouer: and on this fide, there was placed an other Piller, but of 


alle, with an inſcription of Emerald Letters, that ſignified the ad⸗ 
uenture. Not ſpeaking one to another, the — — Piller , AND ha⸗ 

uing learned all maner of languages, they could reade this in the Vers 
mane tongue thus, 


Let none, (though Mars in Armes) be ſo daring as to pretend 
the libertie of Ro/elia, vn eſſe they be fiue Warriors, whoſe 
famous deeds haue through the world extended * Ir eter- 
nall glone: for till they ſhall be togither in this Forreſt, the 
p=ſlage ouer the Moate ſhall be graunted to none. 


Whereupon Claridiano fwoke occaſion thus to ſpeake vnto his 
bnclile, J thinke (heroicke Paince ) it is in vaine fe vs to offer to 
pꝛoue the aduenture, ſeeing the woꝛds ſap, there ſhould bee fine that 
muſt doit togither. Dh how thould J reiopce, were we now accompa⸗ 
nied with the lrength of Paganiſme, Brauorant, Bembo, and Brutal- 
coro that we might vndertake this enterpꝛiſe: but ſeeing the wiſe men 

auc thus oꝛdered it, let vs if you pleaſe, go vnto the populous Cittie 
of Rom here you ſhall ſe ſuch antiquities, that without admpꝛati⸗ 
on pou cannot bchold, 

Be il as you haue ſaid (mightie Lo2D ) replied Claramant, fo2 J 
wil in all things obey vou. As theſe taneous Pꝛinces of Greece were 
about to tread the next way to the Cittie, they heard a great nople tos 
wards the ſea coaſt, as it many knights were in battle togither, Whole 
ho; 3 vncontrowled blowes, Was no lee then that of Vulc ans 

n Wozke-houſe, Sow were not they that were b bonne to fi 
mp: ic cking their (wift ſteeds thitherward: and hauing wall. JL Foz 


elk! 


rell ard by the ſhoze t in a fay 2e pl ume, they la We twoſt tarde knights 


in Combat one againtt the other. A third of no leſſe gallantzns uemeun⸗ 
ted, and leaning on his ſpeare, beheld them. 
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To him went Mars his Competito2s, and after due courteſie, Clara. 
mant thus ſaid, Bou ſhall not a little fauour vs Sir knight, to let vs 
know the cauſe of fo terrible fight, which in mine opinion, will not ce 
leſſe, then eythers like, with inch furte they pꝛolecute it. Do much haue 
your kinde woꝛds bonnd me, Sir knight anſwered bee) that J can not 
in honour deme to ſatic fie all pour demaund. Knew therefoꝛe, that pen 
bigge knight in Kuſſet armoꝛ is called Brauorant, one ok the ſtrong 
that this dap bꝛeathes: Who hauing taken part with the Souldan of 
Ny quea, in his laſt expedition againſt C recia, where he loſt moſt of his 
ſhips and men in the Nauall battell, as no doubt you haue heard: this 
knight left him of purpoſe, to ſaple vnto his kingdome, to allemble new 
powers againſt the Oreckes on the Souldans behalfe, gauing (wore 
vlterly to diſtrop them. And J, Don Cc lindo by name, deſirous to 
ſee the high deedes ofthis moſt famous warrier, dib offer my ſelfe tg 
allociate him, which hee refulcd not, So to mozrowe will bee 
eight dayes, wee departed from the Souldans Flecte, in a well rigged 
Hippe. 

ong ſayled we not with pꝛoſperous weather, but were by a 
cruell ſtoꝛme caſt on this ſhoze: where finding this Kiught , the vas 
lianteſt as his kame memozateth) that cuer the ſpatious Wozlde 
hath known, we knew hun ſtraight to bee the Empercur A lphebo 
of Trebizond (fo2 treacherous Luperſio had conducted him thither 
to end his deſire. Whom Bravorant kncwinrg to haue beene on the 
Grecians ſide, and remembzing the waight or his crucl blowes, did on 
the inſtant challenge him: and fo2 this light occaſion, they ſo batter 
and mangic one an others Armoꝛ and ficth. 

No longer ſtaped Claridiano , but vnderſtanding that knight to 
bee his father, dzew fo2th his ſwoꝛde and ffepped betweene them, 
with theſe woꝛds. Withholde bꝛaue Unights , fo2 ſo fierce a 
guarrell is not lawfull on fo ſmall occaſion , ſince the loſſe of cy- 
ther wil be a noted want vnto the woꝛld. Whereat the courteous Em⸗ 
peroꝛ leauing, replied. 

In faith (bzane night were it but onely in reſpect of pour gen⸗ 
dle ſpeech , J would haue done it: how much the moꝛe, when J 
Winne thereby, wanting an equall eſtimation with this knights va- 
tour, 

Poly 
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Pol milde the Pagã was, being mildly, vſe d, 2 how tractable is alrea⸗ 
dic erpꝛeſt: who now hearing his aduerſaries gentle woꝛds, did accoz⸗ 
dinaly make his anſwer to the Emperoꝛ. So greatlp haue pour frendly 
19295 inchayned me to pour obeplance moſt mightie Loꝛd that thogh 
this knight had not requeſted it, J would haue deſiſted from the com⸗ 
pat, eſpzctally, it being my aduantage, conſidering how Fame thzogh 
tuerie mouth bla: oneth your worth, and my viiwworthinelle, As Cla- 
richanas Lo2d would haue aunſwered, Claramant intercepted him 
thus. 

Jf (moſt valiant knights) the greateſt part of pour rtgozous battel, 
hath beene to manifeſt vnto the woꝛld the rareneſle of pour vnmatched 
ſtrength, wherewith the heauens hath armed you, then go with vs, 
where there is octaſion offered, whereon you may moꝛe ſecureip un- 
ploy your redoubted valoꝛs in lawful attempts of bꝛaueſt armes, which 
may be vndertaken with moze ſufficient reaſons, then pou began this 
your lender quarrel, Fo2 khnobo, that at the end of this Foꝛreſt, in the 
middeſt ofa faire plaine, we found a Fo2treſſe, which we iudge to bes 
the ſtrongelt on the earth, and reading certaine letters infculped in a 
Table, we perceiued it to be the inchauntment ofthe Pancefſe Roſe- 
lia, daughter to the Emperoꝛ of this land; and moze,that none but fine 
kmahts togither, whoſe fame the woꝛld ſhould repozt to be admirable, 
ſhould p2zpue the aduenture. Wherefoze ſince you be they (accoꝛding 
to the conditions required it were vniuſt we ſhould neglect the ters 
tie of fo great a ꝛinceſſe. And although my companions merits and 
mine owne, be not in the leaſt degree, ſuch as the aduenture challen⸗ 
geth, it (hal ſafiſfie vs to march vnder the ſhadow of ſuch wozthics, to 
end a moꝛe harder enterpꝛile. Whereto Alphe bo replied. J am con- 
tout to offer my perſon to the p2wſe, although in me there bee nothing 
meriting pour pꝛaiſe: but the controuerfic had with this knight, hath 
ben pnough to teach mee to imitate his valoꝛ. 7, + to haue ſtolne ſome 
part thereof krom him to incourage me to this attempt. It ſhall not be 
left foꝛ me, (ſaid Don Celindo)fo2 in the company of ſuch knights, the 
hardeſt is the eaſieſt to be atchiued. Then Brauorant, it is not lawfult 
the llbertie of fo great a Ladie ſhould be remitted thꝛough my meanes, 
although my fame nothing deſerues your cſtimation, Then let vs no 
longer delay the triall of ſo happie a pzofe (ſaid Clariciano: Who pꝛe⸗ 
ently ſpurred his ſwift Courſer, leading the way vnto the bzaue m- 
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chaumtment. Followed he was by the flower of armes: that alto⸗ 
gither in ſhoꝛt ſpace arrived at the deepe mote, where they admired 
the greatneſte and exquiſit wozkmanthip ofthe Caſtle, whole like they 
actcoꝛded the woꝛld contained not: eſpectally when A phebo ſaide, it 
excelled that of Lindaraza, where he dilinchanted his ba ther, as in the 
firſt of the firſt part ofthis great Hiſtoꝛic. No ſoner were theie valiant 
Warrioꝛs arrited, when the dzavw-vadae (that yet im} on high) was 
let downe, which hauing palt, they ſtept to the Piller whereon the 
hoznes hung. The ingrauen ſcrowle ofthe Table they thus read. 


When the ſiue warriours the aduenture doth require, ſhall bee here 
tog. cher, ifthe v be of fuch daring hearts, as to Prooue it, et 
each of them hang one of theſe hornes about his necke, and 
winding them, the Caſtle gates ſhall be opened, and they may 
enter. 


In perfoꝛmante thereof, theſe mightie Pances were nothing ſow, 
but cuery one louingly imbꝛaced one another, they each ol them pes 
ſented themſelues befo2e either of the Caſtles, whole gates pꝛeſently 
few open at the ſh:ill founding of the hoznes, the eccho whereof, was 
alſo 5card within the Citie of Rome, Thꝛogh the dwze that betcl vnto 
the tmmnceble Alphebo, iſſued a defo2med vgly big Opaͤnt, mounted 
on a luſtie Courſer, with a ſtrong knottie lance in his hand, haumg a 
pike of well tempered ſteele, aboue two handfuls in length. 2 
Him Alpheborecetued with the ſwifteſt running ok his hoꝛſe, the like 
did the Grant, with ſuch furte as the earth could ſcarce beare them. 

They met lo ſtronglp, that the gyants big lance flew in peeces,againfl 
the inpenetrable ſhield ofthe knight ofthe Sunne, whoſe ſhiuers hi 
ling thꝛough the apꝛe, mounted higher then the pꝛoude toppe ol the i 
chautment. 

The Gyants mightic ſpeare was not ol ſtrength to pearce A phe- 
bos thield, the which was reſiſted by the magicke ſpelles wi! ch vith 
Lyrgandeo had foꝛged it: pet was hee caſt backwards ouer his i: die 
bowe, lofing the raines out of his hand. I knownot to what E — 
compare the Emperour of Trebezounds intounter: foꝛ hitting eg 
ant in middeſt of his ſhield, he pearced it, togither with the p! ics of 
Feele, and pꝛiuie coate, whole inchaunted power vnable tod deckend the 
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lance guided by ſo bꝛaue an arme, he rant thꝛough his left ſide, moꝛ⸗ 
tally wounding — octlp on his heart, againſt which the rong 
ſpeare beading, he vzoke it, and — in the wound, the reſt 
lolo mto the — region otthe apꝛe. Do palling koz ward, they met 
with {ich al — — memozie: fo2 as the two 
Warrioꝛs, incountrod chield againſt ſhield, and bodie with bodie, the 
haughtie knight of the Sunne, fir ranne againlt the Gyant vpon the 
ſpeares trunchion, which hee fo vehemently thzult thꝛough his bodie, 
that it cleft into his milerable heart: pet he ſcapt not ſo frre, but felt hum⸗ 
elfe ſo bꝛuſed on his Corneryno, that the poze hoꝛſe was dꝛiuen to 
ſtrike his bullockes on the ground, along whole backe his Maiſter fel, 
in ſuch amazement, that he knew not whether he was in heauen oz on 
garti). 

But —— himſelt, and iudging it cowardiſe, he ſet ſpurres vn⸗ 
to his hoꝛſe, Which made him fetch light carreirs vppon the ground. 
And looking after bis ad: ierſarie, he ſawe him lie vpon the earth, vop⸗ 
ding his bla) as though a riucr {by him lay his hoꝛſe with his Chou! - 
der bꝛoken, and both at oe inſtant accompanted cach other in death. 
A little reiopced not the courteous Emperoꝛ at his ſpedie god ſucceſſe, 
and aſter his due thankes to God fe2 his victozte, would not precede 
vntill the end of Brouorants batteil, whom hes iudged one of the beſt 
knights ofthe world, Wherein hee nothing decetned himſelfe. ho 
having ſounded the rich hoꝛne, whereat the Gates burſt open, whence 
dame fozth a well pꝛopoꝛtioued Gyant, both bzanely mounted and

Win detenſkue armes, with a huge mace of ſeldſeene greatneüe in 
his hands, 

Azatng him made Pramarants ſonne, bꝛandiſhing his launce as

The Spant 
3 r = time to vaunt of his victozzous blow, ſoꝛ with another nothing 
Ufcrio2 , his ſhield was cut in fwo , through which the word 
veſcend -dto his helme, cutting away all the one fide thereof, with all 
the top, the which had it fell right, his head had bese cleft in the mid⸗ 
dell: pet kell he to the around on his hands, amazed with the ſtroke, 
The haughtic Cmpero2 not a litle admieed the ſtrength ofthe combats 
tants, much cfeming the Gyant, conſidering Brauorants diſgrace: 
whom hc anuaated, (though nerdleſſe with thele wozds, Courage 
bꝛaue warrioꝛ, fo2 there is much to do : but making the woꝛld knowe 
the vtmoſt of pour ſingular valoꝛ, with it we ſhall caſilp liberate the 
Pancelle Roſelia, Though almoſt choked with choilo2, and blaſphe- 

ung againſt himſelfe, foꝛ no God he conteſt) hee turned his head at 
thoſe woꝛds, and ſeeing the Knight ofthe Summe not fighting, b-cauſe 
be had alreadic killed the gyant, there is no tongue able to explicate the 
furie that entred the fierce Pagans bꝛeaſt, ſuppoſing that knight cxcel/ 
led hun, when he would not acknowledge Mars anp ſaperiontic. and 
Accounting it baſe fearfulneſſe to let a ſingle combat indure to the third 
blowe, koeming through the mouth, he raiſed his lwoꝛd and Went as 
gainſt the Gyant, that was alreadic vp: who well noted with what 
furte he came, and truſting to his Pace, croſt it oncrhead , Whereon 
fell the ſtrongeſt blow beſtowed in his time. Foz being polleſt with the 
vtmoſt of extreameſt rage, 4 Brauorants ſon deſirous to make known 
the might ok his arme, hee diſcharged on him a fierce ſtroke wozthie 
his valoꝛ) which falling on the mace, whole inchauntment being of no 
top ce) it cut it like as it were of wod, and lliding to the ſhoulder, where 
bis armoꝛ was not able to refit py ſharpnes of p ſwoꝛd, (guided by the 
fronaeft arme that euer the Gpantiue nation knewe) it lliced him in 
the middeſt, diuiding the bꝛutiſh bodie in two parts: Which deede the 
night ofthe Sunne lo admired, as he iudged him ts be lonne to — 
father, 
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lachtr. Litle had the lierte Pagan fhought he had done, wherebpon 
like an inlernall furte he entred the gate 

All this while was not the Yeroicke Claridiano pdle, fo2 in the o⸗ 
pening of the Poztall, at the ſhꝛilneſſe of the hoꝛne, there iſſued fw2th a 
mightie Centaure, With a big dart in his right hand, and in the other a 
chaine, by which he ledde a cruell L ron. This ſight daunted not the 
ſecond Mars, but ſwifter then a Noe he pꝛickt againſt the Centaure, 
that erpected him, bzandiſhing his ſly dart, the which, ere the pzince 
came nearc him, hee flung at him with all the ſtrength of his arme, 1 
ranns thꝛough the ſhield, and wounded him a little on the bzeaſt,pear- 
ting his armoz, whoſe inchauntment could noi withſtand the ſharpe⸗ 
nefſe ofthe ſpeare. 

The Pzince hit the Centaure in the middeſt of his bzeaft with ſuch 
puiTance, that had not his plates of fine tempered ſtcele, (wherewith he 
was armed) defended hun, he had beene then ſlaine, pet he ſo thꝛuſt him 
backe, that ſtaggering vp and downe, hee fell on the ground, at ſuch 
time as his hozſe paft on, which tumbling on ᷣᷣ Cenraure,fel ſhꝛcwd⸗ 
ly on the earth, whers it had coſt Claridiano no leſſe then the pꝛice of 
his life, had he not vſed his derteritie, where with hee leapt at one fide 
from off his back befoze hee fell, the which ſcarcely touched the ground, 
when the cruell Lyon with his pawes (eyzed on him, and rent him a⸗ 
ſunder peece by prece, which much auailed fo the Pzinces victozic, fo: 
whilc{t the Lyon denoured the hozſe, he diſcharged at his pleaſure the 
watightofhis armes vpon his head, ok the which, as much as the mur⸗ 
ther ing lwozd did take, was cut away: yet the bluwe was not ſufficient 
{0 kl him outright, but rather roꝛing amaine, it foꝛced him le aue his 
pay to flie at Claridiano, cloſing with him ſo ſpeedily, that he could not 
Hunne him, but with his ſharpe clawes helde him ſo hard, that hee 
truſht his crunſon blod thꝛough his armoꝛ, gryping him cloſer then 
doch tie little Remora cleaue to the keele of any ſhippe, to hinder her 
ſwift courſe. 

In great anguiſh of minde was the warlike Grecke all this while, 
fung himſelfe ſo faſt bound betwerne the Lyons fangs, and ſe&ing the 
Centaure tome againſt him with a heauie naked lwozd. No remedie 
found Mars his Competitoꝛ, but to dzaw his dagger, and ſtabbing it 
into his bellie, foꝛced the Lyon with the pangs of death to leaue him, 
he which merting with the Centaure, not knowing what it did, crtcht 
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at his bꝛeſt, which with his clawes he rent, letting fozth rincrs of 
blad though his noztal wound. Whereat the ficrce Centaure fa! 
akzing th e 3 zince,raiſed his blade on high, and with it dunded the Ly, 
on in two.Uch done, trathng the one Halfe with him, he marched tg, 
Wards Claridianoy, who wonding at the fight, did ſo fo, and on his 
ſhield toke the beats blowe, which he requited with a poynt that he 
hut at hun, which penetrating his plates of fteie, wounded him to 
the death. 

Noaring like a Bull, the Infernal Monſler towꝛed his (word a 
loft, which when he would delcend, he was tated in the midſt of his 
courſe, by the remozcelctſe ſtroke of death: whereat he {el downe, at the 
time that Claridianothanked his God koꝛ the victozie, And imagining 
his companions were aioge him, he patt on though the gate. No leſle 
ficrce was Claramants renowned battle, koꝛ in the end ok the hozreg 
ul ſound, there appeared a wel diſpoles knight, richly armed and 
mounted, bearing a Launce in his hand, and a big Cemitoz at his lad, 
dle bow. Dur new Mars nothing feared him, but ſpurred his hozle as 
gainſt him, and meeting in middle of their courſe, their ſhiuered lann⸗ 
ces few into the apꝛe, giuing place vnto the furious ſhocke of thtit bo⸗ 
dies. Trebatios ſonne was laine to get about his hozle neck, fo2 feare 
of falling, hauing almolt loſt his bꝛidle: but recouering his leat, he ſpy: 
£3 his avuerſarie lie un the ground, groueling vnder his hozle, ſtrining 
fo get from it, 

Courteons was Claramant, andſo alighted fo helpe his enemie, 
Which lindneſſe he had like to haue deariy beught, fo? thaough the 
cate that the knight iſſued fwzth, ficw out a hidcens terrible Griffon, 
who ſuddainly ſurpꝛiſing the Pꝛince, claſprd his bodie about, and with 
His tharpe tallents cruſhed his armoz within his fleſh, and vehement⸗ 
iv fluttring his wings aloft,raifed him a litle, purpoſing to haue moun⸗ 
led on high, and then to let hun fall, and beate him in perces againſt 
the ſtones. 

It happened not as the beaſt intended: foꝛ the Pꝛince noting how 
treacheroully he had been? allayled, and feeling his ſleſh bzuſed in ma⸗ 
u places, and his armoz with his owne blood bedewed, ftretcht (wth 
his armes on high, moꝛe inraged then an angred Tyger, and geitung 
hold by his wings, pluckt hun downe, making him loſe his pꝛetended 
Wight, and lo both fell on the ground, ant 
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And the haughtie Greke being of great fozce, turned vppon him 
where refuſing to vle any or his weapons, being extreame wzathſull, l 
hee leized on either Wing, Which with the · vtmoſt of his ſtrength, hee 
pluckt away by the rotes, leauing the truncke without motion, vop⸗ 
ding inucnombde goze from the wounds, Yee periozmed not this ſo 
ſale v, but he had his helme cleftin two, + a\mall wormd on the head, 
the which the vgly beaſt had done with his inchanted bill, whoſe death 
pꝛeuented his further daunger. 

By this was the knight recouered, and with his ſhield and ſwozd 
marched againſt the Pꝛince, but what auales it:foꝛ Bry anas ſonne be⸗ 
ing (welled with wꝛath, tarried koꝛ hum, with his are, who directed x 
blowe towards the diſarmed part of his head. The angrie Pemce 
would not recciue it, becauſe he would not indanger his life, but teas 
ping at one fide, gaue place vnto his enemies blowes , whole won 
ranne almoſt to the middeſt into the gronnd, and he himieife lollowed 
if, 
The occaſion would not Claramam fo2co, but like a Fabolcon at his 
pꝛap, ſlept to him, and with his are ſtroke him to the earth, where her 
tumbled vp and downe, So Claramant deſirous to make an ende, 
cloled with hun. But the knight with the feare of death pluckt him vps 
pon humſolte by the ſkirt of his armoꝛ, making him loſe his blowe, and 
caſting his armes avout him, thought to get ſome ground okhim: but 
the dahappie knight miſſing his purpoſe, the gallant Pꝛince helde him 
fait, and ſetting one knee vpon his bꝛeaſt, with his dagger opened a 
pallage thzorgh it foz his hate full life, ſending him to bee wafted duer 
the infcrnall pole, by the blacke Ferry-man ot hell. Thankes did he 
tender to the god of his father foz the victoꝛie, and without further ap, 
as he would pale on, he heard a great crie, and turning his head, her 
laweit was a Gpant dꝛagd about the feles by his hoꝛſe, with one leg 
hanging in his ſtrrope. 

The cauſe was , that Don Celindo hauing winded his 
hozne, and his Caſtle opening, that Gyant on a mightie Cours 
(er iſſued fwzth, 

agaifit hun went Alicandros Nephew, but bing ouer eager , miſt 
his imtounter, and was by the Oyant ſtroke along his hozſe backe. 
Either paſt by the other bzauelp ſet in his ſeate, where dzawing 
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heir Urong (wozds, they laide (uch laade vppon their battered creſts, 
reating their armoz, and mangluig their lech, vntul the Opant ſlipe 
his bodie aſide, to auoyde a blowe that Don Celindo let flie at him, 
— with a ſtrong poynt with all his ſtrength. This offer of the 

pants gat him no lefle then the vicoze : to2 the inhumane wzetch 
miſt his thzuſt, and running the lwoꝛd between his armes, it fliddewn 
the armoꝛ, bꝛinging the Gpants head vpon Don Celindos hozſe neck, 
inclnng it downwards, who ſeeing him lo neare, and not omitting ſo 
Tod oppoꝛtumtie, firoke him on the heime with his ſwoꝛd hilts, ouer⸗ 
bearing him on that &de he moſt declined, which was the occaſicn of 
His fall from his hozſe, and thinking to haue ſtaped hümlelfe, th2uſt one 
leg ſo farre into the ſtirrope, that when he would, he could not dꝛaw if 
fo:th: whereat the Gyant noting his diſarace, dꝛew his dagger, min⸗ 
ding to cut it, but ſo vnkoꝛtunate he was, that ſomewhat annoyed with 
the fozmer blow, he moztally wounded his voꝛſe bellie with the ſtroke, 
the which feeling it, with extreame pangs of death, fetching a Carrcir, 
Canne about the fleld dꝛagging his maiſter after hum, where both en⸗ 
Bcd at once, leatung Celindo thanking Foꝛtune and his Gods fo; his: 
go) ſucceſſe. Thꝛough the gates of thoſe Towers that befel them, en⸗ 
red he 8 Claramant, and pet not with ſuch haſt as Claridianas Lon, 
that hauing ſeene 8 aod hap, no longer delaying the time, 
fearing to be out gone, he palt on til he came to a large yard of ſtrange 
Woꝛke. And round about it, there was a Gallerp ſuppoꝛted with twen⸗ 
tie pillers of clearc Chuſtall. In the midſt of it, ſtod a faire Fountaine, 
diſtilling wafer thꝛough diuers pipes, tncompaſſed with Kole Tres, 
And other Odozikerous flowers. On the top of the Fount, there was a 
rich and pꝛecious Armoz of incliimablc value, lying vppon a Table sf 
ſiluer, with twelue fete of gold, whereat hung a bzaue ſwozd, At the 
EnC(rance to the pard, ſtod a reaſonable Piller of Bꝛalle, wheron was 
Wuütten certaine wozds with Letters of Uubics, No further would 
Trebatios eldeſt ſonne paſſe , til he had read the ſcrowle , containing 
thus, 


What Knight ſocuer would ende the Aduenture, it behooues 
him ere he paſle farther, to winthele Armes, for cc n{1dering 
the keepers , he ſhall haue need of them: But if lus courage 
tailes to do i let lum go on, lor the pallage is free: 9 
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vo great pleaſure and likinghe conceived of fthe ermoz, that although 
he had not intended to p2oſecnte the aduenture, hee would haue ſpent a 
thouſand lines fo obtaine them, ſuch was his valour. Then couering” 
yimſelke with his ſhield, and vnſheathing his \wo2d , hee entered the 
parde , and gouig towards the Fountaine, he ſaw it guarded with ſg 
hozrible a Serpent, able to affray any but Alphebo. Shee was of a 
ſpeares length , and a bzace in bꝛeadth. Foure fete ſhe had, and two 
armes, armed with naples of ſtele, a handfull long:and teeth to of that 
kinde. 

Oetheleserpents, do ancient waiters make mention, to be bull, 
heauie, and dꝛowſie: inlomuch, that no ſmall noiſe will caſilp awaken 
hem. A while ſtod the Emperoz ſtill, to ſee it ſhe wonld riſe: but no- 
ting her llouth full lleepe, he went moꝛe neare her, greatly wording 
at her hoꝛred fiercenelle, miſdoubting humane ſtrength againſt fo ter⸗ 
rible a monſter, But his heroicke bꝛeſt, beeing vnacquainted with any 
feare,recommended his latetie to the ſupꝛeme King ol Kings, and with 
hisſwo2d ſtroke the vgly beaſt on her dekenſiue ſcales, Whereat, with 
helliſh hoꝛroz ſhe awaked. Againſt her went he when ſhe being on her 
fxte, with her ſcalp taple, ſhe ſtroke him (6 flerte a blowe on his body, 
that the Greeke ſtaggering, had like to haue fallen, but that his backe 
ſtumbled at the Biller, where he ſtaped. This much inraged the Em⸗ 
peroꝛ, Who like a Bazeliſ te awaighted her, he avoiding an other ſtroke 
wherewith ſhe appꝛoached him, and then he diſcharged his blade in all 
poſſible haſte, vpon her ribbes : but it happened not as he thought, foz 
the {02d tebounded backe, vaable to batter her ſcales , at whoſe 
ſtrength he much wondꝛed: and being about to ſecond a poynt , ſhee 
entered vpon him:ratſing aloft her armes. Careleſſe was not the war- 
rid, and miſliking her embzacements,w2ecathed alide his body, and as 
ih! would haue cloſed, he turned his lwoꝛd, and therewith cut away 
ger hinder legges, mating her kall flat on her buttockes, howling at the 
p12 9: her wound. And lifting vp her truncke on her armes, wong 
about her faple, and hitting hin on the ſhoulders, ſhe lelde him on his 
hes , and as hee rale, got holde of his Armour with her nails. 
and furious with paine) rent away halte of his armoꝛ, and had not he 


bene warle to loke to himſelke, with her teeth tbo had made an ende of 
him 
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Hut he lering halle his body diſarmed, and fearing a diſaſtrous death, 
thoke hunſelke from her,hamng two peeces of his armoꝛ ſlicking in her 

iawes, unbꝛued in his purple blond, that iſſued from the wounds ſhe had 
made him. There is no furie of Hyrcania, like to Claridianas Loner, 
ſeeing the yarde beſpꝛinckled with his blood, and hunſclfe vnarmed: that 
fakmg his ſwoꝛd in both hands, on the Derpents backe, he executes the 
bꝛaueſt blowe that euer knight perkoꝛmed: fo2z happening in the mid⸗ 
deſt of her body , and the ſtrong ſcales vnable to reſiſt the ſharpeſſe of 
the blade, guided by the beſt arme in the wozld, the was parted in two, 
andthe gates of her lie opened to entertaine the freezing ap2e of colde 
death, Infinit deſcrued thankes rendered the Crack to his Creato fo; 
the victor ; and taking off his toꝛne Armour, hee went to the bubling 
Fountaine,and being vered with thirſt,d2unke of the Chzitaline was 
ter, remaining as well and luſtie , as il he were neither wounded no; 
had fought , blelling the water and he that made it. But lohing 
on the armes, hee ſawe them to bee the richeſt hee had euer befoze 
ferne. 

They were ok rullet colour, full of White and redde ſtars, made of 
Dpamonds and Rubies , inchamed one by an other, with knots of 
Golde. The ſheeld did nothing differ from them. In middeſt of it, was 
the picture of a Unight, naturallp reſembling the knight of the Sunne, 
when he marintamed the bewtie of Lyndabrides, vnder the tytle of the

{owe was not he to arme hunſclfe with theſe armes, and hauing 
in mind the libertie ol Role ha, like a wWhirle· winde ge paſſed chꝛough a 
doe he found 18 the parde. 

All this while, the furious Brauorant was not: idlefo: hauing en⸗ 
ded his firſt battle , he entered the gate trom whence the Opant came 
foꝛth. Thꝛough Lymbo he thought he walked, lo exceeding derke was 
his wap. 

great while did he grope about the wall on cythcr ſive , to find 

an 
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and iſſue from that dwelling, vntil he found a doꝛe: the which, althogz 

it was of ſtrongeſt ſterle, yet he quickly battered it with the pummell os 
his ſwoꝛd. Fo2ward he palled, and in the end, he found humſelfe to be 
at the gate of a faire hall, in middeſt whereof, there lde the confuſed 

picture of a mightie Gyant, made of Bꝛaſſe, with a lwoꝛd in one hand, 

ad 1 the other, a bigge ſheeld? and as the ffoute Scythian would ens 

ter in the Fantalme made agaalt him. Qo whit at all was Cmpeons 

nephew afraid, yet ſteod in gre at cõkuſion, not knowing in what maner 

to make his battle, 

Jkt a artiugh the Fantafno, and with incredible foꝛte executed 
his bio we on [3:a11orant» Tclime: who hauing no theeld to ward it, Was 
conftrained to (ct his kutes and one hand to the ground. A popnt was 
ſeconded with ſo ſtrong athzuſt, that hitting him as he was diloꝛdered, 
it laid him along vpon his backe. Upon him went the Fantalmo, pet 
miſt of his intent. Foz the ſtrong Scythian did caſt his armes about 
hie necke, felling him to the lle, and in the fal, being within his reach, 
he gaue him ſuch a blow on the miſhapen face with his fiſt thatihere- 
— — along the ground: and rayſtag himlelke, went as 
gunſt the vgly ſhape, that being vp did the like: but hee auoyding a 
blows with a lonth on high, he deſcended his cutting blade, paring a⸗ 
way ſome of the ſhoulder, and halfe his arme. UWhich no ſamer was 
done, but that part turned into an vgly Opant, who hauing a Pace of 
Iron in his hand, ſaid. 

Thinke not fierce knight thy ſtrength able to end the aduenture. 
fo: all the vnited power of the vnuerſe ſhall not ira thee from my 
hands, 

Much amazed was the ſterne forme of Bramarant, ſeeing the 
Gyant betoz2 him, vet with moſt inuncible courage hee pꝛepa⸗ 
red himſelfe koz the Combat , and ſo comming towards him, ok⸗ 
— ſceike at his head, which made him lift his Clubbe to de⸗ 

dit, But Brauoraut withdꝛawing backe his ſtrong arme, 
— in with his right legge, and ranne at him with a migh⸗ 
— It cut ail his Armour, and moztally wounded hun on the 

Aareconpenuced went hee not away : fo: the Spant ſwaying 
his Mace avout, hee licoke him therewith on the bacalt, and felde hun 
0 the carty , but hee quickly roſe . ready to burſt with! rage; 
vlaſpyzcinmng 
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blaſphcming agatzlt himſeife, from which paſſion he was put, by the 
app2oach of the Phantaſmo that cams to wound him. But he ſcaping 
it, would turue his edge bpon him, but with the backe of his lwoꝛd he 
ſtroke him on the helme, that it made him ſtagger a god way from 
thence, and then ſwifter then on Eagle, receiuing the Gpants blow on 
his blade it cut his Mate of Jron cleane in two. Which when Florali. 
zas Louer ſpied, he cloſed with him, and creo ſling his legges with the 
others, he bzaucly tript hun downe, lelling him on his backe, and then 
he ſtabde his dagger into his b2utiſh bꝛeaſt, mating him belch to;th his 
ſoule to him that long befoze that cxpected it. 

ob could not the vallerous pouth fo cicanly go away with thus 
«od hap, but that he was hit on the helme a heaup blow by the Phan. 
taſmo , the fine temper thereof ſaued his life, pet was he m a traunce 
laid along. Dn the ſhoulder the inchaunted ſhapelelle Piaure ſeconded 
another, which made him tumble on the grounde, and as he went to 
th2ult at him a furious poynt , ge got on his feete , but lo blinde with 
rage, that foꝛgetting what had befallen, he twke his ſwoꝛd in both havs, 
and with the vtmoſt of his ſtrength, he diſcharged it vpon his ſhoulder, 
diuiding the Phantaſmo cleane in two. He had ſcarce executed the 
blow, but the couragious Pagan repented him thercor, koꝛ each part ol 
the accurſed Phantoſmo , turned to a mightie Lyon , Whole ferocitie 
could not but haue feared any other laue Brauorant. It amated the 
Pagan, pet not that he fainted, but with moze bꝛauerp then in the be⸗ 
ginning, held the point ol his ſwozd befo2c him, letting the beaſts come, 
Whereok one thirſting fo2 his pꝛaie, ranne vpon his ſwoꝛd, ſplitting his 
heart in two thereon. The other allayled him on his left ſida, where fin- 
ding no reſiſtance, faſtened his clawes on him: and although his Ar 
moꝛ was ſtrong, yet he pearſt them, xenting his fleſh within, Which but 
moze kindled his fury, ſeeing his blood there ſhead, which til then had 
happened in no fightbe foze. Bramarants ſonne would not immitafe 
Sampſon in that action, becauſe it ſhould not be ſaid he followed the ex 
ample, but rather perfozmed an act no leſſe memoꝛable, fo2 letting his 
woꝛd hang by the Chaine at his waiſt, he toke the Lyon by the necks 
twixt his hands, and with incomparable ſtrength choaked him, himſelf 
remaining oth wounded, and with his Armoz rent. Where 151010 
lake to his, hauing ended that perillous Combat, and although he was 


weary, pet went be fozward, fearing his cenpanions would be 2 | 
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him. No leſſe famous were Claricianos battles: fo2 vanquſhing the 
kopers ofthe firſt Caſtle, like a whirlewinde he paſt on, making ftaig, 
at altle narrow Lane, ſeeming to haue no end on ns lide, 

Amazed was Archyſiloras gallant, at the obſcuritie thereof, pet he 
went on, and comming to the ende, vnawares he did tread in a holes 
low place, falling into a Aawte, fuled with nothing but Woznes , and 
venemous Aermme. it was but firc yardes bꝛoade, and eight long: 
It yeelded no moꝛe light, then what ifſued at a litle caſement, where he 
eſpied a verte olde man, ſwarter then Chimmnies ſothe, who with a 
hoarſe voyce laid. 

In faith (bzane knight) you haue got verie god compan v among 
thoſe TUMoꝛmes, on them pou map execute pour rcuenge: brit J feare 
they Wil firſt take it on vou with their venome: and the rloꝛe your beſt 
— 3 not to ſtrike them, if pou wil not be flame: loꝛ tis better to pjo- 
rogue your life a litle, then nothing to emo it. Exc ding great was the 
Pau inces w2ath, ſeeing him ſelfe ſo betrated into that peſtuentiall Caue, 
and hauing vnderſtod the Pagitians wo2ds, blinde with rage he re⸗ 
plied. 

Small is the Conqueſt, got by ſuch treachery, thus to betray any 
knight: which aſſures me, that he ( which made this Anchavntment ) 
was mo2e inured to trealons then god derds, ſceing without bat ttles, 
by — he pꝛoſecutes — diuelliſh intent and purpole. 
hy then, that J may le how thy wozds will agree with your derds 
(Lud the inferna Comurer) there b-withintha t place, two beafts, fo 
whom all the reſt acknowledge their obedience. Now il thou beeſt lo 
hardie as to incounterwith them, 1 ths depends thy liberties 
elſe art thou {02 cuer there incloled.

Amazed was the knighe, to ive with what nunblenelle and derte⸗ 
ntie he did it, but fearing to be aſſaulted on high. he flung down a great 
ſtone from the top. It fell vpon Brauorants Helme, which with a 
loꝛe fall, halfe ſenceleſſe it tumbled hum to the earth , Nenerthclcfſe, 
within a while hee recoucred himſelke, being ficrcer then any Lyon, 
an reuiling himſelfe and his Gods, Which others adoꝛed, he returned to 
pꝛolecute his wap: but with great care and Wat eh to eſcape from 


an other fall, if the Knight plaped as he did befozz , Tho much 


delighted to fe with what courage 2 Nepyewe clymed 
bppe, 

ze lo occupied himſclfem gazing on him, that Brauorant had 
leaue to aſcend lo high, that when he would haue hurled an other, her 
had no tune to do it, foꝛ while he fetched it, which was ſome two pards 
from that place, the Pagan had got to the toppe, which being loath to 
loſe, he bꝛauelp leaped in.

lefe beneathe where his Armour lap , and the dead night neare 
vnto him.

: No leſſe victozicus remained Archy ſloras Leurr of the aduen⸗ 
ture of the laſt pozche . Foz hauing flame the infernall beafts in the 
Uault, he went in at the opened wall he had deſcried, and crefiing tho⸗ 
row a faire Oꝛchard, he came at laſt vnto a big ſtrong Caſtle, ſhut with 
b2azen gates, whereon were made ccrtame Letters of Emeralds ; the 
Which he thus read.

At one inſtant finiſhed Claridiano and Clarament thepz Bat⸗ 
failes , although Trebatios ſonnes was ſomewhat longer, becauſe it 
Was moze troublelom. Foz hauing ſlain the ſauadge # the Centaures, 
hee paced that way they came , til he illued into a delightkull Plaine, 
Where he was incountred by a gallant knight in hoſe and doublet, 
who ſaid, So feared are T hefeus Armes (Sp: knight) in this habi⸗ 
tation, that dꝛeading the lofle of the Caſtle, J am intopned the Tom⸗ 
bat in this maner, and ik you intend to paſſe on, you muſt do the uke: 
and therefoꝛe pꝛeſently vnarme you, 

The Dreeke not refufing it, did ſtraight put off his Armour: fo 
Whome the knight deliuered a Rapier and Dagger, with theſe wo2ds, 
(With thele weapons mult pou defend your ſeife , vaitant knight). 3 
am content, repled Claramant , and taking them, pꝛepared {oz the 
fight. 

The Greeke arlt letling hunſelfe , did with his Dagger firike 
Wap his aduerſartes point, and with his Napier wounded him with 
ath2uft on the bꝛeaſt, and dzawing back his leg, controwlev the ethers 
Napier, that came dircctiy to his head. The wound much greeuing the 
knight, made him reſpect no tricks ol Art but ranne againſt the pꝛince, 
Who fearing his vnaduiſed deſperate conumug, croſt his rapier againſt 
thc other, and lo ſtaied his fury, 
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gut he burning with ire to be ſo pꝛeuented, thought to haue Caine him 
with his Dagger, imagining Clarnmancs care was onelp in the pze- 
uention of the rapper, but it was not ſo: foꝛ he ſtretching out his arme 
further, did firſt ſtabbe his dagger into the knights ſhoulder , Which 
made him foꝛgoe his purpoſe : wherevpon the Paince hauing oppey 
tunitie to dꝛawe backe his ſwoꝛd, did it, and ſuddenly with a ſtrong 
poynt wounded the knight moztally in the ftlancke , which altogither 
made hin faint, 

The wounded knight ſeeing his date oflife expyꝛed, diſpairing of 
remedie, he hurled his dagger at him, with the vtmoſt of his ftrerath, 
that he miraculcullp ſcaped an vntimely death: fo2 Claramant chan- 
cing to take it on his hits , the poynt thereof was ſtayed at the Pum⸗ 
mell, and had it not there found that reſiſtance , it could not but haue 
run it vp to the hils into his body, 

Amazed was the Greeke Painceaudgmng that,the moment of his 
byꝛth, but going to take his reuenge of the knight, hee ſaw him ſplitted 
on his ownc rapper: fo2 ſœing himſelſe deadly wounded, and that 
hee could not eſcape with like, chole rather to bee his owne exccu⸗ 
tioner, then the Pꝛince ſhould tryumphe ouer his death at his hands, 
Joping at the victozie of ſo daungerous a Combat, hee pꝛolecuted his 

No aduantage had Claramant duer Don Celindo , who ended 
his fight as ſone as he: fo hauing flaine the lwapnes, and paſſed the 
Garden , hee came vnto a greene Meade, where a knight gallantly 
mounted „expected che battle: not farre from him there ſtod a Pil 
ler, Whereto a luſtie courſer was tyed , the which Alicandro: Ne- 
phcw iunagining ts be koꝛ him, he did quickly back, and taking a ftrong 
anoftie Launce that he alle there found,cyther parted from the other, 
to fake his carreire , and valtantly made their ſtrong encoen⸗ 
ters. 

In middeſt of the ſherlde did Don Celindo hit the Knight, and 
clearely piercing it, thzuſt him ſo ſfkronaly , that breaking his ſaddle 
gyꝛtes, he tumbled him from his hozſe, The knight ſtroke Don Celin- 
do on his Beauer, which fo aſtoniſhed him, that he let goe his hoꝛſe by 
dle, Who feeling his head at libertie, eleuated himſclfe fo high, that both 
fell done, yet Don Celindo perceiuing it, beleze the fall, did quickly 
leape from his backe. 

it 
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Mith ſhields about their armes and ſwo2ds on high, the two b2ane 
warrioꝛs met. Tlith a furious thꝛuſt did Don Celindo firſt wound 
his aduerlary, which made him giue backe thꝛer ſteppes. But he pꝛe⸗ 
ſently returned, and gaue him ſuch a blow on the helme, that he thoghf 
himſelfe in heauen, lo manp ſtarres he ſawe about his head, and with 
a counterbutfe on the ſhoulder, he had almoſt elde him. Like a rauc⸗ 
ning Lyon became Floralindas ſonne, and offering to ſtrike him on the 
head, the knight repaired thither with his ſhield, It was the cauſe of 
his ouerth20w : foꝛ Don Celinconot minding it, with a point woun⸗ 

2d hun moztally on the bꝛeſt, pearcing all his Armoꝛ, and then with 
mightie ſtrength turning his lwoꝛd to the others head, he cut away 
halte his helme, with a perce ok his ſcull. Bowling and ſhaking with 
the wound, the knight turned his backe, and fled though a faire Gal- 
lerp. 

After hum went Don Celindo, ouertaking him in a great plane, 
where he lawe foure great Arches inchaſte with pꝛecious ſtones, held 
bp with eight mightie Chaital Pillers. There did Don Cel indo aſlails 
the knight, euen when a bewteous Lady moſt richip attyzed confron- 
ted him. Ye was aſtoniſhed at her light, thinking he ſawe his drare 
Roſiluera. 

Stap pour hand bꝛaue knight (ſaw the Lady) and do not execute 
your w2ath on him that peelds pou the victoꝛie. J cannot (molt ſoucs 
ragne Pꝛinceſſe replied he, amazed to fee her there) but ſotiſfic — 
content, obeying what ere you ſhall impoſe on me: as he only bozne 
bo your lexuice: pet is iny pœoꝛe ſoule toꝛmented with ericfe, that this 
tommaund is no greater. It is to much { anſwered ſhe ) fo2 her that 
bath ſhowne pou no kindneſſe: and ſo the craftie Damzel taking him 
by the hande, placed him bnder the laſt Arche, leauing him there ins 
thaunted, without iudgement oz vnderſtanding, ſauing how to accom- 
pliſh her wil, who leauing him there ſaid, Here muſt you remaine Sy? 
kinght, and defend the entrance gainſt all the wold, ik all the wozide 
ſhall come, Be aſlured Lady J wil (replied the inchaunted youth and 
firſt Ile leaue to bꝛeathe, tl en deſiſt from defendina the Arche. Awap 
went the Lady along the Arches, when the furious Brauorant came 
thitherward, hauing put on his Armour. Ye ſtept backe as one in a 


traunce, tmagining he behelde his Floraliza, into that ſhape ſhe had 
tranſmuted her lelfe,

The Pagan fo admyꝛed her light, as he was flroke dumbe, but 
he remued him thus. Come with me bꝛaue knight, fo2 we greatly 
verde your ſtrength. He did not refuſe it, laying. Leade the way! diume 
Ladie, replied he) fo2 it is my kelicitie fo loſe my life foꝛ pour bewtie. 
Leading him by the hand, the deceitkull Kadie left him inchaunted vn⸗ 
der the third Arche, ſaping. 

Courteous Knight, this Arche mult pou defend, with the vimoll 
of your valloꝛ.

At an other Gate by p this, 
appeared Archyſiloras Loucr, to him ſhe went, repꝛeſenting ß Auen 
of Lyra. Whom to be chozt) ſhe allo inchaunted in the ſecond, and in 
the firſt did the like by Claramant, hauing on the pꝛelence, and coun⸗ 
fenance ofthe famous Lyndabrides whom he by repozt alreadie bes 

gan to kancie. Then like the winde ſhe vaniſht away, yet ere the went, 
hee ommunnded them on their lincs,they ſhould not go ont of the Ars 
ches, vnleſſe they would imbzace they? deaths. And fo leauing a ſcroll 
vpon a Piller, ſhe left them.

How the Emperour Aphebo ended the famous Inchauntment of 
Roſelia, and: vhar elle l. appened. 


| = O great was the care that thoſe wiſe men, Lyr- 
gandeo, Artemidoto and Nabato had oucr the 
Orekcs and they! Empire, that by thep2 Arte 
had rcached fo the knowledge, how that memo⸗ 
rabie Monarchy would be bzought to the point of 
an vtter ouerthꝛow, and perpetuall deſolation: 
Wherckoze © entierlp affeging her Pances , (as 
this great Hiſtozie hath amplp mentioned 70; 
their Loucs,they reuolued their bokes, to know the cauſe, and caulcr 
of ſuch blodie warres: which they ſound to be the two Pꝛincelles, Ly 

ana o Ny quea, and Roſelia of Rome . whereupon they reſolucd to 
Jnchaunt them, beginning fri with I. Yriag uy Within the {ra Tower, 
as hath bene related.

And fering that the Romane Pꝛinceſſe was left, they iopned them⸗ 
(clues togither, in the making of this Inchantment the ſtrongeſt euer 
ſane, fo2 while ſhe was fo kept, her Father ſhould not knowe what 
had happened betwene her and Don Eleno of Dacia, no2 ſhould ſhe 
gt his hands require reuenge againſt hun. As they did determine it, ſo 
did the wiſe Magitians perfoꝛme it, making it far ſtronger then Ly ra- 
nas, foʒ they intended to kerpe her long time there, vntii ſome gov oꝛ⸗ 
der were taken about the Greekes affaires. 

Agane, thep reſolued to haue Ly riana diſinchaunted, and her Rup⸗ 
flalls with the Brytaine Pace ſolemnized, hoping it wold be a means 
to recontile the Souldan of Nyquea, giuing him ſo great a Pꝛince as 
Roſabel to be his ſonne in lawe. They would not do ſo by Roſe lia, be- 
cauſc ſhe could not be wedded with whome ſhe had impꝛinted in her 
heart. But the peruerſe Se lagio (by meanes of Lupercio) hunting after 
revenge fo2 the death of Fangomadon (whom Roſicler ſicw, as in the 
firlt Chapter of the firff beoke ol this third part is expꝛeſt r d needs 
pꝛocure the liber tie of this Ladp, with A: bolinda of Scot and,that ac⸗ 
companted her: koꝛ which purpoſe, in a Barke he dzcw — and 
Don Celindo, from the Flete : doing the like by Alphebo, directing 
allo Clarichano and Claramar.t thither: where all of them pertozincy 
luch derds in armes as is lpectfied, and wozthie of ſuch great Yzinces, 
laying all the keepers of the Caſtles. 

But the wiſe men fearing the two Ladies libertie, as the laſt re⸗ 
fuge of their hopes, erected theſe foure Arches, there to Inchaunt thole 
mightie Marrioꝛs, that none might end the aduenture, they being the 
(ole illers of humane ſtrength. Twentie peares they purpoſed the 
Inthauntment Could and, finding by thep2 Art, that after that time 
Greece would flouriſh with moſt happinelſe, by a tontraded League, 
with the greateſt Potentafcs ofthe wozld. But the ſupꝛeame Ling ol 
Linas, hauing otherwiſe diſpoſed ofthole affapꝛes, fruſtrated (as you 
ſhall ſ)thep2 toyles, bꝛinging thither at that time A lphebo,ſole Phoc-

Let none though he be Mars in Armes, pretend to paſſe for. 
ward, for what is done, is nothing comparable to what ig 
to do, ſeeing he muſt Combat with the Myrrors of Chi.

Altogither did theſe wozvs put him from his penſiueneſſe, iudging 
his delaie to pꝛoceed from baſe cowardiſe: wherfoze as (wift as a Noe, 
he went towards the firſt Arche, when he heard the nopſe of certaine 
voyces, that laid. Leaue, leaue, this accurſed enterpꝛiſe, thou mightie 
Alphebo, fo2 with the blowes thou giueſt to one kmght, thou wouns 
deft Bryanas ſoule, and with thoſe thou dilchargeſt on the other, thou 
doeſt ſplit her heart, to whom thou oweſt all content: thy deare Cla- 
ticdiana we meane, 

Backe ſtept the Cmpero2, not in keare ofthe Battles, fo: his he⸗ 
roicke mind was not vſed to it, but to haue vnderſtod thoſe words, yet 
{uppoſing they were vttered only to thꝛeaten him, rather deſiring to die 
( oh admirable courage ) then to be tainted with cowardiſe,reconimen- 
ding hunſelt to his true God, he began to march towards the firſt arch,

the helme,which made hum ſee many millions of firte ſparkes. It arcat- 
ly raged the peercictſe A lphebo, who ſeeing himlelle ſo handied,fo;- 
getting that he was his father, and he his lonne, did moſt terribly vil: 
charge his rich blade vpon his ſhicld, 

It peelds no defence againſt the beſt arme in the world, fo; tn tive 
preces it was th:owne to the ground, and delcending to the helme, fn⸗ 
duig there moꝛe reſiſtaace, u made his head bend with an awfull con- 
gey dus to his authontie, and kifle the earth with his hands, and as he 
roſe, with a ſtrong popnt he was ouerturned to the ground. Long was 

not (0, but rifing like the winde, blinde with rage, he twlic his (wozd 
both hands, diſcharging it on his fathers ſhield, the which reſiſted the 
toge, was ſtroke with ſuch might againſt his helme, that he theught 
{he ürmament was within. TTlith his knees on the ground he fo rema⸗ 
ned aſtoniſhed, till the ſound of another blowe vpon his ſhoulder awa- 
kencd him, to ap himſeife with his hands from falling, 
Neuer did Alphebo feele himſelfe moꝛe chollericke, no2 furious, no: 
neuer by one battle fo indaungered: but fearing to be cuercome, with 
madding rage he went againſt him he tendꝛed as his ſoule, and on his 
waſte gaue him a moſt mightie blow, 
It made him incline his bodie that wap, loꝛ cutting his armoz „it 
wounded him alittle, ſpzinkling the ground with his crimſon blod; 
With a counterbuffy the Emperoz returned, hitting hun on his Cop 


get; 
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get: vpwards bounded the lwoꝛd x falling on the buckles of his helm, 
itcut them all, making it fite from his head. UWith admiration vid the 
Trebizoman L02 gaze on his picitire, in ſuch carclefe manner, that 
Clar:d41ano had time fo ſtrike him at his pleature on the middeſt of his 
pꝛecious helme, and ſtraining the vtmoſt of his ſtrength, he felled him 
pbowne , making the blend guch from the cioſings or his helme. Mith 
moze cagernefle doth not the loꝛing hawk ſetzeon his pꝛap, then Clart- 
diano tloled with his kather, and caſting his armes about hum, thought 
to choke him betweene them, at ſuch tune as the ferce Emperoꝛ res 
turned to himſelke. 

Oh, then did hee wiſh to haue any other then Claridiano betwerne 
his armes, J, thoughil were the God of batiels himſelle) to infirct on 
hun the deſerucd puniſhment foꝛ ſuch vſance, the which hee could not 
now do, vnleife he ſhould powze vengeance on himſelfe. But hauing 
god hold on hun, with ſoine trouble at length hee lufted him from the 
ground, and with violent ftrimng,oppoſing his greateſt foꝛces againit 
his ſonnes reliſtance, with blood guſhing from his face, he carried him 
out ofthe arch: and leaning hun euen like Claramant, hee felt his bo⸗ 
die neuer Wearlcr in ail his like. 

A while hee fate him downe at the kôte of the ſame arch, 
foreſt himlelfe, and putting off his helme, hee wyped his bla- 
die face: but with the fight of the two Ladics in the window, whom 
he iudged to bee Roſelia and Arbolinda, remembaing their freedome, 
he rebuckled on his helme, and marched to the third arch, where Bra- 
uotant, the flower of Pagans ſtrength, incountred him with a llrong 
popnt. 

On his ſhield did the Emperoꝛ recciue it, againſt which the 
ſwozd bending, fozced him two ſteppes backe. Another ſeconded 
the Pagan on his bzeaſt, making hun bende his bodie backe-

There was no Ladie in the place, but noted iy icalous colours, and 
ſo as J after vnderſtod) ſome that were moꝛe pittifull, pꝛaped fo: mp 
v.coune ; which maketh me think their e21zens and god will abede me 
the honour of the iouſts. So Lyſander (that greatly affected me) and 3, 
cleared the place, that none wold moꝛe aduenture: and hauing don pet 
did not diſcloſe my ſelfe, neither to hun noꝛ any other, althcuch the 
Ving hunſelte was very impoztimate to know me: onclp this they get, 
that I was called the iealous Knight. Bure J am, that mp Ladic bees 
ing ſo buſied wtth Ageſiſao, hee did not note my derds, but rather fo; 
it was told me ) ſhe was diipleaſcd, hat 3 vnknou n, had vr hoe led her 
Loucrin the Lites. 

Herdes would the Pꝛinte Lyſarder haue mee fo his cwne 
lodging, pꝛofeſling himſclf fo inticr a friend, that he bath wenne ine to 
the death: the which J will gladly recciue, to pꝛocure his content. In 
greater bonds did he tie me, altogithex cxpꝛ ing his much ncbleneſſe, 
by diſcoucring vnto me, the ſinceritie of bis loue towards Solcha, In- 
fant of Campema. J cculd not but highly cſteeme or the truſt he reyo⸗ 
led in me, being but a Unight, poſceſl ng nought but arnicur end bone. 
He intreated me to accompanie hum that night in a Malke, becauſe the 
king his kather in honour of the iouſts, feaſted all the Pzinces with 
ſhews and rcuellings. It pleaſed me in my loule in that 4 ſhuld be hold 
her pꝛeſcuce that gouerned my heart.

Bad not my friende 
bene thete, rather then J would haue ſuffered it, my heart vpon a two 
edged ſwoꝛd thould haue bene ſplit, oꝛ Ircuenged. The beloued youth 
was famouled to be an excellent Muſitian, as indeed he was So his 
Lady /o2 rather eſpouſe, foꝛ her father had agreed thereto) gaue him a 
Lute to plap thercon. Yee accepted it, foꝛ he was fully bent to per⸗ 
fozme her will) and began to touch it with moze {ſweeter muſicke then 
hee that delcended to the infernall A aultes to fetch his wife. Then with 
acleare voice he warbled foꝛth this Dittie, the which my memoꝛie cars 
died abap, the moꝛe to increaſe my paine.

motions, had not bene indengered in the bꝛeaſts of moꝛtalls, as ſome 
plague and ſcourge foꝛ euils, infimit and Capitall deadly crumes had 
neuer bene committed, noꝛ imagined. ell is this ſaying confirmed 
by the vnhappy death of the Cal abrian pꝛince, at the hands ofthe Apu⸗ 
lian Florihano : who with equal grace and griefe, pꝛoſecuted the tene 
of his woes thus. 
The bitter exclamatios that ſounded in the Pallace ( bꝛaue knights 
and the hurliburly ok the Citie, ſeemed no lelle, then had it bene — 
veal 
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begirt with enemies. Dead as he was, he was carried to the Lady, ſo 
ſhe gaue in charge, foz louing him (o dearly in his life, ſhe would not in 
his death fozlake him. She didlamentably bewalle ouer the murthered 
Coꝛpes, when Jdiſguiſed came thither , fo2 4 could not but go and ſex 
her,of whoſe ſozrow J had bene the cauſcr, Dh cruell heauens (ſaio the 
wofull Ladie) with what barbarous immanitie haue pou extended 
your rygoꝛous power on me, moꝛe then on any Ladie elſe? Oh Da⸗ 
uadge and inhumane wzetch, murtherer ol my ſoule, map it be there 
ſhall want Juſtice , where ſuch blodie derdes haue abounded 2 Ay me 
bnfoztunate Pzmnce , how cruelly in thy tender peares art thou by an 
bntimely death perſecuted. A thouſand times did ſhe ſound vpon the 
deceaſcd Truncke, holding it in her lappe. So extreame were my pals 
ſions (Dp2 knights) that to ſe him in that manner, J almoſt became 
icalous, iudging J had faudured hun, by ſo ſheading ofhis blood, that 
in death (were it not ſenceleſſe to eniop ſo werte a fauour. Conſide- 
ring my great intyer loue, niy (tate foz his J would haue chaun⸗ 
ged. 

By little and little J appꝛoached fo neare her, that lifting vp 
her eyes, ſhe met with him that was cauſe of all her ſoꝛrowe: ſhoe

and with inraged courage, lhe offered to execute what J had accouns 
ted my happineſſe, fo ſhe were contented: but her ſfrength fapled her 
in the execution of the blow, falling after the blade in a traunce, whoſe 
point ſcratching my Front, did let foꝛth my blod. And though greater 
wounds then that J had not felt, pet that J noted, when the Lady re⸗ 
turning to her ſelfe, I ſpicd my deare blood on her face , as the ſpoples 
of her intent. A lufficient marke was that (bzaue knights) to allwage 
the greateſt paine. 

Millions of thankes gaue J Foꝛtune fo2 it, attributing that hay 
to her: foꝛ being ſo rare, it could not but p2oceed from ſuch a blinde di⸗ 
ſtributreſle of vnexpeged benefits.

F *Onfounded was 7ewixt two extreames by thy Leger , (molt

him that bereaft mee ofmy life, murthering that vnhappie Prince,

Ve hath reaſon (noble B nights laide the PzinceHating ended te 
pine, to languich, to trauell without top and content, that lined to 
ſx ſo kinde a letter as mine, aunſwered with ſuch diſdaine and 
11902 , Who hath euer heard of ſich crueltie as this? J had 
no tongue to complaine of her, noꝛ power to banne my lucke⸗ 
lelle ſtarres. Foz conſidering how J did offend her, J thought 
this courſe of wzath to little: But J deſired (ſo dearely did 
I love Pollmarda) it ſhould bee ſaide of her, ſhee had with 
greateſt bountie and nobleneſſe, foꝛgiuen the greateſt enemie 
ok her content, and ſole ſpopler of her top, foz that had bene a 
manifeſt token of ſelfe- conqueſt ouer her owne anger, and re⸗ 
uenging thirſt, which is the ſole glozte aboue all others, to eternize an 
honourable minde, becauſe it is generally accoꝛded, thal to bee a grea⸗ 
fer triumph obtained ouer our pꝛoper ſelues, then to vanquiſh either 
heauen oz earth. Onelp koꝛ this is that Ladie much bound to me, that 
Incuer deſired noꝛ unagined any thing, but to the aduancement ok her.

graue my very loule, that to ſaue your life, would gladly loſe mine, 
and hazard my credit with his DB icffie, wꝛonging his repoſed confi, 
dence in me, and will giue you ubertie thꝛough this Tower, fo? it ig 
unpoſlible vou ſhould ſcape by this Gate, by rcaſon oc the ſtrong guard 
that kepcs you, And greeue not thus io dilcontent pour Ladie, fo; 

the pꝛoceſle of time will lelſen her concealed ſoꝛrowe fo2 Acelilaos 
dcath, better then pours may now ſatiſſte her reuenge. Let it be ſo, and 
by this mcancs reſerue your life, bee it but lo implop it in louing her: 
fo2 it is not the part of a noble bꝛeaſt fo dilpaixe ot eucry thing, but it 
rather belongs to a couragious nunde, tonoutlh his decaying hopes 
with bolde confidence.

The ſecond time 
Would not jroztune let me repeate it, foz couſpiruig with Folus , they 
both would nerds trie their liercenelſe on my Patience, Wit h the cruel⸗ 
leſt ſtoꝛme that hath been ſeen: fo2 the waues beginning to {well thꝛeat⸗ 
mig the heauens and ſtronge ſt rockes, whal might not we feare, that 
Were tolled on their billowes, lemetimes hopicd to the cloudes, ard 
then caſt lower then the center of the earth! So that he which ſufircred 
ice patne, was glad to iubmit to deaths ſtrobe. Such and lo many 
gaches of water came tun bling into our weather beaten veſicli, that 
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full againſt our willes, wee Here fozced to tote the ſauoꝛ of Neprunes 


ſaulteſt licquoꝛ. 


On the ſudden we were ſurpꝛized with ſuch a whirlewinde, that we 
(oft al hope ofrecencry,to2 the perſecuted Barke late wallowed vp and 
D0wne , abone halle an houre, vntil a contrary winde ouermaiſtring 
the tempeſt, caſt it neare the ſhoze , and running on a ſhole, it ſplitted 
in the midſt. Dur clamoꝛs and ſhukes then, are not to be belccued, no: 
wil Jreheaͤrſe them, fo2 my tongue is inſutficient. Ye that by chaunce 
got then any aduantage, was by faſtning on ſome peece of bord, alitle 
to pꝛoong his ie. It was la hideous darke , that none could ler the 
othor, noꝛ licht any fire could we, fo2 the winde diſpearcing it, would 
blow it out. Thus grapled on a planke, let my friend, and wꝛaſtling 
with the ſeas, foꝛtune, and death: the Gods permitted me! pct J know 
no: why to laute my abhoꝛred life, And about the dawning of the dap, 
I found nip ſelfe on the ſandic Hauen of Argier, ſo bꝛuſed and fired, 
that { could not ſtand on my feete,to2 beſides my toples, J had not llept 

in rom ce dates bet920; ttil by moments expecting my neare app2oching 
death. 

J was willing fo take a nappe, befoꝛe I would go into the coun⸗ 
fric, fo ſtepping among ſome growing werdes, J flept a god while,re- 
teuung a little reſt and taſe. Quick ly was it bereaft mee, falling in 
the hands of thoſe barvarons Inũdels ofthat Sconſe, that neither pit⸗ 
tie no: Pa — 1 any, though they bee of thei owne ſec, fo much they 
truſt to the ſtrength of th eit their Caſtle.

J will omit (valiant Pꝛinces) how J might green: fo be fo hur⸗ 
tied from Market to Market to be ſolde, At pleaſed my foꝛtune to le: 
me lo karre obtaine the Bings grace, as that her let mee go at ſiberlie 
wir aut bands, but marked in the front as his lane, J learned to heal 
language, which mach auapled me, would J haue violated my 
wth conſecrated to my Ladie, foz Troylahi d aughter did cuen dor 
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on me: but to him that had vowed his ſoule to Pollinardas excellecieg, 
and wanting the conſolation ofher pzeſcnce, that increaſed his tz, 
ment, 

J purpoſe to ſhunne her impoꝛtunities, once of fo many times, they 
had iniuſtlp bought and ſolve me to runne away. One night among 
the reſt, Jreſolued to do it, the which J might eaſily accomplith, conſt, 
dering the much libertie J had ; yet would J not do it without a fares 
well of the beauteous Troy la, becauſe J would not ſeeme vngratefull 
foꝛ her loue and fauoꝛs. You map imagine how ſhe might take it, af, 
fecting me in my opinion) as her leife ; neuerthelefle, her true loue 
teares could not ſkay pœꝛe diſtrefſcd Iaroe, fo was J called by the 
Turkes. Shee ſceing me thus obſtinatelp determined, requeſted tg 
know who J was, then which thee required no other comfozt ; J did 
not hazard much thereby, and therefo2e ſatilfied her. Jt ſomewhat 
quieted her, pꝛoteſting to come to my kingdome, 02 neuer to recciue 
buſvand, but at my hands, Therevpon J toke my leaue, a thouſand 
times embꝛaced by her, foꝛ J durlt not do it, fearing thereby to wzong 
her, that is the load karre of my iopes. 

Sher gaue me moꝛe neceſſaries foz my tourney then J needed, and 
therewith departed from Argicr, Where J nothing got, but like a laue 
to be marked in the foꝛehead.

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ther tome. The deceaſed Painces pounger r bꝛother he Was: but karre 
valianter: fo2 there is no Opant able to withſtand him. Dec lolicited 
and wed by all means to obtain the Ladies god will, knowing there 
palt no moꝛe betwene her and his bꝛother, then an exterio2 affection 
tonſirmed with eſpowled faith, Vet doth he inſiſt therein, Whauahtie 
and pꝛoude is Al ternio the fierce, ſo is he named, Manp times was 
J about to buy hoꝛſe and armoz, to trie my koꝛtune, Which is vnable 
lo ſuffet any Competitoꝛ in m loue and hopes. But J let it alone, to 
ſex fo what end my flauith turkiſh habit would ſozt vato, Sometimes 
J beheld her, which was no ſmall redꝛeſle tomy affiicted minde, pet 
wis tn tempered, ſteing her diſconted, which pure loue made me thinke 
Was fo; Agelilao, 

o one day walking xcarc her chamber window, J met with my 
friend the Pzince Lyſander, Euen from his ſecret cabinet, did my 
heart leape with his ſuddaine ſight. Me ſtayed to loke on mee, and ſer⸗ 
ing me attired like a Turke, with a turbant on my head, and the reit 
of mp apparrell neate and cleane, he demaunded whence J was. J 
aunſwered of Carthage,and that by great god happe J had fceed my 
ſelfe from Argiers bondage, 

He intreated me(X know not ikthꝛ ough affection) to become his ſer⸗ 
aant, J agrede thereto, onely againe to trie my foztune that wap. 
Thence wee went to the Pallace, where hee acquainted his new ſer⸗ 
mito2 with his Parents. Py Lady was pꝛeſent, whole pꝛeſence made 
etterp topnt 4 vain kremble within me, in their ſeueral}motion,yecfnow- 
and then cating iy eyes viito the Sunne ſhine of her beautie, J 
dꝛew rength from it, to ſuppozt my weake minde, fo make repiy to 
thardemaunds:; fo ſcœing me fo young, ui that no hayꝛe pet budded in 
my kate, they comiicratzd the relation of my troubles „ impzilon⸗ 
ments, and Uaueries: yet this nothing greeued me (aide J) foz 
1 canngt remember when J was mine owne , and thcrefo2e 
luppoſiag J was marked to no other freedome, J did till now pas 
tientip beare mp llauich bandage, as ik J had bene boꝛne there- 
5 and 4 velceiw it will neuer ber otherwile, iny foztunes ſocon⸗ 

mued it. 
Oladly would I haue had my Lady vnderſtod it, lo (hee might 
det knolbe me) and with What afeeation J did viter it, as hee 9 
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o long ſince was whelip denoted to her perkections. There was none 
in all the Court but toke liking in me, eſpeciallyp my Lo2d Lylander, 
that fauozed me that night to take mee with him, with [wozds 2 buck: 
lors, and pꝛiuie coates, ſecretiy to walke abꝛoad, crolling the backſivg 
of a Gar that leaded him te his Ladie Soleſias lodging. His kind- 
nelle and familiaritic was a meanes that hee did not intreate mee as a 
ſeruant, but as if he had knowne me, making mee the Secretarie of 
his Loues, the lureſt token or true amitie that may bee in this age, 7 
cannot otherwiſe belceue, but that Cupid now at length thought hun⸗ 
ſcif; wꝛonged, ſeeing Pollinarda ſo rebellious and cruell towardes him 
and me. So ſhe that could not loue Floriſiano, Venus ſonne with his 
almightie power, fo:ced to affect poꝛe Iaroe, which name J would not 
change, fo2 vnder that title Foꝛtune had offered me, in obtaining the 
grace of I royia Pꝛinceſſe ot Argier.

Oh, they bs the lweete filent 
AinbaTadozs, ſolicitung the ſoules want. 

Many times would J let my lelfe at a window, to ruminate alone 
the felicitie ot my ſtate: then would J lay to my ſelle: Oh, who might 
deale ſome of my abounding lauours with dilconted Ploriſiano: Oh 
ods, how entnous became the Pance of Apuliaa, to ſee Iaroe ſo belo- 
ned, and hinelke vtterlp abhozred, Oktentunes recounting mp many 
fauozs, found them ſo intinit, that was contented to let the Pancd 
are with larocs glozie and happinelle. 

One night, oh happie night among the reſt did the Lady at full 
make knowne her vehement paſſions,fo2 I beuig bympy maiſter com⸗ 
manded to watch till one or the clocke, becauſe wee ſhould then walke 
abꝛoad, I got me in that ſeaſon not farre from her chamber, 4 khinke 
there was ſome falſe doe, foꝛ when was gining thankes to Cupid 
the benefits J recciued, A heard ſome buſling there. J ſtarted — 
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what amazed: and loking what it might be, J ſaws her that now go⸗ 

uernes my heart ,Apprare moꝛe fairer then Diana. A ſiluer Candleſtick 
with a Taper ſhe held in her hand. With cap in hand (foz ſhe was my 
* np2 . ran to take it krom her . Oh lone, fo none but whom 
thou hits thou doſt diſtribute thy fauoꝛs. She plainly (excellent knights 
ſhowed her ſelle ta be foly mine: fo2 wanting the power to moouc the 
Organs ok her vopce, pet her epes firmelp fixed on mine, ſhe would not 
let the candleſticke ge. Oh Loues ſwerte warre In faith {Noble 
Dies vou Would haue ſmiled to ſee the bewtious Pollinarda by filence 
and dutyme action, conkeſſe the did lone, acknowledging his loueraign⸗ 
lie, und her tributarie dutie to his deitie, granting thoſe kauours as ho⸗ 
{tage of her faith, vnto his ſeruant laroe. Oh do not ſuffer him (moſt 
ſacred Lady, ſaid J) ſo much to offend,that was onely created to adoze 
you, 

CUth this ſpeech, ſhe perceiued the fault ſhe had committed: whers 
vpon with conſent we let the Taper on the table , While the replped. 
The imamnation (Iaroe) thou mighteſt ill ſuſpect , ok this my com- 
nung thus to viſit thee, hath bereft me of all ſtrength and vnderſtan⸗ 
ding: but that thou maycit knowe wherefo2e F come „ it is thus: 7 
mull haue the tell me thy pꝛoper name, foꝛ J am lure thou haſt ſome o⸗ 
ther, This will J not be denied, vowing to keepe it ſecret, that thou 
mapeſt receiue no harme therefoꝛe. You may well thinke how J might 
ſtand confounded with her demannd: aunſwere J could not, which 
made her moze eager to know it. Againe, ſhe vꝛged me, that J was 
inſoꝛced to lay, J cannot conceine diuine Pꝛinceſſe) why you are im⸗ 
poztunate to know the thing that will moſt of all others greeue pon: oh 
let me not be the cauſe to renew your ſozrow,fo2 J will firſt be my own 
murtherer. 

The amozons Dame replped: Did J imagine to recciue any, 
I would not demaund it: but doing ſo, J allure you, vou (hail not in a⸗ 
ny hing moze content me, then in that. J aur{wcred her thus. Tell, 
foz all this, am ſare (faire Pꝛinceſſe) the knowledge of my name win 
vere vou. TWiherefs2e J humblp intreate pou to holde this dagger in 
pour hand, that ending my ſpeech, you allo end poꝛe Jarocs life, EH 
by): — (boucraigne Pollinarda) I was bone as J ſaid in Carthage

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of Calabria:wherefoze,ſecing how hated that name was in this houfe, 
1 durſt not come hither with it, fearing to refreſh therewith,the memo» 
rie of paſſed ereefes , Oh exceeding power of loue, fo2 though Spz 
Lniahts) 3 remembzed the things the did melt loue and hate, he ſhew⸗ 
ed no whit of alteration, but returning my ponpard, ſaid. 

Little uced had you Floriſiano, to alter your name fo; amp ſuch 
feare, Rnowing that onelp fo2 it, the firlt of the ſame had bens fozginen, 
Farther ſhce did not pzoceve „ noz moze openly bewzay her at⸗ 
fron, | 

dillembled my iop, ſharing it with Taroe,lvhomnow me thoght 
be gan to bee loꝛzgot: J would therein recompence him foz his fozmer 
kindneſſe towards Floriſiano. The lime would no longer permit vs 
fo chat, fo2 the houre of my departure being come, J was conſtraincd 
to teilher fo, She was content, adinfing me to be lecret, becauſe ſhee 
Would that way often viſit me. 

Jünagine (Sir nights) that pou thinke both tongue and ſoule 
woꝛe a ſolemne performance of her deare commaund , and it pou fo

ſiring her to account me hers: F toke my leaue, leauing my ſoule in her 
boſome, and returned to my Lo2ds lodging: where we pꝛepared our 
ſelues fo2 our walke.

of her honours blemiſh, doted on a ſlaue. A iuſt guerdon, that ſeeing ſhe 
would not affect the night, that with ſuch firme p2ofes had appzoued 
himſelfe to be hers, and by his deeds, wozthy of her eſtimate, ſhe now 
beheld the ſubieg of her iopes, with ſlauiſh markes, and that her blinde 
und vaine paſſion, might ſo far exceed as to ſapꝑ, that fo2 the ſecond Flo. 
riſianos lake, the firſt had bene pardoned, 

There is none that may ſafely build his aſlurance on ſuch effects, 
if once he haue opened his dwzes to Loucs flatterics, In penſiue ima⸗ 
ginations had the Louer put the Oreles with his amozous Biſtozie, 
that they would not ſo ſoue haue it end. But the youth that aggraua⸗ 
ted his woes with repetition of his fozmer greetes , abzciuated , lap⸗ 
ing. 

There ſtayed J Hersicke knights gazing on the veſture that be⸗ 
longed to the Apulian, till that my Loꝛd Ly ſander hautng excuſed him⸗ 
ſelfe to his lady, of certaine obicctions layd againſt him, J thinke it was 
but ſome iealous imagination, they would afſure all inconnentences, 

an cſpouſall contraction, eſpecially befittuig them both, So her came 
fo; me to be a witneſſe thereto, but ere he diſcovered himlelle, he would 
na ds try the vygoꝛ ol np armes, comming an other way diguiſed ko; 
the purpoſe ; and being neare me, he d2ew, laying, 
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Ahat madnelle hath bꝛought thee to ſo ſuſpitious a place, where thy 
bolonells (hall reape no other againe, then aremozcetcfie death: 7 was 
fo carefull to let none palſe , noꝛ to diſcloſe who J was, that without 
moꝛe ado , dz other anfwere, J ſet vpon my dearcft friend, In faith } 
rciopced to ſeg how wel he behaued huniclte, although 3 knew him not, 
blut 7 being thzoughly incenled, J began to folijow hun in ſuch ſoꝛt, that 
X d20nc him among the hedges of the Oꝛch ard, kaithiu:iy viſchargirg 
my dutie. 

It behwued him to ſpeake, leaſt ſome danger had happened, ſo he 
rayled his vo ice, miſcalling me therewith, which moze greeued me. then 
he had moꝛtally wounded me: fo2 ſeeing me with eager furie, preſſe 
to take aduantage at full to hit him, he laid.

Great honoz wonne Salberno hereby, (fo was 
he named and had in high cfunation, fo2 his Couſin crcepted , that 
was boꝛne foz the leas, whole Lieftenant hee was) none could better 
oer a Nauall bat el then he, as he ſhewed it in the warres of Grecia. 
The Cmperour to fauoꝛ the Captaine general of his Jietes, inuited 
him, which they much eff xined, indging the Greeke Monarch the ab- 
ſoluteſt accompliched in al vertnes, ol any in the whole vniuerſe bc- 
ſides: and themſelues mag happie, to bee iopned in amitie With dich 
PDꝛinces. 

Away they would go, when a kinſman of Poliidolp * of Croatia 
ſhewed himkelfe, whole armes were of an Indian wad full oi ſtraw⸗ 
berries, Unhth gallant b2aucric hee went towards the Tower, where 
hee ſpedde not ſo ill, as not to be accounted balttant, fo; his ſhield was 
hung next to the Tropan Oriſtides. To dinner went the Emperoꝛs, 
glad to fee what happened in that triall, where they were lerued with 
ſuch maieſtie as their eſtates required. By theniſelues late all the La⸗ 
dies ſo exceding faire, that Paris had doubted to which koꝛ beautie hee 
might giue the golden apple. Nothing could pleaſe the beautcous Ar- 
chyttlora, in abſence ot her Greeke, but rather greeued to fee thoſe fra 
ſtiuals, miſſing the pzcſence of her Bunce. She was a thouſand times 
determined to go and ſeeke him: but ſhee left it, ſuppoſing the fame of 
the diſamoꝛous Tower would dꝛaw him thither, thinking that was he 
that acccompamed the knight ofthe Lyons, W much ſhee iudged hun 
to reſemble Claridiano. 

Great comtoꝛt was it to her to communicate her greete with Roſa- 
mond, that incouraged her as one that was fre of luch tozmenting 
palſions, and yet ſoꝛe grecued fo2 the want of her deare ſonne Rolelm- 
do, of whom lhe knew not what was become, and many times ſhee 
was about to demaunde the wile men ſoꝛ hun, had ſhee not thought it 
much immodcectie. 
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Phe could not but reveal? it fo her beloued Dacian, who diſſemblod it 
as much as he could, yet not without ſignes of inward ſoxrow in his ve⸗ 
rp ſoule: he yurpoled to ſceke him, firſt inquiring of his friend Nabe to, 
the place of his abode, the which animated him, perlwading himlelfe 
hee uguld haue clpcciail care efhis welfare, becing the thing that ſo 
neare concerned hun. | 

Dinner bang ended, andthe table taken vp, all that companie 
okEmperozz, Kings, Yunces,and unights, with all the Ladies, came 
ft to foe thence commers, that were many, to p2wue the Tower. 
It was wozthie the trauell, and to be deſired, what was pꝛomiſed to 
the vio), Wherefvze ſcarco were the Ladies placed, when with 
Vince grace there cntred the ſto t Laſtorus, coſin to Don Silve i, 
and Generall to the Yimgarians, and of whom there was god hope, 
He ſhewed hin felfe to be no leſle vabeloued then valiant, foz his ſhield 
was let next to the Tropans. 

Do many haſted to the triall, that no ſoner one ended, but another 
was readie. Among them that belt behaued themlelues, was the gal⸗ 
lant Lulitanian, Archylocue, on Siluerias bzothea, whoſe ſhield was 
alſo equalled with the laſt. In ſuch multitudes were thoſe ſhields hung 
vp, that the Chꝛiſtaline Tower was almoſt full, Euerie one conuerted 
their exes at one ſide of the place, becauſe they had eſpyed the famous 
Oaltoldo Led genctall by land, to whom the Emperour had giuen 
that honoꝛable charge, in reſpect of what his father had done (o2 his {orr; 
and he fo2 his Nephew. It was aduiſe dip done by the Orcrke, #02 the 
ond did neuer knowe a better, noz moze foꝛtunate Captaine, oz 
mode ſgiltuller in oꝛdering of battel, and pzeſenting it in time. Ve was 
beloued of all, and allo of the Ladies, although he had not hoewiie him⸗ 
elle amogous: loꝛ he ſaid, there was nothing moꝛe contrarie no2 trou⸗ 
bleſoma ta him that ſwayed any publicke commaunde, then to bee in 
vie, and to boe fo, it was necelſarie fo2 a man to buſie himſelke in nos 
thing but in that new altenation, ſctting apart all other cares, Actom⸗ 
parted with molt ofthe Nobilitie came the valiant youth, all in white 
an192 garniched with linots of Gold and Azure. A gallanter knight 
had not berne ſeene in that triall. Mounted he was on a Roane Cours 
ſer, with Capariſons of colour like his armes, with ſo many ſtones, 
that their light dazeled the ſplendoꝛ ofthe Sunne, whole rapes reuer⸗ 
berating on them, depziued the beho ders ſight, 
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wiſhing the thꝛaldome ol his ubertie. Ifthe world had another Ori- 
ſtoldo (aunſwered the Bꝛinceſle it were god that this were in loue, 
and the other the care to keepe vs. Leave we this (aid Roſamond, to 
ſx what will become ofhis libertte, 

By this he was arrined at the Tower, where hee allighted, and | 
dꝛawing fo2th his ſwoꝛd, mounted the ſtatres with ſuch corrage,that | 
cucrp ene cried out: Lindabrides would be his. One ſteppe he aſcen⸗ 
ded higher then Brandimardo. There he ſtayed, toꝛ hee was cherged | 
with fo many blowes, that hee ſpedde woꝛſe then any befoze,although | 
his honour were greater. Bis mother and the Pꝛincelles that [cud 
him as their ſonne, made him come where they were, and there the 
Ladies did diſarme him with ſuch kindneſſe, as if he were one of the 
Greke Pꝛinces. To whom Ly riana ſaide. J em ſoꝛrie Peincc Ori- 

{to1do) that to ſhew vs your libertie, to theſe Ladies argefes, you haue 
7 ſuſtamed 


Pn his head and his owne Eurgonet, great p'rames of feathers, full of ſo 
ſpangles of golde. In middeſt ol his thick within a groue of tres, hæ tt 
himelte was pictnred with his hand vnder his cheeks, teaming vpen a it 
Lobiclaunce,at his fete lay the God of Louc with bow and arrowes, p 
2s vanquiſhed by him: on whom he ſermed to gaze lo carcicfiy, ag tf 
ye held his deitie in naught. The poſte was thus, wzeatyed about his fl 
launce. 1

None was moze gazed on then the bzaue Paince of Antioche. Oh, 
how gallant doth he come (ſaide Lyriano, who greatly tendꝛed him 
and J ain glad of his libertie, by reaſon oftheſe Ladies that map well t 
excuſe it, fo2 were he in loue, he could not then fo well guard vs, J am | 
ſoꝛrie (replied Roſiluera that ſo fr a knight ſhould haue any here to 8 
take his part, fo2J knowe not how ſo great a w2ong as hee commits a 
againſt Ladies by hat cruell deuiſe, map bee ſatiſficd, but by 6 
| 
| 
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ſuſtained fuch trouble. De aunſwered. Pleaſant is the ſow2eft (mot 
ſoue raigne Pꝛincelle) if my will and dcfire bee conſidered, although 
the deunſe be againſt my ſelfe, the which (ſhall neuer keepe me from be⸗ 
ing yours, Now you haue loſt the entrance (ſaid Artemiſa) you thew 
pour ſelfe penitent and ſozrie fo2 your libertie, but pdu ſhal not thinks . 
to haue anſwered it with ſuch ſmall ſatilfaction. The beautie ofthcſe 
two Ladies had ſomething aſtowſhed the free Pꝛince: pet hee replied. 
You ſhal not need fo deuiſe new pumihments fo2 him, that mult 4 will 
be alwaics obedient to pour tommaunds kaꝛre Eadics and let it be y ⸗ 
nough, J conkeſſe J haue wzonged pou, that this acknowledgement 
may ſtrengthen my excuſe, and ſo leſſen my fault, that by purchaſing 
your grace, J may hope fo2 an extenuation of my chaſtiſement. That 
might be ſaid Rof1luera) were not pour offence greater then may bee 
foꝛgiuen. 

Ao moꝛe ofthis vnpꝛofitable chat ſpake Archyroſa) fo2 his hbers 
fic will ſuffictently-hereafter plague him, as it hath done many others: 
and let vs now tnquure the reaſon ofthts tumult: Whereat they all lw- 
ked fo ſer what it was. There was none but ſaid aloud. The aduen- 
ture is at an end, now the bꝛaue knight ofthe Lyons is come, All the 
Punces turned to ſe his comming, eſpecially Roſabell, beag ſo 
greatly bound vnto him; What ſhall J ſay of Archy flora \ncenc of 
Lyra: the changing colours of her face denoted her alteration, thm⸗ 
king her Pꝛinte tame with him. Alreadie was this warlike Mars paſt 
the pꝛeaſe of people, mounted on a mightie bay Courſer, whoſe Ca- 
pariſons coloured ike his armoꝛ, Were imbꝛodered with ſo many ine⸗ 
ſtimable ſtones, that the riches of them admired the ſpectatoꝛs. On the 
foppe of his helme and hoꝛſes head, were large plumes of diuers to⸗ 
loured feathers, that the bꝛauerie ofboth amazed the whole place, that 
none doubted his vickoꝛie. The Emperoz Alphebo, was he that moſt 
reioßced, becauſe he had and did greatly lone that Pꝛinteſſe, whom he 
ſo ealily could not foꝛget, if ſhe had not beene alotted to his bꝛother. In 
middeſt of whole ſhielde, was dꝛawne a wold round like a globe, by 
83 a knight climed vp, to the toppe whereofhe wanted litle, where⸗ 
on late Foꝛtune, reaching him her hand, with this motto 
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If Fortunes hand be not a ſtop, 
I will atraine the highelt top, 
The which, if Fortune do deny, 
Fortune is too blame z not I. 


No leſſe pleaſure was conceiucd at the wozd then the knights gal 
lant diſpofition ; who with admived Mai eſtie paſt on, making his hozſe 
bend to the earth befoze the Ladies. It amazed him to ſ& ſuch diuine 
bewfte: he ſtod a god a god while rapt in contemplation : indging it 
che rareſt ſight in the woꝛld: and indede he was not deceiued, loz ſo mas 
ny and ſo faire were neuer ſeene togither, but there. 

J would be loth (ſaide the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia) the knight ofthe Ly ons 
ouls detract much tune in gazing on onr beauties, ſo that when he 
would not, he be fozced to loſe the foꝛbidden entrance, not foz want of 
balour, but by his pelding fo loue. 

There is none heere but wiſhes his god in all things (ſpake the 
Nucne of Lyra) foꝛ by his meanes we were all made toyfull, Oh, 
let mee keepe company with ſuch happie knights (ſaide Arte niſa) 
whole diſdaine towards Ladies, noz their comming againſt them fo 
openiy to appꝛoue themſelues their aduerſaries, in Venus lawes, will 
not diuert their affection from them. 

The defire they haue to become Loucrs aunſwered the Empꝛeſle 
Claridiana) helpes them to be beloued: but let vs not not loſe the ſight 
of his high derds: fo; J haue great hope ot his vidoꝛie. There is none 
here but hath the like, wiſhing it with their very ſoules (replied Lyria- 
na) and there vpon 3 doubt not but he ſhould finde ſome one heere that 
would vndertake the combat about the lame. 

By this the furious youth was arriued at the Tower gate, where 
he viſmounted, and ſtucke his launce in the ground, whereat hee 
tped his hozſe with ſuch beauerie, that cuery one applauded his 
vehamour, 8 
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His khield hee tied fo his ſaddle pummell, and taking his Are, 
with ſoueraigne grace he paced towards the entrance, whoſe paſſage 
many iudged fo (mall, conſidering his fearefull aſpect, Foz rating 
aloft his mightie are, making the blade ſhine with her glittering bzigh t- 
neſle, and he beeing one of the beſt pꝛopoꝛtioned knights on the earth 
(o he were no Gpant) foꝛ he was nine fot in height, and ol moſt ſtrong 
and euen compoſed members, all which were apparant tokens of his 
erceſſiue ſtrength. 

Scarce did hee beginne to mwue to enter the Tower, when there 

was heard the hozrible ſound of new warlike inſtruments, with luch 
tries and clamozs of people, that it ſæmed a whole hotte was with- 
i, 
Upon the toppe of the Tower appeared ſquadzons of armed knigh's, 
whence alſo were diſcharged inftnit peeces of Oꝛdinance. Manp hi⸗ 
dedus ſhꝛikes, gaue warning that the fierce ſcourge of their houſe was 
come. 

This is no impediment to fozbid his mounting the ſtaires, foz as 
if h& walked on the plaine ground, he aſcended them to the verp top, 
whencenew cries rezounded, and newe keepers were ſcene to defend 
him from taking the key of the Tower. A god while he laboured in 
this rigoꝛous conflict: in the end, letling himſclfe ſtrongly on his fete, 
be paſt his ax e into his left hand, and with his right hee got the key, 
wherewith hee opened the Tower gate, whereat a new alarum was 
ſounded, which put the battel in ſome doubt, Foz foure vgly defozmed 
pants were placed at thedoze, in defence whereof they executed 
wonders, hauing no other care but to pꝛohibit the entrance. Oh who 
would not delight to ſ& our warkke pouth, within the narrowneſſe 
the gate, take the axe by the middle, wherewith he miſſes no blowe, 
mt that which he executeth, daunts the place with chill cold feare, but 
not thoſe that were onely ſet there to receine them, though the God of 
battcls had diſcharged then, pet couls they not bee greater then theſe. 
Not without great labour and tsple hee thzuſt hunſelfe among them, 
where his dads were admirable: pet he topled in vaine, foz vnleſſe hee 
tleaued their heads, hee cannot free himſelfe from them, becauſe theres 
n canſiſted all their frenath. 

Butnow Foztune was ofhis fide, and content that beautecus 
Do 2 Pzinceſle 
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H ꝛunceſle Gould be let at uber tie, and end ſomany her troubles,by en⸗ 
op hin, the heauens had lo long ünce pꝛonuſed her: foꝛ labo ing in 
this cruell fight, guung and receuung mightic bio bea, by god chance 
ee reached one with the blade of his axe vpon the head. Dee cleſt ut 
dobone to the bꝛeaſt, thinking hee had cut a rocke, lo hard hee found it. 
At the very inſtant he vaniſht out of fight, whereby he ſuppoſcd then 
uichauntnient lap there. 

CUHhcrevpon hee beganne to ſtretch himlelſe at length with his 

are, as a cunning maiſter of his weapon Caery one in the place plaim⸗ 
ly bcheld him, fo2 the walles of the T Tower were ſo tranſparant, that 
all was ſerne, what ere was done in the firſt Hall. Some altcration did 
Claridiano fœle within her Juozie bꝛeaſt, remembzing what troubles 
and daungers ſhee had indured and paſt, all cauled by that Puu⸗ 
celle. 
And leridian was alſo cofounded in imagination of oppoſed thoghts, 
which exceedingly greeued hum: fo: ik his filter were liberated, his fas 
thers large Emperie ſhould be hers: but ſo he might lee her, hee was 
content fo2 that time to omit thoſe cogitations, and turned his epes on 
the haughtie knight, that repꝛeſenting firie Mars within the Tower, 
had by this llaine another. 

The valiant youth made ſure account ofthe vickoꝛis, knowing 
where their ſtrength lay, So hee extended all his, to end the battell 
with them, thinking their deaths would ende the cnterpaſe. Yes 
made as if hee feared them, that they might with vnadinſed haſte fol- 
tow him. 

It fell out as hee defired, and ſo fetching about the ingratefull 
Athenian are, hee diſcharged it with the vtmoſt ol his furte on the top 
of the ones helme, that both it and helme was clca(t to the 
iwaite. 

Hauing thus done, he determined to cloſe with the laf, but ere 
hee caſt his armes about him, hee ranne againſt him lo hard with 
£3 Houlders, that hee thauſt him from him, with mo2e furic then hee

Somewhat aſtoniſhed was the Greeke, ſeeing he mult leaue his 
Armour , but it laſted not long, becauſe he would not bee taynted 
with cowardile , and ſo hee thus made aunſwere : J am con⸗ 
tent (DP Unights) although it bee no god cuſtome „ik wee 
may vle our Arme, to put them off in luch neccſſarte occaſt- 
on. A 

At that inſtant he let his are againſt the wall, and vnayzting his 
Woꝛd, and doing the like by it. The two nights had ſuch care, and 
were lo vigilent to watch theſe two weapons, that hee was 
{carcely dilarmed „ when (wifter then an Eagle they pzelently 
\natched them away, -thathisnimbleſe was not able to po — whit it. 
Yee neuer lawe himſelle in daunger of death vntill now: foz2 
they of the 5 Tower with thoſe weapons are become mode — 
himſelle.
